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SIR HUGH PALLISER, Bart, 
(with a portrait.) 



'irHTS brave and worthy OHicer was, 
* we believe, a native of Ireland, or 
at leaft of IriUi extraction. He was 
born about the year 1721, and as early 
as the year 1735 chofc the le'i lervice 
for bisprofeUjoii, in which he for^n di- 
ftmguimed Uimfcif by his gallantry aiid 
courage, and was not without bis ihare 
of the hardfiiips, the dangers, and dif- 
tref^ful incidenu fo common to a fea- 
faring life. 

On the afth of Nov<;mber 1746, he 
becane a Port Captain in the Capr-iin, 
and about i':'4S he met with an accident 
by the burning of a'chcli of tire-arms, 
which left a wound that tormented - 
him in a mol^ excruciating manner io- 
celTantty daring the remainder of his 
life. Jn 1761 he was made Governor 
of Newfoundland, and in 1766 made 
peace with the Indians upon the back. 
fctilcments of Canada, for which he re- 
ceived a rccompence from his Sovereign. 

The wife and.f^lutary laws which he 
caufcd to be enacted f:»r the benefit of 
his country, and the comfort and hap- 
pinefs of the poor fiflicrmcn during his 
government of that ifiand, will lang re- 
niaia proofs of a found mind and a hu* 
man« and benevolent dirpofition. 

la Auguil 1770 he, became Comp* 
troller of the Navy, and was promoted * 
to the ranK of ^ear Admiral \ and, in 
the f^me year, was elected one of the 
Elder Brethren of the Trinity Houfe. 
Id 1773 he was created a Baronet. 
In 1775 he was chofen Mcmoer for 
Soiri>orough, ^nd in 1776 one of the 
Lords of the Admiralty'. In 1778 he 
was promoted to the rank of Vice Ad- 
miral, Lieutenant of Marincsi aildQQ* 
Teroyr of Scarborouj^h Ca&ic,' /\ 



When,, in 177^?, it was thou:jht ex* 
pcdicncto arm our fleets againft France^ 
though then poITelTcd of offices which: 
fupplied an ample income, and thoygl^ 
afflicted with a painful bod.ly iniirmity, 
and therefore more cxpofed to danger 
from the fit gues of a fea command, yet, 
warmed by a zeal to fervc his country 
once more in the walk, of his pr ofeifion, 
he acccpied the third poft in' the fleet 
under the command of Admiral Kep* 
-pel. ^ ' 

The event of this is well knowii. Aa 
engagement cnfued on the 27th of 
July, and for Sir Hugh Pallifer's fliare 
in ir, the Admiral publickly and re-^ 
pentedly teftitied his approbation of 
his conduct. But the a/tion not being 
followed with that fplendid and com- 
plcat victory our countrymen expedtcd, . 
reflections were caft on Sir Hugh an4 
his divifion, though much the greater 
iharc of the engagctnent had fallen to 
their lot ; and ir was endeavoured by 
letters in the public prints, ant) other^ 
wife, to irapreft^ the world with aa idea 
that his mifconduft more particularly 
was the caufc of not having come to a 
fecond and more dcciflve engagement. 

He then appealed to the Commander 
in Chief for jufticc to his charaftcr { 
whfch. being evaded, and fufpcttingthat 
an oppofite reprefcntafion was not dif- 
coura^ed, and inflamed by refent- 
mcnt *at fuch praftices, he purfued 
meafures with a view to his own juftifi- 
cation, and anticipat^cl the wiflics of hij 
enemies by making an immediate fur* 
render of fcycral valuable offices to th^ 
amount of between i and 30001. a-ycar, 
leaving himfeif 1^0 other mark of di-

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ftin£lion than his mttiury rank» which 
he retalaed with a view only of having 
the benefit of a trial. 

TI^i trial ffimraencfd the i2th of 
April i779i ^^^ ^**, continued for 
eighteen days ; at the conclufion of his 
defence he addreifed himfelf to his 
Judges jn thcfe terms *. ** Here "I cloie 
my defence for the prefent, furrcnder- 
ing my life and honour into ]rour handf, 
expe£tipg that ju^ tee which is due from 
one brother officer to another, for I 
fee no medium between life without ho«> 
nour and death with ignominy and 
ihame,and I hope you, Gentlemen, will 
be dire^ed by the fame alicrnatife." 
The judgment of the Court was, that 
the conduct and behaviour of Sir Hugh 
Pallifer were in many refpe£ls highly 
exemplary and meritorious; at the lame 
time that they could not help think- 
ing it was incumbent upon him ro have 
made known to hit Commander in Chief 
the difabled Aate of the Formidable, 
which he might have done by the Fox at 
the 'time ibe joined him, or by other 
jlKans i yet| not wuhftahding his omiifion 



in that particular, the Court was of 
opinion, that he was not in any other 
refpe^ chargeable with mifcondu^ or 
miibehaviour on the 27th and 28th daya 
of July, and therefore tbey acquitted 
him. 

Soon 'after this tranfaftion, his Ma- 
jeily, on the death of Admiral Sir 
Charles -Hardy ip 17S0, appointed Sir 
Hugh Pallifer to the Government of 
Greenwich Hofpit^l. In 1781 be was 
elected Member for Huntingdon, and 
in ij^Zj w^ promoted to- the rank of 
Admiral of the White. 

He hadt fome time before his death, 
rcftgned hjs feat in Parliament* and all 
public concerns, except the duties of his 
government at Greenwich, which he 
continued ably and unremittingly to dif« 
charge to the laft ftage of his exiftence. 

He died March 19th, 1796, leaving 
his title, and an unentailed eftate in Ire« 
lahd, to devolve on his nephew* and hit 
other eflates, and a large perfona! for-» 
tune, he bequeathed by will to Mr.Tho* 
mas, his naiilral Ton.

IT was long the f4te of this country to 
admire liie Arts rather than tu culti- 
lute them. At an cnoimous ex pence 
• we imported the produ6tions of foreign 
Sculptoi^, forrign Painters, ^wi\ f.rf.^n 
Engravers, wiitioui fecniing to c!>i)liJer 
that the only way to encourage the Arts 
in this country, was to raifc an En^iifli 
^chool for their advancement. Tiiis hat 
lit Icifgth been done, and a tew (pirited. 
ijadividuaU have projetiedi and iu thcfe 
times of difficulty and daogcr titey ha/e 
f^rft^iedf luch plans, as in other Coun- 
tries, and more peaceable periods, were 
deemed too mighty for the grafp of 
Princes. 

As firft in time, and in the obje6^ of 
its tftabliflinicnt, the Scenes of the 
^teaiefi P*.et of any agr^ delineated by 
ibe befi Puvrifrs of thts^ The Shake- 
srEAR£ Gallery claims the firft 
notice. 

This grand and national tribute to 
the memory t?f our great Bard, has 
brought into pra(*.tice and into notice 
much merit, which without it migiit 
have lain dormant, and been unknown 
toih< worUl, and perhaps to the Artift 
himfelf. Great oc cartons call^rth great 
talents, and the very name cf Saike- 
fpcarc kindles the (park of enthufiafm 
in the b jfrm of a Brit<m. 

The Poets GALLtay, in Fl.eet- 
ftreet, which has been afliorttimeci led 
for the arrangement of the Paintings,

the Proprietor has exerted in the pro* 
iccurtpn of this great and arduous un* 
dertaking, and ot the talents which the 
Ariifts who have painted the pidures 
h^vedifpiayed in their different produc- 
tions, mi:ch»migTt be faid ; but as the 
whole Colleftio.i is open ro the Public, 
and arranged in fuch a ftile as rcnoers 
it the mdll picturefque Exhibition wc, 
ever fiw, the Public will judge for 
themfclves. It completely refutes the 
abi'urd and non fen ileal cant of thofe vi- 
fionary writers who have dogmatically 
pronounced the air of this country un- 
propitiqus to the cultivation of the Fine 
A ts. Neither the air nor the foil are 
unfit for ripening the feeds of Genius, 
which arc fcaitered, abundantly fcat- 
tered in every province of Great-Bri-

Two of the Prints engraving by 
EARtOM.from Hogarth's inimitable 
fcries of 7te Marriage a-la Moc/e, are 
nearly ready for delivery ; and a copy 
of a print p'-rhap's the moft fingular ever 
dcfigned by that great Anift, and which, 
to colledors and admirers of his works, 
inuft prove highly intercfting» was pub- 
liflied laft month. It is entitled En- 
thusiasm DELINEATED, and difplavs 
ihc powers of Hogarth in a new point 
of view. 



The hjftory of ihc origtoal Print j« 
rwher curious. While the original 
Engraving was in this early ftate, there 
were only rwo imprtfljons taken from 
the Plate. Under one of them is the 
following infcription, in the hand-writ-

u is probable that fome friend tq 
whom the Artift flicwcd this produc- 
tion, fuggefted to him that ihc objcftof 
h'ts fatire might be niif^aken, and it 
would be fuppofcd he nas ridiculing the 
realities, inltead of the abfiird t'epre- 
fentaiinna delineated by ancient Pain« 
ters ; his own mind might change^ 
or he might a£t from rcafons which 
c.mnor now be developed. Be that as it 
Trvay.'he entirely changed the Print, 
eraftd,oreircntially altered every figure 
except two, und on the fame piece of cop* 
ptr engraved the plate of 'foe Medley^ 
now in the pofTcflion oFMcfT.BoYDELL. 
One of the oriHinat Prints has been left 
' at the Shaktfpcare Gallery^ (that thofe

'T^HAT Dr. Nares was eminent as a 
•■■• Profeflbr of mufic, his publilhcd 
works, which we' fhali prefently enu* 
merate, wiii abundantly teflity ; but it 
is juft that it Ihould be recorded alto, 
while numburs are alive who can con- 
firm It, that he ranked no lefs honour- 
ftbiy at a man: that he dilplaycd, in 
•▼erf relation of Jife, thofe excellent 
qualities, which are more conducive to 
fociat happioels than the utmoftfplendor 
of talents. 

Of his life, the few particulars that fol- 
low tnay be depended upon as accurate : 

Dr. jAMkS NAKi-s was born in the 
year 1715* - The place of his birth, as 
-wreU as that of his tjrother, the iate Mr. 
JnlUce Naretf *f was Stan well, in Mid- 



d:efex ; from which fituation the family 
loon a! ler, removed to Albury in Oxford- 
fhire. A cafual offVr of Mr. Gatest 
then Mafter of the King's Chorifttrs, 
dttermuied a parent, who had little for- 
tune to beilow on his family, but that of 
a flridlly confcientious (leward f , to edu»> 
cate his elder foo as a mufician; in 
which line he Audied firft under Mr* 
Gates, in the royal chapel, afterwards 
under the celebrated Dr. Pepufch. The 
place of Organift in rhe cathedra] at 
y urk, was his firft preferment : an^ in 
that fituation, after iome continuance in 
it, he married the youngeft daughter 
of Mr. Peafe, formerly a merchant at 
Leeds. At York the prefent woahy 
Bean, DrJ^'ountayoe, became hisfiiend

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Mod patron : by whofe Intereft, in the 

icar 1756» he wat appointed to fucceed 
>r. Greene in the placet of Organift 
sod CompK>rer t« his Majcfty : and 
about the tame time he was honoured, 
by the Univerflty of Cambridge, with 
the degree of Dofior in MuBc. Ttie 
religfiatlon of Mr. 6atet» in O^ober 
'7S7» opened to Dr. Nares the place of 
Mafier of the Chorifier& a4fo. Hi tUi* 
fituaiion he continued, diftinguilhed by 
flri£t attention to the duties of his feve- 
rai placesybv the talents he dirplayediin 
cxecutina ' thcm> and by his varioua 
con^pofiuons^ particularly thofc for the 
church, till July 17S1 *, when declining 
health induced him to retign the -care 
tjf the Chonfttrs. In the 68th ycgr.of 
hts age, a conftitutien never very (Irong 
finally gave way : and he died on the 1 pth 
©f February 1783, tccrctied not only 
by the family which he feft*, but, in 
a proportionable degree, by all related to 
him, or connefied wiih him. 

Themoftftrikingchara^tcriilicsofthis 
worthy and ingenious man were, a natu* 
ta! and verypicafingcheerfulnefs of tem- 
per, an earnrft and generous 7cai for 
every thing praifcworthy, with a JimiJar 
degree of averfion and contempt for 
cvtry thing flagitious or bale. , The . 
friends his merit acquired his inte- 
grity prefervcd : while the competence 
his abilities and diligence procured 
maintained his ind.tpender.ce, lup- 
porfed and provided for his family- in 
Muficy which accident bad made bis 
' profeilion, the verlatility of hii genius 
enabled him to excel: but hi$ paifion 
■was fur literature»in which thfe requifites 
he pcfifclTfed would pollibly have raif^d 
him to a (Fillmore ronl'f^tcuout eminence.

Concerning thofe three Anthems ill 
this latter fet, which are takulated to 
be performed without an organ, the 
author ex preffed himfclf to this tfft6l# 
in a papf r written in 1781. ** Having 
often oeen an auditor in Country 
churches, where what they called An- 
thems wgre fung in parts, I own I 
have been ufually roortlhcd by the per j 
formance, though at the fame time I 
. pitied the performers ; who had againft 
ihcm not only their own inexperience, 
but the badoefs' of the muhc* Nor 
could J help obferving, tbar the fame 
time and pains bcftow ed upon fomc eify 
mufic, cpinpofed in a good ftyle, would 
have produced an cffea much more cre- 
ditable to the fingers, as wr.ll as more 
pleafing to the audience. I was there- 
fol-c dcnrous to remedy, in fome degree, 
this dcftfV, and to fupply a few pieces^ 
which might be at the lame lime within 
the reach of thofe performers, an4 not 
wholly unworthythc attention of thtmort 
enlightened part of the congregation," 

Concerning the merit pf ;hefe feveral 
works it fcems unncceliary 10 expatiate. 
They have been generally admired 
where known, and have ail had, in 
their turn, an extenfive fale. The An* 
thenj* in particular arc ftill much 'At 
requcll, and the latter fet haE been 
found admirably calcolatid for the ufe 
of Country Choirs. Befidesthefe printed 
works, Dr. Nares left unpubh(hcdcQin- 
pofuiona to a confideraolc extent.; par- 
ticularly an ode on the death of Handei^ 
and a great part of Dr. B/own!« Oratori[? 
entitled the Cure of Saul \ wiSich has fince 
been ably fet alfo by Dif. Arnold. Mr. 
Mafon has lately borne a jpft and bor 
nourable tcftitticny to the merits of Pn 
N. as a'cuinpofer and 'a "man, in' bi»

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LETTER FROM DR. HAWKESWORTH TO A YOUNG LADY.

Dear Miss» 

YOU are now going from the com- 
panVfthe cooveriation, aDdamuCe* 
ments ot ehildren, ioto a ftene of life 
which affords more rational plcafurcs, 
aad will engage you in more important 
purfuits: the world is op«;ning before you, 
a wilderneCs in which many have been 
loft ; and in which, among a choufand 
broad ways,tbere is but one narrow path 
that leads to happioefs and honour. If 
iRispath is mi({«d ai fetting out, it i^ very 
difficult to recover it ; it is therefore 
of great eonfcquence to be diredted into 
it at firft j and though I hope you will 
be long under the protection and guid- 
ance of parents in whom there is all that 
can be wiOied in the reUiion, yet I (hall 

five you a few plain inftru^ious, which 
hope will allift you in fuliilling your 
duty to them, in obtaining the good- will 
of others, and promoting your own weU 
fare. 

As my affection to you 6rft led me to 
this dcfign, my knowledge of your ca- 
pacity encouraged me to purfue it. Do 
not imagine that I think you inclined 
to all the faults and follies tliat i -(hall 
xvarn you againft,but youmuft remem- 
ber that all men have faults and follies, 
and that to cautiun perfons while they 
are innocent may prevent the fhame and 
anguiOi of being reproved or upbraided 
after they are guilty. 

Great part of the happ^nefs of every 
indtvidiial depends upon the opinion and 
actions of others : it is therefore defir- 
able to gain and to prefer ve the good- will 
of all : nor would 1 have you think any 
p^rfon either (o mean in their (late of 
life, or fo undcfcrving in their chatafter, 
as that their good-M'iU is of no confe- 
quence to you. Every one who thinks 
you love them will love you 4 for this 
reafon b« always niadv tn ihow your 
|ood*will to ail, by fuch a^s of friend- 
Utip as are in your power, fiill taking 
care to avoid a paitiality which may 
lead you to do any thing in favour of 
one perfon at the expcRce of ano* 
the r, or of yourfelf. 

There are many aCts of friendlhip to 
mankind in general, which are neither 
difficulty troublefome, nor ezpenfive : 
the principal of thcfe Is fpeaking well, 
w ac^leaft not fpeaking ill, of the abfent*

If you fee a fault in another, don't 
make it the fubje^ of converfation ; 
hide it with as much care as if it was 
your own. Do not think yourfelf jufti* 
fied by hying that what you report to 
another's difadv^ntagc is true : itall the 
failings which arc true of the beft of us 
were to be told tQ our deareft friend, 
perhaps all our virtues could fcarcc fe- 
cure his cfteem. But this rule muft not 
extend to the concealing any thing by 
which another may be injured in his 
property or chara£ler, if by revealing it 
the cv:l may be prevented j and this is 
the only inftancc in, which you are al- 
lowed to fpcak of the faults of others. 

Be always punaual in returning what 
the world calls civilities. The failing 
in this, however trifling, is often taken 
for contempt, or at leaft for want of 
eftecm ; and I have known the omitting 
to return a vifit, or to anfwer a letter in 
due time, attended with coldnefs, indif- 
ference, and*worreconfequences. That 
perfons ought not to fct luch a value on 
ihefe trifles is true ; but if they do, it 
behoves U5 to aft as if thev ought 1 how. 
ever, as the refenting a breach of thefe 
punailios is really a fault, take care 
ih=»t you arc not betrayed into it. Let it 
be a rule with you never to refent any - 
thing that was not intended as an affront* 
mere nicgUgcnces fliould be below your 
rcfcntment ; though, for the fake of the' 
infirmities of others, you Ihould guard 
again ft them in yourfelf. 

There are two ways of gaining the 
good- will of the world', whiqd weak peo- 
ple pradife bccaufe they know no oihcpj 
one IS flattery, the other is lavifli profef* 
fions of friend (Hip, which begin and end 
on the lips. Never floop to either of 
thefe low and infamous arts ^ whatever 
is thus gained is bought too dear. To 
refrain frum this fault is eafy, but to 
guard a^ainft the ill effefts of it in' 
others difllcult 5 it is not however more 
difficult than neceffary. Always fufpe^ 
that a perfon who commetids you to 
your face cndea^oun to gain a confidence 
that be intends to betray. Remember 
that whoever makes profeifions of 
friend (hip which are not merited it an 
hypocrite, and beware that your owa 
VAnit^ tloea not encouragt you to think 
<^ g tbt.

that you have mericed uncommon and 
excefuvc mftances of favour and zeiU to 
fcrve you. 

But the conftant ftcady efteem and 
friendlhip of a perfon long tried and 
well known, who has obtained a rcpu. 
ration for virtue and finceritv» is an in- 
valuable treafure : if you find it, pre-* 
Terve it with a rcU^jious care, and re- 
turn it with fidelity and zeal. 

In this place 1 would caution you 
never to be iruftcd with the fecrcts of 
others, if you can by any means avoid 
it witU decency : reje6k it at an enemy 
to your peace, and as a fnare for your 
good name. Whoever tells you a fccrct, 
tells it as a fecret to twenty more ; at 
length it is betrayed ; and as this breach, 
of faith is always denied by the guilty, 
the innocent arc always fufpcfted. It 
h^s been thcugh't good advice not to 
reveal your own 'fccrets, but I would 
rather advife you to hive none : do no- 
thing that if known would wound your 
reputation, or fill your own bofom with 
lhan>e and regret. To lie at the mercy 
of accident ; to be obliged conlhintly ro 
watch over our words and a(5tions ltd 
what we wi(h to hide ihuuld be difcO- 
vercd ; is the life of a Have, full of fear, 
fufpicion, and anxiety : thofc who 
have nothing to fear but fal&cod and 
detraftion enjoy their own innocence, 
have an open lock, a noble confidence, 
native chcerfulnefs, and perpetual 
peace. 

If upon any difference you ihould 
happen to lofc an intimate acquaintance, 
don't be ieager to relate, the circumftaFi- 
ces of the quarrel, in order lojuftify 
your conduct and condemn rheir's : thoic 
ftorics, which a thoufand little ci'-cum- 
flancts make of importance to you, and 
Kvarm your mind in tl»e recital, are ir.fi- 
pfd toevery other perfon ; arrd while you 
think you amufe them, and are riling 
into a perfon of confequence by a detail 
of your own prudent management, you 
will become tirefome, impertinent, and 
ridiculous, if the onrty with whcm 
you have differed ihould purfuc this 
method, the wifcr part of mankind will 
rather conclude them to he in fauit, from 
their zeal to defend themfelves, than 
yon from your filence ; for it is a con- 
fcibu'nefs that others will condemn us 
which makes us fo eager to anticipate 
their Judgitfcnt. This rule extends to 
the talking uf yourfelf and of your pri- 
vaifc affairs on every other occafion, cx- 
cejJt when it has (omc pertinent relation 
to -^tht diltourfe of the company, <nr 



when it is neceffary to ohtaia fomc ▼*• 
luable purpofc. 

As to your behaviour at home, keep 
yourfelf always above the fcrvants; y^ur 
Nation is above them as their n>auer*s 
daughter, while they are your father's 
fcrvants; and every one fhould aft fuit- 
ably t3 their ftatioa. But do not think 
Imcanthatyou^diould treat them haugh- 
tily, or look upon the mcaneft cf them 
with contempt ; that you fhould put on 
a commanding air, or fpeak to them in 
a peremptory tone : this would be moft 
effcftually to lofe the fupcrioriiy of your 
(lation, and to become defpifed and 
hat^d by thofe who ought to regard 
you with rcfpcft and efteem. My mean- 
ing is, that you fliOuld treat themcour- 
teoufly, but permit no familiarity. Ne- 
ver fuffcr yourfelf to be made their confi- 
dante in any thing that they would conceal 
frum their mailer and miftrefs; never 
make yourfelf a pirty in their difcourfe ; 
and it they ihould addrcfs thcrofelvcs 
to you, decline the converfation with as 
much addrcfs as you can, not to incur 
the imputation of pride, or ill nature, 
by frowning looks and harih language. 
Avoid alfo the oppofite extreme : do 
not watch their molt trivial aftions as a 
fpy, nor repon every little mil'demeanor 
which falls' under your obfervation with 
the low pleafure and petty officioufnefs 
of an informer : never fteal the know- 
ledge of what paffes between them 
when they think they arc alone, bv fc- 
ci^etly liftenlng with a vain or malevo- 
lent curiofity J what ycU over- hear by 
luch means may probably do you more 
harm, than any thing which may be 
thus difcovcred can do you good. If 
your mama fhould delegate part of her 
authority to you in the managemcnr of 
the houftold affairs, ufe it with mode- 
ration, wnd give orden to the maid 
ruber in her name than your own ; you 
will then be obeyed without feeming- to 
affume a command, or to value yourfelf 
upon it. 

If your papa or mama ihould at anj 
lime exprefs a difapproh^tion of ytnif 
conduct, immediately refolve to amend 
if, apologize for the paft, and promife 
for the future : never fecm in haftc t© 
juitify yourfelf ^ and though you ihould 
think their difpleafure unmerited^ in 
which it is a thoufand to one but you 
wilf be mlihkcn, yet be fure to avoid 
all pert and felf-fumcient replies on the ' 
one hand, and on the other iullen looks 
and dumb refentment. If it ihould hap* 
pefi that an harih expreifion cibipf*^ ^

them when their temper is ruffled by . 
the perplexing accidents and difappoiot- 
mencs of budnefs, at ic would t>e tue 
higheft ingratitude and indecency in you 
to cxprefs impatience and difcontcnt, fo, 
as the reward of a contrary conda£V, 
their own reflcQioni upon what i» |>aft 
when the mind is calm will be in your 
favour, and their aff*ftion vyill Icck ta 
opportunity of compenfating vour un- 
eafinefs. You (hould regard thcfe acci- 
den*.5J At opportuniiicf of enduring 
yourfcif to ihem, and as tcfts of your 
prudence, duty, and affection. 

What may not children expeft from 
a father who is a friend to the whole ^ 
circle of his acquaintance ? It is your 
happinefs to have luch a father ; thmk 
vourfclf fecure of every thing that is fit 
for you in his affection, and do not anti- 
cipate his bounty by rcqueft* : the plca- 
fure .of both wiW be letlencd if you re- 
ceive becaufe you aik, and he gives 
becaufe he cannot deny you. How very 
ihameful then is the common triumph 
of favourites for having gained by im- 
portunity what is denied ro nnerit, and 
withhelc) by prudence I Whatever is 
thus gained from the hand is loft in the 
heart. I have feen with grief and re- 
fentment every tender moment watched, 
to urge a requeft, and wreft a promifc, 
'from the generous weaknefs of un- 
guarded aflfc^tion. Ho>y mean and 
fclfiUi is fuch a practice I Remember 
that a noble mind will difpofe a pcrfon 
to fuffer much, rather than a(k a favour 
which he knows cannot be refufed, if 
he thinks that his friend may not- 
wiihftanding have reafon to wilh it had 
not been aiked. 

I Ihall finiih this long letter with a 
note of yet higher importance. 

If you fuccccd in every defign which 
wou form, and the world gives vou 
'till its utm^ft bounty^ is exhauftedt 
your happinels will be (till imperfect, 
you will find fome dcfire unUtisficd, 
^nd your pofieifioQ will never fill yoar 
wi files. 

Hut do not fuflftr the prefent hour to 



pafs away un enjoyed by an earned a&d 
anxious defirc of fome future good ; for 
if this weaknefs is indulged, your hap« 
pincfs will ftill fly from you as you pur- 
fue it, and there will be the fanric dif- 
tance between you and the object of 
your wiihes, *till all the vifiont oiF ima- 
gination ihall vaailh, and your progrcCs 
to further degrees of temporal advatiugf 
ihall be ftopped by the grave. 

It is nocwithftanding true, that tbf 
expectation of future good, if the ob» 
jecl is worthy of a rational defire, pleaTet 
more than any prefent enjoyments 
You will therefore find that a well- 
grounded hope of Heaven will give t 
rclifh .0 whatever you (hill pofTeft upon 
earth, if there is no time to come that 
we can anticipate with pleafurC) wja 
regret every moment that pafles ; wt feo 
that time is flying away with all our 
enjoyment^; that youth is (hort, b^ahhf 
pecari'ius, and %%t approaching, loaded' 
with intirmities to which death only cmA 
put an end : for this reafon endeavour 
to i'ccure an intcrefl in. the favour of 
God, which will enfure to ycq an erer^ 
lading life of uninterrupted and in« 
conceivable felicity.. Nor is this a difii^ 
cult. or an unplcafing attempt; no real 
prefent happineft need to be forfeited tq 
purchafe the future> for. virtue and picty^ 
at once fecure every good, of body and 
mind both in time and eternity. 

As many of tfiefe hints as may be of 
imincdintt ufe I think you cannot fail 
tuunderftandnow} and I would re com -^ 
mend the frequent pcrfual of this let- 
ter, that you may at length comprehend 
the whole ^ for as the world opens to 
you, you will fee tb« reafon and the 
ufe of o her parts ; and if they aifift you 
in any decree to pafs through life with 
fafecy and repuutien^ I ihall t^iiok my 
labour well bcflowcd^

their works with the fine thoughts they 
* everywhere met with in him, as the 
heft commentators on his text. When- 
ever, therefore, a fentimeur occurs in 
their Writings from any part of the 
Iliad or Odyffey, the Icntcnce, as it 
ftandf in the copy, explains beyond all 
queftiooin what fenfe the original was 
ttien and ought dill to be underllood. 
Thus the paffage you quote,

A very learned and acute Critic hat 
proved incontrovertibly, as well by the 
ufage of the Greek language as by the 
tendency of the argument, that this 
traiiflatioo is radically wrong. The in- 
terefiing work of Lord Nlonboddo, o« 
the Origin and Progrefs of Language, 
is, I know, in your library. 1 will notf 
therefore, fatigue you by repeating 
here his judicious obfervations on this 
fubjed. You will not, however, be 
dilpleafed at being referred to the book : 
I will venture 10 promife that you 
will think yr«urfelf obliged to me for 
recalling thlfe maficrly annotations to 
your notice ; and that you will confider 
the trouble of reading them a fecund,

Hiviaz dbcifively fettled this firft 
point, the great Critic proceeds to 
examine another interpretation, adopt* 
ed by £uftathius, and admitted, at 
it ihotild feem, by** the Ancients in ge- 
neral.

T1\U8 far I am happy 10 con- 
curring nioft cordially with his Lord- 
fliip. But \frin the conftrudion bear 
this interpretation ? It i* not without 
great rcluftance and difiideoce that 1 
dilTcni from on« of fo high authority, 
I ^om I have long beep accuftmned to 
look up to with a^ much reverence as 
he would himfelf to one of his admired

T7HE fame which Mr. Warton'i Hif- 
'^ tory ofi Englilh Poetry acquired, 
>viU remain an immortal monumi lu ')i 
hrs ioduftry, the corre£^ncfb of lii» 
judgment, and the penetration of hn 
iiBdcj {landing. It is a vyoric of much 
ingenuity and labour, and exhibit i 
great feIe£iion of matter, Iplcndor of 
lUuftratton, and ftreng»h of powers. 
We hate to regret that his lamented 
tieath deprived us of the fourth volume 
cf this valuable work, which' wc have 
hcaid was in great forwardncfs ; as 
was a!fo his intended Hiftcry of Gothic 
Architecture ; both of which, it is 
now feared, are loft to the world.

My friend was 
in his youth eminently bandfome ; and 
cv'jn in the latter part o*^ his life (when 
he grew. I^rge) was remarkably well- 
look irg : HiJi countenance was calm 
and placid, the index of his ferene 
mind ; his eyck were quick and pene- 
trating, and you faw Ht once that ex* 
predion which md'cares ftrong fenfc 
and difccrnmcnt of mind, as well as 
mnrh f'-nfibility of hc?irt. With great 
mildnefs and gentlcncfs he had alfo 
much manly dignity, a dignity (not 
pii.U) which rcfulted from hts elevated 
mind ; :*nd he had a dignified modefty 
about him diffictilt to defcribc. Bene-. 
valence was the chara^terillic of his 
f«'ul, and apptarcd to influence all his 
demcpnour: the lines of that benevo- 
lence, goodncis, ind mildnefs, were 
deeply impreflTcd on his countenance ; 
and (<> perfe6\ly w ere rhey imprinted, 
thnt the Itqmp held to the laft hour of 
his Hfe.

SOME ACCOUNT OF THE DISEASE CALLED THE ELEPHANTf- 
ASIS, VVJTH OBSERVATIONS ON THE EXTRAORDINARY 
SUPERSTITION OF THE PEOPLE O* INDIA. 



Mr. Editor,

HAPPENING fomc fliort time fince 
to be on a vifit ar the country feat of 
j^ a gentleman who had paflcd five and 
twenty years of his life in the civil 
f»rvice of the Honourable Eaft- India 
^ Company, I had an opportunity of ac- 
quainting myfcir, very fully, with the 
* manners, cuftoms, laws, and other par- 
ticulars, of the people of India ; cfpcci- 
ally of thofe who live under the Brit (h 
juftl'diaion. Amongft ir.any remarka- 
ble particulars concerning the Hindoo^ 
Cor natives of Hindoftan), which he 
mformed me of, he defr rihcd to me a 
certain <\ircaf6 called the Elcphantiafis, 
to which they are extremely fubje^, 
aud which i» <rcqucn:ly caught even by 
the Europcani who are resident in that 
couiitry. He then act^uainted me with 
the fuperititu us notions of the Hindoos 
atwjut thisdiCcafe, which have bten tranf- 
mitted from father to (on through m 
fucccflion of many revolving ages. Ir 
< is this extraordinary difcare, and the 
^ ftill more extraordinary, opinions of the 
]>eop]c of India concerning it, which I 
•m ahmt to endeavour ro dcfcribe. 

Thi» difeafe is, like the gout amongft 
Europeans, hereditary, and makes 
is app-iarance on the human body in 
fomewhat a Hmilar manner. It com- 
mences by the mod violent fweliings at 
the extremities of the body, particular- 
ly at the hands and feet. Thefe Iwei- 
hng^, by degrees, increafe to an am^zing 
fize ; the circulation of the blood ftops 
in the parts affe&ed, and, at h({, they 
rot off. It is fcarcely neceffary to oh- 
f«:rve, that the death of the patient aU 
moft inevitably follows. 

No cure had till a very late period of 
ttme been dtfcovered for£hisdel^ru£Vive 
difeafe. Cliance, however, at length 
brought to lieht a cure from a quarter 
the leaft of all to be expected. It con- 
ftfts of arfentc mixed with black pepper; 
the latter operating, it is fuppofed,as a 
corrcdkor or the pcifon, this oeing the 
only principle upon which it can be ac* 
counted for. The difcovcry was imme- 
diately made known to the Afiatic So- 
£ictY« and is pubtiiked in the Second 
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Volume of their Tranfaf^ions, for the 
benefit of all people in India who may 
e hereafter affli&cd with that dreadful 
difeafe. 

Pre\'iou$ to the difcovery of this cure 
for the Elephintiafis, the ravages it 
committed amongft the. natives of In- 
dia, and fometimet the Europeans refi- 
dcnt there, is incredible. Every reme- 
dy that had been tried to ftop the pro- 
grefs of the difeafe on the human body 
proved incffc6l:ual. A tradition had, 
howcver.prcvailcd amongft«he Hindoos, 
which is not eradicated to this day, 
t hat if a man affli6ted with this difeafe 
had thrown himfelf into the Ganges, 
and there fuffercd himfelf to drown, his 
poftcriry would for ever «ifter be ex- 
empt from it ; the difeafe being, as I 
before, obferved, hereditary. This was 
a pra6ticc extremely common amongft 
them, and it is remarkable with what 
obftinacy t.hcy rcfufed every pcrfuafioa 
to the contrary, and with what refig- 
naiion and courage they facrificed their 
own lives, for what they conceived to 
be for the eternal happinefs of iheic 
dcfcendants. 

An inftance of this fell within the 
immediate obfep'ation of the gentleman 
above alluded to. An old Hindoo, a 
m^n well known to him, was terriblv" 
afflicted with the Elephantiafis, and, 
having experienced the inefticacy of 
every attempt to cure him, he came to 
thercfolution of having himfelf drowned 
in the Ganges, being more particularly 
iriftigated to this dcfpcrate remedy, by 
roafon of his having a large family of 
children, whom he was fearful would 
inherit t^e difeafe from hira. 

Having performed the nccefTary du^ 
ties, and made the prayers requifite anjd 
prcfcribed by his rcligmn, the old man 
was conveyed, at noon, in a boat, into 
the middle of the Ganges : then being 
loaded with fand bags, which were 
faftencd to him in order to prevent his 
rifift^ again from the bottom after being 
thrown in (that being fuppofed to de- 
ftroy the eftcft of the facriftce), he wa« 
thrown o|it of the boat, and immediately 
fkh funk

funk to the bottom* It h^pened, how- 
ever, that the ccrds witn which the 
Cind-baps were faflcned to hini, being 
tither old, or not fufficicntly made faft 
to the old man, brohy and he Heated at 
the top of the water. He was then taken 
into the boat again, and rowed on 
ihore, as he could not be thrown in again 
till the following day, it beiag neceflPary 
that the ceremony fhould take place at 
a particular minute of the day. 

After this efcape £rom death, the 
gentleman who acquainted roe with the 
particulars, and who was in the boat 
during the whole of what paflcd, at- 
tempted, with every argument he could 
thinV of, to diifuade the old man from 
drowning himfclf the folUwing day^ 
He reprefcntcd to him the impolft- 
bility of his death benefiting his chil- 
dren at one period of time more than at 
another. .That a natural or a violent 
death, to h'un, could make no dilTcrencc 
in the bodily health of dift'mft pcrfpns. 
The only way ia which his children 
could be affef^ed, would be in the con- 
cern they muft feci at the lofs of a pa- 
rent. 1 hat putting an end to hi* own 
life was uCurping the prerogative cf 
God, who had bellowed it, upon him, 
and who, therefore, had alone the right 
to refumc it. And that, intlcpeiideiit 
of all this, God had parricularly mani* 
fefted his will towards \\\ir\, in miracu- 
loully faving his life, in lenueriog his 
impious defiga* abortive, ?.nd prevent- 
ing that death from taking p'aoe, which, 
to human comprehenfion, Iccmed ine- 
vitable. He, therefore, entreated the 
old man to be contented to live, and 
convinced that bis God ju wiiltfi it^ in 
having thus mix;aculou% interpofcd for 
chat purpofe. 

All perruafions were, however, in ef- 
fc6lual, for the old m^n w?* rclolurcly 
bent upon carrying his rcroluticn inro 
cfc£t. The following day, at noon, he 
was accordingly carried out into the 
middle of the river Ganges, and there, 
having taken particular care that no ac- 
cident fimilar to that which had favcd 
his life on the preceding day, fhould 
again happen, he was precipitated into 
the water, and never fecn to rife again. 
Here I cannot forbear making a few 
obfcrvattons on the aftonifliing ejTcdls 
which fuperllition ,has ever produced 
amongft thofe people who arc addicted 
tQ it. This has been abundantly evi- 
denced in all ac^es, and amnngd all na- 
tions, both andent and modern. The 
. people of I adi». bave, howevcri I believe. 



given as great proofs of the truth of the* 
remark, as any other nation upon the 
face of the earth. We are told by 
Quintus Curtius, that the Bramins of 
Jndia, when they arrived at a particular 
age, cheerfully burnt themfelves to 
death. An inftanee of this he mentions 
in his Life of Alexander the Groat, 
which actually took place in the pre- 
fence of that hero. A venerable and 
learned Bramin, who liad attained the 
age at which his religion required him 
to refign bis life, cheerfully burnt him* 
felf to death, in the prefcnce *f Alcxan- 
der,withoutexhibitirgtKeleaft fympton t 
of pain or uneafinefs. On the contrary 
he conYerfcd with his friends, inculcat- 
ed in them maxims of morality and wif- 
dom, and inflru^ed them to profit by 
his example, in learning, not only how tb 
live, but likewife how to die. 

And fo to this day, the people of \n^ 
diai<re m fuperfiitious as their anceftors 
were in the time of Quintus Curtius* 
Although the praAice of the Bramins 
burn»n>: themfelves to death has been 
long ^bcjliftied, yet, in foroe parts of In- 
dia, the women always burn themfclvcv 
to death, upon the dcceafe of their huf- 
bands. Ttiis cuftum is not, however, 
general; but mod certainly exifts tn 
i»me particular'parts of India. In orher 
.Kfbe^s, fuperftitton ia as genetstl as 
poiiiblf can be. The Hindoos are divided 
into three cafls, or tribes j the firft com- 
pol'ed entirely of the Bramins.or religious 
order, the fecond of the mihtury order, 
and the third of fervants, labourers, &:c« 
If a member of one caft was to inter* 
marry, or even to eat in company with 
the m«mberf}f another tribe, or ca(^, he 
would think himfclf the moft egregious 
finn^r poiiible. The law u^n (uch an 
occiffion is, that the ouin forfeiting bis 
f Hi) is incapable of being admitted into 
any cad, and beccmu a member of a 
fourth tribe of^lndians, which is compof* 
ed entirely of the out-cafis of fociety , &c»' 
held in thegjreateft abhorrence. AHtn* 
doo will therefore fuffcrthc rooft excru« 
ciating torture, or even death itfelf, ra- 
ther than be gutity of any offence which 
would deprive him of his caft.The dread- 
ful famine, which happened in India 
in the year 1770 was occasioned by the 
rainy fcsfon's failing, fo that the fice 
(their principal food), was entirely burnt 
up for want of water. The circum- 
Oance of this famine taking phicc 
likewife erinccs the fnperftition ot tlie> 
Hindoos in the greateft poiffble degreew 
Food of erery uter deKription w.ai ta 
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the grcatcft plenty, fuch as animals of 
all kinds, birds, &c, Ike. The reli- 
gion, however, of the people, which is 
paj^aniCm chiefly, forbids iheni to eat 
animal food of any defcription ; and ihcy 
prtferred death, in that mjft hor- 
rid of all ihapes, namely, by famine, 
rather than difpenfc with their religion 
The confcquences of this piety were the 
moft melancholy poffible. The people 
were dyiiij^ by hundreds, even in the 
lireets of Calcutta; and it U computed, 
tliat, during the continuance of ihe fa- 
mine, which laftcd from January 1770, 
to the end of the following Auguft, 
there died of hunger, at Icaft, a million 
of people. How dittcrent is this fuperfti- 
tion from that of the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, whofe religion, though paga* 
nilVn, WHS yttuncontaminatedwith fuch 
abiurd prejudices and ridiculous errors. 
Setting afide indeed their belief in omens 
and foothlaycrs, they fcem to have been 
exempt from every kind of ridiculous fu- 
perftition. Even that finglc abfurdity 
of believing in the flight of birds, and 
the entrails <jf beads, was laughed at by 
many rrcat men of antiquity; particu- 
Ut\y Cictro, Hannibal, and Marcellus, 
who made it the butt of their ridicule. 
Nay, allowing the Greeks and Romans 
to have indulged in this finglc ridicu- 
lous abfurdity of omens, yet can it poHi- 
bly be compared with the fupcrftitious 
pra£)ices of the people of India above 
enumerated, and many more of which 
might be given ? Indeed, were I dif- 
pMlcd to the talk, I believe it would 
be no difficult matter to point outluper- 
iritious prejudices, and rclit;ious errors, 
much nearer home than the plains of 
Hindoftan, and which are by far more 
ridiculous (not to fny worfe of thcmj 
than tlie belief in omens and ib^thfaycrs 
amongft the ancient Greeks and R«. 
mans. 

With rcfpcA to their religion in eve» 
ry other point of view, it delcrvcs our 
approbation,were it only for its exemp. 
tion from religious controverfics and 
wars, which fo frecjucntly prevail a- 
mongft modern nations. 1 remember 
to have fomcwhcre read of a civil war ?!• 
mnngft the Moors, occafioned merely hr 
a difference of complexion in the 6)acis 
and whites. However ridiculous thit may 
feem, ytt^ to me, it is evident that the 
wars which have prevailed about reli- 
g:gn ia the poU\^ pans •£ Eyrope are 



ftill more defsrvin^ of contempt and ri- 
dicule. The difference of complexion 
is a real and fenfible difference. Bur the 
centroverly about an article of faith, 
which is utterly abfurd and unintelligi- 
ble, is not a difference in fentiment, but 
in a tew phrafcs and exprcllions, which 
one party accepts of without utider- 
flanding them, and the other refufes in 
the fame manner. Coatroverfies of this 
nature were unknown to the Greeks, 
and Romans. Their religious toleration 
was as extenfive as the number of thtir 
deities was unlimited. We read in 
Arrian, that Alexander, whofe fupcr- 
(lition was particularly renuirkable» 
mnde no hefitation ?n adopting the forms 
of worfliip prcfcribcd by thofe nation* 
which he conquered. And the fame 
religious toleration j)rcvailcd in all the 
great men of antiquity. As the Athe- 
nians particularly worfliipped Minerva-, 
as the tutelar deity of their city, they 
thought that for the fame rcafon it wat 
equally wife in the Egyptians to wor- 
fiiip ifis or Ofiris. The Romans con* 
ceived themfclves under the more im« 
mediate protection of Jupiter, yet ne^ 
ver difpivted the propriety of worlhip- 
pin^ the tutelar or tropical deities of 
ihole countries which they conquered^ 
In fiances of this nature might be ad* 
duced without end. 

I have made this digrcflion on the 
religion of the Greeks and Romans, in 
order to evince the truth of a propofition 
with which I fet out, viz. tnat the fu- 
perftiiion of the people of India ever 
lias been, and ftiil continues to be» 
as great as that of any nation ever men- 
tioned in hiCtory, , 

This has been attempted to be account* 
ed for upon the principle of their be- 
ing a remnrkibly weak and effcmrnate 
TJtce of men. But though this may,^ 
in fome degree, account for it» yet 
1 cannot altogether fubfcribe to the idei 
of us being the fole and entire caufe. 
Their Bramins are a learned race 
of men ; and wifdom and fuperilition, 
I am almo{l inclined to think, are incom** 
pitible. However, I ftiall endea- 
vour, perhaps, to fuggeft fome other 
reafons at a future time which may 
folve the difficulty. This fubje^ u 
of an extenfive nature, and afifurds % 
wide field for Ipeculatioo.

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'IpHE poffefTion of public notice has long 
**■ been a ftimiHus to produce great 
k^ions. Man, with aftonifliing avidity, 
purfues a conduct that has no line of 
demarcation, in order to obtain a name 
with the muhkude, which when ac- 
quired, no circuinQance or event can 
hardly efface or obliteraie from the 
minds of ihc people that great name 
•which they have fixed on the objcdt of 
their choice ; fo broad is the throat of 
credulity in this age. Ancient and no- 
dcrn hiftory produce faOs bordering on 
inBnity to prove, that this opinion bears 
not the femblancc of hypotht (is. To 
cnumcrateonly a thoufandth part, would 
be entering into a greater field than t- i- 
thcr my abilities or plan include : a few 
will anfwer to demonftratc full clearly 
the truth of thcfe obfervatici|is. 

What motive actuated Alexander the 
Great to march, through the dreary and 
fandy dcfarts of Lybia, to the temple of 
Jupiter ^mmon,but the love of f«mc ? 

We even read of fom.c who, certain of 
death by purfuing the means to become 
celebrated, have willingly fallen the vic- 
tims of popularity ; as an inQancc of 
which, Heroftraius, on the night of 
Alexander's birth, fet fire to the cele- 
brated temple of Diana at £phcfu^|mtre- 
ly to perpetuate his name to pultcrity* 
He muft have been aware, previous to 
the U\, that death would be the confc- 
quence of it. 

Tue hiftory of a neighbouring country 
has on its pagt; an event uhicn, to mt, 
■ jijftifics wliat lias already been noticed : 
when Edward IIJ. took Calais, he in- 
fiflc/i that fix of the ciiijens Ihoiild 
bring the keys of the town to his tent 
bare- headed, and with ropes al>out their 
necks; only on fuch conditions were 
the lives or the inhabitants rem'»inirg 
to be fpared. Six men voluntarily of- 
fered ihemfclvcs as a facrifice 10 ap- 
peafe the monarches raee j but through 
the tears and intrcaties of Edward's 
* queen, their lives were fpared. If the 
motives that (limulatcd them to iTJeet 
(as they expected) a certain death could 
be known, I have not on my own mind 
a doubt, but that the ide^ or being talk- 
ed of in after-limes, and bpingconfider- 
ed as eminent s^od great men, as much 
tffiCied to make them undertake fuch 
1 ra(h enterprize, as true and genuine 
pat itifm. 
Bat, ouce more to revert to antiei^t 



hiftory : The orations of Demofthcnc* 
were many of them written with incre- 
dible labour. Scclutled in a cell for 
many days and nights, by the light of 
lamps he compofed his nneft fpceches,. 
which were heard with enthufiaftic rap- 
ture and read vvirh admiration by the 
Athenians his countrymen. Was the 
love of his country fo much the predo- 
minant motive with him as the love of 
fame ? 1 &m inclined to think not. 

Ariftides was a pattern of fcvere juf- 
tice; the revenues of Athens were nei» 
thcr diminilhed by profligacy, expended 
wantonly, nor embezzled by him, to 
whofc care they were entruftcd. If 
we anfwer ingenuoufly, whcihcr hone- 
fly and a love of jaftice alone a€tedfupe- 
rior in his bofom, or the thought of be- 
coming cclebiious by fuch a£l ions, J think 
wo muil adjudge in favour of the latter. 
The great heroes of aotiquicyi 
whofc lives were devoted to the fcr- 
vicc of military labour, whofe educa- 
tion was concentrated to the knovvlcd)(e 
of military ta6lics, who Aitchered their 
thoufandi and their tens of thoufands« 
who have marched over mountains that 
before were confidered impairablc,ihough 
at the hazard of lofin^ half of their ar- 
mies, appear to have been influenced 
more by a dcfite of acquiring popularity, 
than by motives of patriotifm : witnrls 
the expedition of Hannibal into italy^ 
whi/fe arnjy, before it dcfcendcd into 
the ferule plains of Rome's territory, 
was reduced by tii\orc than one half: 
Was it the intereflof Carth«»gc that pro- 
duced this, or ambition, and I lie thoughts 
of being called great? Tue fcquel 
of his life juflifies the latter opinion of 
him. When the public opinion was not 
inhib favour, when he found his popu- 
larity on the decline, he, coward- like, 
deprived himfelf of exiflence, being un- 
able to live where the funfhine of adu- 
lation had no beams for him. 

Now we have palfed from the lower 
ranks of fociety to treat of great men, 
a large field opens to our view : Ut us, 
therefore, indulge ourfclves in a few 
remarks, and again return to whence 
we canie. 

£mpires, kingdoms, and republics f ur- 
nifh innumerable inflanccs of men ufmg 
every means to catcb the public notice; 
leaving no art untried to arrive at 
the goai of their wilhet ; every fpecies 
of villainy has been pra^ifed under the 

f»U 
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"fallacious appearance of rigiti virtue, to 
become tlie idol of mankind. Kings 
have fal'cn by the arm of atfaflination ; 
kingdoms have been embroiled i the laws 
ha^e been abrok^atcd by men whofc in-' 
tcmiou in fo doing wab not the refult of . 
pabJic good, but that of becomirg emi- 
nent for performing fuch great aicUlcve- 
ments. Was a paltry crown of pfir^ey 
a fufficicnt induccntcnt far men divefttd 
of this aim to eng.igc in the fevere ren- 
counters of the Olympic games? No I 
It was the honours at:d the popularity 
which thuGrccian nation belt owed on the 
vi«^nrs, tbac math: muu engage in fuch 
ttrriblc exercifcs. 

In the dark ages of fuperflition we 
are again furniUicd with innumerable 
proofs that fubftantiaie the foregoing 
opinions on popularity. MonaQeriesand 
h.iufes of religious worfliip were found- 
ed, not from a dcfire of pleafing God, 
but man. The molt hardened and pro- 
fligate monders who acquired riches 
through oceans of blood ba>e hindered 
their infultedcountrymcn'from wreaking 
their juft vengeance on their heads, by 
founding churches, monadcries, Sec, 
which with the ignorant was fuppofed 
to be the effc£^ of real religiou« motives. 
If the fchertic fucceeded, the men who 
were before held in urter execration and 
deteAarion afterwards became the objects 
of idolization with thot'c by whom before 
tbev ilood in a critical (ituation. Even 
with us moderns, inCcriurions in ouY 
churches dare us in the face, with the 
Dames of mvn who have fpartd from 
large fortunes a few pounds to be thought 
charitable ; but wiin Pope — 

Who builds a church to God, and not to 

fame, 
Will never mark th€ marlle with lusname. 

It tnud appear evident to the eye of 
candour, that where the name of the 
founder C9nrinually ftriken nur fight, po- 
pular motives as much influenced hitny 
as the advancement of religion or the 
honour and glory of God. Recent tranf- 
actions (lill tend to validate the preced- 
ing opinion. 

England has furniftiedthemoft learn- 
ed men of Europe 5 her profc and poe- 
tical writings aitonifli the whole world, 
for beauty t)f ideas, and foundncfs of 
erudition. Did thoCe men who have 
coropofcd her Literati make fuch deep 
refearcbes into every fciencc, from the 
kleathat mankind would be the better for 
• their difcovericKy or from the idea that 
. popular Dotke would be atc^adcd ? The 



latter is mod probable. Would fo many 
thoufands of volumes be written 00 the 
fame fubjett, if it were not from a notiom 
in the writers that each will excel hia 
cotemporary, and thofc who Kavc writ- 
ten before him ? Did Johnfon compote 
his voluminous and excellent Di6tionary 
of the Englilb Langu.^ec merely toeluct- 
date the fubjedi, and to indru£^ oian* 
kind ? If we impartially and miauicly 
invedigate the matter, w^ mud faj, 
that the thoughts of acquiring iitcrarjr 
famj as much inEueuccd his refoives to 
commenccTuch a vad undertaking, as 
any other motive. 

So far has popularity biatTed the opi- 
nions, of mankind) that whole nations 
have been infei^ed with its coiit«gio«« 
Jrancej which had been the feat of Mo* 
narchy for centuries, willed 10 efe^ a 
revolution throughout church and ttate% 
In fo doing (he only followed the Aix^e* 
ricanft ; but the fubvcrlion of things in 
that country allured the attention of ail 
the known world more than thai of the 
Americans, from the amazing didfcrcnce 
of Ihvtry which France laboured uudcr**» 
If u c may judge from the $X^6t that 
general fentimcnc bore, prior to ih^ 
enormities committed in France, rcvolu". 
tions would have become general, lioi 
from the idea that neccflity called for 
a revolution of old fyftcms, but frtAn 
popular motives. Ambitious men would 
then have had an opportunity to head 
fa€^tons, and to make a nuife in (he 
"World. 

Monarchy at that period was appa- 
rently in its wane ; republics were he W 
up as the only feats of happintfs; the 
multitudr^ deceived and mifguided by 
fuch fallacious defcripiions, expected 
foon to fee a golden age. The l^andard 
of revolt was ho-.dcd where peace be- 
fore was went to dwell ; a general aei- 
lation aftcd^ed the four quarters of 3ie 
globe ^ all were defirons of putting in 
pradt ice what was theoretically popular; 
but France, who began, cured the dif- 
tafe. Murder, confilcacion of property, 
were the ordcrof theday in that unhap* 
py country, Thoufands and tens of 
thoufands were immclatcd at the dirine 
of ambitious popularity. The mod hard- 
ened and corrupt villains that ever dif- 
graced the hi dory nf man took their 
turn to rule the mfatuared muUttude, 
wh(\ in the furor of their deludon, paid 
implicit obedience totheir ol>duratetaJk- 
made^s ; the termination of wliofe ca» 
rter was tffc€ted by men who wi&cd to, 
Hand i& the pUicts of their rivai'si and to

•f his brother to the contrary. Lord 
Briftol appeared upon the deck, with his 
fwnrd in his hand, ready 10 diiid in the 
defence of the veflel, giving for a rea- 
fon, that as he had the honour to be 
the Reprefentative of a Sovereign diftin- 
g'tiOied for his perfonal courage, he 
ought to behave in the fame manner as 
his maimer would behave upon a iinnilar 
occafion. Lord Briftol left behind him 
fomc MS. Memoirs, which are not to be 
printed dunog the life -time of the pre- 
feut descendant of the illuftriou^ Houfe 
oi Hanover.—- Itis not in general known 
that rbc celebrated Mara u is of Halifix 
(Savillc) wrote the Memoirs of hi* Life ; 
they were in the poffeifion of the late 
Earl of Burlington. 

When Lord Brift-.l quirted Spain, on 
the breaking out of the War between 
that country and his own, in every 
Spanlfb village through which he p'^fled 
the pcafanis purfued him with hu/z^s 
and accbmaticns, deprecating the War.

As many^ d.tfcrent languages as one '

And thi% fe indeed true when they are 
weh and corrc^ly fpoken.

THE 
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'pMIS narrative of the V^ar in hdid, 
^ which the author mod eft ly termi a 
Sketchy and whicb» indeed, cannot be 
faid to alcend to the dignitj of hiftory, 
fupplies many particulars of interefting 
information to the European nader. 
Whether a tompony of mercbants^ pur- 
fuing their commerce at the diftance of 
many thoufand leagues from the feat of 
Empire, aided even \yyz controlling hoard 
tf Leji/UUorst flLillcd, indeed, in the lore 
of Grotius and Puffendorf but wholly 
nnacqiiainced with the lingular fyftems 
t& Eafitrn jwifprudence^ wiQ be able, for 
many years, to maintain an authority, 
acquired and cemented b;f force and 
violence, is a queftion, which it is not 
very difficolt for philofophy to decide. 

Tl^at there is a ftriktng mferiorlty in 
the inhabitants of India, when compar- 
td with their northern conquerors, not 
only in bodily vigour, but alfo in intet- 
left, the pages of the prefent work,were 
there no other fadts to prove it, clearly 
demonftrate. Inaccejfible fortrejfcs, in 
appearance, defended by immenje mul» 
tuudti^ in arms, and fupplied with can^ 
#Mr of the moft capacious calihre, arc pof- 
fcffed in a fingle night by a handful of 
Muro^aoMS, who afcend precipices, only 
HOC perpendicular, with fuch artillery 
M they can drag along with them. 

gventt Co extraordinary may happen 
1 1 partictUar inftance, without forming 
any eiridence of uaiionalcbafaBer. A 
fudden panic* a great efifort of entbufi- 
,1^, an acceff unexplored before, the 
treachery of a con^dent, have fometimes 
jlp^ren (uccels to the weaker affailants. 

But vidoriet like thofe which are 
recorded in the volumes before us hap- 
pen not by chance. They {Proceed from 
Vol; XXIX. Aprii. 1796. . 



Radical and dedHve mialtties ; which ' 
excite the European Soldier, like the fe- 
rocious l^;ffl«/o//i>^/^^, to affiult with- 
out cond^fcending to number his foes. 

But is it not intelleB and educatioHf 
rather than brute forccy and corporeal 
ff^^^gy* that furnilh thefe certain means 
of fuperiority and fuccefs ? May not in* 
tellect and education be equally the ofi*« 
fpring of every nation and climate, if the 
(oil be properly prepared? Does not difci' 
pline give to 2ife<m the refiftlefs vigour of 
ptultitudes ? I16 not difcipline the creature 
of habit } 

The anfwers to thefe queftions, and 
to others ofa like defCriptioD, will incline 
the fpeculative enquirer to conclude* 
that the period is not very far diftant* 
when Ajta Ihall fhake off' thofe chains 
with indignation, which her former 
imbecillity had encouraged hcrinvadert 
to fi^S^ i when (he (hall refolvc to be 
alone dire6^ed by her own will, and pay 
none but her own governors and princes 
with her own pagodas and rupees ^ when 
the immenfo profits of her commerce 
ihall circulate through her O'xn canals 
and rive'S\ and not flow down the 
Oanyes and the Ava, to be conveyed, 
without piofpeft of return, acrofs the 
Indian Ocean. 

May not an enlightened policy in 
Europe haften the accoraplilhment of 
thefe events } Is it not fufficiently an 
cftabliflicd truth, that Cfnmerce^ to be 
durable^ muft be free^ and mutually ad* 
njantajeous} that dtflanf territory 'n 
more txpenjive than profitable f that 
ivary the moft direful pejl of the human 
race, derives from thence her fertile 
means of tnt/coief f 
To reduce, indeed, thefe truthi to 
I > prac" 
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froBicet is not the fame thing as to ad» 
mit them. The deliriaui repMc of 
France has admiiUd them again and 
again ; and were w'e to fearch for an 
egregious example of the cavity and 
emptintfs of pretenJionSy we could find 
none more luitable and appofite, than 
that hydra-headed demoitaty.. With the 
furfacc and, rcfcmbia'^ce of freedom^ 
ihc prefcots us with the bottom andyi^- 
fiance of defpotifm ; in a lyftem ilicorc- 
tically Jimple and cecQuomical^ lA*v\/bei 
ffn7Iio?is with the melt .thoughtlefb />7'tf- 
dtgidify 'p and, while her own ^e/*/s lie» 
vq/h and uficui/ivaUd, flieds the /r<»r;- 
ous hlo^d oi fieemtn and citt^em for the 
barren fplendor. of difiant dominion,. 

But it is time to fay fomtthing of our 
ipihor. His work confifts of two vo- 
lumes, the firil of which is beautifully 
printedi and confers great credit on the 
art as pra£Ufcd at Calcutta. Thepiint- 
ing or the fecond does not appear to 
have been executed with equal, care. 
Mr. Mackenzie tells his readers, in the 
J)fcface, that he is not fulicitous of liie- 
r^iry fame, but fubmiis a plain and 
impartial (ketch of the late war in India, 
without any attempt at cloathing it in a 
ihowv drefs, or a wifli to obtain any com- 
mendation beyond what is due to a can- 
did and cle.ar narrative of recent and 
important events. 

Each Volume is divided into five chap- 
ters } and the hrft comprehends the 
ftory of the war, till the time when 
Lord Co^n'waUis alTumed the command 
in perfon : the fecond narrates the 
principal occurrences after that period, 
till the final fubjugation and fubmiilion 
of Ttppw) Uttltaun bpforc the walls of his 
own metropolis. 

To each volume is prefixed ^glojfary^ 
certainly very nccelTary to an £ng!i(h 
reader; but it is in neither cafe fuffici- 
enrly copious, to be as ufeful as the au- 
thor intended. We are inclined to ima- 
gine that known to others which is fa- 
tniliar to ourfelves ; and hence, proba* 
bly, it has happened, that many phrafes 
occur in thefe pages which common 
readers have DO means of underftanding, 

'The Poliumsy Dubajbcs, Bandies^ a Pet» 
taby a Feranda^ have no explanation given 
to them in either of the gloffarics. The 
expreffion, that officers Jboutd double up 
m their tentt^wWl fcarccly be intelligible 
.to thofc who are not military readers. 
Our author's metaphors are fometimes 
if^iiied^ and fomctimes confufed. £1;^- 
■y prepojfejfton has betn minutely Jif/ed ; 
^miuvetj^ Undi'ihf prejudice ha^ been era- 



dicated i until truth has been traced throngb 
every poffihle fibre : Apword but little ac* 
quatntcd with its Jheatb» Scotticijtns ^znd o- 
ther inaccuracies of language, occur alfo 
here and there. All, for a time,^^^r»«r« 
fort; a timeous removal $ a feoffor bode (for- 
boded)4d vantage; the garrifon was lull &c« 
Notvvithdanding thefe imperfections, 
^he narrative is amply fupplied with 
matter both inftru£iive and entertain- 
ing. The military Jludent^ efpecially 
fuch as are likely to be employed ia 
Oriental warfare, will find ip thtfc vo- 
lumes much important information. 
Equipment tables for armies or detach* 
ments in India^ which appear very ex« 
a6l, form the moft confiderable part 
(near fifty pages) of the Appendix to 
the Second Volume. Details of this na* 
ture, as our author obferves, become 
. abfolutely indifpenfable ii^ a country 
where forage is not to be procured,cither 
becaufe it has been deflroyed by the ene- 
mv,or on account of the barrennefs of the 
foil, or through the want of cavalry, to 
cover foragers. It is evident therefore 
that food muft be provided, not only for 
the men, and for the cattle carrying 
provifions and (lores, but alfo food muft 
be included for the cattle carrying the 
food of the firfl loaded cattle ; and fo 
on« till the lowed number is one buU 
Jock, carrying fomcthing more than its 
own food. 

The naturalifi is fupplied in the above- 
named Appendix with meteorological re- 
marks made % in Myfore^ the country of 
Tippoo Sultaun; a territory hitherto but 
little explored, and not at all with a view 
to its temperature and dim cue. 

The politician will find, in the arti- 
cles preliminary to peace between the 
allied armies ^Ti A Tippoo Suftaun ; In the 
feveral treaties between toe Eafl^lndim 
Company and the Marat t as ; Nrzam AU 
ly Catvn j Nabob Walajau ; and Ragonot 
Row\ 4nd in the official Utters of the 
Earl CornwcdliSf the minutes of Council^ 
&c. i^c. authentic documents on which 
to edabliih his reafonings. 

Though war be the oftenfible fubjeft 
of this work, the narrative is often re- 
lieved by topics of t milder and more 
peaceful complexion. .Such, forexamtde^ 
IS the defer! pt ion of the extreme fertiHty 
of the DifhtR of Coimbatore^ which the 
Author thus exhibits to his readers : 

"The mountains called Ohautt, 
whilft theydeeplj indent the plains nb 
feveral di(tin6t pomts, do not tetminged^ 
but in their range they frequently ad* 
Yancc and recede without any hreak or 
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jiminmioii of height ; confcquently they 

five rife to an lacredible' number of 
retms. The Cau^cryt .the B^vatty^ and 
the Noe/, rivers, too, from their intcrfec- 
tion of the country in fo many different - 
dlireftioBS, from the various branches that 
are forced out of them into feparate and 
diftiad^ channeistfts wtli as the fuppiy of 
water that they receive from a double- 
monfooDy contribute in a high degree 
to the fertility of the foil ; and though 
the religious tenets loF the Bramins 
have a ftrong tendency to forward cul- 
tivation, the moral and political do£trints 
•f that fe6t are not lefs taiculated to 
encourage agricultiure. 

•'Quiet, fober, diligent, and abftemxous, 
though corrupt as vice can make him 
with rcfpe£^ to fome other duties, the 
Hindoo ryot (huibandman) more than 
compenfates for the want of that active 
induftry which chara^crizes the chrif- 
tian hufbandman, by a degree of patient 
perfevenince unknown amongft the in- 
Ktbitants of other countries : accudom- 
ed, through every ftage of his life, to 
bend his body, or to fquat upon the 
gitjund, he readily becomes an ej(cellent 
cultivator of the earth ; and from the 
reinute attention with which he regards 
whatfoever is the object of bis purfuic, 
00 weed is fo triflii^g as to efcape his 
obfervation^ 00 tendril fo concealed as to 
avoid his refearch. The land too, as if 
grateful for fuch extaordiaary attention* 
yields a return beyond any equ&l fpace 
on the furface of this globe. Without 
any manure whatfoever, and folely de* 
pendant on water to fertilize the foil, 
Hindoftan in general produces two. 
three, and fometimes four harvefts. 
Tanjore annually produces Jiv^ ; nay 
fix fucceffive crops have been reaped in 
that country. But though faVcinated 
beyond all meafure by thefe bewitching 
(cenes, by thefe choice gifts of nature 
%od of induflry, ftilF, as the dcfcription 
of them is, in forae degree, foreign 
to th^ prefent delign, it mud give way 
to the continuation of military opera- 
tions," 

' A note is fubjoined to this paflage, 
quoted from Ay^tM Akberry^ Vol. a. 
page 9— 40, which proves; dill more 
jprtcifcly» the vaft power of vegetation 
\fi this vigorous foil. 

** Mod of the rivers of Bengal have 
their banks cultivated with rice, of which 
there are a variety of fpecies : — the foil 
is fo fertile, in fome places, that a iingle 
grain of rice will yield a meafure of two 
or thx£c feers. Some land will produce 



three crops a year; vegetation is here 
fo extremely quick, that a^ fad as the 
water rifes the plants of rice grow above 
it, fo that the ear is never immcrfed. 
Men of experience affirm, that a fingle 
dalk will grow fix cubits in one night.— 
Again : The dalks of rice rife as fall 
as the water, unUfs the inundation 
be Very rapid before the grain is in 
the ear, in which cafe the crops are dc« 
droj-ea.*' 

The paffage from our author above 
cited, bating fome triding inaccuracies 
in the language, is very curious and 
driking. One is inclined to wonder 
how it happens, that the inhabitants of 
a country which appears to be framed in 
the prodigality of nature ^ fliould ever 
groan under the horrors of famine^ 

The calamity mud, in part, be attri- 
buted to the improvidence of Eaftern. 
government', but principally, we fup- 
p**fe, x.ox\izfuperPttioui prejudices Q>i the 
great mafs of the people, which refufes, 
with horror, to feed onfiefb. 

As, in a review of a mlitary work, 
fome fpecimen of that part of the nar- 
rative will be expe^ed,.we fliall feleit 
for that purpofc the def^jription of th^ 
Jlcrming of Bangalore in the face of an 
immcnle army of the Myforean Prince^ 

" Whild the troops dedined for the 
adault advanced to their feveral dationsi 
fvith awful dillnefs, the garrifon, both 
m the fort and outworks, as if wearied 
with inceiTant exertion, were equally 
lull : a bright moon, at times obicured 
by a paffing cioud, (hone againd the bat* 
tered precipices, over which the alTail- 
ants had to pafs ; from the heavens there 
came not a breath of wind; nothing 
didurbcd thought ; and this gallant 
corps, after bedowing, in reflection, a 
foldierlv and afTeClionate tribute on 
their Uir friends, bade adieu to all 
worldly concerns, and riveted their 
minds to death or victory. 

'• At the Hour of eleven a fignal for , 
advancing paded along the ranks in 
perfect filence. A caufeway upward^ 
of one hundred yards in length, which 
M ould not admit of eight men a-bread, 
was the only road that led from the 
trenches to the point of attack. To 
render the breach in<iccefflble, the be* 
fieged had ctit a wide t^d deep trench 
acrofs this caufeway, leaving a wall 
about two feet thick entire on the 
ri^ht hand. As there was no draw, 
bridge, it was by this wall that the gar* 
rifon communicated with the covert' 
way, and were enabled to faily *, butf 
X i 9 «lthoug^ 
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although To narrow as to be pafled by In- 
diaji files only, it fcrvcd alfo to convey 
our troops over the ditch, which was 
no where fordable in this quarter* To 
the left the caufeway, about twenty feet 
in height, and but little damaged, as 
ic was covered by the glacis, was 
efcalcd in an inftanr ; but the principal 

Sart of the troops, in defiance of all ob* 
ru£tions, advanced ftraight forwards, 
and furmounted every obftacle. At 
fome places they clannbered over 
mounds, wailSfbulwarks, and hindrances 
of various kinds, that had been fhattercd 
by the cannonade. At others, where 
the fortifications were more entire, rhcy 
afcended or defcended by the help of lad. 
ders. As the aifailants approached the 
ba(lion and curtain that had been breach- 
ed, the reAftance, which till then had 
fallen far ihort of cxpcftation, began to 
increafe. Awakened from aifatal fccu- 
rity, into which the garrifon had been 
lulled by the multiplicity of dilHculiies 
that the bcfiegers had to encounter, U 
well as by the (Irsjigth of the place, and 
the number of the aefcnders, they now be- 
thtfugbt of precautions, which, if feafon* 
ably ^ipplied, woujd, in all probability, 
have rendered fuccefs doubtful. The 
lilarm once given circulated like wild- 
fire. Multitudes crowded tumultuoufly 
^0 the point of attack. In an indant, 
blue-lights and fire bails, thrown in 
^vcry dircftion, rendered ail obje6ts 
around the fort clear as at noon day ; a 
blaze of mufquetry, which added 
Brcqgtb to this magnificent illumination, 
fumimed it alfo with abundance of vie- 
fims : a general difcharge of rockets 
eontributed to the awful grandeur of an 
exhibition in itfelf truly tremendous^ 
^nd one univerfal roar mf cannon 
fill over the fort and pettah at once 
^ruck the fpeCkator with ponfierf^atioi^ 
^nd horror* 

<• Whiift the forlorn hope mounted 
the breach, the leading companies kept 
« conftant fire on the parapet ; as thofe 
afcended, other divifions fcoured the 
ramparts to the ri^ht and left, The afr 
fatlants, although, broken in advance^ 
pufhcd on with irrefiftible prelTiire. Iii- 
^ances of individuals at (logle combat 
were to b^ {^n m different di regions ; 
courage w^s equal on both fides, but 
taperiority in difpipliue and bodily 
ireneih lecurcd to tjie Bririfli troops a 
firm rooting on the ramparts, Iq fliorti 
before one hour had elapfedi the grena- 
llier^arcb, beatinfif all over the works, 
|lllH>uncf4to^irfr|endf w|tl)ou^ 90m- 



plete poifeffion of the place. Of thf 
parrifon, however, there werenany who 
fought with a degree of valour that bor . 
dered on defperation ; but the want of 
timely concert among thetn rendered nU 
attemots at oppofitlon abortive* 

*< Although the ftrurgle was «f &ort 
duration at the breach, it was repeatedly 
renewed, as the columns proceeded to 
take pofleifion of the works. At feve- 
ral of the baftions the ^efenderst ca« 
couragcd by fupplits of frefli trpops, in 
vain endeavoured to retrieve their lofsf 
and the aflailiints, having previoufly di» 
vided their force, rudied forwards to the 
right and left, until they met at the op* 
pofitc entrance, whkh ts called the My* 
Tore Gate. 

" As women and children crowded 
along with the affrighted garrifon 
rfirough the gite, the carnage was dread* 
ful. The htight of the fuirouadiag 
ivalls, the length of the arches, and the 
aoife of the muftc^uetry, which bad noc 
yetrubf^ded. notwithflaoding thehuiaa* 
nity of the 3rit)ih troops, for a time pre- 
vented all diftinftion of age or fc^. 
About two thoufand chofen troope, that 
hafiened to ftrengthen the g^nrifoQi 
preffed to get in at the My lore ©ate ; but, 
from the rapidity of the affai|ants,tbisre* 
inforcement.which was toolate in arrival, 
contributed only to Kicrcafe the coof ufKNi 
and (laughter. On the whole, upwards of 
fourteen hundred lives were loft in thii 
momentou« event j an eyent, which 
firmly fixed the war jn the hc^rt «f the 
enemy's dominions, as it put Britain ia 
poffeltion of, probably, the ftrongeft and 
moft important fortrcfs of Myfore." ' 
. We ihould here clofe our review of 
this work i but the fnbfequent paOage, 
which defcribes the death ^nd chara^cc 
of the KJiUflar^ or Governor of the Fort 
of Bangalore, is too important, and too^ 
wed! written, not to deiervc to be inferr- 
ed, whether we confidcr the writer's cre* j 
di^ or the pleafurc of the reader. 

«< Wherever gallantry is recorded, 
Cfahauder Khan, Killedar of Bangalore, 
will hold a coofpicuousplace among the 
heroes of our times. True to his truft, 
he rcfigned it wjth life, after receiving 
^moft as many wounds as were inflided 
on Ciefar in the Capitol. In death hia 
manly countenance wore a mild yet 
cominanding afpcft. His appearance, 
refpeaablc froni an old age of tempe* 
rate living, was rendered venerable by i( 
beard of confiderabie length, every hair 
of whieh vied with filver in whitenefs • 
an4 his cor^fc^ fair at any European' 
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eortrcrcd whh wounds, all receiyed from 
before, and clofe to the point of attack, 
clearly declared that this refolutc Mo- 
gtil, beftdes a firm attachment to his 
pritkcc» poflcffcd the genuine fpirit of a 
foldicr. His remains were offered to 
the Suhaun for interment, but re 
fttM with many acknowledgements of 
the attention : they were therefore, de- 
cently interred according to the Moham- 
nedan rites. It is faid, that the Suhaun, 
in anfwer to Lord CornwaIHs*s foidief- 
likc ofiPer, replied, that the Khan could be 
Iniricd no where with grelttr propriety 
than in the neighbourhood of the pUce 
ftt the defence of which he had fallen. 
MulTulmans of the firft rank in our ar- 
my attended his funeral with evtry 
mark •f rcfpcft and attention. At the lofs 
of this faitpfu! fcrvant, and the feverity 
of the blow he had received, the Sultaun 
iNrept« but his reafonable grief wasfuc- 
ceeded by unreafonable and unmanly 
yngeance, which he wreaked on his un- 
fbnunate prifoncrs." 

A very pathetic inftance of the truth 
ind jufticeof our author's ceofure of this 
prince, which is contained in the laft 



fcntcncc, occurs in the third chapter pf 
this book, in which the aflaflination << 
three Europtan ^nfoners in revenue ftst 
the faU of Bangalore, is minutel/ dc- . 
fcribcd. One of them of the name of H^^ 
mtlion, had been am ojjicerin the Britiflt 
ffflt^yyand, defp tiring ot' freedom, had bc» 
come the faihcr.of afamily in the country. 
He had, moreover, acquired a pcr^ 
feft knowledge of their language j had 
improved many of iheir mechanical artsj 
was the univcrfal umpire in all matters 
of dif^iu:e j and dignihtd a fuperior ua- 
deiftantling by a bjamelefs cqnduft* 
His various excellcrces and f^pularfa-» 
vour pleaded for him in vain before the 
fury of the defpot ; and h^ fell, <vith his 
two innocent convpanions, by the hand 
of the executioner.

//tfV, Pbiffyrea\ which, in the lifts 
allu«kd to, ftand Anrmone^ Arbutus^

crufty wc arc warranted tn reje^ing. 
Wcrerthelcfs, we have brought the

At the clofe of this volume we find a 
claiikal arrangement of the Plants 
treated of, whether Trees or Shrubs, 
agreeably to their rcfpe^ive hciglits 
or natural growth in this climate. The 
SDteDtion and ufe of this Lift will beft 
appear in the Author's * own w»rds. 

"In forft^ing mixed ornamental plan* 
tations, it is neceffary to arrange the 
iPlants, according to the Heights to 
ivhich they fcverally rife, in a given 
climature. If low fhrubs be planted 
promifcuoufly among Foreft Trees, the 
latter quickly rife above them j firft 
hiding, and at length overgrowing 
tbeBfi. On the contrary, if the taller 
plants be placed in the inward or cen- 
tral parts of the mafs of planting, and 
the lower, outwardly towards the mar^ 
gin, all the plants enjoy air and head- 



room 't and form, coilw lively, a rich 
banlc of foliage." 

To this analytic (ketch of thcfe Vo- 
lumes, we will add an extract or tvvo 
as /pecimens of the new mj^tter. 
, From the remarks on Placey we fc- 
leA the defcrip icn of Envill^, a feat 
of Lord ^tamford^s, in Staffordfliire, oa. 
the borders of Shrop(hire. 

*' Euville, in fituation, is frmiUr c« 
llagley and the Leafowes. The im- 
mediate fite is the precipitous face of 
an extended hill, broken into furrows, 
and watered by rills ; of which there 
arc two, as at the Leafnwes, that unita 
near the houfe, at the foot uf the flope. 
Tlie fite of Enville is the ftccpcft,moH 
lofty, and largeft of the three, con* 
taining fcvera! hundred acres, di<« 
vided chiefty into Ihccp walk and cop- 
pice wood, with kept grounds near 
the houfe, and with meadows and 
arable lands round the church and vi|« 
Idge, in the plain below. 

** In viewing thefe grounds, wc 
were led to a fummer-houfe-lik^ 
building at the immedute foot of the 
hill. 
^* It is fituatcd upon the head of a fmaU 
iece of water 5 beneath it is a boat- 
oufc ; over it a whimfical room, with 
a hrge painted glafs window towards 
the water. Finding nothing here to 
entertain, wc fignified a defire to pro- 
ceed, but the guide (blockhead he for 
notamufing us better, or we for,bcing 
in fo great a hurry in fo hot a day) in- 
formed us that a perfon had been fent 
to let off the cafcaae ; a piece of infor- 
mation which, after what we had hi- 
therto fcen of cafcades, was no great 
inducement for us to delay. Prefently, 
however, the window was thrown opeof 
and the mod brilliant fcSnc we had ever 
beheld prefcnted itfelf. A Shensto- 
N1A.N Cascade, in full flow and fury, 
foaming and bellowing as if the mouiv- 
tain were enraged*, pouring down a 
river of water, white as fnow, and ap- 
parently fo copious as to fender our 
fituation alarming, jcft the houfe and 
its contents Ihould be hurried away 
with ;hc torrent. Had this fccne broken 
upon the eye, abruptly and unawares, 
our I'enfations might have been excited 
as ftrongly as they were on the firft 
light of the rocks of Persfteld. 

« This houfe ihould contain fome- 
thing which would amufe every one 
until the waters were laid on. The 
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pool diould be better covered from the 
walk in approaching icj and the lower 
part of 'the window be darkened, fo 
ihat no water mi^ht be apprehended. 
If ihcopp-.fitc -end of the room were 
firft opened, to ict in a view of the 
mcado»v8 and tame country on that 
hand, it would not only help to amufe^ 
bet rhc contrail wouKi alUft in render- 
ing the cafcadc fccncihc raore (Irikin^. 
" The fpleudour of the water ts 
greatly heightened by the laurels and 
darker evtrgreens, which ftrecch out 
their branches from the rugged banks 
of the furrow, or fhallow dingle, down 
I which the water is precipitated j the 
, foam and the fpray which flics from it, 
; here mixing with the foliage of the 
evergreens, and there fpreading over 
ftony furfaces j the ftecpnefs> the 
I height, and the happy expofure pf this 
fall, with the well judged diftance at 
which it u placed from the eye, unite 
in renderiag it one of the moft fublime 
produ^ions the hand of An has effefted. 
" Originally a chapel (hewed itfelf 
' at the top of this cafcade, as the rotunda 
now does over that of Hagley. For- 
tunately, however, i: is at prefent hid 
• in wood J fo that nothing hui \tater, 
wood, and apparent rock, now enter 
into the compofition of this fafcinating 
fcenc. We could have looked on it 
long with rspture, had not reflection 
I brought to our mind, that the rcfcrvoir 
was emptying ! Xhis mifchicvous idea 
broke in upon our tranfports, and had 
nearly turned the whole into ridicule ; 
until moujitiBgthe ftecpj examining the 
chacQcl, and perceiving that, in fomc 
places, the water rollea over the dear 
native rock, a g!cam of admiration re- 
turned. 

" This wonderful piece of machi- 
nery (for fuch it may well be ftyled) 
receives its rapid movements from one 
fmall fountain ; which alfo fupplics a 
Obld bath, rcclufely (ituateq above 
the reftrvoir, which (lores up its trea- 
fures for the liberal purpofe of bellow- " 
ing them with greater orofulion on the 
granger who may alk (o fair a boon. 

" eroding the head of the dingle, 
above the cold bath frotrt whence the 
miracle-working water ilTues, the vieW- 
cr is iudicioufly led to the edge of the 
wood, where fomc lovely views break 
abruptly upon him ; compofcd of the 
Clcnt, Hagley, and Wlchbury hiili ; 
with the finely broken country about 
$totirbridg«9 uniting with the grounds 
of "fiimley, the rcfidcnce of Lord Vif* 
count Dudley. 



" Re-entering the ihade, we cKmb'cd 
a deep path, through an extcnfive 
tf aft of coppice, until we reached the 
upper Ihccp walk ; a wide expanfe of 
naked turf; faving fome tufts of hol- 
lies and a few fcattered trees ; contain** 
ing fomc hundred acres, Cufficieotly 
extenfive to maintain feveral handred 
iheep. 

** Towards the ccntet of this fine 
down, fUnds a white building, the 
fhcpherd's lodge, in which the ihep-< 
herd and bis fartiily rcfidc. ' The prin- 
cipal part of it, however, is fitted up 
as a lounging rooOi and obfervatory^ 
for which it is Ungularly adapted. In 
elevation and Expofure it rcfcmblc« 
Bardon hill in Leicefterfhire, which 
hill, it fcems, is difcernible from thii 
place ; froYn whence, and from differ- 
ent parts of the down, may be feen, oa 
the other hand, the Wrekin and the 
Welch mountains, with the Malvern 
hills,andthehil!3ofGlouce(lerfhire,&c« 

** This building, however, d*esnoc 
appear with full advantage. It is too 
large and too confpicuous for a ihep* 
herd's hut; and too low and ill placed 
as an obfervatory. A round tower, on 
a more elevated part of th« down, 
would command no inconfiderable por- 
tion of the furface of this kingdom, 
and could not fail of being in(lru£tive 
as well as entertaining to thofe who 
make geographical obfervation a part 
of their lludy, and one of their objeds 
in travelling. 

'< It would be cquallv reafonable, in 
the admirers of recluie landfcape, to 
cavil at the practical botanifl for being 
gratified and inftrufted by the diftin- 
guifhing characters of a plant, as to 
cenfure the practical gcoj^rapher— one 
whofc favourite purfuit is to tnifie the 
greater outhnesof the face of nature — 
for being entertained and informed on 
viewing the diftinguiihing features of 
his native country. 

** Leaving the upper flieep walk, 
we broke through a f reih part of the 
wood into the further valley, a lovely 
well foiled glade ; the fatiing flicep 
walk, which aiTimilates, in this point 
of view, with the grounds of Himley ; 
thefe fiftcr places happily playing off 
their charms to each other. 

** Below this, in a reclufe part of the 
coppice, is a fmall fequeflcrcd lawn, 
with a cottage and an aviary (apparent- 
ly ill placed) with wild pcafoAvls in the 
woods. And, below this, the lower 
ihecD Walk, a plain incircled with 
wood. ..*•-, 

"We 
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•* Wc now climbed the further fide 
cf the valley Jo the upper flirubbcry, 
•where we were more than recompenfed 
^y forac ftately Pines, towering to the 
ikiesy wnd feathered to the gral's ; and 
from hence a> kept walk aaJ d border of 
Arubs led us down to the lower flirub- 
l)ery : deUghtful fpot ! The Pines here 
are' not only cloihcd to the graU, but 
fprcad their mantles on the ground f 
and two (ifter Limes are in full drefa 
Degiigeesy with trains flowing ibme 
jardt from their conical ouiimcs ?^" : 
"with a profufion of beautiful flirubs, 
rifingout af the Ibftcft turf we ever 
ikw : we had not conceived that grafs 
and trees alon« wtre capable of pro- 
ducing fo much richncfs and elegance. 
A.t the lower end of this ihruhbery , the 
Ixoufe is iituated- 

** What a chaririing rcfidence ! No 
"Wonder Lord S, Iliould ipend fo large 
a portion of hH time at Enville. But 
he gratifies nut himfcif dlone. His 
Lordlbip's liberality is equal to his 
tade. His gratifications are heightened 
by thofe» ev«nof the mcreft ft rangers, 
^hofeek enjoyment in his piBcc 4 giv- 
ing orders that nothing may be omitted 
which can atfbrd them gratiRcatton. 

/' From what we co'.ild gather on the 
fpot, Enville was originally defigned 
'by Mr. Sheriftone. The CaJ'cade and 
the Chapel arc fpokcn of, with confi- 
dence, as his ; but much hasbe^^n done 
by others, Mr. Grey, Lord StaVn- 
ford't brother, h«s, of iate years, dorie 
a great deal, and with good etfc'<^. 

•* But the high date of prcfprvation 
in which it is at prefcnt feen, and which 
fetsoffthe dcfign to great advantage, 
a probably due to the attentions of 
Lord Stamford himfelf, and 10 the 
alliduitics i>f his prtfent gardener; a 
man in years, and, we undcrtland, of 
bigh reputation in his protcirion ; and 
vho has probably cxccurtd much of 
wbat naw appears wiih fuch admirable 

From the Minutes on the Auth'-'r's 
practice we will extraft what he fays 
gn the Arrangeinent of Ornameuial 
Plants. 

** In an attempt to coLot/R this part 
of the plantation — fo as by rendering 
the rcQcfs dark, \o throw it into (ha- 
dow, and by giving a degree of luflrc 
tp the proje^ion, give variety at Icaft, 
if ngt piftur^ible eftcfk— we pcrccivo 



that the art of coLOURtNG i^lflt'' 
TREES is attended with a difficult/ 
which we were not liware of : thcit* 
winter and fummer colours are not on\f 
diff-Tcnt, but, infome valuable fpecies^ 
oppofitc. Thus the Ljmcj in winter^ 
is remarkably dark, but, in fummer^ 
its leaves are of the lighter fhade of 
green ; and the E/cu/us, which is fio- 
gularly dark in' fuctimer, has now a 
foinfcwhat pallid appearance^ 

" However, there are dther fpecies^ 
We find, which are well adapted ta 
painting. The Larcby f6r inftancCf \% 
fingulariy light in winter, and in fum«> 
mer It wears a liveW ereen. Again* 
the A/b la uniformly light and elegant i 
the Piatt fs and the Ana are ftiil more 
fplcndid, in both fcafons. But the 
kvcTifTeem arc the moft permanent i 
though not, altogether foj as^ at tht 
rime of making their (hoots, ihcy weaif 
a iighrcr garb than at other feafons^ 
In winter, the Scotch Fir and thd 
Larch are admirably adapted to co« 
louring ; and, in begiviling the dreary 
reign of winter, the (kill of the artift 
is Left cmploytd. Hence, the back of 
the I ecefs is already a mafs of Firs, and 
dark deciduous trees ; the projecting 
point to be made asfplendid as Lafches, 
Planes and Arias can render it : mean- 
ing to atfimilate and foften them off*^ 
by degrees, with, the Beech, asafemi-. 
tint or intermediate colour to the Oalc 
and the Efculus. 

*» But after all painting with living 
colour*, and in open daylight, is not 
only dihiculr, but in a degree unpro- 
fitable ; for abeam of the Sun may turn 
the whole into ridicule, by throwing 
the iii^ht into (hadow, and rendering the 
fliadow a mafs of light. 

** I n plantuions diftant from the eye, 
all colourine is improper; and in thofe 
at hand, a ^rtuitousaifeniblage ts,per- 
haps, on"thc whol^, preferable to anjf 
ftudicd arrangement, 

** Nevcrthclcfs, in ornamentalplan- 
tations, in which plants of difierent 
heights arc ufed, regard muft be ha4 
to tnat circumftance } and, in the more 
gaudy exotic ib rubbery, colour ougU^ 
not to be wholly neglcfted. In winter, 
Evergreens mixed with tht crimfon 
brancnts of the Ameriuin Cornus, and 
relieved wirh the fplendid foliage of 
the nivered tribe of ibrubS| have f 
pleafing^ cffcdt. 



* « This Ariking appearance, perl^ps, has been produced by the lower bouglia thacrtft 
i^on the ground, having received from ita^ditlonai nouriihment.** 

•'Tht 
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*• The ARRAKcmc OF Plakts, 
liowcvcr, whL'tKcr as to colour or 
iicight, is a mod cormenting employ- 
ment. \ Painter has his pallet and 
brtsfh in hand« and his colours in 
paf(]ve obedience to liis will. He fees 
bis pi^are at one view, or can run his 
eye over it wiKi a fingle ghnce, and 
cafiy in a moment, make or unmake 
whatever his imagination dilates or 
his judgment condemns. 

** But not to the Rural Artift ; hu 
colours are too iinvvitldy to be worked 
op with his own h^nds : heis, of^ourfe, 
iijiHle to the mifconceptionc and auk- 
wardnefles «if workmen, and he cannot 
correct an error without injury to his 
work. Befide* his canvas is not fct up 
before him, lo that he can fee the 
whole at once ; nor can he iketch out 
his whole d.c»ga in a few hours, or 
perhaps a few d«iys : planting is a pro«> 
l^ci&ve buiinefs, and is liable to fea^ 
fons ancf the weather, efpecially if the 
Hic be of confidcrable extent. 

•« For fmall plots, at'ccrtaining and 
lining the plants, and diltributtni; 
^^ighs, in the nunaer already men- 
tioned, 1$ perhap? the moft eligible. 
Aid, for iArger plantations, dUidiog 



them into compartments, and proceed* 
ing in a (imitkr way, is the mofk pra^i* 
cable method we have yet been able to 
hit upon.

ALOYSIUS w^s the fon of an offi- 
cer in th;p ferv^ce of a Gertnan Prin^ ; 
and his good natural talents were un- 
folded and cultivated by a liberal edu. 
<cation. 9eing ^ill very young, bt^t 
fraught wjih much fub&antial know- 
ledge, he enured into the military <cr- 
Tice of hts Sovereign } to whom be was 
not long unifnown as a young man 4f 
great merit, and of HilK greater hope^ 
Aloyfius was in the full ardour of 
youth, atid the Prince %vas fo likcwiTc ^

Aloyfius was impetuous and cnterpri* 
ting;; the Prince, who was fo too, was 
fond of fuch characters. By a copious 
vein of wh, and a full ftock of know* 
ledge, Aloyfius was the foul of cverf v 
company he frecjuenced ; enlivened 
every circle into which ^ happened to 
fall, by a joviality always equal, and dif- 
fufed life and gaiety over t^rtry t^t6t 
that came in his way \ and the prince 
knew how to prize the virtues which he 
himfelf poflened in an eminent degree. 
Whatever he took in hand, not except- 
ing his very paliimeS) had a tin^ure of 
elevations no obftacle could aflfrtghc 
him, and no dcfappointment could coi^* 
quer his fpirit. The value of the£s 
qualities was enhnnced by a graceful 
ngi^re ; the perfe6t pi6ture of blooming 
health and Herculean vigour was »tiU 
mated by the eloquent play of in ftftivy 
mind; an inborn natural majejBby m 
mien and gait and air, was tem|>ered by 
a noble modefty. If the pnnce wat 
charmed with the mind of hit youii^ 
comoanion, this captivating exterior im* 
prened his fcnftt with an irrefiftibl« 
)^k lore«« 
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force. Equilhy of i|ge, Uarnony of 
difpofitions and chars^er, foon formed a 
connefHoa between them, that partook 
of all the energy of friend (hip, and all 
the yeiiemence of ardent affedion. 
Aioyfiu$ rather flew than wai raifed 
fVom oDe promotion to another : but 
thefe outward marks of favour feemed 
very far Aort of the lively efteem the 
Prince htdfor him* Hip fortune fpron^ 
up with aftoniihing rapidity, as the cre- 
ator of it was his ^mirer^ his paffionate 
friend* Not yet fwenty-two years of 
nge, he faw himfelf on a funimit, at 
which the moft fortunate commonly 
fin\(k their career. But his active fpirit 
^uld not long remain quiet in the bo- 
ibm oY idle rcpofe, nor^yct content itfcif 
tvith the lhinin|^ appendages of a grcar- 
"nefs, to the fohd ufes tjf which he felt 
n fuftclc^cy of courage and ^bility. 
While' the rrincc was ranning a round 
<tf pleafures, the young favourite em- 
ployed himfelf in digging iit the mines 
pf records and books ; and dcvx>ted him- 
felf with laborious ailidahy to the bufi- 
iicft of the State j in which at length 
JKc rendered himfelf fo accompliftied 
and cttpeft, that all affairs of any con- 
sequence palTcd through his hands. 
From being a companion in the plea- 
sures, he became the chief counlcllor 
and primt mini&er, and at laft the mas- 
ter of his Prince. There was foon no 
way to the latter but tbron|h him, 
•He difpofed of all oflEces and dignities : 
ill recotnpenecs and favours were re- 
iceivcd from his hands. 

• Aloyfius had mounted to this pin- 
«ncU of grandeur at too early a time ot 
Ji^,and in too iudden a manner, for en- 
'joying it in moHeration. The.elcvation 
ttf which he faw himfelf raifed made 
.him giddy with ambition-, hisipodcfty 
forfoek J)im when he had reached the 
laH aim of hh wilhcs. The tribute of 
humble fobraifilon which was paid him 
bf- the firft perfons of the country* by 
•11 who' were his ftipcriors by birth, 
'^onflderatipo, and fortuae» and even by 
-th* veterans iii ofl^ce, intoxicated bim^ 
with pride, and the unbounded autlio- 
rity with which he' was invefted foon 
gave a cenajn lurihnefs to his deport- 
ment, whicii thence for waird became a 
^ak firature hpi *his chara^er, and at- 
tachtd itf^lf t^him tl^rough all the vi- 
"ciiBttides of hit fortune. No fcririccs 
^yreretob^inful and great for his fi^ends 
?Ko expe6fc of him ; vbot his enemies had 
-mfon to trembte ; for as excedive as 
Hils oMdpUctBcy '>vas on one Mcp fo 



Ittde moderation was an Uls reven^ on 
the other. He made lefs ufc of hi« 
authority for enriching himfelf, than in 
making the fortune of numbers, who 
might look up to him as the author of 
their profperi^y ; but humour, not 
cquitv, fele^ted the objcft. By a 
haughty imperious demeanour he ef- 
tranged from him the very hearts of 
thofe whom he had cherifbcd moft, 
while he at the fame time turned all 
his rivals into fo many fecrct maligners 
or implacable foes. 

Among the number of thofe who 
watched all his fteps with jealous and 
invidious eye?, and were iilrcady form- 
ing themfelves into the inftruraents of 
his ruin, was a count of Piedmont, 
Jofeph Martincngo, belonging to the 
fujrc of the Prince, whom Aioyfiii« 
himfelf had pi*t into this poft. as a 
harmlefs creature devoted to him, that 
be might fill the place in the Prince's 
amufemcr.ts which he began to tecl tog 
dull for himfelf, and which he rather 
chofeto exchange for a more imporianc 
employment. As he confidcrcd this 
man as the work of his hkands, whom, 
by a fihgle nod, he could replunge into 
the primitive nothing out of whiph be 
had drawn him by the breath of his 
moQth ; lb he held himfelf fure of him, 
as well from motives of fear as from gra- 
titude; and thiis fell into the fame mif. 
take as Richelieu did, in delivering the 
young Le Grand as a plaything to 
Louis XUI. But» be;ridcs being unable 
to corrcft this miftake with Richelieu's 
addrefs, he had to do with a more artful 
enemy than the French minifier had 
had to contend wUh. Jnftead of bc:ng 
vain of his faccefs, and making his bei 
nefftd^or feel that he coqld now do 
without him, Mart^ncngo was fcdulous 
to keep up the Ihow of dependence, an(| 
with a fc'^ncd fubmilfiou to aiiach him- 
felf clofer to the creator of his fortune. 
At the I'am'c tiine, however, lie did not 
negleft to ufe the opportqnitics his poft 
afforded him of being frequently abou( 
the Prince, in their full exteniy and to 
r9nder hiinTjcIf by ip^perceptible'digre^^ 
neceOary and iudifpenfabie to him. Iq 
a fliort time he had gained a thorougli 
knowledge of the temper and difpd- 
fitions of his m^fter, had defcried evergr 
latent avenue to histmn'fidenceyandbad 
infenfibly ftolcn into nis graces. All 
thole arts which a generous pride and sL 
natural elevation of foul had taught the 
miniAer to look down upon with con-1 
tempt, were put iu play by the Italian^ 
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%ho di^ not jlTdam to employ the moft 
bafc aiui r<;rvile means for arriving at 
his aim. Knowing fuU well ihac a man 
is nowhcFc in more want of a guide 
-and afCftant than in the ways of vice, 
and that nothing conduces to bolder 
confidences than a co-partnerfhip in 
fccret indaigenc<^s ; he inflamed thofe 
patfions which had hitherto laid dor- 
mant in the hcapt of the Prince, and 
then preffed himfelf upon him as hit 
conAdent and cncmirager. Hefeduced 
him into thole excefTcs which leaft of 
til adnfiit of being witnefied or known ; 
and thus imperceptibly acciiftomed him 
to make him the depofitory of fecfets 
from which a third was ever excluded. 
In ihorr,hc at length built his infamous 
plan of fucccfs on tlie corruption of the 
Prince, and executed it the moic cafily, 
as fccrccy was a means eflential to its 
completion ; fothat he was in pofTcinon 
of the heart of the Prince ere Aloyfius 
could have the fmalleft furmife that he ' 
fliarcd it with another. 

It !?iay be thought fomcwhat fur- 
pri(ing, that fo conliderable a change 
fhouid efcape the attention of the faga- 
cious minifter ; but Aloyfius was too fe- 
cure in his own importaDi:e for admit- 
ting the thought that 'fuch a man as 
Martinengo was likely to become his 
rival ; and the latter was too prefent to 
himfcif, too much on his guard,^ to 
awaken . his opponent from this pre- 
fumptuous fecurity, by any inconnde* 
rate a£t of his. VVhat had made thou- 
fands before him to trip on the flippery 
ground of princely favour, caufcd 
Aloyfius alfo to fan — too much conB- 
denc'e in himfelf. The private famili- 
arities that pafled between Martinengo 
and his mafier, gave him no difturbance 
at all. He readi4y granted the upftart 
of his own ere£^ion a bappinels which 
he in his heart defpifed, and which he 
had never made the olne^ of his pur* 
fttit. The friendihip of the Prince had 
never any charms for him but as it alone 
couM imootb his way to fovereign 
power ; and he carclefsly kicked down 
the ladder behind him as foon as it. had 
helped him to the elevation he fought. , 
Martinengo was not the man to con* 
tent himfelf with playing fofubordinate 
a part* At every advance in the favour 
of his mailer, he gave his wishes a bolder 
fcope, and his ambition began to4iiirft 
after more folid gratifications. The 
artificial difplay of fubmitfion he had 
hitherto made to his benefai^or, be- 
came daily mof e- irkfome to bim^ tsohe 
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(rawtb •f his profperity awakened his 
arrogance. The refinement of the 
mini(ler*s behaviour towards him» not 
proceeding in equal pace with the rapid 
advances be inaUe in the favour of the 
prince, but, on the contrary, often 
leemingvifibly enough defigned to hum* 
ble his afpiring pride by a faiutary 
glance at bis origin ; lo, this con- 
llraiotd and' contradidory behaviour 
grew at length (o troubiefomc, that he 
terioudy Cet alK)ut a plan to end it at 
once by th? downfall of his rival. Un- 
der the moft impenetrable veil of dif- 
guifc, he f uttered his plan to maturity. 
Vet durft he not venture to mcafure 
fwords with his rival in open combat ; 
for, 'though the prime of Aloyfiua'f 
favouritilm was over, yet it had beea 
too early implanted, and was too deeply- 
rooted in the mind of the youthful 
Prince, to be fo fuddenly torn up* Tha 
(lighten circumttance might reftore it 
to its pridioe vigour ; and therefore 
Martinengo well imagined that the 
blow he intended to give him muft be 
a mortal blow. What Aloyfius per* 
haps had lod in the Prince's love> ho 
might have gained ip his efteemj the 
more the latter withdrew from ftate* 
affairs, the lefs could he difpenfe with 
the man, who, even at the expence o£ 
the country, took care of his interefta 
with the moft confcientious fidelity and 
devotion— and, dear as he had formerly 
been as a friend, fo important was he 
BOW to him as miniittr« 

The particular method by which the 
Italian reached his aim^ remained a 
fecret between him who received the 
ftroke, and him who ft ruck it. It la 
fuppoCed, that h( laid before the Princt 
the originals of a fecret and fufpicious 
correfpondence, which Aloyfius ihould 
ha,ve carried on with a neighbouring 
court ; whether genuine or forged, is 
a matter on wHich opinions are divided. 
Be tliat as it may, he obtained his end 
to a dreadful degree. Aloyfius appeared 
in the eyes of the Prince as the moft 
ungrateful and bUckeft of traitors, 
whofe treafon was placed fo far out of 
doubtf that it was thought proper to 
proceed inuaediately agaioft him with- 
o«t any formal trial. The whole was 
Mianaged with the profoundeft fccrecy 
between Martinengo and his maftcr, 
fo that Alayitus never onoe perceived 
the ftorm that was ^herine over his 
head : obftinate in his baneful (ecuritv^ 
till the awful moment, when he was 
^nk itom vn oljeft of ^oeral ado- 
k a ratioa 
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raition tnd envy to tn 6h]t€t of the 
def peft compaflion. 

On the trrival of the deciHTc day, 
Aloyfiut, according to caftom, went to 
tnke a turn on the parade. From En- 
fign he had become, in the fpacc of a 
few years. Colonel of the Guards ; and 
even this poft was no more than a mo- 
dcfter name for the office of Prime 
Miniftcr, witich in fa^ he filled, and 
which didioguiOied him ahove the fore- 
mod in the country. The guard-pa« 
rade was the place where his pride was 
wont to receive the general homage« 
where in one ihort hour he enjoyed a 
grandeur and glory which amply repiid 
nim for the toils of the preceding day. 
Here perfons of the higheft ranks ap- 
proached him only with refpe^ful ti- 
midity, and thofe who did not feel 
thcmfclves fure of his fmiles, with 
trembiing. The prince himfelf, if oc- 
eafionallv he prefentcd himfelf here, 
faw himfelf negle£^ed in comp^rifoD of 
his Grand Vifier, as it was far more 
dangerous to difplcafe the Utter than it 
was of ufe to have the forqier for a 
friend. And this very place, where he 
was accuflomed to be revered as a god, 
was now pitched upon to be the dread* 
ful theatre of his aegradation. 

He entered carelefsly the well- 
known circle* who 0ood around him 
to-day with the fanfte reverence as 
ever, expe^^ing his commands, at ig- 
norant of what was to happen as be 
was himfelf. It was not lone before 
Martinertgo appeared, attendedby Tome 
adjutants, no i«nger the fupple, cring- 
ing, fmiling courtier—- arrogant, and 
ftrutting With pride» like a lacquev 
raifcd to a lord, he went up to him with 
bold and refolute fteps, and (landing 
before him with his hat on his head, 
demanded his fword in the name of the 
Prince. It was delivered to him with 
a look of filent {\irprize ; when* fetting 
the point againft the ground, and put- 
ting hit heel up«n the middle of the 
blade, he fnapped it in two, and let fall 
the pieces at the feet of Aloyfius. This 
Agnai being given, t\vo tdjuunts feized 
him by the collar, a third fell to cutting 
out the ftar on the breaft of hit coat, 
and another proceeded to take the rib- 
bon from his ihoulder, the epaulets from 
the uniform^ and the feather from hit 
hat. During the whole of this amazing 
operation, wDictvwent on with incre- 
dible rapidttyt among more than five 
hundred men who ftood dofe round, 
B«t a Tingle (bund wat to be h«ard, not 



a breath in the whole ^embly. Th# 
terrified multitude ftood fixed, witfai 
pallid countenances, with palpitating 
nearts, and with a deathlike ftare, round 
him, who in this wretched condition-— 
a lingular fpcflacle of ridicule and 
horror ? —pa (led a moment that is only to 
be felt under the hfinds of the execu- 
tioner. Thoufands in hit place would 
have fallen fen fclefs to the earth at the 
lirft impulfe of terror; but his robuft 
nervous fyftem, and hit vigonms fpirity 
outftood this drradful trial, and gave 
time for the horron of it to pais and 
evaporate. 

N« roi»n<^r was this operation over, 
than he was conduced along the row* 
of innumerable foeftators to the farrhtf 
extremity of the ff/acf *ie parade^ where 
a covered carriage ftood waiting f*Mr 
him. He was ordered by dumb fignt 
to get into it ; «an efcort of huITars ac* 
companied him. The report of thU 
tranfa£tion was foon fpread over all the 
rtfidencc ; every window was opened^ 
and all the ftreets were filled by perlbnt 
whom curiofity and furprize had brought 
from their habitationt. A mob ran 
after the cavalcade, who alfailed the ears 
of the difgraced minion with the inter, 
mingled (bouts of fcorn atid triumph, 
and the (Itll more cutting repetitions of 
his name with terms of /pity. Ac 
length he was eot out of their noife, but 
a new fccne of terror awaited him here. 
The carriage turned off from the high 
road, down an unfrequented long by- 
way— -the wav towards the place of 
execution ; whither, by exprefs order 
of the Prince, he was dragged (lowlv 
along. Here, after making him feel alt 
the torments of the agonies of death, 
tbey turned again down another crofs- 
road, much frequented by pafiengers. 
In the fcorching heat of the fun, with- 
out any refre(hment, defiitute of human 
converfe, he paiTed (even doleful hours 
in this conveyance, which ftopped ac 
laft, as the fun went down, at the place 
of his dcftination, the fortref» of Crum. 
wald. Deprived of contcioufnefs, in a 
middle (late between life and death, as a 
faft of twelve hours and a conftantly 
parching thirft had at laft got the bet- 
Ur of hit gigantic force, tliey lifted him 
out of the vehicle, and he came to him- 
felf in a horrid dungeon under the 
earth* The firft fight that prcfeiued 
itfelf to hit opening eyes was the 
dreadful prifon-wail, againft which the 
moon darted down fome feeble rays;, 
through a narrow crevice at tlie heigh c 
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ef nineteeii fathoms from the ground of 
his cell. At his lidc he fell a fcanty 
loaf of hread and a pitcher of water, 
and near him a fcattering of draw for 
his couch. In this condition he held 
out till the following noon ; when, in 
the middle of the turrtt, a (liding (hut- 
ur Teemed to open of itfelf, through 
which prefentlv two hands appeared, 
letting down a nani^ing bafk^t with the 
fame allotment of provilion he had 
found bolide him the day before. Now, 
for the 6rft time Hnce hi» fatal reverfe, 
pain and anxiety forced from him thefe 
queftioos to the invifibL perlbn ; how 
he came here ? and \vhat crime he had 
commitctd ^ But no anfwer was re*, 
turned from above : the hands were 
withdrawn, and the ihatter clofed. 
Without feeing a human vifage, without 
even hearing a human voice, unable to 
jpuefs at what might be the end of this 
deplorable ftroke, in like dreadful un- 
certainty on the furure and on the paft,' 
cheered by no genial ray of light, re- 
frcihed by no wholefome breeze, cut 
off from all aififlance, and abandoned 
by common compaillun, four hundred 
and ninety doleful days did he count in 
this place of condemnation, by the 
bread of aiBi^ion which was daily let 
down to him at noon in (ilent and fad 
tiniformity. But a difcovery he made 
foon after his confinement here, com- 
pleated the meafure of his diftrefs. He 
knew this place. He himfelf it was 
who, impelled by a fpirit of bafe re- 
venge, had built it afreOi but a few 
months before, for a brave and de* 
ferving officer, who, for having been fo 
unfortunate as to fall under his dif- 
pleafure, was here to pine away his life 
m forrow. With ingenious barbarity 
he himfelf had furnilhed the means of 
making this dungeon a more cruel 
abode. Not a long time ago he bad 
come hither in perlon tu take a view of 
the building, and to haften the work. 
Por deepening his mifery to the utmoft 
extreme, it mud fo fall out in the order 
vf things, that the very officer fur whom 
this gloomy cell was prepared ihould 
fucceed to the pod of the dcceafed 
commandant of the fortrefs ; and, from 
a vif^im to his vengeance, ihould become 
the matter of his fate. Thus vanilhed 
away his laft fad comfort of felf-com* 
niiferation, and of charging fortune 
with iujufiice in loading bim with Aich. 
heavy calamities. To the fenfible feD« 
fation of his mifery was affociated t 
ra^ini; fcif-ftbhorrcnct, and the pain 



that h always ircft bitipg fe {Tubbom 
hearts, to depend on the gencrofity of m 
foe, to whom he had never Ihcwn. any 
himfelf. . , 

But this uf)r:ght man was of a dif • 
pofitionr too noble to harbour a mean 
revenge. The fcverity he was cnjointd 
by his inftrutlion* m bie towards hit 
prifoner, ebft many a ftruggle to his 
friendly fpirit f but, as an old foldier^ 
accullomcd to foHow the letter of hi» 
orders whh implicit prtdfion, he could 
do no more than bewait his misfortunes.' 
The forlorti wretch ia the dungeon 
found an aaivc helper in the perfon of 
the chaplain to the garrifon ; whoy 
moved at the diftrefs of the miferabie 
captive, of which he had not till lately 
heard, and that now only by obfcur« 
and unconoe^ed reports^ immediately 
took up the firm refolution of doing 
fomewhat for his relief. This worthy 
ecclcfiaftic, whofe name X fupprefa 
. with relu6l1mce, thought he could rio- 
\vife better comply uith his paftoral 
office, than by turning it now to the 
benefit of a poor unhappy man, ,who 
was capable of alUftauce by no other 
means. 

As he could not obrain from the com- 
mandant of the fortrefs leave tovifit the 
prifoner, he fct out in perfon on the 
road to the capital, to prefent hb rc- 
queft direaiy to the Prince. He made 
his genuflexion before him, and im- 
plorcd his compalfion in Leh.alf of a 
miferabljB man, who was laogujOiing io 
utter ^lettitution »/f ihe Dcnefits of 
chriftianiiy, from which even criminalt 
attainted of the blackeft euormitiet 
cannot juftly be excluded, and perhapt 
verging on the horrors of defpair. 
With all the intrepidity and dignity 
which the fentimcnt of difcharging our 
duty infpires, he demanded free acccfa 
to the prifoner, who belonged to him 
as one of bis flock, and for whofe foul 
he was anfwerabic to Heaven. The 
good caufe he was pleading gave him 
an irrefiftible eloquence, and as the ^rft 
difplcafurc of the Prince was foroeWhac 
abated by time, he granted him hi> re- 
queft to go and comxurt the prifoner by 
a fpiritual vifit. 

The hrft hum^n countenance that the 
wretched Aloyfuis had leen for apenoa 
of fixteen months, wii the face of this 
ghoftly comforter. For the only friend 
ne had in the world, he was indebted ro 
his mifery; his profpcrity had gained - 
him none. The entrance of tr.e 
preacher wai to lim the apparition of 
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' an angeU I make no attempt to <fe- 
Ifcribc his feelings. But, from this 
day forth his tears flowed in left abun- 
dancc, as he faw himfeif pitied by one 
human being. 

A gbaftly horror fcizcd the ecclcfiaftic 
on ertiering this cave of dcfpair. His 
eyes rolled about in fearch or a man — 
when a grifly fpcftrc crawled out of a 
corner to meet him, a place that looked 
more like the den of lome fa v age men- 
Her tbari the fojourn of a human crea- 
ture. A palt and death- 1 ike carcafe, 
all colour of life departed from his 
vifage, in which forrow and defpon- 
dcncy had worn Urge furrows, the 
haggard eye-balls Bxed in one horrid 
ftare, the beard and nails grown by 
long neglect to a hideous length, the 
cloaths half rotted away, and the air 
about him charged with peftxleniiil 
vapour from tUe total want of venti- 
lation ; in this condition dkl he find 
this darling of fortune ; and all this had 
his adamantine health with(\oud !•-- 
Shuddering with horror, and over- 
powered with companion ?.t the fight, 
the preacher ran immcdiarely from the 
fpot to the Governor, to draw from him 
a fecond boon in favour of the poor cma- 
diatcd wretch, without which the for- 
Biet would ftand for nothing. 

But he, fteltcring his rtfufal once 
more ander the exprefs letter of his in- 
firu^ionsy the paftor generoufly rc- 
foived dn aootbtr journey to the re fi- 
ance, to throw himfeif once more on 
the demenCT of the Prince: He de- 
clared, that p€ could not think of pro- 
fafti»g the dignity of the facrament fo 
far, as to enter upon fo facred an a6t 
with his prifoner, until he was reft ore d 
tQ the Ukenefs of a man. Tl.is requetl 
vas likewife gracioufly compiled with; 
and from that time the prifoner might 
again be faid to live. 

In this fortrefs Aloyfius ftil! paffed 
leveral years, but in a far more cafy 
fituation, after the fliort fummer of the 
»ew faTourit6 was gone by, and others 
k&d focceeded to tne paH, who were 
ciilier of humancr fentiments, ©r had 
•o revenge to fatiare upon him. At 
length, ^fter a ten years confinement, 
rtie dfl'y of redemption appearcd---but 
no judicial examtnation, no formal ac- 
quittal. He received his liberty from 
the hands of princely grace ; at the fame 
time that it was enjoined him to quit 
the country f^or ever. 

Here the accounts of his hiflory for- 
fikke mc» \Yhich I have been able to- 



gather alone from oral tradition ; an^ 
I perceive myfelf obliged to Ikip over 
a period of twenty years. During this 
fpacc Aloyfius had begun his career 
afVefli in the military fervices o{ foreign 
States, which led him alio there to the 
brilliant eminence from whence he had 
been fo dreadfully hurled at home.' 
Time at laft, the friend of the unfortu- 
nate, whoexcrcifes a flow but an inde- 
lible judgment, took up the caufe of this 
unhappy vidtim. The years of paffion 
were over with the Prince, and huma- 
nity began to foftcn his heart, as his 
whitening hairs admonifhed him of his 
mortality. Treading flowly the decline 
of life, he felt a hankering dcfire after 
the favourite of his youth. That he 
might compenfate, as much as pofiible, 
to the old man the difaftcrs he had 
Tieaped on him while young, he invited 
the exile, in friendly terms, to return 
to his country ; to which Aloyfius was 
by no means averfe, as an ardent incli- 
nation topaCsthe remainder, of his days 
in peace at home had long dwelt in his 
heart. The meeting was attended on 
both fides with real emotion, the em- 
brace was as warm and affe^ing as if 
they had parted but ycftcrday. The 
Prince looked him in the jfacc with a 
con fid eri^g regard, as if contemplating 
the countenance fo familiar and yet to 
l^rani^e ; or as if counting the wrinkles 
he h^d made on it himfeff . With eager 
re fearch he ft rove to recoiled the be. 
loved features of the youth in the ihri- 
vclltd vifage of age; but what he 
fought for was no more to be found. 
They forced thcmfelves into a kind of 
cold familiarity ---fhamc and fear had 
feparated their hearts for ever and 
ever. A fight that muft ever recall 
his cruel precipitancy to his mind cnuld 
give no complacency to ihc Pnncc'; 
and Aloyfius could no longer be familiar 
with the author of his wots. Yet fe- 
date and confoiing was his view of the 
paft, as a man gladly looks back on the 
end of a frightful voyage. 

It was not long ere Aloyfius was feen 
.ae,ain in full poffclfion of all his former 
dignities— and the Prince repreffed his 
inward averfion to give him a fpkndid 
compcn Cation for what was pal^. Biit 
could he give' him back the fat«sfa*^i«^n 
he h.^d before in theCe didinttions > 
Could he revive thetieart he had drad- 
cned for ever to the enjoyment of lite ^ 
Could he give him back the years o^ 
Hope ? or tjhink of conferring on him a 
bappiivcfs <vheatrt<l, tltat Ihoaltf b«t pe^ 
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ev>te1y make amcmis for the robbery 
he had comnaiued on him when ia the 
prime of life ? 

Fwr nineteen years, however, he en- 
joyed this bright eveniug of his days. 
Neither age nor adverfity had been able 
tu abate the Bre of his paihonsy nor en- 
tirely fubdae the hilarity of his fpirit. 
Still, in his fevencieth year, he was 
£rafping ai the Ihadow of a comfort. 



that in his twentieth he i&uzWy pof. 
feifed. At length he died, commander 
of the fortrefs where tiic State prifonera 
were kept^ It may be expeded that he 
exercifcd towirds them a humanity, the 
value of which he had.fo feverely been 
tau^^ht to know. Buc he treated them 
with cruelty and caprice ; and a burft 
of rage againil one of them laid him in 
the grave in his eightieth year.

IN our former Reviews we accompanied 
with higti fatisfaftion this enter- 
taining ano mllruttive trdvcllcr through 
Vufious places of renown to the aniicnt 
city Kit ^iijppo, tne capital of Syria, 
wiierc wc itit nim circXimfptdting, with 
the qdick,vigoroas|f:cmprtheniue,and 
CiUcci uiu^ powers nis niuid polTcllts, on 
trie fiica and manneis tf tne Turkilh 
government, and mdulging, with acute 
fenhoiiity, the fentimcUts which muft 
ariie in a wcU-framcd and truly Kng- 
hOi raind, on ditcov^ring that it has 
hitherto been groisly milreorelentcd as 
arbitrary and lUlpoiic. *' The Confii*. 
tuiioaot that country," fays Mr. Camp- 
bell, *• i* laid down exprefsly in ttic 
^oran. The fimpcror of Turkey (com-r 
luonly called the Grand beignior) is a 
jjelccadant of Mahowet, who pretended 
ht had the Kor^n from Heaven : and 
he IS as much bound by the inltitutcs of 
that book a> any lubjcCt in his realm --- 
1^ as liable lodepofition as tlicy to punilh- 
mcni for biea<:li of them, ana inoeed has 
t)ttn more than once depolcd," and the 
next in tuccelRpn raiftd to the throne. 
I'hus far, u is obvious, his power is li- 
piitcd and under contropl. But that is 
not all i it is equally certain that the 
Turkifii Government is partly Repub- 
lican i for though the Peoptc at iarge 
liave no (hare in the IcgiflatiUn, and are 
excluded by the Koran from it (which 
Koran has eltabiifhed and precifely al- 
ccrtained their rights, privileges, and 
'pcrfon4 fccunty), yet there is un intcr- 
tocdiatc power which, when roulcd to 
cxcnion, is ftronger th'an the Emperor'?, 
jind ftaui as a bulwark between the 
cxircmtsof'Dcfpotifmand them. Thii 
fco^iy is XHii Ulama, compoicd of all 



thfe Members of the Church and the 
Law, fupcrior to any Nobility, jealous 
of tl.eir rights and privileges, and partly 
taken from the people, not by ele^ion, 
but by profeifion and talents. In this 
body arc comprifed the Moulahs, tlic 
hercJicary and perpetuil guardians of 
the religion and laws of the Empire: 
they derive their authority as much as 

'the Emperor from' the Koran, and, 
when nccclTary, a6t with all the fivm- 
ncfs rcfulting from a convi£lion of that 
authority 5 which tlicy oltendemonftratc 
by oppoung hismeafure*, not only with 
impunity, but fucccfs. Their peiloos 
arc facrcd ; and they can, by mean? (^t 
the unbounded rcfpe^t in which they 
arc helcfy roufe t^ people to arms, aad 
proceed to depe(f. But, what is much 
more, the Emperor cannot be dcpofcd 
without their concurrence. 

^* Uy by this proviftouof the Condi- 
tution, the power of the Monarcii is 
limited, and the pcrfonalfccurity of «hc 
rubje6l aicertained. on the one hand ; 
the energy of the Empire in its external 
operations i«, on the other, very f#f- 
qucntly and fatally palfied by it. Dc- 

' clarations of war have been pvocralti- 
naled, till an injurious and irrccov erable 
a<a of hollility has been fuftainedi and 
peace often protrafted^ when peace- 
would have been iidvantageous. The 

^ UUrba being a nujjjerous body, it ha^ 
been found always difficult, often im> 
polfible, to unite Vo many different opi- 
nioos; and nothing being to 'pe done 
without their concurrence, the Exccu- 
jtivc Power finds it often impojiibic to 
take adccilive ftcp in a crifis of advan- 
tageous opportunity. But as this code 
of laws and government is received ai> a. 
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<Smne revelation /binding both Prince 
and People, and fuppofed co be fcaled in 
Heaven, the breach df it woulcl be fufli- 
cicm to cohfiga even the Monarch to 
4epoBtion and death." 

** One Itriking feature in the Confti- 
tution of Turkey is, ihtt neither bUiod 
nor fplcndid birth are of thcmfch'ci 
fufficicnt to recommend a man to great 
offices. Merit and abtliiies alone are 
the pinions which can lift .imbicion to 
its hci^n, 7*l\c cottager may be ex- 
alted to the highed office in the Em- 
pire ; at tcaft, there is no abfolute im- 
{)edimcnc in his way ; and I believe it 
us often happened. Compare this 
with France under its late Monarchy, 
whtTc no merit could railc a man from 
ihc'Canaille. This, I fay, is one of the 
criterion^ of a free Conlliiuciuny and 
I'urkey is To f.ir democratic." 

•* Perhaps there is no part of the 
world where ^c flame of parcatal af- 
fe^iion burns with more ardent and 
uncxtinguilhable ftrength» or is more 
fauhfuMy returned by reciprocal tcudtr- 
ncfs and filial obedience, than Turkey. 
F-ducated in the mofl unatfc^lcd defe- 
rence and pious fubmillion to their pa- 
rents' will; trained both by precept 
and example to the greatefl veneration 
for the aged, ^nd feparatcd^almofl from 
xhcir infancy from the women, they ac- 
quire a modcHy to thcjr fupcrior^, and 
a balhtulncls and refpc^ful deportmenj: 
to the weaker Tex, which never ccafe to 
influence them ihrtJugh life. A Turk' 
meeting a woman in the rtreer, turns 
Jiis head from her, as if looking ar her 
^wcr« criminal; and there le nothing 
fhcy dettttt lb much, or will more fedu- 
loutty Ihun, th^n an impudent audacious 
woman. To get the hctitr of a TyrR, 
therefore, there is nothing furthtf nc- 
ceiTary, than to let dip a Virago at him, 
and he inf^antly retreats.*' 

" Among the variety of errors and 
moral abfiirditics talfely afcribed to the 
^Mahometan religion, the exclufioi) of 
women from Paradife holds a very con- 
fpicuous placy, as a charge eqiaJly 
*■ falie and abiurd; on the contrary, ihc 
women have their fafts, their ablutions, 
gnd the other religious rites deemed by 
Mahometans nec^flfary to falvaticn. 
J>lotwiihftanding, it has been-the prac- 
tice of traveller* to have recourfe tp in- 
vention, where the cuftoms of the coun.. 
try precluded pofitive information 5 and 
to give their accounts rather from ti)e 
fuggeftions ol their own prejudiced ima. 
^1 nations, tJian ffcftn any fair interences 



xjT conelufions drawn from the fadt that 
came under their obfervation.*' 

The Author then proceeds to d«- 
fcribe the tenets of the Mahometan re- 
ligion ; its elfe^ls upon the ratnds of its 
votaries ; atid the influence it produces 
in the Government : but thcfe topics 
arc fo nicely interwoven with" each 
other, and form fo united and compleat 
a whole, that we cannot feparntc ^ny of 
its parts, by way ot extra^, without 
doing it an injury by the mutilation : 
we muft therefore refer our readers, 
for further lafonnation on this impor- 
tant fubjet^, to the Work itfelf, obp 
fcrving only, that whether the refearch 
be made for amuicmei^t or iiiftruC^ion, 
it will be amply rewa'ded. 

Thefe obftrvations on the Turkifh 
religion arc followed oy a rery minute 
and curious description of A caravak, 
the niagnitudc of which, together with 
the multiplicity of its attendanu, '}* 
really aftonilhing; and alfo by an ac- 
count of the ceremonies obfcrved by 
PILGRIMS on their arrival at M^cca^ 
The Author then proceeds to defcrib<ft 
the particular parts of tbi* vaft EmpirCt 
through ivhich he had occafion totrar 
vcL The follo%ving circumftancc oc- 
curred during his ftay at Alkppo; 

** One day a friend (a French Gear 
tleman) who efcoried me through tKe 
town, called to draw me out wiih him 
for a walk ; he faid. he wifhed to ihew' 
me fomc of the caravanferas, obfervinjj 
that he thought I ihould be enter- 
tained with a view of them. I agreed 
to go; and he brought me to twQ, 
which, after he had Ihcwn to me and 
explained their prmciplc, police, and 
etiquette, I could not help admiring 
and approviuj^. To both' thefe wefc 
attached eating-houfe^ and coffcC* 
houfes, and every appendage that could 
renxlcr them convenient and comfort- 
able. As we were aboijt leaving the 
lall, I obferved my fr;end flop -and liftctt 
attentively. ** Come hither," faid he 
after a minute's paufe; /• come into 
this coffee-houfe : here is fomething 
^oiog forward that may amufe you." ' 
**V/p accordingly entered the colFee- 
hoi^fc. wl?,cre we faw a number of peo- 
ple, fome feated in thf Turkifh faihion, 
ibme on low (lools| and fome (landing ; 
^nd in the mi<)dle a qnan walking to and 
fro, fpeaking in an audible voice, fome.. 
times (lowly, fometimes with rapidity, 
varying his toi^es occafioni^Uy with ail 
fhe infiexions of a correfpending fenfe. 
I could 1^ underHand bini| but he 
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fcemed to m« to (peak with " gbod 
(mphaHs and good difcrction :** his 
a6i«n was eafy to him, though ex« 
prefRve and emphatical ; and hiscoun* 
tenance exhibited ftrong marks of elo- 
quent expreflion. I could not help 
ftaring with aftonifhmcnt at a fcene io 
new to me, and felt great approbatioB at 
the tones and manner of this extraordi- 
. tiary orator, though I could not undec- 
ftand a fingle word he faid. He was 
lidencd to by all with great attention^ 
and the Tuj-ks (albeit not uled to the 
laughing mood) frequently betrayed 
Arong iymptoms of rifibility : but in 
i the height and torrent of his fpeech he 

/ broke fuddenly off*, fcampercd out of 
the door, and difappear^d. I fet it 
down that he was a maniac or lunatic 
of an ingenious kind^ and was for going 
away. *• Stay," fays my friend, " reft 
where you are for a few minutes ^ let 
us hear further.*' 

** The orator had fcarcely b?cn gone 
three minutes, when the room was 
filled with the hva. of con^erfation, a 
word of which I could not underftand, 
but which my guide liftened to very 
attentively. At length the buz began 
to grow loud, and Toon increafed into 
cUmour; when a fcene enfued of fo 
very ludicrous a kind as forced me to 
, cram my handkerchief into my mouth 
. to fupprefs a laugh, or at lead fo to 
* Hlfle it as to avoid obfervation. In 
fhort, they were difputiog violently, and 
the beards were, as I once before men- 
tioned to you, ALU wagging. I be- 
came oiore convulfed with mirth ; and 
iny friend feeing that I was likely to 
give offence, took me under the arm, 
and hurried me out of the coffee-houfe ; 
we retired into a potrch in the caravan^ 
fera, where I gave vent to my fup- 
prcffed laughter till my iides were fore, 
and my eyes ran rears.* 

** In the name of God, my friend,** 
faid I, '* tell me what is the' meaning of 
all that extravagant fcene to which we 
have juft now l>een witnefs : who is 
that madman that fpoke fo much ? and 
why did they all quarrel after he went 
away ?*• 

•« Come, come,*' faid he, " let us re- 
tire to my houfc, and I will there ex- 
plain the who'c of it to you, from be- 
ginning to ending.'* 

" I accordingly accompanied him 
home, where we found a verv gay circle 
affembled, to whom he delcribed my 
aftoniflimenc) fecoutiting thy immo. 
derate laughter, till they all laughed

verv nearly at immodetatcly as myfelf. 
" I ou muft know," (aid he, addreffing 
himfelf to me, << that he whom you took, 
to be a madman, is one of the moft cele* ^ 
brated compofers and tellers of ftoriea 
in Ar\if and only wants the aid of 
printing, to be perhaps as eminent ia 
reputation for making Contbs, aa 
Marmontel or Madame D'Anois. Aa^ 
we paffed along I heard his voice, and/ 
knowing it, rcfolvcd to let you feehim* 
and brought you in for the purpofc* 
He was entertaining the company with 
a very curious* intcrefting, and comical 
flory, the fubje^ of whiti was avarice | 
the hero a mifer of the name of Caffenu 
His mifery and avarice are reprefented 
in it as bringing him into a variety o£ 
fcrapes, which wade his wealth i and 
his character is drawn with fuch ftrength 
of colouring, and marked with fuch 
grotefque lines of humour— he related 
it moreover with fo much wit, in fuch 
admirable language, and embelliflied 
and enforced it with fuch appropriate 
a^ioo, utterance » and emphafis— that 
it rivetted, as you faw, the attention o£ 
all his auditors, and extorted laughtet 
even from Turkifli gravity.** 

v< But how came he to break off" f<a 
fuddenly ?" faid I. 

" That," returned my friend^ '* is 9, 
part of the art of his profeflion, with* 
out which he could not live : juft as he 
gets to a mod interefting part of the 
ftory, when he has wound the ima^i« 
nations of his auditors up to the higheft. 
climax of expe£lation, he purpofel/* 
brcaksoff'to make them eager for tha 
rtff. He is fure to have them all nexc 
day, with additional numbers who com# 
on their report, and he makes his terma 
to finiih the dory." 

«• Why then," interrupted I, «' why 
did they who remained behind fall dif« 
puting ?•' 

" That I will explain to you," faid 
he. <* Juft as he broke off, Calfem the 
mifer (who, as far as I heard, {ieems aa 
well drawn as M liere's Avare)» 
having already fuffered a thouiand 
whimucal misfortunes and dilapidationa 
of fortune, is , brought before the Cadi 
for digging in his garden, on the pre* 
fumpuon that he was digging for trea« 
fure;. As foon as the hiftorian waa 
gone, they firft applauded him* and 
then began to difculs hU ftory, which 
thev one and all agreed in praifiog 
bignly : and when they came to talk o( 
the probable ilFue of the iequel of it* 
there were aimoft as many opinions as 
L I thara 
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there were m-cn in company $ each 
Maintained his own. and they went to 
loggerheads as you faw about it-*-when 
the chi^ncc is a thoufand to one, that not^ 
<5ne of them was near the mark. One 
hi particular rurmifed that CalTevn 
would be married to the Cadi's daugh- 
ter, which gave great offence to fome, 
and roufcd another of the company to 
declare, that he was well afiuijcd in bis 
confcience, that CaiTcm would be 
brought to the baftinado or the ftake, 
or elte hanged, in the feguel *' ' 

" And \t ifr-poirrolc," laid I, <* that a 
troup of twenty or thirty rational 
beings can be fofar bereft of all common 
• fenfe, as to difpute upon the refult of a 
contingency, which abfolutely depends 
on the arbitrary fancy of an acknow- 
ledged fabricator of falfehoods ?'* 

<* C'/'Jf vrait Monfieur ; and thereby 
they demonftfane the» power of the 
poet (for poet we may well call him) ; 
and erttr^ nouSy I doubt whether it is 
not more rational, as well as more fair, 
to difpute what the denouement ought to 
be btfoic than after the inventor of the 
piece has difpofcd of it, as is the prac- 
tice with us. * When he has once 
finiihed his fable, you will find them all 
Content, and the voice of criticiira lilcnt. 
I^ow jn France or England, our critics 
X\tp(,rdtiey \ii order to attack the poet, 
lethiftj fijiifh his performance how he 
fhay. But you will recollcft, Mon- 
fieur, that in Turkey criticifm is the 
honeft fpontaneous iffue of the heart, 
and with us is a trade, where fomctimes 
lucre, fometimcs vanity, but oftener 
than both, envy, and malice, dire£t the 
decifion, and difpofc to cavil and cen- 
ftirc. 

•* But wc will go again to-morrow," 
continued he ; " probably he will be 
i4i*rc*to conclude or proceed further 
wkhhis ftory." I agreed to this, and 
Smarted. 

dF»* On the next day we went, and not 
-'feeing the orator in his place, lounged 
ibout the caravanfera, and going to 
another coffee- houfe, found him de- 
claiming with all his might. My 
friend told me, that the ftory he was 
now on was quite different from the 
former : however, we watched his 
motions fo effcQually, that we got the 
concluiion of the ftory of Caffcm, which 
completely cifappointed the prognofticf 
of the two conflifting Turkifh critics j 
for Caffem was neither baftinadocd, 
fiaked, nor hanged, nor married to the 
Cadi's daughter> but lived to fee that 



extreme avarice was "folly ; an J to b«J 
fcnfible, that to make the proper ufe of 
the goods of this life rs to enjoy thenv.'* 
This part of the work, indeed, \% 
Tcplctevvith entertaining anecdotes and 
lively adventures.' Until a caravan was 
formed, or the Company's- difpatches 
arrived over land, of which he might 
avail himlclf, the Author endeavoured 
to pafs hii time as cheerfully as pofllble. 
He vifited a pui>ptt-Jhofw^ in which 
KARA-GHfSK, or Punchy by the free- 
•dom of fpecch he is allowed to exercifc, 
frequently arraigns the condu^ not 
only of private individuals, but utters 
the fcvereft farcafms againft the public 
Magift rates who have deviated from 
their line of duty : no offender, *♦ how- 
ever intrenched behind power, or en- 
ihrined in rank, could efcape him% 
Bafliaws, Cadies, nay, the Janiffaries 
tbemfelves, were often the fubje6ts of his 
fport." ** My frienc^'* continues the* 
Author, ** informed me, " that he was 
not more reftraii:ed in the eff'uiions^of 
obfcenity which he uttered, than in hi* 
fatire j that he was always well re- 
ceived and applauded, even venerated 
fas we venerate the liberty of the 
prefs), as a bold teller of truth, who 
with little niifchief does a great deal of 
good, and often roufes the lethargic 
public mind to a fenfe of public dangers 
and injuries. He added, that in fome 
cafes the Magiftrate had been obliged 
to interfere ; and the Bafliaw himfclf 
was fcrloutly called upon at times to ff op 
the licentious tongue of this^ champion 
of Freedom, Kara-chuse. 

«* Well then," faid I, «* it appears 
upon the whole that Monfieur Kar a-. 
GHUsc is a very great blackguard, but 
a very witty, and a very honeft one." 

" You have juft hit it,** faid he ; 
" and if Mafter Kara-chuse was to 
take fuch liberties in FratKC, Spaint 
Portugal, or Germany, all his wit and 
honcfly would not fave him from pu- 
nifhment. In England you do not want 
him; every man there is a Kara- 
CHVSE, and every newfpaper a puppet- 
Ihow." 

" And yet," returned I, ** we com- 
plain fadly of want of liberty !" 

•* That is natural,** returned my fa- 
gacious Frenchman, ** perfedlly natural. 
Liberty is like money \ the more we 
have of it, the more covetous we grow.'* 
" Very true, MoVjUeur," faid ft 
pleafed with his compliment to our 
happy Conffitution> and to clinch hi» 
•bfcrvaiion, 'gafc a Latin quotation, 

which 
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which whca a chlH I got out of Lilly's 
Grammar, ** Crefcit amor nummi, 
^unnium ipfa pecunia crefcit ;" and 
then chaiigiog nummut for libcrtas, 
** Crefcit amor Kbertatis, quantum ipfa 
libcrtas crcfcrt.*' 

*• 'Tis vciy wtlU Monfieqr/* faitl he; 
«* and to carry oa your aliufion, joay wc 
not fay, that they \vho do not know 
when they have enough, arc as dangc- 
roully wrong in the one cafe, as thofe 
who fay we have too much, are in th« 
other ? The EngUlh complaining: of 
4hc want of liberty, reminds mc of the 
I coffee- houfc orator's ftory of CaflVm, 

/ who, wallowing in wealih, loft it all in 

the wil.i purfuit of more. I hope, 
however, that they never will, like him, 
lofc their (Iqck in vaio endeavours to 
increafc it." 

The caufe of Mr, Campbeirs quittinjg; 
-the houfe of his friend, where he was io 
hofpicaUy cntcr.taiccd, and pleafanily 
fituatcd at Aleppo, we forbear to parti- 
cularize : i: is of a i^rivate nature; and 
•cither lc^£ or //Vv f©r a young, beauii- 
ful, and accompUlhed female, the wife 
of his aged fricnr, the caufe of it : but 
perhaps the account given of this event 
couJd U9t • prudently be fupprdTcd,

" For," obferve* Mr. Campbell, "after 
my departure from Aleppo, this affair 
was reprefentcd in a variety of unfa- 
vourable lights to" the different new. 
comers from England ; and as a ftory is 
that commodity which of all ethers 
honeft people do not love lo.ftcal anv- * 
thing from, in its pifTagc rhr.-ugh their 
hands, it found its way in various forms 
(none of them, however, tending to 
foftcn it) to many of my friends* and 
conne6tions, thofe from whom of aH 
others I wifhed to conceal it. Labour- 
ing under fuch calumnies, it cannot be 
confulcred as a violation of decorum, or 
unneccfTary infraction up(»n delicncy, if 
I Hate the truth, in order, though I 
cannot acquit myfcif of cenfurable 
conduct, at leaft not filently ro fubmit 
to untimired calumny, and charges of 
crimes which I hope I have too"much 
hon -ur and integrity to commit." On 
the i.j«erpofition,howevrr, of thcBritifk 
Conful upon this fubjea, Mr. Campbell 
cictermlacd to fet oui upon his journey 
to Indir*: but we muft reCcrvc the ac- 
count of the extraordinary means bf 
which this determination was executed, 
for another opportunity.

After an oppofition Trom the Duke 
of Grafton, and Lords Thurlow and 
Lauderdale, the V&te of Credit Bill wa« 
^«ad a third t7me. 



Lord Lauderdale rofe to make his 
proroifed motion on the fubjc6f of the 
peniion granted to Mr. Burke, and made 
payable out of the four and a half per 
cent, duties. A recent pi^blication ^, and 
perfonal con fide rations, his Lordihip 
obferved, might probably roufe the 
curiofity of tlit public, and of their 
Lordihips, to hear him canvafs the 
merit of this public character. From 
this, however, he was rcfolved, accorJ-- 
in^ to his original determination^ care- 
fully to abftain. From this refolution 
no ability, however diftinguiihed, na 
genius, however brilliant, could feducc 
him. That talents fo tranfcendant (hould 
be employed in fuch a manner he mighc 
lament. He might admire the genius^ 
ai>d drop a tear over its fallen and de* 
graded application ; but on the prefent 
occalion, be Oiouid contine himfelf fole- 
ly to the qut ftion of the application of 
the fund. He then went into a Uiftory 
of the four and a half per cent, duties. 
They were granted for the repair of 
forts, &c. in the Leeward lilands, and 
his Lordfliip infixed, that they could 
not be othervvife appropriated ; he there* 
fore moved. That his Majcfty be ad- 
dreffcd not to apply them to any purpofe 
but their original object. 

Lord Grenville faid, he felt liimfelf 
peculiarly happy, that the motion of 
the Noble Lord appeared to ftccr clear 
of the perfonal reference which it had 
been apprehended would occur in his 
difculFion of the queftion before the 
Houfv. It relieved him from the tait 
of juftifying a benevolence of the 
Crown, from which he and every one 
of his Majefty's Minifters derived i 
portipn of hoaour, as the advifcrs of a 
meafiire fo becoming the dignity of thd 
Sovereign, and the honour of the 
country. 

Having premifed this, his Lordfliip 
contended, that the four and a half ^er 
cent, duties were, and ever had been, at 
the 4>fpofal of the Crown, for any part 
of the public fervice. In' this he wai 
borne out by the opinions of «he (ir(l 
lawyers — by thofe of Lords Camden, 
Hardwicke, and Mansfield; and it had* 
never been made a matter of nueftion 
and doubt till now. He therefore op- 
pofed the motion ; and upon a divifiun

l,HADWF.LL*S DIVORCE BILL. 

Lord Laudcidiile moved a claiifc, 
that lo«l. per annum be fettled ©n Mrs. 
Shadwcl!. . 

Lords Thi:rlow',Mulgravc, and other 
Lorils, oppoftd this, and the Bifhop of 
Rocliefter very warn«Iy cxpreflcd his 
alloniibment at hearing the mcafure of 
a provifioa in fuch a cafe, propofcd upon 
the principles of jufticc.— He had heard 
it fa;d, there were very few cafes in 
which the woman ought not to be pro- 
vided for J on the contrary, he could 
conceive but very few cafes where Jhe 
Piould have any other rq^liance than on 
the pity and mercy of the rnan, who 
might not wiih to aoandon to want the 
%voman he had once loved. But he 
could conceive ma'hy cafes where a pro- 
vifion would be improptr,; for inftance, 
when a woman, by her divorce, would 
jnarny a man ^hajt could fupport her in 
grcatc;: fplcndour: or when Ihe went 
futo what was called high keeping. — 
^'hcir Lordlhips would alfo remember, 
jthat they haye had cafc« before ihcm 
where ladies' of high rank have been 
guilty with tlicir menial fervants. There 
Sad been alio ftated cafes where the 
lifagc of the hulband had been pleaded 
in extenuation ; in this cafe, the proper 
remedy, would be, to refufc him his 
j)ill of divorce; where, for inftance, an 
,p!d debilitated man courted a young girl 
to his art^s, he ought to abide the event ; 
but in the particular cafe before them, 
\ic faw nothing that could be urged in 



mitigation. An ^/^womaDttbe mother 
of twelve children,/ after many yeart 
connubial connexion with a man, of 
whofe conduit or tenderntfs flie could 
not complain, fuffered his bed to be vio- 
lated by a fcoundrcl French Emigrant^ 
who had beerfcilled into inftrudt the 
children in French. 

The claufe was rcje^ed, there bcin|; 
for it 9, againft-it ai. 

WKDNESDAY, MARCH 23. 

The Marquis of Lanfdownc cam0 
down to the Houfe, wiih a view of mov- 
ing for various public papers refpefling 
the Extraori-linaries, &c. of the Army, 
Navy, and Ordnance, to be iaid before 
their Lordfliips ; but not feeing ih^ 
Secretary of Stale in his place, he gave 
the lilt to the Chancellor, whopromifccj. 
to communicate the fame to Lord Grcn« 
villc. 

Lord Moira faid, that the Bill which 
he had now the honour to prefent to 
the Houfe, for the better fccuriiy of 
Creditors, and the relief of Infolvcnt 
Debtors, v.-as founded aim oft wholly ou 
the principles of the IJill brought in ii^ 
I794» when his Lordlhip was abfent 0151 
public affairs. To all the arguments an^ 
obje£lion> that had been urged on the 
fubje6t, he had given the moft fcriot^* 
conhderation, and in them he dUcover^ 
ed nothing that cpuld Ihake his former 
rcfolution, or the conviction to which, 
after much^delibcration, he had broughp 
his own mind. Irf the prefent Bill he 
would lay afide all confideration of im* 
prifonmcnt upon m^fn^ procf/s, as hp' 
perceived it to be fo perplexed with in- 
tricacies, that he was unable to reduce 
it to any precife fyftem.

after which he moved the Houfe on the 
firft Refolution, which was as follows : 

** Refolrcd, That it appears to this 
Houfe, that the principle of making 
L<5ans for the public fervice by a free 
and open competition, uniformly pro- 
feffed by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, has been generally recognifed as 
adbrding the faircft profpeft of public 
advantage." 

Mr. Pitt exprcflftd hisaftonifliment to 
be thus taken^ as it were, by furprifc, 
wi:h a charge of fuch a nature as 
amounted to a high mifdemeanour, and 
wiihed that the confideration of it (hould 
be adjourned over to a future day. 

Mr.Wm. Smith not wifliing to prefs 
it, the Speaker informed ^him, that it 
would be regular to adjourn the debate 
on the firft Refolution. Adjourned ac- 
cordingly to Friday next. 

TUESDAY, FEB. 23. 

Mr. Wiglev prcfcntcd a petition from 
anumber of Apothecaries, praying that 
a law might be ena£^ed to prevent per- 
fons not properly qualified from pre- 
paring medicines. 

General Smith oppofed the petition, 
alledgtng that Druggifts could prepare 
them as well, and at a much cheaper 
rate. 

Leave was given to bring in the 
Bill. , 

Sir John Sinclair brought in the 
General Indofure Bill> which was read 
a firft time. 

Mr. Hcnniker Major moved for leave 
to bring in a Bill to enable Couru to. 
grant cofts to witneflcs, wliether con- 
ilables or others, in the cafe of adjudi- 
cation of vagrants. Leave was granted. 

WEDNESDAY, FEB. £4. 

The Houfe went into a Committee 
of the whole Houfe on the Bill for 
granting a reward of lool. to each 
Captain, and 50!. to each Surgeon, in 
certain cafes, and fo in proportion, for 
their attention in bringing Slaves fr«m 
Africa to the Wcft-lndics, and went 
through the fame. 

The Report of the Briftol and 
Weftern Canal Bill was received, and a 
converfation took place, when Sir Wm. 
Young argued I that the mcafure would 



prove a private inconvenience, and be 
of no public advantage; and then 
moved, That the debute be adjourned 
Yo this dav three months. The Houfe 
then divided, for the motion 38, againft 
it 14. — Majority again f; the Bill 24. 

Lord Sheffield moved for leave to bring 
in a Bill for Improving the Navigation 
of the River Avon. 

An amendment was propofcd, to ad- 
journ the debate till this day three 
months; on which the Houfe divided, 
for the amendment 38, noes 14. — Ma- 
jority 24. 

FRIDAY, FEB. 26. 

General M*Leod alluded to a para* 
graph he had feen in the Papers dated 
Jamaica, and which dated, that ^ord 
Balcarras had fent to Cuba for 100 
blood-hounds and 20 chalfeurs, to hunt 
down the rebellious Maroons. He faid, 
this was fo horrible a proceeding, that 
he wiihed to know if it was true, and 
dene with the cognizance of Miniftcrs. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that any idea of em- - 
ploying the means alluded to as an in- 
ftrument of war, was as foreign from 
the minds of his Majefty's Miniftcrs as 
from any Gentleman's in that Houfe. 

Mr. Yorke faid, tii?.t thofe Mafoons 
were robbers and aflTafrms, and that thcfe 
dogs were brought for the purpofe of 
finding out their haunts. 

Mr.W. Smith having moved the Ordcf 
of the Day for refum in;: the debate on the 
fubjeft of his 39 RefolutioHS, condemn- 
ing the condu6l of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the tranfaftion of the late 
Loan, Mr. Douglas and Mr. Steele 
warmly defended Mr, Pitt. The for- 
mer begged leave to flatc ro the Houfc^ 
in the outfet, that the Hon. Gentle- 
man (Mr. Smith) had uniformly de- 
clared, that he could not charge thf 
Chancellor of the Exchequer with any 
thing further than improvidence in the 
negociation of the Loan. He exprclTed 
his allonilhment, that after fo long a 
filence he Ihould bring forward fo long 
^a firing of Refolutions ; and concluded a 
fpeech of about three hours with an 
amendment to the firft Refolution, 
«* That all the words of the firft Refo- 
lution moved on Monday, after the 
word comfifiuion, ihould be left out, and 
others fubftituted, fo that it would 
Hand thus : 

V " That it appears to this Houfe, tbat 
the principle or making Loans for the 
public fervice, by free and open compe- 
tition, could not be applied confifitntty 
vtiih the circumflancer of tbc tafe\ 

and 
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and th^ eqtntahU claimt of individuals,^ 
Mr. Francis fpoke in favour of the 
original Refolutions. 

Mr. Pitt entered into all the circum* 
dances of the Loan. He dcclired he 
had no intercfted, no pcrfooal, no cor- 
rupt view in making it. The advan- 
tage that was given co Boyd's houfe, and 
which his opponents fo much complain- 
ed of, was founded in jufticc, and not in 
partiality. He did not deem the mode 
of drawing the Hamburgh Bills illicit^ 
as the money they raifed was immediate- 
ly wanted by the public exigencies ; 
and he finally reded his vindication 
upon the Committee appointed to en- 
quire into the tfanfaftion' having fully 
acquitted him, after aTery minute enqui- 
ry, of having afted ftom corrupt motives, 
or a view to Parliamentary intereft. 

Mr. Fox and Mr. Sneridan fupported 
the original Refolutions ; and the for- 
mer argued, that there were modes 
«f guile ; that though the Right 
Hon. Gcntleipan might be cleared of 
any direct corruption, it might be cffe£t- 
ed in a fecondary way ; and that there 
was fomething in tlJe tranfadiion very 
ccnfurable. The Rcfolution, however, 
as moved by Mr. Douglas, was carried, 
there being for it 171, againft it only 
43, as were two other Refolutions of 
the Committee, in exculpation and 
vindication of Mr. Pitt; as to the reft, 
they were all negatived. 

MONDAY, FEB. 29. 

Sir John Sinclair moved the fecond 
reading of the Potatoc Bounty Bill, 
l^r. Powis oppo&d it. 
Mr, Duncombe thought the price a 
fufficient bounty.' 

^\t J. Sinclair faid, that his only ob- 
e^ for introducing the Bill was, that 
e conceived it to be of great advantage.

Mr. Jekyll moved the Order of the 
pay for taking into confidcration thofe 
Heiolotions of the Committee appointed 
to examine into the nature o^ the Loan, 
which related to the negociation of the 
Bamburgh Bills.

wou id be either iinpra6ti€able or niif* 
chievous, and after all» not prod ace in- 
formation enough on which to found 
any effectual mraCure. Of one thing 
he bad littk doubt, viz. that the high 
price was certainly difproportioni^e to 
the real fcartity of corn; for he was 
fare, if etcry merchant, huyer, and 
lellcr, knew how much corn there .was 
in the country, the price vvould Toon b« 
lower. Ifet he would by no ai«ans 
fay that the fcarcity was artificial. He 
belicred that in the wheat crop of the 
laft year there was a deficiency below 
the average; but as to the crops^ of 
other grain, which would afford an ufe- 
ful, wholcfome mixture, they were 
abundant in a degree amply to fupply 
the deficiencies ef wheat. Nothing 
then was wanting, but the country 
making up their minds to ufe that fub- 
ftitote, to prevent a fcarcity, and carry 
the wheat through to the next harveft. He- 
would not fay that this was to he done 
without inconvenience, particularly to 
the lower clafles of people, who, from 
their more confined habits of thinking, 
were lefs blameaWe for prejudices than 
thofe who had the advantage of more 
enlightened minds. On their account 
he rerretted, as much as any man, the 
ncceifity which called for a change ii| 
their habits, or for any ifinovation on 
their enjoyments; though be was con* 
vinced, if there was time for example 
and perieverance to operate, the change* 
fb far from beinga difadvantage, would 
turn out a great benefit and a great con* 
venience« For it was well knewn that 
there were many kinds of bread which 
it would be to the iaft degree mortify- 
ing to the people of ibme paru of likt 
realm to make ufe of, and it would 
c«|uaily monify th^fe of other parts to 
renomace; k was unwarranta^lei there- 
fore^ and cruel, at vefpcdling the peop!e» 
while abundance of fuch corn was in the 
country, to confound the partial fcarcity 
fif wheat wkh a£lnal fimine, bikI .agitata 
the nitndi of the people with the terrors 
of a diilrefs which cannot poAbiy he* 
lal them. 

He Umetited that there was fuck 
difEculty is prewilijig on the poor to 
adopt the ^hftitqcesf but their preju- 
dices and enjoyments with him tyece 
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iacred, and he would never-confent to 
ufe compulfory mcans-^their own com- 
mon fenie would point out to theit} tb6 
ncceffity of adopting it. They would 
fe^ it was their intereft. Experiment 
would (hew thelD ht>w gfbundlefs their 
dislikes were, and the prejudices whkh 
tiand in the way of their intercft woul^ 
gradually be overcome by example. 
Already, in many paru of the couatryf 
tW had been accompliiked* With re? 
fpe^ td the high price of wheat, howr 
ever, it^wasin general (o be lamented ; 
ic at lead dimmilhed the confuhiptioik 
of that article, without breaking men 
the lubfiftence of the people. 4-t al^ 
events, he thought the price enormous, 
and out of all proportion with the 
Scarcity; and he hoped, nay he believ* 
«d, that thofe who kept it up with a vie\v 
of getting a greatc^r price, would fooncf 
or later find thcmfelres materially dif- 
appointed. At the fame time, he would 
fay, that thofe who kept up their /corn, 
did it not from any noifchievous yiew, 
but merely on that principle of cofi)- 
merce which every man has a right t^ , 
exercife, namely, getting the "beft pn^ 
hifcan. 

it might be aiked then, if thediftreft| 
be nut owing to real fcarcity, or to ^ 
fraudulent ^arcity, whence then does 
it arife ? or what can it be i He would 
anfvver, *' it is that which attends fuch 
difcuHions as the prefent— (uch endei* 
voursto inflame the minds of the peo? 
plt( which, by increafing the alarm, in? 
creafe the evil. It was important to let 
the country fee their ai^xiety and folici- 
tude for their c<mftituents—>but not to b^ 
proclaiming dtttpondency, when there 
vfM no realon to he apprehenfive. If, oA 
the contrary I.- Members would employ 
theml'elves in ' giving 3 iuft pi^ure gf 
the date of the bisUiikeU^ they \voul« 
t%ke away thofe falfe impreffionS which 
magnified the evil, and enabled the p^o*

But before we talk of 
right, we muft eftabliftj the exiftcnce of 
that right. He denied the exigence of 
our right to enflave others ; he knew of 
110 ongin to the right of flivery in this 
country j he knew of no power that 
the Legiflature of this country had to 
protect the Slave Trade ; and he muft 
pr. tcH againit the authority, if any fuch 
there was, for that protc&ion. He 
agreed, hov^ver, that right in this 
cafe was fold, delayed, and denied.— 
Right was fold when the Africans were 
fold ; Right was delayed (vhen the Abo- 
lition of the -Slave Trade was delayed 5 
Right will be denied when the Legif- 
lature of this country fhall refufe to put 
an end to that traffic which creates mi- . 
fery and promotes* murder.

Mr. Orey rofe to make his motion os 
the ftate of the nation. He made % 
long fpecch on the criminal prodigalit/ 
of the Minifter of the public money^ . 
upon his illegal modes of raifingmonejf 
without the fanftion of Parliament, 
upon the building of barracks whic^ 
would now contain 40,000 men ftpa- 
rated from the maft of the people, and 
upon his whole financial condudt j; and 
he finally concluded by obferving, that 
if Peace wercinftantly to be concluded, 
fuch had been the burdens incurred bf 
the prefent war, that our peace eftablifh* 
ment could not be reduced to lefs thaa 
twcnty-two 'millions; that our income, 
including the new taxes, and fuppofin^ 
every tax to be efficient, cannot amount 
to more rh^n 19,500,000!. per annum ;

to provide two millions and a half of 
annual taxet.

In the various 
cafes of burglary, the fame punifiimcnt 
was pr»vided by the law. A ragged 
boy, on the nHjof December, cutting 
aliole in a pane of glafs, and drawing 
dut a pair ot garters to the value of two- 
pence, woi\ld be found guilty of bur- 
flary, and by the law punilhed with 
eaitj. Was the ptrfon who took only 
i fiew 0iilting^, without committing any 
yiolesce, to be compared to the nottur* 
lial, wav -laying murderer ?

that gentlemen of liberal educttwtti 
refined manners, and ample fortunes, 
refident in England, were liable to an 
indiftment fop felony, and the confe« 
quent punilhment of tranfportatioo, for 
crimes committed in the weft Indies 
by their agents and o\erleer8. Their 
property alio would be eoually affeded 
oy us operation. The Hon. Baronet 
took^a comprehcnfive view of the ftatc 
of the Weft India Iflands, and enlarged 
on the loyalty of the Planters, and their 
exertions for preferviAg the Colonies to 
the mother country. 

General Smith alfo oppofed the Bill. 
The attachment the negroes had lately 
fliewn to their matters, and the alacrity 
which they had manifefted to protcft 
their property when they were eni- 
bodied and arms were put into thcrr 
hands, completely controverted, he faid, 
all the pathetic talcs that had been in- 
vented of cruelty towards them. 

Mr. Francis warmly defended fo juft 
and humane a Bill, notwiihftanding the 
confiderable cxpeftations he had from 
large plantations in the ifles. 

Mr. Secretary ,Dundas contended, 
that the Bill was abfurd in its principle, 
and ineffectual in its provifions. All 
artcmpts to abolilh the trade, and the 
circumflances attending it, while it 
tvas carried on by any other country in 
Europe, would be impracticable. It 
would be impoffible for Great Britain, 
with all her maritime ftrcngth, to pre- 
Tent the fmuggling of negroes from 
other iflands. The experiment had 
been tried. Jn the courfc of the pre» 
fcnt war, twenty-eight fhips of the line, 
were found unable to prevent^ commu- 
nication between the a> eg roes of thedifi.^ 
ferent iflands. 

He gave it moreover as his opinion^ 
that the Parliament of Great Briuin 
could not declare the Abolition without 
colonial co-operation ; that they coul4 
not pafs this A^ without the confcnt o( 
the Colonies, and without making in* 
demniBcaiion to individuals, who ha4 
been induced to embark their propert/ 
in the trade on the authority of various 
A<St8 of Parliament. A property of ao 
millions, he under ftdod, was embarke4 
in h, which, with the colonial interefts, 
would amount to nearly So millions. 

Some had pretended to fay,' that the 
lofs of the Weft Indies would not b^ 
efTentially felt by this cquncry. lUc waa 
aftoni(hed at fuch language,, and would, 
controvert it by the following ftatefljieni:' 
of tho advantages derived by this coun •

Having th^ ftaud the advantages de- 
rived from this couiury by the Weft 
Indies, he eave it as ms opinion, that 
infiead of aboiifhing, the trade only re- 
<|uircd further regulation. He could 
wiih that the age of the flave imported 
ihould be reftriCied to 20. This would 
increafe their population in the country, 
fuperfede the neceflity of freih impor- 
tations, and prevent revolts, which 
arofe from the inveterate habits old 
negroes brought with them. Hecon- 
claded by giving his moft decided nega- 
tive to the cnotioB. 

Mr. Fox was equally decided (as he 
bad ever been) in favour of it. The 
abfolute confentof the Weft India pro- 
prietors to the abolkion, he (aid, could 
never be obtained, and the Legiilature 
of Great Britain he maintained pofleff- 
ed powera fully adequate to colonial 
regulation. France, be obferved^ ftood 
pledged againft the Slave Trade, and 
when Great Britain had aboliihed ir, 
he did not know what other nation 



could take it up. IJe then went into a 
minute analyfis of different arguments 
advanced by Mr. Dundasagiinft the Bill, 
and concluded by faying* ihat they were 
now only performing that duty to the 
public, which they decreed fhould take 
place on the i ft of Jan. 1796 5 and they 
^ught to let the wrrld,kn6w that it was 
not the fault of that Houfc, if the mea- 
fure was not now fiilly accomplifhed. 

Serjeant Adair aifo fpoke in favour of 
the motion. 

Mr. Windham was in favour •fadcvpt* 
ing meafares for the amelioration of the 
condition of the ilaves, rather than rift- 
ing the confequences which might enfue 
in the prefent times from an immediate 
abolition. 

Mr. Pitt, \n a lorg fpccch, went 
through all the daules of the Bill. 
When he came to that rcfpefJing which . 
it had been aflced— ^will you puni(h a 
man for what has been fandtioned for a 
century ? he would anfwer— certainly ; 
after the Lcgiflature has declared that 
to be a crime wjiich it formerly thought 
to be a piece of policy. For his part 
he had no appreheniions on account of 
any unfortunate events that might arife 
by the paffing of this Bill. The evils 
refultiug from the continuance cf the 
trade were much more to be dreaded ; 
and not only juftice and humanity, but 
found policy, decided jn favour of a 
prompt and fpeedy abolition. 

General Tarleton oppofed the motion, 
and moved, That the consideration of ' 
the fubje£t be deferred to that day four 
months, which being fccondcd by Mr. 
Dent, the Houfe divided— For the 
Amendment 74, againft it 70— Majo« 
rity 4* So that this Bill is of. courfe ioft 
for this Seffion.

THE Underfigned, Ambaflf^dor of the 
French Republic to the Helvetic Body^ 
has tranfmttted to the Executive Dire^ory 
the Nate which Mr. Wickham, his Bri- 
tannic Majefty's Minirter Plenipotentiary 
to the Swii's Cantons, was pleafed to con- 
yty to him, dated the 8ih uf March. He 
has it in cocnmaml to anlwer it by an ex- 
pofition of the fentiments and difpoiitions 
oi' the Executive Directory.. 

Xhe Dire£lory ardently defiret to pro« 
cure for the French Republic a juft, ho- 
nourablcy and folid Peace. The llep taken 
by Mr. VVickhani would have afibrded 
to the Directory a real fatisfu^ion, if the 
Declaration itielf> which that Minilter 
makes, of his not having any order, any 
power to negojate, did not give loorn to 
doubt of the fincerity of the pacific inten- 
tions of his Court. In^ fail, if it was 
' true, that England began to know her real 
interedsi that (he wiOied to open again 
for herfelf the fources of abundance and 
profperity \ if flic fought for Peace with 
good fuith } would Ihe piopoic a Congi d's, 
o£ which the neceilary refult noufl.be, to 
render all negotiation endlefs ? Or would 
ihe confine herielf to the aiking, in a vague 
manner* that the French Government 
ihould point tnit any other way whatever 
for attaining the fame objc6l, that of a 
General Pacification ? 

Is it that this ti?p has had no other ob» 
jeft than to obtain for the Britifli Govern- 
ment the favourable imprefllon which al. 
ways accompanies t))e tii^ overtures for 
{'eace ? May it rtot have been aeconipamed 
with the hope that the) would produce no 
cffea? 

However tlut may be, the Executive 
piie6lory, whofe policy has no other 
fti.i^cs than opeuneiii and good faith, will 
foiiow, in its explanations, a conduU 
wl»ich iball be wholly couformjUle to 
l^emit Yielding to the ardent defire by 
w^kk it is animated, to procure pa:\ce 



for the Freneh ^ipubllcy and font tA 
Nations, it will not fear to declare ^&lf 
openly. Charged by the Conftitution 
with the execution of the Uws, it cannot 
make, or lilten to, any propofal thkt would 
be contrary to them. The Conftitutional 
' A&. do6d not permit it to confent to anf 
iltfcnation of that, which, according to 
the exi(Ting laws, conftiiutes the ^rritorj 
of the Republic. 

With refpeft totlie totintries oectipicd 
by the French Arm?es, arfd «vhich have 
not been united to France, they, as wcU 
as other interelfl political and commercial^ 
mav become the fubje6^ of a negotiation^ 
which will pfefent to the Direttory the 
means of proving how much it deHres to 
attain, fpeedily to a happy Paeiflcation. 

The Dire^ory is ready to receive, in 
this refpefl, any overtures that (hall be juft, 
reafonable, and compatible with the dignity 
of the Repul)lic.

NOTE. 

THE Court of London has received 
from its MinilUr in Switzerland the an-* 
fwer made, to the queltions which heh-%d 
been charged to addrcfs to Monfieur Bar-* 
thelemi, in refpe^ to the opening of a ne- 
gotiation ffif-the re-eftabiifliment of Gene- 
ral Tianquiltity. 

This Court has fe^n'with regret ho«r 
far the tone and fj>irit of th^t anlwer, the" 
nature and extern of the demands which it* 
contains, and the mannel- of announcing' 
them, are remote from any difpolkioa for^ 
Peace. 

The inadmiflible pretention is ther« 
avowed, of appropriating to France all 
that the laws actually exilUng there may 
tiavc*contprized und^r the denomination 
of French Ten itory. Tb a demand fuch 
as this is added an exprefs declaration, that 
DO propolal contrary to it will be made, or 
even litiened to; and this under the pre- 
tence of an internal regulation, the pro« 
vifions. of >vhich are wholly foreign to all 
other Nations.

HAVING received informarion that 
the armed vcflTcls detached by the Prince 
of IJouilion had chafed k convey, conGft- 
ing of a corvette, two luggers, four 
brig?, »nd two floops, into Hcrqui, I 
proceeded off that port, to reconnoitre 
fhcir pof]tion« and found the channel, 
which 1 found very narrow and intri- 
cate. I fucceeded, however, in gaining 
« knowledge of thefe poinrt, fuificient 
to determine me to attack them in the 
Diamond without lofs of rime, and with- 
out waitio^ tur ci^e jun^lion of any part 



of the f(|piadron, left the enemy fliould 
fortify tdemfelvcs ftill fur:hcr en our 
appearance. 

Lieutenant M'Kibley, of the Liberty 

brig, snd Lieutcnapt GoiTet, of the 

Ariftccrat lugger, joined me off the 

Cape, and though not under my orders, 

very handfomcly offered their fervices, 

which I accepted, as fmall vcfffris were 

effcntially nccelTarv in fuch an operation. 

I'hc permanent fortihcations for the 

defence of the Bay are two batteries o« 

a hgh rocky promontory. Weobferved 

the* enemy to be very bufily employed 

in mounting a detached gun on a very 

commanding point of the entrance. 

At one o'clock yel^cidny afternoop thif 

gun rjpeiied upon us as we palTcd ; the ' 

Diamond's dre however Hlcnced it ia 

eleven minutes. The others opened on 

us as we camo roiznd 'ific ]point, ind 

their 
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their commanding fituation giving them 
a decided advaocaf c over a (hip ta eur 
poficiofi, I judged tc necclTary to adopt 
toother mode of attack, and accordingly, 
detached the mariacs af>d boarders to 
bad behind the point, and take the bat- 
teries in the rear. As the boats ap- 
proiched the beach, they met with a 
«rarm reception, and a temporary check , 
from a btJdy of troops drawn up to 
©f»pofe their landing : The firuation 
Wis critical, the (kxp being cxpofcd to a , 
moft galling fire, and in inrriciite piiot* 
igf» with a confidcrabic porrion of her 
nen thus detached. 1 pointed out to 

^ Lieutenant Pine the apparent pra»^ica- 
Wily of climbing the precipice lo front 
of the batteries, which he readiiv pcr- 

! ceivcd, and with an alacriiy and bra- 
very, of wLich 1 have liad many pro«fs 
in the pourfe of our ftrVice together, 
he undertook and executed this hazar- 
dous fcrvice, landing iramcdiatelv under 
ii>e guns, and rendered hmnclf mailer 
of them before the column of troops 
could regain the heights. The fire 
^rom th<; fljip was directed to cover our 
men in this operation; it cticckcd the 
eacray in their advancement, and the 
re.eojbarkfitiun was eSedled, as foon as 
the guns were fpiked, without the lofs 
of a man, though we have to regret 
Lieutenant Cirter, of the marines, be- 
ing dangeroufly wounded on this occa- 

The enemy's guns, three, twenty- 
foot pounders, being iilenced and ren- 
dered afeiefs forthc rime, we proceedfedto 
artack'thc corvette and the other armed 
vcffels, which had by this time opened 
their fire on us, to cover the operation of 
hauling thcmfelvcs on Ibore. The Dia- 
mondwas anchored as ciofe to thccM^vt tie 
as her draft of water would allow. The 
Liberty brig was able to approach near, 
and on this occafion I cannot omit to 
meotion the very gallant and judicious 
nanoer in which Lieutenant M'Kinlcy, 
her commander, brought this veflcl into 
action, profiting by her light draft of 
Water to follow the corvette clofe. The 
enemy's fire foon flickened, and the 
crew being obfervcd to be makinjr for 
the ibore, on the Engliflj colours being 
hoiftcd on the h»ll, ( made the fignal 
for the heats, manned and armed, to 
Wrd, dire^ing Lieutenaiit Goflct, in 
the lugger, to cover them. 

This fervice was executed by the 
party from the fliore under the direction 
of Lieutenant Pine, in a manner that does 
them infinite credit, and him every ho- 
^\u, as a hrave man and an tUe officer. 



The enemy's troops occupied the higk 
projecting rocks all round the veireiS9 
from whence they kept up an inceffanc 
fire of mufquetry ; and the utmoft thac 
could be ene^ed at the m.oment was' 
to fet fire to the corvette, (named 
L'Eioiirdie, of i6 guns, twelve-pound- 
ers, on the main-deck) and one of th« 
merchant brigs, fince as the tide fell ihm 
enemy prcffed duwn on the fands, clofc 
tu the veffels; Lieutenant Pine there- 
f(ire returned on ixiard, havpfgreceircd 
a fcvere conrufion on the breaft frona, 
a mufquet hill. As the tide rafe agaia» 
it became practicable to make a (^con4 
attempt to burn the rcmaiiiing vefTel*. 
Ltetjrcnant Pearfon was accordingly de- 
tached for that purpofc with thebioatSr 
and I am happy to add, his gallant excr« 
tions fuccecdcd to the utrooll of mf 
hopes, notwithflanding the cenewcd 
and heavy fire of mufquctry from the 
Ihore. This fire was returned with 
^r^t rpirit and evident good eficCt ; and 
1 WHS much pleafed wuh the condud , 
of Licufenant Goffet, in the hired lug* 
ger, and Mr. Knight, in the Oiamond*! 
launch, who covered the approach and 
retreat of the boats. The vtiTels were 
alt burnt except an armed lugger, whkh 
kept up her fire to the laft. 

The wind and tide tuiting at ten at 
night to C9ms out of the harbour again, 
we weighed, and repaiTed the pomt of 
Hcrqui, from which we received a few 
fhot, the enemy having found meatreid 
rcftore one of the guns to a^ivity* 
Our lofs, as appears liy the endofed re- 
turn, is trifling, confidering the nature 
of the enterpriie, and the leng^li <jf 
time we were expofcd to the enemy** 
fire. Their*!, I am perfuaded« muft 
have been great, from the numbers 
within the range of our Ihot and flieli*. 
The conduft of every officer and mam 
under my command meets with my 
warhieft approbation ; it would be fuper- 
fluous to particufariie any others tbaa 
thof: I have named j fuihce it to fay, 
the chara£ter»ftic bravery and activity 
of Britifh fearaen never was more con- 
fpicuous. 

Licuteuant Pine will have the honour 
to -prefent their Lordfliips with the 
colours which he ftruck on the bj»ttcryi 
and I beg leave to rcconmend him par- 
ticularly to their Lordihips as a woA 
mrnionous officer.

I BEG you will be ple'.fcd to ac- 
quaint my Lords Commiifioncri of the 
Admiralty, that on the iDth inf\ant, 
about fercn A. M. the Lizird bearing 
N, N.' £. three or four lesg^utf, I re- 
ceived information from tht Fox ExciiC 
cutter, that n Fr<-ncli privateer had that 
morning caprurcdan Englifh brig, then 
bearing S S. W. I accordingly gave 
chace lu both, and about nineo'ciock re- 
took the Dumond, of Aberdeen, Geo. 
Ktliar, matter, and fcnt a petty officer 
and men on board, with orders to make 
the ncarcft por^ and then flood after 
the Privateer. About twelve o'clock (he 
c&rried away her main ttm-maft, owing 
to her bcifig ovei-pr<:(!cd with fail: 
about one took poffeiHon. 

'She proves to be Le Coureur brig, 
of 144 tons, and 80 men, pierced for 
1^ guns, hiS bur 10 on board.

Hagtte^ March i. The Convention 
was opened wth due folenmity ; the 
Comniiliion of mc States General caiQe 
to inftail it i the Prefidcnt of the States 
pronounced a difcourfe relative tothe oc- 
cafion ; and Paulu«, who w.s elected 
Prefidcnt of the Convention, put on the 
Scarf, the didinftive mark ox his ne\r 
dignity, and anfwered him. The nevr 
Flag was hoifted the tdnie dav, on board 
the Batavian (bips and veiTeU) and the 
failors had each of (hem a pint of wine, 
a quarter of a pound of tobacco, and

Parisy March 28. Piche^ru is uni- 
verfally allowed to be a General of the 
firft- rate military hbilitiee ; notwith- 
(landing this, the obje^ioob he made to 
the orders of the Dire^ory to pafs the 
Rhine raifed him matjy irreconcilcable 
enemies, and created a difguft, which 
induced him repeatedly to apply for 
pcrmiifion to retire from the command 
of the army. At laft a leave of abfencc 
of fevcral, decades {^ten days each) was 
granted. He then went to the place of 
his birth, Abois ; from thence he again 

O o lent 
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fcnt his refignatioii, ^hich the Direc 
tory accepted. An extraordinary cou- 
rier was accordingly difpatchcd with a 
▼cryflattering leitcr,in which hewas told, 
that nothing but t^e intercft felt for 
his health, could have determined them 
to accept hijS refignationj bur that the 
Bireftory ftill reckoned upon his ztal, 
his talents, his intelltgencey and his 
courage, as foon as he ihould be able to 
nfc them. His rank therefore is re- 
tained for him in the array, as well as 
his pay as General of a divifion and of 
artillery. 

It 1$ particularly worthy of remark, 
that in the Council pf Five Hundred, 
in the fitting of the 28th of March, a 
refolution was propofed fimilar to our 
iaw againft Seditious Meetings and 
AflembUes, The fubftauce of this rc- 
Iblution, as ftated in the Courit:r de 
Parfs, L'Eclair, and fcvcrul other pa- 
pers, is as follows: 

*< Every Afftmbly which iball dif- 
cufs political queftions, and whtch (hall 
not thruft from its bofom every feditious 
mover of a qucftion, is contrary to the 
Conftitution. 

" The Police (ball exercife the fcvc- 
rcft vigilance towards the Clubs. 

'* Every Society is contrary to pub- 
lic order, if itimpofes conditions of cligi- 
bHity, if it has a Prcfident or a Secretary, 
if it foirms Committees, if the number ^ 
of members excetds 60, and if it cor- ' 
relponds with other Societies. 

•Mn tafe of the infra^ion of the 
above articles, imprifonment ihall be 
incurred. 

" Every Citizen, who in thcfe Af- 
feinblies inall propofe the re«e(labli(h- 
inent of Royalty, or (hall demat\d the 
Conftitution of 17931 (hall be judged, 
according to law, and condemned to 
two years i imprifonment.'" 

NffftUSf Manb 31. Ch^rctte having 
been taken on the 5th inftant by the 
Adjutant General Travat, was in(^antly 
conduced to Angers, and thence on the 
7th to Names, where he arrived half an 
hour after midnight. On landing fr6m 
the boat, he exclaimed wuh an elevated 
voice > S4fc to ivbai the Eng lijh ba*ve brought 
me! but it was the only moment in 
which he difcoveredany en^otion. Be- 
ing condu£Ved to an apanmcnt, he afktd 
tor a glafs of water ; as he was allowed 
fomemomentsofrcpofe, heflcptfojndiy, 

On the following inorninij at nine^ 
o'clock, he was led to General Dutilh, 
before whom he underwent an exami- 
nation, the particulars of whiph have 



not tranfplrcd. It is affertc4f Jhil 
fpe'aking of La Roberie he faid, that he 
knew not a greater fcoundrel) that he 
foughi, it was true, for a Counter Revo* 
iMlon, but that he was not of his partv^ 
and that he difavowed him» 

As he paflTcd along, an immcnfe cod* 
cciirfe of people were alTembled, and 
filled all tnc balconies. The cry of 
'* Vive la Repubtique*^ was frequently 
repeated \ but fucn was the corrc6lnefs 
of the popular demeanor, and fo fully 
did it appear, that the age of fury was 
no more, that indignation was refirained; 
for Charttre was not allied by any ip- 
jurious perfonalities. 

He was drclTcd io a brown pantaloon 
and jacket of the fame, with norther 
dittini^ion than a naarow gold lace tfpon 
his C(/liar. lie wore a white handker- 
chief negligently round his head, in 
w|)ich he had received a (hot» and his 
ri^ht epaulet was ftill covtrcd wijh 
blood. He had his left arm in a fcarf^ 
three fingers of that hand having been 
cut off by the ftrokeof afabrc. Hi^coun* 
tenance was firm, his iparch fteady,and 
the utmoft compofure was diffufed over 
the V hole of his figure. His complexion 
was not, as formerly, fmooih and fair; 
it was brown and hardened by fdtigHe, 
His air was free both from infolcncc 
and meannefs. 

On the 9lh following he wns tried, 
and maintained his dignity throughout, 
anfwering every qucftion whh temper 
Sind fang fro/ ti. He afierted, that he 
received from the Englifh only 15,000 
livres} that he only corrcfponded with 
them while they were at IftcDieu, and 
that he received from them very little 
fupply of arms and ammunition ; and 
that he had received from Louis XVIIJ, 
only the brevet of Lieutcnant-Ceneral, 
That he had no correfpondent in the 
interior, and when he was in want of 
ammunition, ho depended on the pea- 
fants to procure it. 

To the queftions rcfpe6ling th; TnajTa- 
crts he had ordered at Machecoui and 
other flaccs, he only denied them by a 
(hake cf the hca4#ndadecp figh, which 
lecmtd to comrey his fenfc of havirg 
done no more than his duty. He con- 
felTcd he fought fur the reftoiation of 
Monarchy, and declared, that a few 
days before he was liirprifed he received * 
a meffage from a General, whom he 
did not jiame, offering him procefliony 
if he chofe to quit the territories of th€ 
Republic. That he dcn»anded fomc 
dehv In order to fettle (he conditions. 

and . 
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a'ftrf with that ticw lie feat Cotnartin to 
Paris. To General Travat and the 
Chaffcurs he paid the highcd compli- 
lAehts. The Utter coutaining the ofilr 
of the Getieral alluded to, he entrufted 
to a Pried, his own fituition not allow. 
iog of his carrying papers about him. 

While the Judges retired to delibe* ^ 
rate, he convcrfed with thofc about him, 
recounted the circumftances of his cap- 
ture, and to the furprize expreCTed at his 
b«ing taken alive, he replied, that fui- 
cide was repugnant to his principles, and 
he deteftcd it as a crime. 
fie heard his fentence read without 
f the leaft emotion, and when he reqiieft- 
i ed leave to fpcak, the dccpeft filcnce 
cnfucd. He then fnid, he did not mean 
to retard, for a fingtc inftanr, the fate 
to which he was dcftineJ, but begs^cd 
it as a favour that the Commiifjon 
would, for his fatisfadtion, fend in 
fearch of the letter of which' he had al- 
ready fpuken. 



At five o'clock he was conducted 
to the Place des Agricultures. Five 
thoufand men wtlre drawn tip in a^ 
fquare battalion, and the clergymati 
Guibert affifted himin his lad moments*

npHE trial of Admiral Cornwallis, 

^ for difobedience of orders in not 

. proceeding to the Wed Indies purfuant 

' to the indruc^ions of the Admiralty 

t Board, commenced on board the Orion 

at Portfinouth, at eight o'clock in the 

morning. 

The charges were three in number. 
The fubdance of them is as follows : 
Fird, That Admiral Cornwallis, after 
having failed from England for theWed 
ladies, and proceeded a conddcrable 
way on his voyage, t^d return contrary 
to the orders he had received. Se- 
condly, That not having a fudicient re- 
gard ^o the importance of the fuuation 
of a Commander in Chief, he omitted 
to diift his das; on board of fome other 
ihip after the Royal Sovereign had been 
difabled, in order'to proceed, as he ought 
to have done, to the pla^of his dedi- 
nation ; but that, indel^bf doing fo, 
he gave his indru^ions and the com. 
mand of the convoy to another Odicer. 
And thirdly, That after his return, he 
diCjbeyed another order of the Board of 
Admiralty, by not holding his flag on 
board the Adrea frigate, and proceed- 
ing to the Wed Indies, as he had been 
ordered by their Lord (hips. 

The diicf evidence confided princi- 
pilly of the corrcfpoudcnce between the 



Admiral and the Board, by which ic 
appeared, he thought his health would 
be endangered by going out in a fri- 
gate, and requeded permiflion to wait 
till his flag fliip was repaired. 

The Admiral, in his defence, pro* 
duced a paper or addrefs^ whtdi was 
read by Mr. Erdtine. The main ground 
of it WHS, that he had a6ted according to 
the bed of his judgment under circum- 
dances, and did not conceive his pre* 
fence in the Wed Indies was abfolutely 
neceflarv to the expedition. 

Mr. Tibbit, Ship-builder in Portf- 
mouth, defcribed the damage the fliip 
had fudained — that die could not even 
be repaired in harbour, and that flie muit 
be taken into dock and heaved down. 

Captain Whitby of the Royal Sove* 
reign, Mr. Alexander the Madcr of 
the (kip, and Mr. Kain the Surgeon, 
were called to prove the anxiety 5 the 
Admiral to have proceeded in the Roval 
Sovereign to the Wed Indies, which 
. was rendered impoifible by the damage 
die had fudamed ; that circumdances 
did not permit the Admiral to change 
his dag, and that his health would have 
been greatly endangered by his goiog out 
in a frigate. 

Some letters which had pafled be* 
tween the Admiral and the Board oa 
the fubje^ were alfo producedi And after 
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thefc bac^ been tez^, tbe tritl clore<i be*

THE exrcnfivc patronage with 
which our publication has been fo 
long favoured by. the public at large, and 
particularly by^gchtlemeu in the fervice 
ofy or conneaed with the Eaft India 
Company, hat induced us to lay before 
our Readers a ihort actount of the Life 
of Francis RuiTell, Efo. late Solicitor to 
the Board of Comraiifioners for the 
Affairs of hf^'isi ; of wTiom a very firik- 
ing likenels » given in the Engraving 
prefixed* ' . 

Althotigh memdrt of this nature do 
not afford fuch an exteniive variety as 
thofe of great ftatefmen or eminent le- 
giilatorsy the l^iftory of whofe lives is 
the hiftory of their own- times, yet the 
important part which Mr. Ruffell a£ted 
in various fcenek of oeconomical '^nd pov 
litical confeauf nee, renders foi.ie par^ 
ticufars of tnis account pecultariy enti- 
tled to notice in addition to that general 
iotereft which a life of private worth 
and integrity naturally excites* 

Mr. Kuffell was a native of Bafing* 
floke in Hamplhirey in which county 
the ancient family of that name have 
reiid^d for feveral generations. His fa- 
ther was bred to the law, and pra^'ifed 
ns an attorney at Bafingdoke, of which 
corporation he was thirty- five years 
town-derkf and juftly efleemed for the 
ability and integrity with which he dif- 
chargcd the dudes of his pfofeflion. 
lie married a daughter of Mr. Sam« 



broke, bv whom he had five fons and 
one* daughter. The two eldeft Tons we^e 
defigned for the profefCon of the law, 
but one of them aiedyoung ; the other 
rofe to eminence. The third fon waa 
educated^ in the furgical line, and died 
in the prime of life on his third voyage - 
to India. Sambroke, the other brov 
ther» chofe the clerical profciion. and 
became one of its' mod rerpe6table or- 
naments. He was Re£tor of the pa- 
ri (hes of Saddiifgton and Brunting* 
thorp in Leiceftcrihire, and wrote a 
conhdcrable part of the learned an<| 
elaborate Hiftory of that County lately 

f)ubli(hed *. He died in November 
aft, a few weeks after his brother 
Francis, and the only furvivor of this 
family now remaining is the daughter 
unmarried. ^ 

Francis, the youngeft fon, was bom 
in 1740, an^ at the proper age was ar- 
ticled to his father, with whom )ie con- 
tinued four yean j the remainder of hia 
flerk(hip he ferved with Mr. Green, an 
eminent practitioner in London. When 
the term of his articles was expired^ Jt 
was prppofed to him to become a part- 
ner in the office, which was of the firft 
refpeftability j but bis inclinations lead* 
ing him to quit the trammels of com- 
mon ofHcial bufincfs, he foueht a fitua- 
tion which would afford a larger fcope 
for the exercifc of thofe talents of which 
he felc himfelf poffeffed. Accordingl/ 



* Mr. Nichols, in bis preface, ftrangly acknowledges his obligations to the Rev. Sam- 
broke KichoUs Kuflctt, who bad employed a large portion of an a6iye life in the ftudy of 
fbc early conftitution of this kingdom : his opinions are frequently fmgiilar, and oppofe^ to 
thpfe 9f Lord I^yttdtoo and other modem writers on U^ iam^ tixnes*«--^ri/{/& Crii. 
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in 1761, on Lord Strange beine ap- 
pointed Chancellor uf the Duchy cf 
Lancafter, he became an Ailiftant to 
Mr. MaltcTmin, who ;hen hcl<} the 
place of Clerk of the Council. At this 
time the revenues of the Duchy were 
fcarcely fufficient to pay the falaries of 
the perfons employed under the Chan- 
cellor ; and Lord Strang? ^yaslu^p^ized 
to find that his 'falary of 1500I. per 
Annum, as his precleceflbrs had long been, 
was to be received from the Exchlquer. 
With an honorable (jifintereftedncfs, he 
rejcftcd a falary unconhcdcd with the 
diitics of his office, and concerted with 
Mr.RuCTcll, now become Solicitor to the 
Duchy,, the means of refoj-ming thofc 
abufes by which the Revenues wprc fo 
extravagantly reduced. Mr. Kuffcll 
had for fome time pradtifed as a Solici- 
tor in general, and his buiinefs in th^t 
line rapidly incrcafed ; but, in difcuf- 
fing the fubje6^ with thjc Chancellor, 
found that it required more than ccan- 
mon'cjccrtions to make any cfltuiial re- 
form in the dilapidated ftate of the 
finances •£ the Duchy j and he accord- 
ingly, at his Lordlhip's defirc, (iruck 
his name from the lift of aitornie?, that 
he might dcrotc his time wholly to ihat 
object. 

Having thus aflively engaged himfeif 
in the honourable views cf his parrop, 
he adopted the molt efie^tual mcafures 
to accompli(h them. He frequently yj- 
fited the eftaies belonging to tba Duchy, 
enqurrcd into thp llate of the limber 
thereon, and endeavoured, by every 
means which the 'peculiar (late cf the 
cafe fuggeftcd, to difcovcrthc particular 
domains appertaining to the crowrv; 
many- of which, from the very general 
defcriptionsof them in the Icales^ could 
not be diftinftly known. 

But in this examination many difHcul- 
ties prcfented themfclves ; in various 
inftaliccs he found it impraflicabie to 
diftinguifli the parts of cftates belong- 
ing to the Duchy from the freeholds 
"Which belonged to the leffecs themfclves; 
for the iandi not being accurately de- 
fended in the Icafes, had «5tlccndcd 
from one generation to another, together 
with the freeholds adjoining to them, and 
fome of the pofiTcffors had long confid^r- 
ed tlte^vhole as their own. The Duchy 
records were depofited in fome old cham- 
bers in Grav's-Inn j were piled in 
heaps in gcneVal coufufion, and confi- 
dered as Tittle better than ufelcfs rub- 
bifh. They, however, oflTered the n<fxt, 
and pel haps only prohablei meant of a(« 



taining his ohjcf^ ; and, on a flight ez« 
amination, he conceived they would af* 
ford much valuable mformation, aqd h? 
accordingly undertook to get them pro* 
perly cleaned and arrangccJ. This," in 
addition to the rcgu'ar bufincfs of the 
office, took up a confiderable time, par- 
ticularly as in order to facilitate the re- 
fcivncc to each record, h^ <:ompofcd in^ 
dexes to the whole, which have fincif 
been found ofgcnerarufc. By minutely 
examining thelc papers, he difcovcred 4 
Variety ot par^culars, defcriptive of th^ 
fiuiation of ihc Duchy lands, and by 
which ihcy have fince been diftin- 
guifhcd from thofe belonging tu ii^divi^ 
duals, 

To prevent the like inconvcnicncci 
occurring ag- in, Mr. RulTell caufcd f uU 
and clear del'criptions to be inferted ii^ 
the leales, and the lands to be accu.- 
rateJy lurveycd and delineated. An in- 
vcftigation of thiskmd required no Cmp\i 
^aisF uf fortitude, as it immediately ex- 
poredHiim to the enmity of intercftcd ' 
individuals, fome of whom were per- 
fons of the iirft confcquencc, Thit 
L»ord Strange law,and accord mglyrepre- 
fcnted, in lirong termfi, his mcntstOthe 
Miniflry, and recommended him to the 
notice of his Majefty. But altjiough 
the Cnancellor ardently defifed to pro- 
cure a recom pence to' Mr. KulTell for 
his great exertions, yet it did not accord 
with his principles to grant the rcvcr^ 
fion of any official fituatio^ ; and zi no 
fuitable vacancy happened during his 
ChanceHorfliip, Mr. RuflcH had the 
misfortune 10 lofe this valuable friend 
without receiving any permanent ad, 
^vantage from his good wifbes and re- 
commendations, except the appointment 
tn the Receivership of Staffordfi^irc and 
Yorklhire, then of little value. 

Mr. RulTell having, by the above 
jntar.a, obtained an accurate account qf 
the prcperry belonging to the Duchy, 
his next objr<St was to put the fame into 
a flatc of improvtmeni as rapidly as 
jwlUble. For. this purpofe he drew up 
a number of bills lor Jnclofing and di- 
.viding various diftnils of" forufts, com- 
mon and wafte land?, chafes, &c. and io 
confcquencf the revenues of rfie Duchy, 
.\vhicb, at the commenoemcnt of his fe^- 
^kct, .were inadequate to the pavment 
of the falaries of ihe officers empioycd» 
are a* th.U time not only fufficicnt for 
that purpofe, butjilfo yield a confide- 
rable lum anauaily to the Crown, and 
which will cpcreafc %% the future re^ 
newalof the Icafes. 

Of 
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Of tliefe numn'ous inclofuresandim- 
provexDCDts, Enfield Chace affords ao 
mconfiderable fpecimen, of which about 
9000 acres <vtrc inclofed. The (hare 
allocred to the Crown contains about 
3000 acres, and w^s let out bv Icaics nt 
fines and rents, with a fixed iiim f>>rthe 
wood and timber growing on the farms. 
From this incloiure the King received 
about 2^»cool. and an annual revenue 
in rents of about 140PI. clear of taxes. 
His Majcfty was fo plcafcd with Mr. 
RuffcilN zeal and aaivity in this in* 
ftance, as to grant hin)» under his fign 
manual, a prefent of fiv« hundicd 
pounds, 

A part of this Ch'icc, now called 
fieecb Hi lit Mr. Ruffeil purchased him- 
iclf ; and, at a very coniidcrable ex- 
pcDce, inclofed, cuUivatcd, and planted 
thereon an extenfive Ihrubbcry, afford- 
ing a delightful ride of near three 
miles. On an elevated part of this eftate 
lie built an elegantand comfortable man- 
(ion, of which in a future Number wc 
&all prefent our readers with a View 
tBgrAved by Mr. Medland, from a 
drawing taken on the fpot in 1786. 

The improvements iiiadc by inclofing 
ehaces, ccmmons, '&c. are not only va- 
luable ay caufing a revenue to be paid 
from whence none was received before, 
but where the lands have bten brought 
to yield a larger produce ; where watle 
land, on whicn little or nothing of value 
grew, has been bro'ught into a ftate of 
cultivation; and where, InAeaJ of fern, 
mofs, or furze, we fee luxuriant crops 
of grain, or thriving herds of cattle, 
ihcfe places exhibit changes of far more 
cxteDuve utility than the profit to indi.. 
fiduals. If, therefore, as a learned 
writer obferves, the man who caufes 
twrf blades of grafs or corn to grow 
Vfhcre only one was produced before, 
be a benefa^or to his country, there are 
&ot many who, in this r^ipe^t, have a 
erearer claim to this appellation than 
Mr. Ruffeil. 

Jn that memorable crifis when the 
mode by which our EalUrn pofTcIfions 
ihould tc governed, threatened to de- 
ftroythe equiliHriumof thcC »nftiiuiion, 
fiid the l^inEdom was divided by the 
animofities of parties contending for or 



again ft the meafuret then in agitation^ 

Mr. Ruifeirs labours were directed to 
the formation of a plan for regulate 
ing the important concerns of the Kaft 
India Company without infringing the 
rights of that body, or encroaching 04 
the facrcd barriers of the co'nllitutional 
government of the realm *. This ob* 
je^ was happily accomplifhed hy the 
bill which he drew up uqdcrthe direc- 
tion of hisM^jedyV Minifiers,and which 
paffed into a law in 1 784. By that a6t, 
the Board of Commiinonersfo/ t^e Af- 
fairs of India was conftiiuted, to which 
Mr. RuffcU was appointed Solicitor^joi 
ofHce at that time of peculiar import-, 
ance ; for though the fubje£t of Indii^ 
affairs had long engaged the attention of 
Parliamenri and many reports drawn up 
by perfons of the firft abiaties had beea 
printed, yet no common labour wat 
wantine to invcfligate and collet from 
the voluminous records of the Com<« 
pany, the immenfely numerpus panicu* 
;ars which were requifite lu be examin- 
ed in order to form corredk opinions on 
the great variety of fubjefls it was nc* 
cefTary to decide upon. Manyof thefe^ 
though new in their nature, and of the 
utnwft importance, admitted not of de- 
lay ; yet, confident in his own powers* 
. the difficulty of the objects ferved onlf 
to increalc his exertions. 

He, in a very ihort time, composed 
feveral laborious, exteoiive, and impor- 
tant reports on the leading objects of 
India / urifprudence, and the particular! 
conneded with it, which aUogether in- 
cluded the various branches of the ly- 
(Wm by which the government, reve- 
nues, and trade of the provinces in la* 
dia were condu£ied. 

For thefc particulars we are indebted 
to the l;unorable tcdimony of his col* 
leagues in tlie office, whofceland regret 
the lofs of fo able a coadjutor ; and to 
which it is pnly nccelTary to jidd, that 
the principal members of the Board 
expreffcd their admiration of the rapi« 
diiy, and their approbation of the roaf- 
terly manner in which itujit reports 
wtre drawn up.

How far 
llrfr. Rufleli excelled in thefe ^ualifica-, 
tioAS will appear from the various bilU

|>y the Lej^iflature, and thofe nuy be 
particularly referred to which relate to 
fndU affairs during the iaft twelve years, 
pf the Ads and parts of A6t8 on 
this AibjeA, he made a complete collec- 
tion in 1786, from the firA inftitution of 
fliti EngUQi trading Company to the £a(k 
Indies, to that period, with appropriate 
indexes, abridgments of Charters, &c« 
This compilation he lately completed, 
lb far as to include the late A6V for the 
tenewal of the exclufive Trade to the 
Company, which paifed in June 1793, 
luid made a new indet to the whole» 
pointing out all ^he laws now in force, 
and thofe particulars which have been 
repealed or become obfolete.

An accurate ftatemcnt is alfo given oF 
the extent of the trade, its general im-> 
portaoce, and the numerous beae(it.s 
which the country in various ibapek re- 
ceives from it. But the part wbicii 
fome will, perhaps, con^dfr in a more 
novel point of view, is a laborious dtC» 
cuifion of the rights of the public atMl 
of the Cotnpany to the feveral territo- 
ries and places on the continent of In- 
dia, according to the fundamental laws 
of the r?alm. Thclc topics ^,c treate^ 
with candour and independence of' 
fpirit, with cxienRve knowledge of par- 
ticular and general kw.

\ a dirpofition frank and open, made him 
L a moft entertaining and inftruftive 
' companion, a free and generous ac- 
quaintance, and a difinterelled friend. 
From this character, his general con- 
duft in private life may be inferred. 
As a hufiband, a mafter, and a neigh- 
bour, he praitifed thofe domeftic vir- 
tues which conferred happinefs on his 
own family, and, as far as his power 
extended, on thofe around him. 

He was married in 1770 to Anq, the 
third daughter of the late Reverend. 
Richard Kirthaw, D.D. Vicar of Leeds, 
and Reaor of Ripley in York (hire j a 



lady of amiable perfon, polifhed man* 
ners, and elegant acco^piifhmencs, 
whofe griefs on lofing fo valuable a con- 
fort after living together twenty-6ve 
years in the utmuft harmony, it is eafitr 
to conceive than rxpref^i. 

Air. Ruflcll has not left any iflue to 
fucceed to his virtues, or to inherit tlu 
ample and independent fortune he poT* 
fcrfed. 

In perfon Mr. Ruifell was rather 
above the common fize, ftrong, and well 
i^ade ; with eyes keen and penetrating : 
but foon after his marriage, he had the 
misfortune to lofe one of Ihem by aa 
accident that happened to him on his 
eilate at Enfield, by which Mrs. Ruf- 
fe 1 1 was alarmed to that degree, that 
her life was for fome time thought to 
be in imminent danger. 
, On the death of his elder brother, a 
few years ago, Mr. Ruirdl obtained 
po(reifion of the family eHate at Baling, 
ftoke, to which he added fome large 
purchafes in the neighbourhood.

A LBERTUS MAGNUS, who. it is 
'**^ well known, -flouriflied in theThir- 
cccnth Century, having coUe^^cd all the 
learning which the Univerfity of Paris 
afforded, and liberally difperied it over 
Italy, in the zenith of his fanne retired 
agiin to his duifter, from which he had 
emerged with the philanthropic view 
•f inftruAing mankind. Here he amuM 
hireftlf in thpfe kind of Audks and fpe- 
culations which in that age were called 
ma^ic. Among the reft he became an 
eminent fculptor, for which he feemt 
to have been endued with a gcnjus little 
inferior to th^^t of hif great predecelTor 
in the art, Pygmalion ; for he framed 
« ftatue fo accurate a refenUsUnce of 
jiature, that it was not verycafy, when 
he had dreifed it in a fuit of black, to 
difcover that it was artiHciaU By the 
means of latent wheels* fprings, &c. he 
caufed it to walk, fit, kneel, and, what 
waa fijlL more extraordinary, he'xaught 
the tonsue to articulate founds, fo that 
this cunous proe/u^Jion of art ufed to ha- 
rangue upon rfiigiom^ government y laiv^ 
and other edify in j^ topics, in a fty le, per- 
haps, littie inferior lu the orators ot our 
days. 

. Among other vifitants which the fame 
of this Itacue attracted to the cell of 
Albertus^ was his former pupil, Tbonias 
Aquinas 9 famous for new modelling 
School-divinity, by which means hc^bad 
acquired the double appellation of the 
Angelical Do^or^ ^tkd paglf of Divines, 
This learned perfon^ige, among his ether 
virtues, inherited the faculty of being 
one of the greated polemics and moft 
furious difputants of ois age. 

AlberlUi Magnus ^ who it appears, with 
^U his gravity, was a bit of a wajr, fee» 
^ng him approac*} gave the (latue bis cue^ 
or, in other Vfords, wound up the dl*yi* 
nity faring to its, height. The lubje^ 
was (iated ; Doilor ^bwias and his op? 
ponent entered into a colloquy, in which 
the latter had evidently the advantdge, 
«n advantage he derived from hi:* cooU 
9ffSi and w even tenor of his voice* 



Thefe, though qtiAUtiea (b aecefikry to 
an orator and difputant, were, at that 
time« as much negle£led by the Ger- 
mans, as they (iace have been by another 
oation, << who trace them in their line:" 
therefore the auditors, whom I need 
not inform the reader were nnmerons^ 
were loud in their acclamation, praifcs, 
and admiration of iht Jlatue- 

The Angelical Dodor, who could aoc 
bear the fuecefs ef a rival, a fuopefa 
which he affirmed he owed^o his com- 
pofitioo, ^r^z/j,. irritated at length be- 
yond the bounds of prudence, when he 
found he could not knock himNlou n 
with his argument, lifted up his fiaff, 
aad levelling it at that part which So* 
crates, AriflofU, and other philoibpheiv 
defcribc as the feat of knowledge, let it 
fall upon the &uU of his eppcnenr, and 
though not logically, literally threw 
him updn his back . 

Poor Albirtus Magnus tohfcrr'mg thtt,

name by pointing out to his fuccelTors 
the genuine fire of Poetry, together 
with the true dignity of compofition. 
Virgil by his ^neid has decorated with 
the fine ft ornament the Roman Capitol j 
»nd the ekx^ence of Tully, with the 
polilhed erudition of Horace, will carry 
along with them as much enthufiaftic 
veneration as the exploits pf a Scipio, 
or the valour of a Codes. Almoft every 
fncceeding nation feems to have thought 
iti acquihtions of little worth, unlcfs 
digaificd with the fame of a Poet, Statef^ 
man, Orator* orHiftoriaa^ Italy boafts 
herTaflb^ France her Voltaire, Eng- 
land ^# Milton, and Scotland her 
Offiaa. 

it may feem an unjoftifiable arm* 
fanee to endeavour to tear any teaf from 
that laurel which many have devoted 
t* the brow of this Gaeli(LPoet. In* 
deed we are fafferiAjr mor^ wilhng to 
mount tbe parapiet, or cfRrA a breach, 
when fome hardy v^tteraa, or daring 
Mdier, leads us to the undertaking— 
hue whether we are blindly to coincide 
with every precediBgAuthor,or whether 
^e arc hcadtoog to follow every leader 
of the phahiQx, is t choice left free to the 
human mind ^ aot by prejudice or blind 
^aniahtyy aoc beeaufe others have done 
«>, but whether it be confident, that 
We, by followiag the example, ihould 
tpplaod the ob|ett in agitation. There 
Is hardly any Author Itriving at public 
celebrity, that peeps into an affembly^ 
of critics without being ridiculed at the 
oddhy of his features, or hooted by the 
ttBcouihnefs of his addrefs. So it fares 
^iththe Wit, the Hiaoriaa, the Phi- 
lofopher, or the Poet. The world, ever 
ftrnck with novelty, is always eager to 
pore over and over again any recent 



compofition, and to fift its' beauties and 
defers with the fame nicety that the 
mechanic weighs the bulk of his goods • 
Of thofe who have endeavoured to adorn 
their nation with the acquilition of an 
Epic Poem, the admirers of Oflian en* 
title him to the rank. The talk of criti* 
cifm mud ever be conducted with all 
the depth of judgment and fagacity of 
penetration ; a talk which I am as un- 
willing as I am incapable of perform • 
ing : nothing more than the. oluut ex- 
clamation of beauties, or the honeft 
imaginary marks of defers ftaft form 
the obje£b of my prefent undertaking.-*- 
From the liberal and the enlightened, I 
may expeft pardon,' if I do not gain ap- 
probation — from the prejudiced and the 
Ignorant, I amnotdelirous of colle^ing 
the fuffragcs, becaufe they want can- 
dour in conlideration, and judgment 
in decifion. 

The opening or beginning of an Epic 
Poem is juftly defcribed by all epic 
writers with the fubje£t they mean to 
celebrate. Homer tells hit mule to fing 
of Aehillei* wrath, Virgil of the anions 
of a Trojan prince, and cVfilton of man's 
difobedience : how much. this rule has 
been noticed or followed by Offian, will 
ap)>ear from the begin ning of his Pingal, 
which Mr. Mac Pherfon very fociably 
calls an Epic Poem :— <<< Cuchullin fat 
" by Tura's wall— by the tree of the 
" ruftling leat— ^8 he thought of mighty

From the obCcrrattons I hare made^ 
iind from the effeds which the Poema 
of Ofiian hare created in my mind* I 
cannot avoid indulging the foliowkig 
conclulivt general remarks :— They 
appear to me, a mafs of compofitioQ 
impregnated with innumerable proper* 
ties of matter > and I imagine the roca 
to which it may be reduced, will never 
be pleafing to the eye, or valuable in 
its pans. By fome, they may be odled 
a chaos of jeonfufionj which, were it 
not for a few elennt ftrokes of defcfip^ 
tive worth, woold never be entitled a* 
the fmalleft degree of celebrity ^ aad 
now, notwithftandtng the aaimadVfr^ 
fions of the Commeniator^ they append 
to me, not as light, but rather f £tfk* 
«« nefs vifible.'^ When Dr. Johnte 
was afked his opinion, whether he.

AN ACCOUNT OP JAMES WtACPHERSON, ESQ/ 

{Concluded from p^ 159J. 



AFTER the publication of Temora, 
Mr. Macpherfon was called to an 
employment which withdrew him for 
fome time both from the Mufes and 
his country. In 1764 Governor John- 
ftone was appointed Chief of Fenfacola, 
and Mr. Macpherfon accompanied him 
as his Secretary. If we are not mif- 
t^keuy fome difference arofe between 
the Principal and his Dependent, and 
they parud before thctr return to 
Bngland. Having contributed his aid 
te the Settlement of the civil govern- 
ment of that colony, he vifited feve- 
ral c/ the Weft- India iilands, and 
fome of the provinces of North* Ame- 



rica, and returned to Cn^dkl In the 
year 1 766-. 

He ff^n retarded to hit Ihidiiett «adr, 
in 1771 produced *< An Introdu^ioA 
•< to the Hiilory of Oi'eat Britam Ml 
" Ireland,** 410. a worjc whith, he 
ftys, '< without any of the ordibary is*

Neither 
ought the Englifti to be much iofiuenccd 
by Scotch authority f for of ili« paft aad * 
prefent ftate of the whole £rfe nation, 
the Lowlanders are at icad asjgnorant 
as ourlelves. To be ignorant ispai«)fal{ 
but it IS dangerous to quiet our uneafi.

The A\iihor ap, 
pears to have been influenced h^ Tome 
prejudice!* in fayour of the Tory p^rtyj 
but his pcifortnange, as far as we have 
had an opportunity of comparing his 
narrative with hw authorities, is not 
liable to the cenfure thrown out upon 
it- In this publication he certainly 
a|6ted with great fairnefs, as along with 
it he publiflicd the proofs up®n which 
his fadils \Vere founded, in two quarto, 
volumes, entitled, " Original PaperS| 
** containing thefccret Hiftory of Great

'Soon after this period, the tide of 
fortune flowed very rapidly i^ Mr.' 
Macpherfon's favour, and his talents 
iiod induftry were, ^mp'y fuflficient to 
avail himfclf of every favourable cir- 
cumftance which arofe. Therefiftance 
of the Coionics called for the aid of a 
I'cady writer to combat i^e argumentJi 
of the AmcriQans, and to give force to 
the reafons which iufluencedthe condu£^ 
of Oovecnmcnt, and he was fei^^ted for- 
thc purpofe. Among oihcr things (uf 
which wa Ihould be glad jto receive a 
wore particular account) he wrote a 
Pamphlet, which was circulate^ wijch 
ifluch induftry, entitled, ** The Rights 
** of Great. Britain aCfcrted againft the 
•* Claims of the Cdonies ; being an An- 
** fwer to the Declaration of the General 
** CQAgrefs,." 8vo. 1776, and of which 
mAny editions were pubjifhcd. H^ alfo 
was the Author of-** A fliort Hiftory of 
•' the Oppofition during the la(l Sel^n, 
*< of Parliaracpt," 8.V0. ^77ft,aPaii>jpQ|e;' 



which, on account of its inerit, was by 
many afcribcd to; Mr. Gibbon. ^ 

But a more lucrative employment was 
cortferreJ op him about this time. Hq 
was appointed -Agent to the N«bob of ^ 
Arcar, and in that capacity exiirted his' 
talents in fevcral appeals to the public 
in behalf of his client. Among others* 
h.C'publiftied '"^Letters from Mahommed 
" Ali Chan, Nabob of Arcot, to the 
•* Court of Dir^£tors. Tp which is an^ 
** nextd, a Siftte, of Fafts relative tq. 
*' Tanjore, with an Appendix of Orl-^ 
** ginai Papers,** 4to.. 1777) ^^^ h&. 
was fuppofed to be the Author of ** The ^ 
** Hiftory and Management of theEaft-' 
<* India Company, ^rom its Origin ii\ 
*« 1600 to the prefent Times, Vol. I. 
'* containing the .Affair<? of the Car-- 
** natic ; in which the Rights of the, 
"Nabob arc explained, and the Ipjuf- ' 
** tice of the CJoit^pany juroved,^' 4^o^, - 
1779, 

In his capacity of Agent to thft Na*'^ 
bob, it was urpb^bty thought reqtiifite^'^ 
that he ftiouid have a feat in the Britii(h\ 
Parlianficnt. . lie was accordingly 'in ' 
175.0 chofen Member " for Camt'lford',^^ 
but vve do not retoHe^t that he ever at, - 
tempted to fpeak in the Houfc. He wa$ 
alfo lechofen in 1784 and 1790. 

Ft*r a few years laft paft his health' 
began to 'fail> and he returned to hi^ ^ 
native country in expeftation of rcceiv- ^ 
ing benefit from the change of air- Hej. 
continued however to decline, and after 
lingering fomc time, died at his ftat at [ 
Belle vue. In Invcrnefs, oa the X7th of 
February, 1796. 

He apppars to haye died in very opu^ 
lent circumftances, and by his will^ 
dated June 1793* gave various annuities 
and Icgicies to feveral perfons to a great 
amount. ' He alfo bequeathed xoooU tc^ 
John Mackenfie^of Figtrec court, in the 
Templej^ to defray the expence of print- 
ing and publifbing OlHan in the origi- 
U^l. He dirjcricd 300I. to be laid out ia 
ex^\j)g a monument to his meTnory, ia 
lomc confpicuous fituation at Belle vuc 
alore^id, apd ordcrccl that his b'lxly 
mould be (iarritd from Scotland, and 
interred in the Abbey-church of Weft-^ 
luinllcc, the citV wherein he hadpaflTec^ 
the greatefl; and be ft. pari of his life.

^HIS is t very ingenious ahd fuc- 
■* ccfsful revival of the Vpirit and cha- 
Ta6^cr of the Ancient Romance. l4ci- 
thcr is it deficient in hiftorical informa- 
tion, as the learned Authorefs has ex- 
tra^ed much of her materials from the 
Hiftory of Charlemagne by M. GaiJ- 
lard, from whom (he has never (deviated 
in any material fafls without giving 
previous information to- her readers. 
,Thc Cojlttme of the times to which the 
ftory refers, is attended to with claflical 
laccuracy ; and in that view alone, like 
the Voyage of Anacharfis by the cele- 
brated AbbeDortbeUmi, prcfcnts a pic 
ture of manners no lefs animated than 
faithful. 

The two Knights of the Szuan, 
Olivier zn^ I/ambard, brothers in armsf, 
and united ftill moreciol'ely by the ten- 
dereft bands of friend (hipf arc, with 
fome little ditfcrcnce in favour of the 
firft- mentioned, the heroes of the Piece. 
I/ambard however^ though rather the 
fcfs prominent^ is the more perfect cha- 
ra£ter J and accordingly, as poetical iuf- 
tice demands, obtains at laft the chief 
reward. Olhvier is beloved by Celan/ra, 
the daughter of yitikind^ a Saxon mo- 
narch, firil fubjugated, and afterwards 
protein cd by Charlemagne, and at that 
time at his court. 

While I/ambard is at a diftance from 
his friend,' be is informed tl^at Crlanira 
i*i found ftabbed by aflainns in her fa- 
ther's garden, and Olivier by her (id c 
in the Ume condition* Uc htilens back. 



on this alarming news, from ConfiaK^i^ 
nople to Aix la Cbafelle^ u here he Icams 
that Celanita is dead of her woundt, and 
that Olivier ha> recovered with great 
difficulty, and abruptly quitted the 
Court.- Ifambard goes m qucft of hini, 
and finds him at lalVin an old and retired 
caftie, abforbed in the profoundeft itic* 
lancholy. In hopes of difpcrfing chs 
gloom by which Olivier is deprcffcd, his 
friend propofes that ihcy Ihould travel | 
and in their progrcfs, exerts aM thr 
means in his power toinvtftigate, >n or- 
der that he may remove or alleviate, the 
fatal caufe.of his affliction. 

He difcovcrs, at length, that Olivier 
is haunted in the dead of cveiy niglic 
by a horrible fpttftVe, rcprtfcnting < 
fkeler on dropping blood {fyueleite enfan^ 
givitr)^ wl.Ich remains by his fide till 
break of day. The dreadful mvlberj 
being thus difclofed, Ifambard infifti 
upon pufling the night m future with 
his aflli^cd companion in arms ; to 
which Olivier J not without great repuf * 
nance on account of his trtend, con-^ 
fents. He alfo relates his meJancbol/ 
ftory, by which we find, that he had 
been privately wedded xoCr/anira ; and^ 
after a few months of ftolcn and inter- 
rupted intcrcourfc, was deprived in a 
moment of his beloved miftrcfs and wife, 
by the artful machinations oi Armejlede^ 
a beautiful but malignant lady of (l^fr^ar//. 
magnets court, who conceived ihe had 
pretenfions to his hand, and excited 
therefore hbjealoufy of CrAurm?, 

On 
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Od a cettaiD evening, when that un- 
fortunate Princefs had admitted her 
brother Diattias (ihoujiht by hci' father 
to be dendy and totally utiknown to her 
hu/bfind), to a fecret interview, A>mO' 
JUdCy who was apprized of it, tried to 
perfufde Oli^in that his miltrefs was 
uofaiih/ul, and that Qie could give him 
inc«»ntroveniblc proof* of it. He fuf- 
fered himfelf, in confequence of her 
mHchicvous iniinaations, to be feduced 
to'the faral fpor ; and, becoming a wit- 
n<fi of endearments befto>^ed on a 
ft ranker which ought only tobebeHow- 
cd 00 the dcareft friends, was fo far 
blinded by the impetuofiry of his paf- 
fioDs, ai to f\ab nrft his miftrcfs, and 
then himft If.

of guilt. The deleft able ArvifficJe^ the 
caufc mi all this mifchief, the extent of ' 
which however Ihe had not forcfcen, 
fled in hailc from the court. 

A* a punilhment to the unhappy Ce- 
ian/ra tor her intemperate arfcJitiun, 
aat^. her devi.uion from truth in urtier to 
pratify it, (he is, during the day, cofr- 
I /«/'^ by eternal juftice, for a certain 
pcTUjdf' 10 fiifl in firesy and at night to 
prefeot herlelf a dreadful apparition 
before her ungrateful hu(b4nd, to chaf- 
iife him for .his unrcafcnabie jcaloufy 
and his cruel violence. 
-Olivier having concluded the ftory of 
his forrows, Jfamkard^ in order to fof- 
ten ■ and divert them, propofes that 
they Ibouid proceed tp the defence of 
Bfoirtx, Dutibi/s of CU'veSy unjuftiy at- 
tacked by Gcrfild of Bavat/a, and 
a confederacy of princes, who were en- 
deaT curing to compel her to felt6t frotn 
them a hulband, and reprefents it as an 
exploit worthy of brave and virtuous 
knights. Oliviir accedes to the pro- 
pofal. and, in their progrefs to the caHte 
of the Dutchefs, performs many ac- 
tions to dignify his knighthood, and ta 
afluage the bitterncfs of his calamity. 

On ihcir> arrival at the court of Beam 
trijCy ht is ft ruck wUh the great refem- 
blance between that pcincefi andtbe be.

than ta add > poignancy to hit regrett. 
Not fuch is the effe^ upon Beatrix^ 
who firtt pitying his diftrefs, of which 
ihe bad heard fomething, and gueiled 
the reft, goes on in the indulgence of 
her fympathy, till it kindHes into the 
ardour cf love. Ip the mean while, 
lfam*)ard, who came to the Cafile cf 
cy^r^y^/ with ftrong DrepolTcffions in fa- 
vour of its nuftref/, finds, on his arri- 
val, every reaion for his attachment con^ 
firmed by her merit and her beauty. 

Beafrix, having learnt from fome of 
the ladies of her court, who had been 
perfonally acquamted whhCc/a.fira^the 
peculiar circumftances of her drefs and 
exterior manners, attires herfelf in the 
Saxon habit, and is thus unexpectedly 
beheld by Olivier, At firft he imagine* 
her to be his long-loft miftrefs; and, af- 
ter the difcovery of his miftake, feels ^ 
fecret attachment to Beatrix growing in 
his breaft ; which, however, he refo- 
lutely refifts. The fiegc of the Ca/th 
" of Qlciies continues, and the Kni^bts of 
the Szvajf, and cfpecially O/i^vter, con- 
tinue to exhibit prodigies of valour. 
At length die Dutchelb, wearied with 
the ii)effe6VuaI ftrugj'je which flie hn 
' made againft her love, difcovcrs it to 
its objedt, and Oli^vier then feels him-, 
felf called upon by honour to relate hi» 
ftory in its genuine deformity. Thla 
has no other effect upon the lady than 
lo increafe her regard by the admiration 
of his candour, and he finJs no other 
expedient kft him for the purpofc of 
fuliillii^g his duty to the memory of Ce^ 
laniray and the friendQiip of IfiUftbard^ 
but a refolutc and decifive refufal of her 
hand.

After many and various events be- 
fore the Ca/fle cf CI eves ^ the aflailantt 
arc at laft completely fubdued, and 
the war concludes! by the capture of 
Ceroid^ the chief of the confederacy, 
who was taken by Ohviex\ and the 
death of the Duke de Frioul by the 
hand of Ifambard. 

Uponthisdeciri^fuccefs,£/«/r/>aftem- 

blesall her protestors, and, after largely 

thanking, and bountifully rewarding 

^ecy indLviduaU cerecvc^ her diftin* 
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fuiihed hcBoun for the two ft»f ncU, 
whofe part ieular fcrv ices having diU ma- 
ly recapitulated, (he determines to i[c- 
compcnfc by the inftitution of a new 
Order of Knighthood, to be named from 
them the Order of the Swan. Her deci- 
fioD, which is confidcrcd as a prthmi- 
nary ftep to the choice of a partncf in 
the dominion of Clcvcs, excites much 

{ealoufv in fome of thofe Knights who 
lad afliftcd.io her defence 5 and cfpe- 
cially in fbeudcn. King of Pannoma j 
Who, having Haticred himfclf that his 
rank and f«;rvices hadeniitkd him to her 
hand, and having confidered IfambariTzA 
his fuccefsful rival, fends him a chal- 
lenge by his fquire. The billet is inter- 
cepted by Olivier \ and that hero, think- 
ing himfclf called upon by the circum- 
ftances of chc cafe to offer himfcif m the 
place of his friend, in which he was 
authorised by the la>vsof chivalry, he 
prefcnts himl'elf completely armed at 
the appointed fpot, and a fierce combat 
enfues. The (kill and bravery of Oli- 
mier^ however, prevail, and his enemy 
falls mortally wounded from his hoife. 
The generous conqueror haftens up to 
give what help fie can to his finking 
adverfary, and in that irtfkant being off 
bis guard, receives a fatal flab fr«.m a 
p6niard, which the perfidious Tbeudon 
£ad concealed for that pui-pofc. 

The hero is conveyed to the caftle on 
a litttr ; and; being informed that there 
is no profpc^ of his recovery, fends for 
Bi-airi^ and'' Z/^wi/^r</ on a fubjcd of 
the utmoft imjiirtahce to his peace On 
their a; pcarancc without any other at- 
tendants in his chamber, he implorts 
them, by evccy tic of fr'ici\dfhip and of 
lovfc, to comply with his' bil and dying 
rcqucft. Having obtained, with fon>e 
difticylty, their confcnt 10 a prcpofal of 
which tiicy know not the objcdt, he 
then iufoims them, that iTie warmcft 
wiflies of his heart are for the happi- 
ncfj* oif li/atrix zvid Ifotnbavtiy and that 
he is certain that tlnsi can be no other- 
wife accompliftied than by their imme- 
diate union. A prieft, attending in an 
adjuinmg apartment, is imrocdidtcly feat 
for ; and Olivier, having beheld die 
niiptials of his miftrcfb and his friend, 
<^Uictly expires* 

Such is the fubftance of the main 
ftory of this intercftittg Romance, which 
it relieved by a variety of agrecaMc epi- 
ff^es y among which, th^it of OA/ Rohim 
Grm^f with an elegant trandation of ihe 
popular ballad wtth thn *''x\ci and the 
a^venjLurc4 of the generous Barmea^tef 



ViziiT to Aaron al Rafhid^ form a di- 
flinguifiied part. The beautiful cpi- 
fode laft-meniioned, while it exhibits a 
faithful pu6ture of Eaftcru manners, is 
free from many improbabilities which 
injure the intercft of the principal ftory, 
and difplays', with great truth and acuic- 
nefs, the workings of a tyrant*s heart. 
Such Madame Gen/is has pourtrayed 
Aaron Al Rafcbid in this work, and fuch 
he alfo appears to be from the faithful 
page of Hiftury, on which her narra- 
tive in^this, as in other infiances, is evi'. 
dcntly founded. Enjoying the reputa- 
tion of wifdom, courage, generofuy, and 
magnificence, which the talents of his 
prime miniller had obtained for him, he 
repays the benefit by the utmoft refine- 
ment of cruelty, joined to the extremcft 
barbarity of defpotifm. 

Whi«c we acknowledge that the ftory 
we have been confidermg is not free 
fronn improbabilities, juftice calls upon 
us to remind our readers, that they mufl. 
not eftimare its defers in this rcfpcd, 
by the brief account which wc have gi- 
ven of it. Undoubtedly many incidemg, 
which may appear forced and violent 
in a (hort narrative, may cafily be- 
come natural and obvious, when the 
mind is gradually prepared for the 
events by a train of circumflances judi- 
doufly introduced. In the accosiplifli- 
ment of this nhjtr6^, our Authorefs has 
difplayed confioerable dexterity and ge- 
ni 

With refpe^t to the introduftion of 
her fypunaiwal a^tnt^ ihe gboji^ (he 
herfe'lf I'ecms confcious that the critics 
will not be eafily fatisfied ; and, in a 
note fubjoincd to us firft pal/ublr af^pear^ 
ance, fceks her jullification in the opi- 
nions of that xca, and in the licence ever 
i? ranted to romancers and poets. How- 
far this argument will avail as a reafca 
for her thus calling on the tomb to 0^^ 
i/j ponderous and marUe ja'ws, muft be 
left to the candour of the public, thougli 
we cannot help remarking, that the cl - 
fervation of Horace on the dignns ^indke 
nvHiiy will not bear her out in the pre- 
ftnt difRcultv. No event is brought 
about by this frightful fp<€lre thus 
revijiiing the glim fjes of the moeu^ which 
mijght not have been accompli^cd by 
an ordinary agent \ and wc are forry, 
wh.lcn a wlitcr of acknowledged abilitiea 
facrifices to a popular and a vulgar 
tafte, at the expence of her more en- 
lightened judgmeni. It is high time 
that this extravagant pa£on for ra^n^ 
up uf'ekfi ^iriufiom under grouMdfho\il6 
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be baniflicd from our novels aod from 
our fpc stacks ; Ift the earth hide themy 
lutl let what is proftiTctlly a c«py of na- 
ture have foHic conformity to its arche- 
type. ^ * 

O^ ihc connexion bjctwcen the cvctits 
dei'cribcd in this Romance, and thofe of 
the late Revolution in France, which 
Mniitime Gerilis leads us to expt^i fi*om 
tlic title- page of^ihe work, \vc have not 
been able to dilcover many traces. The 
ch irndler uf EJhhrgka; ^ecn cf Eng- 
land^ may be htlendcd'?^% a rcfcn/iildnce 
of ihc unfurtunare Ajitolnrtte \ but Ed- 
bur ba was in ppfTtiridn of H»:liTniUd^\i' 
thoriiy, th? power of A>^tiUjtte was ra- 
ther fwmJfcd than proved\ and, con4 
cernihg a perfon wl.o has certain y fiif- 
fcrcJ extremity of punifliinent, man- 
kind %vill n«it hear with patience uncer- 
tain fulpicions of ^uilt. That prir.ccs 
are often tyrants, as well as fuljedts le- 
bcllious, \vc want not to be informed 
by the fair inftru^trcfs of prince;^, nor 
by the reformers cf France ; arid, if 
there beany fccret bv which fucii inif- 
chitfs may uc averted, notwithftanding 
the labours l>oth < f the hdy and the re- 
publicans, it remains ytt to be dif* 
doled. 

There is a fpccics of irony in which 
our .''air Autli' rcfs foinetinnes indulges 
herfelf, that we cannot commend c ther 
for its pciiguancy or propriety. Hav- 
ing introduced Theobald, the ancient tu- 
tor of Beatrix, commending his Sciovcd 
miftrefs above all the princes of her 
time, Ihe takes occafi-^o llutwdiy to 
obfcive in a note, thn th'e prrpcis of 
modern days are not, bke tho!*e of the 
ninth century, fubject to prejudices and 
to follies } that the prefent I'ulcrs fwe 
every thing with their own eyes. I.iffcr 
ihemt'elvcs to be governed by renlun 
alone, underftand and fulfil every oury 
impofed on ihcm by juftice, gratitude, 
and friend/hip. An obfervation dic- 
tated by the lame fpirit occurs in th< 
eighteenth ct;3pter of this volume. 
Whether the prince* of the prefent 
hnur are more or Icfs wife and juft than 
thofe of the generations that are paft, 
wt wilt not take upon us to decide ^ but 
we\ are fure, that be the depravity of 
modern timts what it may, it is not luch 
wit or fuch rcafoninij that will contri- 
bute to correct it. 

To each of the chapters of her work, 
the Writer has prefixed a tit'e and a 
motto. The latter are, as well as the 
former, allufivc to the fubje^l to be 
treated, and taken cither fra.^! the En^* 



lijb^ the Frencbt or the ItaUav languages. 
Jn her fele^ions, however, from the 
En^iilh, Madame Geniis dilcovcrs her-, 
feif fometimes not to be very pro. 
foundiv inftru€tcd in our tongue, T« 
one paCTage is fu'^fcribed LaJie of ilf7«« 
d^rnitrrj as if ic were the name of %%. 
author, and. not a topographical defig- 
nation. Fr^claim their Iberty aiia^cmd 
is intended as a para:Iel line to another 
<J^ ten fyllabjes. W'e have mentioned 
thcfe errors, not as important defe^s^ 
but from a perfuafion that what is merely 
intended to be orn imental becomes a 
deformity if incorrt<5l. 

The parts of this work which we hare 
found j.ot the kaft iuiercfting, arc thofc 
in which fhe alludes to her own peculiar 
misfiirtunes,, and to thofe of her chil- . 
dren and her friends. Having men- 
tioned the ciiftora of the ancient chi- 
valry, of admitting in;o the armies anjr 
young pwrCons to attend upon the 
K.nij;hts, Ihe is reminded of the young- 
eft wf her unfortunate pupils, M. dt 
Beauiit^9iSt <if whom fiie thus fpcaks iti % 
note on tne paflfagc : 

" He made the tirft campaign of the 
prefent war, appeared in perfon m fevcral 
very bliodv engagements, and exhibited 
that rranquil and brilliant valour wWcb, 
amon^: mnny other eminent qualtriet^ 
hndifiinguiihed his brother fo honour- 
ably. Ht was then only twelve ydars 
of age ! What children, or yvhat young 
perfons of their time have (hewn more 
courage, a<5livity, or zeal fl will dare 
to fay, more talents), more diiintcreft- 
cdnefs and love of their country ? And 
what has been their reward? Ah! 
let mc be pinioned a reflection, here 
without doubt out of its place j but, 
ala. ! every thing contributes to excite 
regrets, which arc produced by fo natu- 
ral and (o deep an ifHidion.** 

In anor'.:er palTagc, defcribing the 
happinefsof iCf»;w^^/</i%on the difcovcry 
f>f lii:» fen, whom he h?d fuppofed to be 
dead, ihe thus pathetically recurs to hef 
own iitudtion :

defpair •> a dreadful experience has made 
me acquainted with all the mournful 
renfati»)ns of grief ; bur during a lone 
interval a ftrangcr to delight, how Ihafi ^ 
I pourtray its movements ? O thou, 
whpm abtenc^, our comnjon calamtty, 
and thine own peculiar danger?, have 
rendered ftill denrer, if poliiblc, to my 
heart ! O thou, my daujrhicr I whea 
Juftice fhafl hive revoked the cruel 
decr:$ that fcparate* us, when I ihall

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prefs thee once more in my arms, I 
4iball BO longer envy ihc fortune of Bar- 
^fdde I I ihat) thrn be able to pdint 
vith the energy of nature, not only h\i

Having often 
heard of the extreme magnificence of^ 
the Court of Aaron Uafchid, we dccr- 
mined to vifu ^agdat, Anived at this 
fuperb capital, we became acquainted 
with feveral Kuropeans of our own age, 
and we lodged all togcthcx under the 
(^mc rotjf. 

"My brothers played on Tcvcral cnufi* 
cal inftrumcnts; fomc of our new ac- 
quaintance had the fame talents, and 
as we could rot enjoy at B^^^dat rh« 
free cjercife of our religion, we agreed, 
that on the fole^in fcTiivals \vc Ihould 
meet in a room, and chant the mai«. 
Our apartment was towards the ftrcct, 
and the people, ftoppin^ to Hften to 
us, foon difcovtrcd the motive of ihcfc 
religious exercifes. Mahometan intoJe- 
raPfc was alarmed ; ^knd <»bti*ined an 
ed»^ from the Caliph, which was pub- 
liftitd fhrrii;fhout me city, prohiuiting 
the Chrijliaus^ under paiu of death, 
from afftmbling to celebrate their reli- 
gious rites. They wcrealloVcd. how, 
ever, the priviU^c of performing them 
individually. 

'** This pr<'hibit;on offended me To 
.highly, that 1 confidcred what mcauj 
could be deviled to elude it. 1 had al- 
ways a genius for mechanics ; and, a^f- 
ter fome n fte6tion, J conceived the ijdea 
%ii cuuUiudin^ ^xi inUfumcnt which 

mi^ht 
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might imitate all thofe with which I was 
acquainted, and eveo the human voice; 
I endeavoured to fupply it ac the fame 
time wich fo prodigious a vc>lume of 
found, that it might produce to the ear 
the efftft of a concert. 1 worked at 
my invention night and day, and in Ufs 
thanfixmotithtproduccdaninftruflientof 
an enormous fize, to which I gave the 
name of OrgoJty and which pcrfc6tly 
anfwered my intention''. . i then placed 
niyfelf near my window, and played on 
it regularly mornicg and night, chant- 
j JDg the fervice* at the fame time. At 
i the ctj4 of fome days, information was 
fent ro the t aliph, that the Chrillians, 
t noTwithft-inding the rigour of hit pro- 
[ hibition, had begun again their reli^i- 
' ou« con<ert8, aad with more audiciry 
than ev<r. . The Caliph liTued his or- 
ders in confcquence; and one morning, 
while I was playing on my organ at the 
tifual hour, 1 heard a violent knocking 
at my door / fliut up my orgjn, and 
> ro^e to enquire the caufe ; when, atihe 
>., fame inftant^ a number of armed men 
came into my roi-m, and tcftificd the 
\ grcareft adomilimcnt at finding ir.c 
alone. The captain of the company 
aiked me, where \vcre my accomplices, 
I repjied, ti^t I ha^ none. He paid 
aa attention to this anfwer, and fought 
in vain in all my, clofeis for the other 
fRtificiaits. He pafled fevcral times in 
the front of my or^an, without ima- 
\ gining ic to be a mufical indrument ; 
'; which was in fome mcafurc owing to 
ny haviag given it the appearance of 
a cbeft of drawers. At length, not 
l>eing ahl« to coiuprehend how niy c«;m- 
paniun& had cfcaped, he ordered me to 
follow him. I deHred to be conduced 
into the prefence of the Ciiliplu He 
replied, that he was conveying me thi* 
thcr. in flft, the prince had rcfoivcd 
to fee me, and to interrogate me him* 
iclf. H^ received me with a gloomy and 
fevcfe air, conftdcring me fome time in 
fiience ; and, ftnick \viih the fercnity 
of my coujitenance, •• Indifcrcct voung 
man,*' faid he, *• what could mfpire 
thee with fo much aud^city« and To much 
contempt for life ?'* *' Sir,** laid I ir^ 
reply, ** nothing fo cffeftuallv encou- 
rages innocence as the afpe^ of an 
equitable jodge.'* — *• Thou canft not,'* 
tnfwtred he, *• deny thy difobedicncc. 
I myfelf h^ve been under thy window; 
I myfeif have heard the found of iuftra- 
mcAts and voices; and yet none but 
thvfc^ has been found in th]E chamber. 
"Wlier* are chj companions T* «< I 
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have,'* faid I, " none.*' *• Liften,"* 
replied the Calipa j ** thy phyfiognomy 
interedb and picafcs me, and thy youtia 
ocites my pitv. I am willing to par- 
dun thte, but J expc6^ a finccre cooi^l^ 
lion *' *• No, my lord," anfwered I^ 
*» you will not pardon a man who Iball 
he mean enough to inform againft hi* 
companions and friends." *« WelH** 
exclaimed the Caiiph with violence^ 
** ail the CKriftians at prefent in Ba^« 
dat fhail be this day in irons," ** They 
uill be i'l that fituaiion only a fevr 
hours," laid 1 in a tranquil tone. ** A«<l 
who Ihall fet them free y* — « J, my 
Lord.*' At this anfwer the Caliph be* 
came mute with a(toni(hment, att4 
doubted whether he Ihould pronounce 
my fenterH-ey or dirmifb me as a pertba 
int'ane. I bc^can therefore again thiu 
to addrcfs him. ** 5>ir, I can venrui« 
to prutett to you, that 1 have not drf- 
obeyed your orders, and that I wta 
siuiuv ; c»f wiiich ic will be v<ry eaiy to 
convince you, if you will deign tofen4 
for the chert of drawers whici is in my 
chamber, I will open in your prefenc* 
this myfterious arncle of furniture, af)4. 
you will fird in it a Cf>mpleie evidence 
of my innocence." The Caliph, wbofe 
afloniihment was augmented by thii 
difeoiirfe, llfjed immediately the order 
for which I roIicited,and ray or^a« wis 
conveyed into" his apartment. White 
1 cmp'oved mvfelf in putting it iate 
order, the Caliph, who waited with as 
much curi'ifity as mipatience for the ca* 
taftrophe of this fingular fccne, wc«t 
out for the Priiicefs Abajfc^ his filVer, 
gave her an account of our converfa- 
tion, and returned along with her. The 
Princcfs, covered with a long Vetl, 
which concealed entirely her (hape and 
her face, placed herfelf on one of the 
culhions by the fide of her brother, aC 
a little diAance from, aild in front of 
the organ. Then I aiked permiirion4]f 
the Caliph to feat myfelf oppofitc my 
chcft of drawers ; and, at the fame iti« 
ftanc, begin to play and to fing. The 
Caliph immcJiateiy hcird thofe power* 
(ul and harn^nious founds iniitaiimr 
fo comp et':!y flute*, horns, hautboy*, 
an! the huminvoice j when ftaning fro<«l 
his feu wiih wonder and delight, " I# 
it |v ilibie," fain he, ** that ihcfe draw- 
ers ar^ an inrtrument of mufic?'* 
** Yc^, my Lord," replied I, *' and t 
invc'itcd it 10 lofttn the fevrrity «£ 
your pr(jhit>!tion." ** In proliibhioe 
tbefe alTcmblies,*' faid the Caliph, *• I 
wished prmci^^ally to pcc^ent the c«!e.

Venture to predict, will bc-tcad ibd 
admired, and many of the inftru6tioa$ 
be carried into execution^ by iheieyera] 
clalTcs of the conimunity whoj as 
poflcn"ors of propeliy* whether real or 
perfonal, . will and themfelves deeply 
mtercficd.in the falutary meafurc^ pro- 
pofcd for cafmg them of a very heavy 
burthen, now impofed on theno for a 
defective fupport of the poor. 

Long, verv long has it been known and 
iaoicnred, that the prefent laws itla- 
tivc to the Poor> and more particularly 
thofc whicn authorife the colk^ion of 
iitmnenfc fuAis annually, fur their main- 
tenance and r(flief, under the title of 
Poors Aates, arc inadequate to the 
purpofes for which they were cniftcd. 
So far are they from providing properly 
for the wants of the poor, and ftcuring 
their happinefs and comfort, objects 
which Count Rumford has principally 
JD viewy&nd, with k benevolence which 
does him honour, has ftudied to ac- 
complilh, that wc fee in the metropolis, 
andm all the foot-paths and*public roads 
furrounding it, groups of beggars, ex- 
hibiting fcenes of wreichednefs, and 
furoj/bipg examples of indolence whicii 
plainly de monftraie xhe truth of our 
Author's aGTertion, '* That the fubje^l, 
however interefting it be to mankind, 
has not yet been invefligatcd with that 
fucccfs that could have been wilhcd." 
Every light, therefore, which can He 
thrown upon it, is rendering a public 
fcrvfce to our country, and deferves 
grateful acknowledgements' not only 
*from the Government, but from every 
individual who wi(hes to fee his pro- 
pcrty fee u red from depredations, and 
the mternal good order and tranquility 
of fociety prefcrved^ as the bull^eans 
of infunng that fccurity. 

The alarming diftrciles of the poor 
have lately been fo general throughout 
the kingdom, owing to various caufcs, 
but more efpecially to the high prices of 
the Br(^ neceflaries of life, that various 
methods have been adopted for their 
temporary relief, and a fpirit of univer* 
fal benevolence feems to prevail more 
and more every day -, but lliil it wants 
to be properly directed, and to be 
rendered cncdlivc in every part of the 
kingdom, by foroe wife and permanent 
fyftem, calculate~d to promote, and if 
poihble to enforce indudry, by (Iriking 



at the root of common begjg;fk)g, and the 
great evil, which prevails m mod Coun- 
try villages^ of the labouribg poot^ 
through indolence, throwing them- 
felvcs, or fome j>art, if not the whole 
of their families upon the pariih. No* 
thing is fo common as for the idle poor 
to fay, ** Wc do not care, the pariih 
m\x(t maintain us " 

In thefc circumftanCcs the work, part 
of which is now under our confideration* 
i'upplics us with a variety of uleful in-^ 
formation, which is communicated to 
the public on fuch eafy terms •, that we 
ivaniily fecommead tne pcrufal and the 
0udy of the whole to all perfonsof pro- 
perty, and ihall only thinV it our dunp 
to feiefV fuch material fa£ts, hints, and, 
obfervations* as are peculiarly inrercft- 
ini^ to the community at large, and will 
afford rational amufement to our 
Readers. 

Introductory to the firft Eflay, the 
benevolent Author gives a (hort account 
of himfelf, by which it appears, **that 
iu the year 17^4 he obtained his Mt- 
jefty's pcrmiiiioa to enter into the fef- 
vice of the Ele6tor Palatine, by whom 
he has fince been e^aployed in various 
fcrvices, particularly in arranging his 
military aflfairs, antl introducing anew 
fyftem of order, dlfcrplinc, and economr 
among his troops. Having effefled thii- ' 
fcrvice he was lcd,by a natural tranfition, 
to the more ex^enfivc plan of a reform in 
the civil adminiHration, of the utmoft 
importance, ** the total abolition of 
mendicity^^ or the trade of beggings 
which was prevalent in Bavaria to ade* 
gree almoft incredible, at the timewhea 
his meafurcs for putting an end to it 
were adopted. 

It Ihould feem, by the neceflSty of 
obtaining leave from our Mod Graci- 
ous Sovereign to enter into the fervice 
of the Duke of Bavaria, that our Au- 
thor was originally an Odicer in the 
Britifli Army, and, if we are not itif- 
informed, a native of America, whofc 
family name is Thoropfcn, and the title 
he now bears we prefume to have been. 
one of the honorary rewards conferred 
on him by th^ Duke of Bavaria, for his 
very important ft r vices. Be this as it 
may, we are happy to find talents fo 
fuccefifully employed for the benefit of 
another country, nkcly, by the prefent 
publicnioo, to become highly indru- 
mentai to the further edabii(hmeirt of 
Uoufes of Indudry, and other nreaAfret

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ilread^ aclopted» but fufceptible of 
great improvement in England, if the 
excellent regulations fuccefsfully carri- 
ed into execution by the Count in 
Bavaria, are duly attended to. 

The Second Chapter of this EflTay 
gives an account . of ^he preparations 
ifiade for putting an end to mendicity 
in Bavaria $ and though the pUn Avas 
executed by military aid> and confe- 
quently. the cantonment of the cavalrj 
in the cquntry towns and viHaiges wai 
one of the preparations, yet this mea- 
furct totally inadmiilible in Englandi 
would not be required with us; for 
if the Legiflature was to adopt the fame 
^ftem of aboliihing mendicity in LoA. 
Qon and its environs, the civil powelr 
Would be found fuflicicntiy adequate to 
the purpofe. At prefcnt, ' the bcpging 
trade IS fupported by the different 
opinions entertained^ by perfocs r^liev* 
fng common beggars, concerning the 
real obje^^s of charityf and the mode of 
adminittering relief to the poor ; but if 
all other colie^lions or diftributions of 
pecuniary donations, except thofe to be 
cftabliflied bv law, were prohibited, the 
Areets would fooo be cleared of idle va- 
grinti. Varying, therefore, nothing but 
the public officers of juftice employed ia 
the execution of the Count*s plan, we can 
^t no rcafon why it (hould not be adopt* 
ed; and as it was attended with fuch com • 
plete fuccefs, we ikali take the liberty 
to infert the narrative of the tranf&c- 
tions, as it is given in Chapter 1 V« 

*• New year's Day having, from 
time immemorial, been confidered in 
Bavaria as a day peculiarly fet apart for 
giving alms, and the beggars never fail* 
ing to be all out upun that occaiion, I 
chofe that moment, as being the' mod 
favourable, for beginning my operations. 
£arly in the morning oFthe ift of Jan. 
^790, the Officers and aon-commif- 
jfioned officers of the three regiments of 
infantry in garrifon* were (Rationed 
in the different ftreets, where they 
were dirc£ied to wait for farther or- 
ders. 

" Having,in the mean time,affembled 
at my lodefngs the Field Officers and all 
the Chief Magiftrates of the town, I 
made them acquainted with my inten- 
tion to proceed that very morning to the 
execution of a plan 1 had formed for 
taking up the beggars, and providing 
for the poor, a^d alked their immedi- 
ate ainftancc. To flxow the public that 



it was not my wifli to carry tbii met- 
fnre into execution by military force 
alone (which might have rendered the 
meefure odious), but that I was dif- 
pofed to IhOw all becoihiog deference 
to the civil authofity, I begged tht 
Maeiftrates to accompany ttie» and the 
field Officers of the garrifoo, in the ex- 
ecution of the ^rft and moft difficult 
|>art of the undertaking, that of arreft*> 
ing the t>eggars. This they moft rcadi. 
Jy confented to, and wc Immediately 
uUied out into the ftreet, niyfelf accom- 
panied by the Chief Magiftrate of the 
town, and each of the Field, Officers by 
an inferiar Magiftrate. 

•« We were hardly got into the flreet 
when wc were accoffed by a beggar, 
who a(ked us for alms, f, went up to 
him, and laying ihy hand gently upon 
his iho'tildcr, told him, that from thence- 
forward begging would not be permit* 
ted in Munich I that if he really ftood 
in need of affiftancci which would im* 
mediately be enquired into, the neceC- 
fary ainitanee (hould certainly be glrea 
him, but that begging wa^ forbid ; and 
if he was detected in it again, he would 
be fevcrely puniihed. 1 then deliver- 
ed him over to an orderly ferjcant, who 
Was following me, with directions to 
conduct him. to the Town^Hall, and dc^ 
liver him into the hands of thofe he 
(hould find there to receive him ; and 
then turning to the Officers and Magi* 
(Irates who accompanied me, 1 begged 
thev would take notice, that^I had my 
fc\f, with my own hands, a'rrefted the 
firlt beggar wc had met ; and I requeft. 
ed them tiot only to follow my ex* ■• 
ample themfclvcs, by arrcfting all the 
beggars they (Iiould meet with, "but 
that they would alfo endeavour to per- 
fuad^ others, and particulnrly the 
Officers and ron.commillioned officers 
and Ibldien of the garrifon, that it was 
by no means derogatory to their cha« 
rafter as foldien, or in any Ways dif- 
graceful to them» to afllll in fo ufefut 
and laudable an undertaking. Thefe 
gentlemen having cheerfully and un* 
Bnimouflv promiied to do their utmo(t 
to fecond me in this bufincfs, difperfed 
into the diffierent parts of the town, and 
with the aififtance of the military, 
which they found everywhere waiting 
for ordcrf, the town was fo thoroughly 
cleared of beggars in lefs than an hour, 
that not one was to be found in the 
(ireet$» 

•• Thofe 
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"Thofc who were arretted were con* 
4u£lcdtothc Town-hall, where tjieir 
names were infcribed in printed -lifta 
provided for the purpofeya^d they were 
then dirmiifed to tbeir own lodgings, 
with diredions to repair the nei;t day to 
the newly ere^e4 mitiiary woribo^/e 
(a Houfc uf Induftry^ (6 called becaufe 
the influution wai priftcipally de6gned 
as a manqfaAory for clqa thing the 
trmfi and :u capital fun4 was furniflied 
from the military cheft), where they 
W4)u}d And comfortable warm rooms, k 
eoodwarmdinner ercry day, avd. work 
ror all thofe -who were in a condition to 
labour* They were likewife told, that 
a committee would be appointed tg en- 
<|uire into their circumftHnce^, acvd to 
grant them fuch regular weekly allow 
ancrsin money, in alms, astheyihould 
fland in need of, which was accordingly 
done." 

In another part of this Eflay, th^ 
Count relates that ten ibwfaHd va- 
gabondst foreigners and nativ<;s« were 
a^anlly arretted in^avaria in the courts 
ef four years from the commeecement 
of ttu tneafores carried into execution 
fbr putting an end to mendicity, an4 
clearing the country of beggars \ ind 
that in taking up the beggars in Mui 
liicha <ind providing for thoJe who ftood 
in need ftf aifittance, no Ufs than 
a«6oo of the one defcription and the 
other were entered upon the lifts in 
one week, though the whole number 
of inhabitants probably does not amount 
to more than 4o,ooo, including the 
fttburbs ; and the public good confe* 
nuencesrefulting from this reform were, 
that lobbcries and petty thefts, which 
are aiways prevalent where be||gars are 
numerous; almott totally ceaUd, and 
fome of thofe montters who c^apofed 
their own chiklren, leaked and almott 
ttarved, in the ftreets, in order that by 
their cries and uoaSe^ed expreifions of 
dittre& they might move thofe who 
paffcd by to pity and relieve, ihem, and 
^hers jvho had recourfe to the moft 
diabolical arts, and mott horrid crimes, 
in the purfuit of their infamous trade, 
were made fenfible of the enormity of 
their former conduft^ were graduajly 
familiarized to habits of tnduftry, con- 
Tcrted into ufeful members of focrety,^ 
and in the end bivfled their generous be* 
ncfa^or for fnatching them from ^he 
jaws of dettru^ion^ 

** To fupply a proper fund for this 
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great undertaking,immediately after thn 
general arreft of the begjgars at Munich, 
an addrefs to the inhabitants was pub* 
Uttied« fetting forth the fatal confe- 
quences arifing from mendicity, giving' 
9 vpry ftriking and juil pi^ure of the 
cht^ra^er, masners and cuftomsoftho 
bords of idle and diflblute vagabonds 
which infetted Munich, and the man* 
ner in which they ceuld moft efl&^ually 
afTitt in putting an end to an evil eqiMliy 
difgraceful and prejudicial to fociety. 
This addrefsi which was printed and,' 
dittributed gratis, was likewife prc^r 
lented to all the heads of families in the 
city, and to many by the Count hlmrel^ 
** This addrefs was accompanied by- 
printed liiVa, i^ which the inhabitanta 
were reqnefted tofetdown thei^names,^ 
places of abode, and the fums they 
chofe to contribute monthly for the 
fupport of the eftablilhment. Theffi 
fubfcriptions being perfedly voluntary ,r- 
might be augmented or diminiflicd a^ 
pleafu.re^ ^ 

" W he 131 the inhabitants had fub- 
$;ribed liberally to the fupport of the 
inttirutlopi, it was but >uft to fecuro 
thtm (rom all further importunity in 
behalf of th.e poor. This was promifed^ 
and it was q^oft eSe£^utlly done, though 
not without &>me difficulty, and a very 
confiderable eJipence to the eftabliih* 
meiM, oc^fioned by the total abolitien 
of all other public and private collec* 
ticAs for xhe Foor."- 

Ift Chapter V. of the Firft Eflfay we 
hav« aa account of the different kinds 
ofemployment given to the beggars upotx 
their being alTembkd at the Uoufe of 
Induftry. **< As by far the greater 
part of tbefe ppor qreatofes were to-' 
tally unacquainted with every kind of 
ufeful labour, it was neceflary to give 
them iuch work at firtt as was very 
eafy to be p^rfoFtted^ and in which the 
raw mater isls were of little value, and 
then^ by degrecs,^ as they became more 
adroit, to employ, tkem iu manufa^ur- 
ing more valuable articles^ As hempjit 
a very cheap cominpdity, and as the 
fpinntng of hemp is esUily learned^ 
particularly when it is dtfigned for 
very coarfc and ordinary m^nufa^urcs^ 
15,000 pounds weight of that article 
were purcha^d in the Palatinate, and 
tranfportcd to Munich ; fevcral hun- 
dred fpinning.whcels were provided,^ 
and feveral good fpinncrs, as inl^cuc-. 
tors, were engaged^ and. ii^ rcadtncl?,^ 
Tt ^ wlifia 
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when this Houfe of loduftry was opened 
for the reception of the poor. At htft, 
To great was their awkwardnefs, ihat 
they abfolutely ruined almoA all the 
raw materials put fnto their hands } 
bat at length, by gentle ufage, und en-' 
courageroent to pcrfevere with cheer - 
fulnels in acquiring more ikiil, they 
xichly repaid the inftitution for the ad- 
vances it was obliged to make, and the 
loffes it fuftained at iu firft eilablilh • 
Went.** 

The regulations for feeding them 
giv^ tbf author an opporrunity of re- 
commending the cftablilbment of public 
kitchens, in all great cities and popu- 
lous towns, for iiipplying the poor in 
general with food at a cheaper rate than 
they can procure it for them (elves : 
the kitchen of the Houfe of Indufiry 
was ma(ie a public one, and its benefits 
were extended to all the poor induftrious 
inhabitants who Were not beggars, but 
who found it difficult to fupport 
themfthcet and families by their la- 
bour. 

The kitchen was fitted up with all 
poflible attention, at well to conveni- 
ence as to thececonomy of fuel. This 
will be readily believed by tbnfe who 
»re informed, that the whole work of 
the kitchta is performed, with great 
cafe, by three cook maids, and that the 
daily expence for fire-wood amounts to 
no mare than twelve ci'eui%ers^ or four-* 
pence halfpenny ^ when dinner is dreffcd 
for looo peflons. The number of 
people who are fed daily frciTi this 
kitchen is, at a medium^ in fammer, 
about 1000, and in winter ubout iiqo-, 
frequently, however, there have been 
more than 1500 at table* ** A particular 
account of this kftchen, with drawini^s, 
together with an account of a number 
of new and very interefting experiment* 
relative to the oeconomy of fuel, will be 
annexed to the work.'* In t/ie mean 
time, we derive fufHcient inform:(ticm 
from Efiays Land II. to be convinced 
|hat the inft'itution of public kitchcmi 
upon a great Icale in Urge towns, and 
upon a fmalltr in every pari lb in the 
country* would be one of the moft bC'* 
neficial eftablilbments that can be con- 
ceived for fociety, and of ail others 
would bf the moil conducive to the 



diminution, if not to the total abolitio* 
of j)oor rate*. 

We know not if the Rev. Mr. Row- 
land Hill's laudable eftabliihment of a 
fimilar nature, an ample account of which 
was iiiferted in moft of the public 
Papers, was fuggcfted by a perufal of the 
Count's fiiTavsj but certain it is,chat it hat 
been highly ferviceablc to the induftri- 
ous poor, and therefore we repat the ^ 
earneft recommeiydation of its adt^tiim 
and extenfion throughout the kingdom ; 
and we further recommend, whcnfucb 
inftitutioDs are once eftablifbed, that 
they be continued, and not dropped 
with the occafion that produced them. 
The price of proviiions may fall, but 
high poor rates will contint^e, if the poor 
are not refcued from the neceliity of 
purchafing them at chandlers* ihops, 
and other places/on the mod difadvan* 
tagt'ous terms. 

Our limits will tiot admit of enlarge 
ing further upon thisfubjedt at prefent \ 
but propofing to extend our review of 
thefe valuable EfTays in the following 
months, we cannot leave a mor^ iote- 
retting fuhjcft of reflexion upon the 
minds of our readers than the follow- 
ing alTertion, with which our author 
opens his Second ElTay. 

•* No bodv of laws can^c fo framed 
as to proviiit efficaciouily for. the wants 
of the poor. The cnly adequate relief 
that can, be afforded them muft be de- 
rived from the voluntary afhftancc of 
the humane and benevolent." It merits 
the confideration of every houCekeeper, 
who is obliged to pay his portion ot rhe 
prefent exorbitant poor ratea, Whether 
thefe maxims are true ; aod every in- 
formation that oan be collected upoa 
the fubje£t iliouid be communicated to 
the public, in order thut the Legiila* 
"ture may be properly applied to here* 
after for fuch alterations in the prefent 
fyftem for maintaining the^ poor,* as 
may bttftfecure the voluntary aid to be 
fiiWlituted tor the poor rates, lately 
doubled in many parilhes, yet -ftill 
found > iafufficient to relieve all the 
poor, or to keep the ftreeis free from 
Common beggars.

''" perceive, that the publication' be- 
fore us is not the Trial of Mr. Haftings 
only, but the Hiftory of that Trial, in- 
cluding (in more than Boo pagci'of a very 
dofe prim) a vaft variety of particulars, 
ipterefting on many accounts to tlieCivi- 
liao, the otiicers civil and military of thfc 
Crown, the future Antiquarian and Hif- 
torian, anti indeed to ail men and all 
«ges (es is juftly obfervtrd in an admira- 
ble preface; '• to whom a good man, 
ftruggling with adverlity, can never be 
inobjrd of indifference*, a good man, 
after laTing his country by the brighteit 
efforts of genhjs as well as public vir- 
tue •, attacked by uiiprcccJeuted pcr- 
fecutions and hardihips. * 

*' Mr. Haltings is a man- of gentle- 
manners, and of an elegant mind. From 
his earlieft years he has been devoted 
to Audv and to ;he iervtce of his Coun- 
try. In private life he has uniformly 
difplayed uuivcrfd benevolence to aii 
around him, z$ well as moft exempbry 
moderation in the government of his 
own paiiions' — in the public ctiaradlcrs 
in which he was rucceliively employed, 
the nioft^ impartial jul^ice.

prefidcncy, the defeat of the Britifll 
army under Sir He6tor Munro, th« 
excifion of Colonel Daiilic's detachment) 
all thcfe circum (lances of impTovidenct^ 
difgrace, and ilifaller, ft ruck a temporary 
panic, and, for a time, unnerved th% 
heart, and unftrung the arm. He whd 
was the fir ft in mind as in ftation, to 
whom every ahxious and imploring eyt 
was now turned, did not dilappoint t^ 
fond hopes and expcOatiuns ot hiscoun* 
try men. From the centre of Caicutt* 
an energy was diffuled tnroughout the 
whole cf the Britilh fettltmentsi in 
Hindcftan. The Governor General 
di( played a dignity and elevation t^ 
mind that Teemed to'carry him wholly

•• Thus equipped, we fet out, not 
without ^eat pain and regret on my 
part ; pain at leating a moft beautiful 
young woman, whom 1 pitied and cf* 
teemed, lubje^ to the rcl'cmment of a 
hniband, at once jealous fn.m nature, 
pecriih from habit, and enraged from 
her open* and unequivocal demonftra- 
tioQs of hatred ; and regret at having 
been betrayed by Htuation into fuch a

•« I rouft add, that previous to my 
departure the Conful did every thing 
that it was poflible for him to do, con- 
ducive to my fafety and accommodation * 
on the road, which, as we were obli^d 
to goto thectty of Diarbe^er, a great 
length out of our way, he obftrved 
would be long, dreary, fatiguing, and

India by a route never travelled by anj

The route of thclc travellers from 
Aleppo was through Diarbekcr, Mo» 
ful, and Bagdad, and from thence to 
Baflbra, in the courfe of which the coun* 
try and manners of its inhabitants, to«» 
gcther with many curious and enters 
taining incidents, are very accurately 
defcribed. The condition of the female 
part of the fpccics in thei'e regions may 
be eafily conje£tarcd from the foilow«i 
ing faft I 

** One morning I was awakened be« 
fore day-break with a buftle in thn 
caravanlera where we lodged, I con« 
jcfturcd that the Tartar was preparing 
to get forward, and rofe in order to lote 
no time. I was fo far right in my con- 
je^ufck : the horfes were readyi and £ 
came out to mount, and was very much 
furprifedto perceive fcveral horfes before 
me loaded with fomething which ftood 
ere^ from their backs, and which I 
had barely light to difcern were noc 
men. I concluded that they were balea 
of merchandize packed in a particular 
form, and aiked no queftions till full 
day^iight difdofed to me that they 
Wert human creatures tied npia fack?^ 
and fadened aftride on iBb horfes* 
backs. There was a ftrange union of 
horror and oddity in the conception, 
that ftruck me at once with a mixed 
emotion of indignation, pity, and mirth. 
The former, however, got the better; 
and I afked my fervant with fom© 
warmth what it meant? He faid, that 
the facks contained fome young women 
whom the Tartar had bought.—" Good 
God !" faid I, •* is it pufliblc that he 
can have bought wretched females to 
treat them with fo little tenderncf^f" 
•* He has bought them,*' returned my 
fervant, •• in the way of trafiy, not for 
pleafure.'* 

On the eighteenth day frotn his de* 
parture from Aleppo, Mr. Campbell, ^ 
with his Tartar guide, and his owii 
fervant, who a6led as interpreter, ar- 
rived, at the famous city of Bagdad. 
** The AimcniHn,^' fays he. "with 
whom 1 redded, did every thing in hia 
pouer to render the place agreeable to., 
mc i and I fhall always retain a lively 
fenl'e of his j^oodncfs and hofpitality y 
he was not only generous and polite, 
but well inforn.td, and pleafing incon- 
verfation. 1 took cccalion to exprcfa 
to him the difappointment 1 felt at find- 
ing Bagdad fo very different fiom what 

I cx» 
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1 evp*^«d \ and told him that I had, 
when a youth, learned to 'think highly 
«f it» or rather rorotntiCally, from 
reading' £aj^e/a talea« Thit led to a 
conveHation on the Arabian Nights 
£ntertaiamentt, a copy of which lie 
ksd in the Arabtc* ajid produced it : 
)^e then /hewed ree, with great tri- 
HOiiphy a French trandation of thrnii, 
IHTintcd at Paris» which he had rcadi 
«ad declared that the trandation was 
BQthing at all in comparifon with the 
oriainaT, I believe he was well qiwli. 
ied tojtidge, for he was a ptrfe^i maf- 
ler of the French lanauttge^ t 

<' We talked of the Eaftera tale of 
the Qiafs Man, who» in a reverie, in* 
creafc$ his (lock till he getsfo rich as, 
ia iofiaginarion, to marry the Cadv\ 
daughter, 3^. &€. aod in kicking his 
wife* kicks all his glafles about, a«d 
defttoys the whole of his vifionary for* 
tune, i praifed the humour of it much 
•-** Sir,'*faidhe, ** there is nothing in it 
tiuc may not he experienced frequently 
in actual life : tbofe waking dreams 
«re the ufual concomitants of opium : 
a roan wh4> has accuAomed himielf to 
the pernicious practice of eating opiun^t 
h ConftiStW fuDJeift to them. 1 have« 
in the (oujOM ofmytime* found a thou- 
land of thofi^ dreamers holding forth in 
the ptenitude of imaginary power. I , 
iiav.e feco a common porter become 
Cadi, and order the badinrido. I have 
feeo a wretched taylor r^ifed by. the 
i£^6ls of opium to the o0ice of A^a of 
td)e Jani0arks, depofmg the Sultan, 
ind ordering the bow fl ring to all about 
||im« I h'rfve fecn fome indulging in 
the blandiHiments of love with Prin* 
ce0es, and others wallowing in the 
wealth of Golconda. But tlie n»oft 
extraordinary viliopary of this kind 1 * 
tvcr met with, was one who imagined 
himfelf traailated to Par;^dife, co* equal 
lo Mahomet, and fitting by the fide of* 
that prophet, arguing with him in dc-. 
fence oP the ufe of wine and opium : 
he argped molt ingeoiouily, li(lene<i in 
filence to ihe fuppofed arguments of 
his advcrf^ry, anf^vcredthem, replied, 
fcjoincd^ and ftill argued on — till, 
growing at Lift angry, he fwore ih?it he 
wasas good a Prophet as him, did not 
care a Bg for him, an<l failed him fool 
and faife Prophet, A Turk who was 
prefcnt, in the fullnefs of his x^al, laid 
a ftjck very heavily acrofs hii (houhlci-s, 
and put au end to the viiion ; and never 
iid I fee a wretch fo abjed, lb forlorn, 
tr ib miCerably defpgudir.g ; he put 



his forehead to the ground, whieh h» 
wet with his tearii crying, Mcrcy^ 
Mahomet ! mercy, hp!y Prophet l- 
mercy. Alia! — nor could he findrdief 
(fu6h i» the ruin of opium) till be got 
a frelh fupply of it in nis mouth, whSth 
^ngave him a temporary rcfpicefrom 
thg horrors of hi8,fitu:ttion." 

** Unquel^ionably Bagdad was once 
a great city, of fiouriOiing commerce ) 
but the Suitan Amurath the Fourth, 
when he made himfeif mafter of it{ 
put the richeil merchants fettled there 
to death ; and it has ewer fiiice grada* 
ally declined. About two days journey 
from it He the ruins of the once famous 
fi^y of Babylon. I was mudi di(poA:d 
to go to fee it, and thence drop down 
the Euphrates to BalTora : buc my Ar- 
menian hoft told me there was nothing 
in it to recompenfe a perfon for kau 
the trouble ; for, c^f th^t magnificent 
city> which was fiJtty miles in circum" 
ference, which was eucompaiTed with 
walls eighty-fcvcn feet in thicknefs, 
and three hundred and fifty in i^igfat* 
nothing was td be feen but the bare 
f.'>undationf! of fome great edifices. The 
Tower of Belus, and the Palace of Ne- 
buchadnezzar, lie with the reft in nn^ 
d ilin^uiilKd ruin. The grciittft cu* 
riofirics then were, in the frrft place* 
^the ruins of a building faid to be the 
Famed Tower of Babel, which appeared 
to have been htlf a league in compaf>s 
and I he remains of a vaft bridge o*er 
The £t4>hrates, wliere it i:. half a league 
broad/' 

From Biffora, where thcfe travellers 
arrived after a difegreeablc journey of 
ten days, Mr. Campbell took his p^if- 
fd^c in a d0e bMt going to Mu&att 
ex peeing to get from thence a fpeedf 
pafisge to Bombay ; but the boat fpring. 
ing a leak, they were obliged to mii 
into Buflicer, from wlicnce h« pro- 
ceeded in a frigate: belonging to the 
Raft India Company to Bombay, and 
frdm thence embark cd cn'board a Por- 
tugucze veiTel for Goa ; where meeting 
with a vtlltl bound for Madras, Mid 
Wing anxious to nach this place, th« 
(^jeft of his. idventurous journey, he 
feized, as he fondly hoped, this earl/ 
ri^>portunity of gratifying his wifliet: 
but an unufual fatality feems to hare 
attended him throughout the whole oi 
his journey, 

*• Itvvasnow,*' fays Mr. Campbell, 
** the eighteenth d^V of May when wo 
failed from Goa. ^ The hemifphere bad 
been fdrfgmc daySovcrcaft with clv.i:d< : 
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Ibmb li^t ikawtn o£ ram had falleh ; 
and yoQ may copdudc that it did not 
trad to raife my fpirits, or free me from 
my oflnioout apprehenfioDs, to hear that 
thofe circuroftancea* indicated an ^p' 
proaehing eale of wind. I obferved, 
moreorerytbat the veiTcl was much too 
deepinihe water^ being greatly over* 
loaded-^that ihe was to many refpe^s ' 
defe^ve, and, as the feamen fay, ill* 
founds and in ih3rt very unfit to cn« 
counter a gale of wind of any violence. 
I feornedy however^ to yield to thofe 
ontted impreiBonai and determined to 
proceed. 

'^ On the 19th the iky was obfcured 
by immenle fleeces of clouds, furcharg* 
ed with inflammable mattery and in 
the evemng the rain fell in torrenu, 
the firmament darkened apace, fudden 
night came on, and the horrors of ex- 
treme darknefa were rendered fliii more 
horrible by the peals of thunder which 
rent the air, and the frequent flaflies 
of lightning, which ferved only to ihew 

^ us the horror ofour fituation, anc) leave 
ns in increafed darknefs : mean- time 
tbe wind became more violent, blow- 
|mg on the (hore | and a heavy Tea, 
laifed by its force* united with it to 
haak'e oar flate more formidable* 

**Bf day-light on the monrning of 
the twentieth, tbe gale had increafed 

' -b a furious tempefi ; and the fea, keep- 
ing paqe with it, ran mountain, hi^h i 
and as it kept invariably to the fame 

• point, the Captain and Ofiicers became 
ierioufly alariQed, and almoft pervad- 
ed that the South-weft Monfoon had 
fet in, which, if it were fo, would 
tender it abfolutely impofEble for us to 
weather the coaft* AU that day, how- 
ever, we kept as clofe as the violence 
of the weather woi^ld allow us to the 
wind ; but the lea canted; her head fo 
to leeward, that ihe made more lee than 
bead- way ; and the rigging was fo 
ftrained with the work, that we had 
little hope of keeping off the Jhore» un- 
Uisthe wind changed, of which there 
vas not now the fmallcft probability. 
During the ntelit there was no inter- 
miffion^^he inow; many of the fails 
flew into ribbpns ; fomc of the rigging 
Was carried away ; and fuch exertions 
Dkere made, thaty -befMre morning, 
every flick that could poiEbly beflruclL 
tvas down upon the declL. 
; •* About letcn o'clock on the motn* 
ing of the tweniy-fiTft^ I was alarmed 
by an unufual noife upon the dcck« 
and, running up, perceived thj^t eta Y 



remaining fail b the vefTel, the fore- 
fail alone excepted, iVas totally carried 
away. The fight was horrible ; and 
the^ whole vefiel ptefented a fpet^acle 
iu dreadful to thfc feclingias mortifying 
to human pride, tcit had produced, 
not ohly all the hclpleflhefs of def^on* 
dency, but all the mifchietous fteaks ' 
of iufanity. In one |)lace flood the 
Captain, raving, flampmg, and tear- 
ing his hair in handfuls trom his head 
—here, fome of the crew were call 
upon their knees, clapping their hand9» 
and praying, with all the extravagante 
of horror painted in their faces — there, 
others were flogging their images with 
all their might, calling upon them to 
allay the ftorm. One of our paffengcra 
who was Purfer of an Engliflx £aft 
Indiaman, had got hold of a cafe-bottle 
of rum, s(nd, with an air of dlflraCtioa 
and deep defpair imprinud in his 
face^ was flalking about in his ihirt. 
I perceived him to be on the point of 
ferving it about, in large tumblers, to 
the few uodifmaved people; and well 
convinced, that, lofar from alleviating, , 
it would fliarpen the horrors of their 
mind, 1 went forward, and with much 
di£&culty prevented him. 

*'* Havipg accompli ihed this point, I 
applied my felf to the Captain, and en- 
deavoured to bring him back (if pofll* 
hie) to his reculle6UoQ, and to a fenfe 
of what he owed to his dutyasacqw 
mander, and to his dignity as a man : 
1 exhorted him to encourage the Tailors 
by his example $ and ftrove to raife his 
fpirits, by faying that the florm did nut 
appear to me by any means fo terrible 
as fome 1 had before experienced. 

** While I was thus employed, «rc 
fliipped a fea on. the fl^arboard fide, 
which I really thought would have 
fent us down. The velfel feemed to 
fink beneath its weight, Ihivered, and 
remained motion Icfs^-it was a moment 
of critical fufpenfe : fancy made me 
think I felt her gradually defcending— - 
I gave myfelf up as gone, and fum- 
moned all my fortitude 10 bear ap- 
proaching death with becoming man- 

** J ufl at this crifis, the water, which 
ruibcd ivi(h incredible furce through aU 
ports of the veffei, brought out flimting, 
and nearly f^ffocated, another £ng!iiii 
paffeoger, ^ho was endeavouring to 
take a little repofe in a fmaU cabia 
boarded off from the deck : he was a 
very ftouc young man, and full of 
trve fpirit. finding tl^t the A't^H'cl 
a U vas 
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wa« not, as I had thoughty going im« 
mediately down, he joined mc in ex- 
horting the Captain to hts duty : we 
perfuacied him to throw the gun« over- 
hoard, as. well as a number of trunks 
and p;«ck ages with which the-veffel was 
wuch encumbered; and, with fome 
little cxcrticn, we got the pumps fet t- 
going. 

** Tbe name of the Enjflifli pafTenger 
* was Hali. He was a young: man of 
a moft amiftblcdifpofition, and with it 
poireflTcd all that manly fpirit that gives 
pretence of mind in exigencies of d^in- 
ger. He and 1 having, with j;reat rfif. 
hculty, got fome hands to Hick to the 
pumps, ftood at the wheel, at once to 
aflift the men, and prevent them from 
quitting it ( and, although hopelefs, 
determined that no etfbrt pra^xable 
on our parts (hould be wanting to the 
prefervdtion of the veffel. The water> 
however, s;ained upon the pumps,^not- 
. Avithftanding every effort ; and ir evi- 
*^cntly appeared that we could not keep 
her long abo^ e water. 

•» At ten o'clock the wind feemed to 
incrcafe, and amounted to a downright 
hurricane : the Iky was fo entirely ob- 
fcurcd with black clouds, and the rain 
fell fo thick, that objc£^s were not dif- 
ccrnibic from the wheel to the (bip*8 
head. Soon the pumps were choaked, 
and could no longer be worked : then 
difmay fcizcd on ail— nothing but un- 
utterable defpatr, filent anguifii, and 
horror, wrought up to frenzy, was to 
be feen ; not a fingle foul was capable 
of an -effort to be ufeful — all feemed 
more detirous'to cxtinguifh their cala-> 
mities by embracing death, than wil- 
ling, by a painful exertion, to avoid it. 
•* At about eleven o'clock we could 
pliinly dfftinguifli a dreadful roaring 
noifc, refcmhling that of waves rolling 
auaind rocks; but thedarknefs of the 
dav, and the accompanying rains, pre* 
vented ns from feeinjg any diftance | 
and if they were rocks, we might be 
a6Vually diflied to pieces on them be* 
■fwrc we could pcKeiw them* At 
t\rtlve o'clock, htwtvei', the weather 
cleared up a little, and both the wind 
and the fea feemed to Itave'tibatedi; the 
Vcrv cxpanficn of the profpeit ronnd 
the' fliip was tn[ hilar ating^ and as-tho 
weather grew Wetter, and the fea lefs 
luiious, the feiifes of the people re- 
turned, and the general ftupefa^o» 
5egran to-dccreafe.

Urge rocks without Me of tis « fe tlm 
it appeared we mufk ha^e paffed quite 
ckjfe to them, and were now fairly 
hemmed in berween them and the land. 

** In this very critical jan^ure,,the 
Captain, entirely contrary to my opi- 
nion, adopted the dangtrous fefolonon 
of letting go an anchor, to bring h«*r 
up with her head to the fea : But, the* 
no feaman, my common fenfe told me 
that (he could never ride it out, bur 
muft directly go down. The crcnt 
nearly juftificd my judgment j for flic 
had fcarcely been at anchor before an 
enormous fea rolling over her, overw 
whelmed and filled her with waiert 
and every oneon'board concluded that 
flie was certainly finking— On the in- 
fianf, a Lafcar, with a prefeiKc of 
mind worthy an old Englifli marrner, 
took an axe,' ran forward, and cot the 
cable. 

" On finding herfelf free, the vefW 
again floated, and made an effort to 
rieht herfelf; but fhe was almoft com- 

f>^reiy water- logged, and heeled to 
arboard fo much that the gunnel lay 
-under water. We then endeavoured 
to (leer as fa ft as we could for the land, 
which we knew could not be at any 
great diftance, though wcwcre unaMe 
to difccver i^ through the hazy wea- 
ther : the fore fail was loofcncd ; by 
great efforts in rolling fhe righted a 
little, her gunnel v>as got above water, 
and we fcudded as \vell as we coukt 
before the wind, which ft ill blew hard 
on fliore ; and at about two o'clock the 
land appeared at a fmall diftance a* 
head. 

" The love of life countervails alt 
other confideranons in the mind of 
man. The uncertainty we were under 
with regard to the ftore before us, which 
we had reafon to beKeve was part of Hf* 
der A Ill's dominions, where we ihould 
meet with the rtioft rigorous tivatment, 
if not ultimate death, was forgotten in 
the joyful hope of farvine life ; and wc 
feuded towards the more in all th« 
exulting tranl^Jorts of people juft (batch- 
ed fromthejaws of death. 

** This gleam of happinels continued 
not long t a tremendous fea rolling 
after irs, broke over our ftern, tore 
every thingbeforc it/ftove in the fteer- 
age, carried away the rudder, ihiver^ 
the wheel to ^^c%$, and tore up the 
re^y Ting- holts of the deiik— conreyed 
the men who*- ftood at the wheel tor- 
vi^rdv and (Wept them overboard. I 
^as ftandihg tt the time near the wheel, 
-. -' ' nd 
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aad^bvconatelf had hoki^of tbc tiffarcTy. 
wkicb embkd mn to refift in part the 
^lif ht of the wave. 1 ^as, however, 
fvept off my feet* and dabbed againft 
the oiaio-maiL The. jerk from the 
taffiireJ, which I held very tenacioufly, 
f^emed ai if it wovld have diflocated 
my eimt : however, it broke tlie im- 
Mxtiaof raymotioD» and in all probabi'* 
my, iaved roe from being daibed to 
pieces againft the maft« 

** I floundered about in the water at 

the foot of the n^aft, till at length I got 

I CD fny feet, and fdzed a rope, which 

^ 1 held in aftate of great erobarraflfment, 

dubious what I fliould do to extricate 

I myfelf. At this inftant I perceived 

' ttit Mr. Hall had got upon the cap- 

ftera, and %vas waving his hand to me 

to follow his example : this I wiihed to 

do, though it was an encerprize of 

foffle rifk and difficulty ; for, if 1 loft 

the hold I had« a iuigle motion of the 

tefliei, or a full wave» would certainl/ 

I carry me overboard, I made a bold 

ipuih, however* and fortunately ac- 

cooplilhed it. Having attained this 

I fiacioa, I could the better furvey the 

wreck* and faw that the water was 

ocifiy breaft high on the quaner-deck 

(for the veflel was deep-waifted) ; and 

I perceived the unfortunate Englifh 

Puc&r ftapdiDg where the water was 

mot fliailow, as if watchieg with pa-» 

tientezpe£tatioii its rifingt and awaiting 

i death : X called to htm to com« to us* 

*^Jie ihook his head in d^fpair, and 

I iiid* in a lamentable note* *< it is all 

' ovrr with \» I God have mercy upon 

OS !**«.then fc«cd hiadclf with feem- 

iag eompofure oa a chair which hap- 

peoed to be rolling about in the lyreck 

of tkt deck* and in f few minuus af* 

terwar<b was waiied into the fea along 

with it, where he was fpeedily releafed 

from a ftate ten thouuR timet worfe 

than deatk* 

** During thia univerfal wreck of 
things, the horror I was in could not 
present' ne from ok^rving a very cu- 
rioQa.circiHnftanct* which at any other 
time would have excited laughter* 
tbougHk now.it produced no other em'>* 
tioiv tten fiBrpnfe :— We happened to 
be in part iadea with mangncs, of which 
the ifland of Ooa is known to produce 
the fiftcftinthe worlds fomeof them 
lay in ba(keta on the poop : a little 
black boy, in the moment of greatcft 
danger, bad got feated by them* de- 
Touting them voracjoufly* and crying 
a 1 the time moft bitterly at the horron 
of his (kuation I 



<< The veflel now got coiiipletely. 
water-logred ; and Mr. Hall and f 
were employed inr fenmng conjectural 
calculations how many ipinutes (ke 
could keep above w.atf r, and confoliog 
one another on the unfortunate cir^ 
cumftaoces under which we met— la- 
menting that fate bad thus brought us 
acquainted only to mak^ us witneflVs 
of each other's mifery, anil then to fee 
one another no more. 

" As the larboard fide of the veffeL 
was gradually going down, the. deck, 
and of courfe the capftern* became too 
nearly perpendicular for us to continue 
on it : we therefore forciaw the necef. 
(ity of quitting Jr, and £ot upon tlio 
flarbnard fide, holding faftliy the guo<« 
nel, and allowing our bodies and lega 
to yield to the fea as it broke over ui« 
Thus we continued tor fome time : ax 
length the feverity of, the labour fo en^- 
tireiy exhaufted our ftrength and fpi. . 
rits* that our be$ hope Teemed to be a 
fpeedy conclusion to our painful death { 
and we began to hnve fcrtous intentions 
of letting go our hold* and yielding up 
ourfclves up at once to the fury of tho 
waves. 

** The veiTel* which, all this tima 
drifted with the fea and wind* gradu * 
ally approximated the ibore* and at 
length ftruck the ground, which for 
an inftant revived our almoft departed 
hopes f hut weibon ff^uad that it dic| 
not in the fmalleft degree better our 
iituation—> Again I began to yield to 
utter defpair— -again 1 thought of let* 
tin^ go my hold, and finking at once : 
It IS impoiiiblf, thought J* ever to ef* 
cape—- why then prolong, for a few 
•mmutes, a painful exigence that mui 
at \z(k be given Ujp } Yet* yet, the all^* 
fubduin^ ^ove ot life fuggefted* that 
many thui^ apparently impoflibie had 
cme to paft ; and I faid to myfelf, li 
life it to be loft, why not iofe it in a 
glorious ftruggle } SAiould I furvive it 
by accident* liTe w«ll4e, rendered doublf 
fweet to me* and i ftill more worthy 
of ifrbv perfevering fortitude. 

** While I was employed in thia 
train of' reflection, I perceived fdme of 
the people colleding together, talking* 
and holding a coniultation— >It imme- 
diately occurred to me, that they were 
devifing fome plan for efcaping from 
the wreck* and getting on ihore : and* 
lb natural is it for onan to cline to bis 
fellow-creature for fupport in difficult 
or dangerous exigenciea* J propofed 
to Mr. Hall to join them, and take a 
ihare in the execution of the plan— ob* 

U tt a fcFvioi; 
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fervinr to him ft th^ Taim^ time, that 
I was determined at all events to quit 
the vetfel, and truft to the protcaion 
and guidaijce of a fuperinieiiding Pro- 
Tideoce for* the reft. ^ . . r 

" As prodigaUtj of life is m feme 
cafes, the excefs of virtue and courage, 
fo there are others in which it is vice, 
meannefs and coirardipc. True cou- 
rage is, according to the circumftanccs 
under which it is io operate, as rigidly 
tenacious and vigilant of life ip one calc, 
as it i* indifferent and regardlcfs m 
another j and I think it U a very ftranga 
cotttradiftion in the human heart (al- 
though it often happens), that a man 
^wholias the mod unbounded courage, 
in fecking ieath even in the cannon t 
mouth. Uiall yet want the ncceffary 
refolution to make exertions to fave 
his life ill cafes of ordinary danger. 
The unfortunate EngUfl^ Purfer could 
not collea courage fufficient to mak(^ an 
effort to iave himfelf ; and yet I thiajc 
k probable tliat he would have faced a 
battery of artillery, or expofed himlelf 
to a piftoUlhot, if occafion required, as 
foon as any other man. Thus it m>- 
' pears at firftvicwi but may not this 
, fccming incongruity be explained by 
faying, that perfonal courage and for- 
titude are different qualities of the 
mind and body, and depend upon the 
cxercifc of entirely different funaions^ 
. " Be that as it may, I arjned wwh 
myfelf, in the height" of my wlamitous 
' fixation, upon the fub)eft of fortitude 
and dejcaioB, courage and cowardice ; 
and,notwiihftanding the fcrious afpett 
of affjiirs, found myfelf lifte^ing to the 
fuggettions of pride ; What a paltry 
thing to yield, while ftreogih is left to 
ftruggle ! Vanity herfelf had her hint, 
and whifpere4, "Should I efcape by 
an effort of my own, what a glonoua 
theme of exulticion V Therf were, I 
coateTs, tranfitory images in mymind, 
vbich, co-operating with the teatnral 
ittachJnent to fe|f-preferyation, made 
me pcrfevcre, atid refdlve to do lb, 
while one >effige of hopc^ was left fb^l 
the mind to dwell 06. 

•« Obferving, as I told you before, 
' the people coirfulting together, and re- 
volving to join them, I made an effort 
toiret to the lee flirouds, where they 
were ftanding, or rather clinging 1 but 
before I couW af compUOi it, I loft my 
hold, fell down the hatchway (the gra- 
tings hiviiig been carried away with 
the long-bcat), and was for fome mi- 
nutes entangled there amon^ft a heap 



of packages,* which the violent toe^ 
t nations of the water had colle^d on 
the lee fide. As the wffel moved with 
the fea, and the water flowed in, the 
packages and I were rolled tocfther— 
lometimes one, fometimes another, up- 
permoft j fo that I began to* be appre- 
hepfive I ihould not b<aWe to extricate 
myfelf I by the meereft accident, how* 
ever, 1 grafjped fomethingthat lay in 
my way, made a vigorous fpring, and 
gained the lee (hrouds, Mr. Hall, who 
folbwed roc, in feiziog the Ihrouds, 
came thump again ft me with fuch vio- 
Icnce that I could fcarcely retain my . 
hold of the rigging, Compelled by the ' 
perilous fituation in whicii 1 ftood, I 
called out to him for GpD's (ake 10 
itecp off, for that I was rendered qunc 
breathlefs and worn out : he generoufly 
endeavoufcd to make way for me, and, 
in doing fo, i;nfortunattiy loft his hold, 
and went down under the (hipTs fide, 
Never, never, (ball I forget my fenfi' 
tions at this melancholy incident--i 
would have given milhon; of world* 
that I could have recalled the words

life, co^npared with wiiifh «he wet 
circlimftancei of the fhjpwreck feemed 
leffcoed-for I had inlfenfibly acquired 
an unufual efteem and i*arni attich^ 
men't for hiifi. Und ^ doiibtfnl whe- 
ther, after bf ipg* even the Innocent ^ 
occafion of his MHnr, t oug^ittowkc 
further pains to prefcrve piydivnWc. 
All thof* feifatiom were pafliBg witn 
the rapidity of lighminfethroiiShimy 
thoughts, *hen, ai inuth to ^f^ 
^i(hmen( as to niy joy, I fa\v hwi bocnc 
by a returning wave, and ihrowid among 
the very pitka^t from whiclil had t« 
luft befo^, with fubh labobr and difc- 
culty, extricsted myfclf^-U the cd4 
he proved equally fortunate, but after 
k muah longer and harder ftrugglsi ana 
afiet fuftaining ranch more ii^JT- . 

•• I once mor^ changed my K«^» 
and made my way to the poop* where 
I found mylelf rather more ftc»f**!T 
leameftly witiid Mr. Hall tob^^i* 
me, whatever mi^^ be my ulama J 
faU— and beckoned to him tocometo 
me ; but he only anfwered by ^t 
his head, in afeeWe, ^eQK«dmgin««- 
ner— flaring at the (amtf time wiW7 
about him : even his fpirit was luw»- 
ed; a^d defpair, I perctnred, »»« 
begun iotakepoffc«oa of hismmd. 
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^* Being a little more at eafe m mt 
new fttdoD than I had been before, I 
had more dme to deliberate! and more 
power to judge. I recollected, that, 
accordisg %o the courfe of time, the 
daf was fiar gone, and the night 
quick Ij approaching t I rcfleded»tnat 
for an/ enterprise whatfoever, day was 
aucb preferabte to night ; and above 
all I confidered, that the veflel could

I was doomed to amrayated hardihips ; 
) had (car^ely toutned the log y^^en a 
great ijpa fhatcUed it ffom vny hold : 
iUll as It came near me» I gralped at it 
IneffV^nallyy till at laft it was cum* 
pletely parried away, but not before it 
ha4 cot and battered and bruifed me in 
fevccal placef, and in a manner that at 
iiny other tiq»e I '(^uld have thought 
dreadful. 

M Peath Teemed ineyiublp j and all 
that occurred to me now to do was to 
federate it, and ^et out of its pangs 
as fyctd'dy as poflible ; for, though I 
knew how to Twim, the tremendous 
furf rendered (wimmiog uieleTs> and 
^U hope from it would have been ridi- 
culous. I therefore began to fwallow 
as m\i^\^ ivatcr as pofHole; yet, fiill 
fifing by |be buoyant principle of the 
waves to the furfacc^ my former 



thoughts began to recur ; and whether 
it was that, or natural inftin£t, which 
furvived the temporary impreflions of 
defpair, I know not — but I endeavour- 
ed to fwim, which 1 had not done long 
when I again difcovcred the log of 
wood I had loft floating near roe, and 
with fpme difficulty caught it ; hafdly 
had it been an inftant m my hands, 
when, by the Tame unlucky means, £ 
loft it again. I had often heard it Tald 
in Scotland, that if a man will throw^ 
himlclf ftat on his back in the water, 
lie auire ftraieht and ftiflT, and fuffer 
him U If to fink till the water gets intoi 
his ears, he will continueto float (b.for

MR. MURPHY, on hi» arrival at 
Liiboii, reviews this cciebraced 
citj, and defcribes the manners, caf* 
toms, laws, and government of the 
Portuguefe ; but its ilatues and public 
edifices are the objects of his paiticuUr 
obfervation. About twenty miles weft 
of Liibon, in a mountainous country, 
ftands the Rock op Ciktra, WtlU 
known to all navigators from its being 
fituated at the wcftern extremity of 
]$urope. On the apex of this r6ck ap« 
pears amooaftcry of the order of Saint 
Jeronimo, overlooking the villjgc,which 
is (ituated on the wcdern fide, at its 
foot. " About thirty years ago a 
foreign gentleman difcovercd a mine of 
loadftone in this mountain. 'What fug* 
gcfte4 the idea of it, were the herbs 
tnat grew immediately over it, which 
vrere of a pale colour, and more feeble 
than the adjacent plants of the fame 
fpecies. Having dug about fix feet 
dieep, he found a fine vein ; but as the 
mountain is a roafs of disjointed rock« 
and clay, he could not proceed farther 
without propping as he excavated. 
Government, therefore, apprehending 
the produce would not defray the ex- 
pence, ordered it to be (hut up." 

•• The village of C intra, and the dif- 
ferent vilUs at the foot of the mountain, 
»re fupplied with water from its fum-* 
init, by means of little conduits formed 
along its fides. How this water is col- 
le^^ed on the mounuin, has given rife 
to various conjectures} fome imagine it 
to proceed from the diftillations of the 
i^loikls, which, as we obferved before, 
envelope it merning and evenings but 
it \* evident that an hour of meridian 
fan, in furomer, will exhale more vi^- 
pours in this country, than is i(nt>ii>ed 
fiy the highel^ motintain in the courfe o£ 
a night. Others conjcfture that the 
latent moifture is drawn upwards by 
fome magnetic properties of the roouo- 
tiin, in the nature of a fiphon ; but, 
ftri^ly fpeakiog, there is no ^yater to 
be found here on the very fummit. 
The convent, which is feated on the 
mountain, is fupplied by a well, which 
I compute to be fixty or fcvcnty feet 
deep I now this it the higheft wate^ tQ 



be found in this mquntain \ and the 
iame depth below the fuifa^e of the 
earth is fufficient, generally, to afcer* 
txfk water in plains; of. courfe, the 
ffLf^lH^caul'e by which water is impelled 
to cifcend in the latter, will applf (• 
the fpnner* We may alfo add^ihat io 
mountitins the interfpaces of the. rocks 
may be conftdered as Co ni^any tubes 
« through which water ^fccnds, a^ in. the 
fhafts of wells, owing to its volaciie and 
porous nature } Ifor it is computed to 
have forty timbs ipore fpace in Jt thag 
matter: we dnd a fimilar efFc^ pro- 
ducod by a cloth partly immerfed, and 
partly hanging 4>v<r tue iide of a veffel 
with water, which it drawa out a» €0W* 
tualJy as a fiphon."

T ORD LAUDERDALE faid^ he 
•*^ rofc on behalf of a Noble Friend 
(Marquis of Lanfdownc}, who had 
named this day as a time whM he 
would fubmit. a motion to their Lord- 
Aips* confidcration. The papers ne* 
ceflary for that purpoTe were not yet 
Jaid upon their Lordfliips' tabl«, and 
when they were, it would be nccclT-iry 
that their Lordibips (hould have a fuffi. 
pent time to perale and examine them» 
Cne part rf hit noble f ricnd's motion he 
bejged leaye to amend, by fubmltting 
another \n its room* that an account of 
the Exports and Imports to the Colo- 
nies, for the years 1792, 93, 94* 95» l^c 
Jaid before the Houfc, diftinguilhing 
each year and the particular Colony. 
The motion was accordingly put and 
agreed tx), 

THURSDAY, APRIL 14. 

Lord Grcnvillc having moved the fe- 
pondreiidJDg of the Perfonal Legacy Tax 
Bill, withoyt prefacing jhe motion with 
any obfcrvations, 

Lord Lauderdale with great warmth 
remarked, that the Minifter infulted 
the Houfe by not attempting to enter 
into anv explanations of a Bill which 
involved fuch fcriuus confcquenccs. 
By fuch Bills as ihcfs, the whole landed 
prqpcrty would be fwcpt into the cofr. 
fcrsof (Sovernmtat in a certain fpace 
of time J for he underftood this Bill was 
t9 be followed by a Ikuilar onp affe^ii^g 
the fucceflion to landed property. Had 
fuch a tax fub/i (led during the laft cen- 
tury, not ooc of their Lordibips would 
have now poiTcifed property enough to 
fupport their rank and their charader. 
Even .the moft afHucnt and the moft 
noble would have been reduced to indi- 
gence. The Duke of Norfolk's fortune, 
in the courfe of a century, would have 
been mortgaged to the extent of 
6oo,oooL to pay the revenue to Govern- 
nient, to which this tax would have 
expofcd the family. It was a fpecics 
of Agrarian Law, melting down every 
little piece of property to f>y ell the enor- 
mous mafs of ihepubfic revenue. There 
might be fome degree of policy in fuch

exlded to oppofe t^e encroachments of 

rower, or the meafores of Govcrom^nt* 
n the way of influence it was complete 
and deciiive. Jropoveriflied and de- 
^adcd, the Members of .this Houfe 
would be the convenient coolsy the fcf«- 
vilo followers of a Miniftcr. They 
would have neither independence to 
withftand, nor influence to check hi« 
dcfigns. Nothing would be left tp 
make head againft the influence which 
was already too powerful. His Lord- 
Ihip concluded by obfcrving, that the 
prcfcu Bill ruinoully taxed every fp>- 
cicsof property but that of the Church; 
that its u:ndency was to make Ex* 
cife Officers acquainted whh, and in* 
tcrfcre in the property of the indi- 
viduals of this nattbn ; and that it would 
in the end be foi|nd to have the moft 
ferioas effc6t' upon our commcrciftl 
trdnfa(5lions. 

Lord Grenville faidf he muft be ex* 
cufed riling at all times to fpeak when 
the Noble Earl declared himlelf inclined 
to hear. He then defended the Bill* 
A tax upon fuccelOon had already been 
recognized by two A€t% of the Legifla* 
ture ; and he verily btlieyed the prefent 
Pill was better calculated to meet the 
exigencies of the Sute, than any oth^ 
rooJe of taxation. 

The Earl of Lauderdj^le replied^ and 
was called to order. 

The Bifljop of Rochefter (Dr. Hor*^ 
ilcy ) faid, he was not Curpdfe^ that the 
Noble Earl fliould make an attack ixpqn 
the Church : it was confident with hit 
principles and pra£lice of d^b^te ( all 
fchemes of innovation began with the 
^eftrudtion- of religious eflab}iain)ents, 
and therefore ii fuited the Noble Earltt 
mode of argument, ai^d thus he blamed 
Minifters for not beginning with the 
Church. The alliance between Church 
and Statc^ he faid, did not depend upofi 
the iramuiMties of the Church being 
granted to the exigencies of the State ^ 
taxation. The Church had upon ftii;<r 
mer occ^fions taxed themfelyes, and, at 
the prefent, theie wa« no tax that they 
did not bear their part of. 3y ^he pre- 
fent Sill, Churchmen were equaUy habZe 
wit^ pthers, when they fucceede4 col,« 
laterally to pcriopal prc^cvy.9 fM^4 ^he 
X X only 
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cn\j Cfaurehmvii who were exempt 
from taxes were a few who, from local 
eircumftances, were extra-parochial.- 

Lord Lauderdale faid, he had not 
begun any attack upon the Church : 
and that he defired equalization of pro- 
perty and of rank; iind to. ovenurn the 
Church eftabli(hment» he would deny, 
and defpifed thofe who could make 
the iniinuation. However lofty in hia 
tone«» harfli in hit expreQlont, or pre- 
{bmptuoui in hta manner, the noble 
Prelate might be, he waiperfedlly con- 
fcious that what he fn'd in that way 
Would go but ' for very little with the 
public at large. 

Some funber altercation took place 
between Lords Grenville and Lauder, 
dale, and the Bill \yu read a fecond 
thne without a divifioia. 

TUESDAY, APRTI. I9. 

The Uoufe went into a Committee 
on the Collateral Lvgacy Bill. 

Lord Lauderdale fa id, the principle 
of this Bill, in his idea, was fo repug- 
nant to the fpirit oC the Conliitution, 
and hcthad fuch avcriionto its princi- 
ple, that he ihould not attempt to do 
«ny thi^Dg with it irt the detail, bdt gave 
notice, that he (hould oppofe it again 
on the third reading. 

The Houfe then went through the 
Bill, which was ordered to be read a 
third time on Thurfday, and the Houfe 
to be fummoned. 

The Marauis of Lanfdowne com- 
pbined that the Papers which he moved 



for before the recefs, were not yet upon 
the tabte. This neceflarity caut'ed a 
delay of the great and important motion 
which he inren(/ed to bring before their 
Lordiliips^ 

Lcrd. Grenville afTured the Noble 
Lord he «vas equally unwilling to delay 
the motion as the Noble Lord, and the 
caufe of delay did not red with him. 
The 0(Bccs which were to furnifli the 
Papers were aot thofe under his direc* 
tion ; but he would endeavour to acce- 
lerate them, for he was anxious that 
the Noble Marc^uis's motion ihould not 
be delayed. 

THURSDAY, APRIL II. 

On the third reading of the Legacy 
Bill, Loird LauderdkTe renewed the 
ohjed'^iuns which he made upon a for- 
nur occafion, urgine:, that if carried 
into effc^ it would ab?brb all the Capi*> 
talsof the country, and injure its'com* 
mcrce mod cflTentiafly by taking away 
thofe fund}*, which, by their reproduc- 
tion, conlhcuted the wealth and prof, 
perity of the nation. 

Tnc Biihop of Rochefter defended 
the Bill, and maintained that fo, for 
from aufCvering the calculations of Lord 
L?uderd3lc, in abforbing by degrees 
the entire wealth of the country, it 
would require a 10 years, paying the 
tax of 61, per cent, eleven times, to 
confiime a capital uf lool. 

The bill was then read a third tim

Members, a^id Mr. Sheridan, oppofcd 
the motion. 1 he Bill, they argued, 
would infringe the privileges of the 
City; was io occafion an hnroenfc <x- 
pence of mon^y, upon which indivi- 
^uals werf to'^ocket an in creit of ten 

Eer cent, it would pull down 1700 
oufesv ai)d fend forth ip,ocq people 



into the open air to feek habitations! 
and the plan would not be completed 
for liven ycari ; whereas the Corpora- 
tion of ti.e City had a plan to pro^fc, 
by purchasing fome houfes, apd the 
right of mooring chains on the river, aad 
widening Thames- ftreet, which would 
anfwer all the purpofes required, and 
be finifhed in lefs than three years. 
They therefore moved an amendment, 
t» put oft' the reading of the Bill for four 
months. 

Mr. Pht thought the nccelfity of 
better accommodating the fhippii^ of 
London was fo great, that the /r/Ma/U 
of fuch a Bill fiould not be deferted. 
On this ground, therefore, he would 
give a decided negative to the amend- 
ment fur paftponing the fecond read^Ag 
for four months^ but he thougt^t it 
m • would 
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WAald b« rca(bnable> on all fides, to 
defer ihe Yecoiid reading till after the 
£aftcr Holidays i and, in the mean 
time« that a Sele^ Committee ihoHld be 
appointed to (it up ftairs, to enquire 
into the circumftances of the grievance 
complaioed of t>y the trade, and to exa- 
mine the comparative merits of the 
plan to be propofed by the City of Lon- 
don with that which had already been 
brought furward by the merchants. 

This was at length aiTented to, and 
the reconiideracion of the fubjett was 
ordered for the nth of ApriL 

THURSDAY, MARCH I7. 

' Mr. Curwen brought up the new 
I Game Bill, which was read a firft time. 
Mr. Pitt faid, he did not rife to op* 
pofe the Bill, but merely to (late that 
the fecond reading ought to be put oiFtill 
after the holidays ; and that in the 
n^an time h be printed, being a Bill of 
fuch importance that it was necelTary 
that men's minds (houldbe properly in- 
formed thereon. The fecond reading 

^ ivas therefore fixed for the zsd of April. 

FRIDAY, MARCH x8. 

Mr. Ryder brought up a report from 
the Corn Committee^ recoqimending 
the fcveral modes by which corn ought 
to be meafurcdy and the Houfe ad- 
journed. 

MOKDAY, MARCIf ZX. 

General Macleod rofe to bring for- 
ward his promifed motion refpcfting 
the hundred Blood-hounds and thirty 
\ Chaffeurs imported into Jamaica from 
Cuba, for the purpofe of hunting down 
and extirpating the Maroons, fie read 
an cxtradt from a letter to prove that 
complete fuccefs was cx|ie6ted from the 
tBterprize, lind from a book to explain 
that thefe do^ are trained up for the 
purpofe by being fed on human fleih. 
The Maroons he reprcfentcd ta freemen^ 
with whom the Government of Jamai- 
ca had entered into treaties ; add thought 
the Houfe called on to intlitute an en- 
quiry to prcferve the' country from the 
infamy of introducing a favage fpecies 
of warfare, which, if retaliated m the 
Well India idands on us, would occa- 
fion a fcene too horrible to think on. 
He coocludcd by moving an Addrcfs 
10 his Majefty for all nccelTary infor- 
reatiun received from Jamaica on the 
faWcd of the Marooii war, 

Mr. Dundai faid, that as fooo as Mi- 
nifters heard of the importation of the 
Blood. hounds, a letter was Tent to 
dired that no improper ufc be made of 
them \ and he believed thry were only 



intended to find out the hiding-placet 
of the Maroons, and to detain them, s^ 
they were employed at prefent by th« 
Spaniards againft the Negroes, Th* 
Maroons, according to his information , 
did not exceed 3 or '490 men, inhabU 
tanis of the mountains, and, pofleifing 
the faftncfics and defiles, poufed in th« 
dight time on the inhabitants of the 
plains, the militia and regulars, carry- 
ing wherever they went (kvafiation and 
murder, and retreating in the day to 
their impenetrable rcce(res. 

Mr. Sheridan thought there was am« 
biguity in the v/ovd improper in the in* 
ftru^ions fent by Mlnifters to prevent 
the ufe of the olood- hounds, cny u/h 
made of thefe. ferocious animals being 
improper. The Maroons were not 
our fubjeds, but an independent race 
living in amity with the Britilh Govern- 
ment j and by a treaty with Lord Trc- 
lawny in 1738, if a Maroon was guilty 
of an offence, he was to be punilhed by 
his own people. The offence that oc- 
cafioned the prefent war was the ieno- 
minious punilhment of a Maroon, by a 
public whipping, for dealing a pig, and 
the refufal of the Government to repair 
this infra£tion of tlic treaty. This waa 
by no means a cafe that required the 
total extermination of a race of men^ 
who at leaii (hewed their courage in 
waging fuch unequal war aeainS the 
whole ifland of Jamaica, yet who fliewed 
the eifedt that in one part of the world 
was produced by the refiffance of a 
minority, 

Mr. Dent mentioned an inftanct 
where ihe Maroons fui^rounded a tettt 
in which were fixteen gentlemen, 
whom they (hot one by one : but as a 
fort of compromife, he faid, that he 
would on a future day propofe a triple' 
tax on ail fuch dogs. 

General Macleod faid, he had fo hi 
fucceededin his obje£t, as to have ita^ 
mitted that if blood -hounds were intro- 
duced in the ifland of Jamaica, his Ma- 
jefty's Minifhrs would not fan^ion their 
ufe ; but if they perfifted, he declared, 
that he would ff ick by them as clofe aa 
thcfe blood-hounds ftuck by their prey. 
The General concluded by withdrawiRg 
his motion. 

TUKSDAYf MARCH aa. 

Mr. Lechmere faid, conliderablv^ 
quantities of Corn, he was pcrfuaded^^ 
were ftili illicitly* exported from thia 
country, ind made a motion on thefub- 

jea. 

Mr. Long had do objection to the 
Xx a motion; 
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motion ; but dented that there no\v was 
ajiy illicit exportation. 

Mr. AUcroian Ncwnham, lilr. Eox, 
nnd Mr. W. Smith, oppofed a new 
Legacy Bill, as creating a fpccies of 
Jlcret and inc^uifitorial power into pri- 
vate property, rendering every de- 
ceafcd 8 affairs the fubjeft of convcrfa- 
tion for Coffee-houfc loungers, and 
vexatious invefligation of impertinent 
collectors of revenue; as bearing ex- 
ceeding hard upon fome dcfcriptioo of 
lcgate£$ (particularly ;r^2/2rra/ children); 
as iojurious to commercial people, as a 
iitieious man from private fiqu^ mi^ht 
flifclofe the affairs of any houfe with 
which a teftator was concerned ; and 
hs rejiderine tKe trud of executorlhip 
an office of tne greatcft troiible and rifle. 
Mr. Pitt, and the Attorney and Soli^ 
citor Genera], in fpecches of coniider- 
able length, anfwered ihefc otjc6lions, 
and'denied their validity, and on a di- 
vifion ;hcrc appeared,, for the Bill 46— 
sgalpft it 16. The report of the Bill' 
was then received. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 14. 

^ Mr. Wilberforce gave notice, that he 
fliQuld after the recefs bringforward a 
motion relative to the Slave Trade. 

Lord Gower Sutherland having 
'moved the third reading of the Caldon 
Canal Biil^ it was fupported by Mr* 
jKydcr. 

[ Lord Arden oppofed it, as intreneh- 
ingupon private property. He faid the 
'^coilienci oTMr. Holliday, at Diihorn, 
. would be ruined by it« and other pro- 
-Jperty totally loft. 

Sir ilichard" Sutton alfo oppofed the 
l,BiIl. He faid, the oh]t€t of it was to 
* make a i^fervoir of 200 acres in extent, 
and monbpoliice all the water in the 
country. If carried into fcxccuiion, 
. thofc fprings which fupplied the river 
^ Trent with water in dry feafons, would 
. he divertec) into another cliannel ; that 
one part of the water which no^v flowed 
/into the Trent would be carried into 
the Mcrfcy, and the other part would 
^ be returned into the Trent,, oelow that 
point at which the property of the Earls 
, ofJJxbridge and Moira terminated, and

General Smith moved, «* That an 
humble Addrefs be .brcfentcd to his 
Majcfty, praving that nc would be gra- 
cioufly plcaled to diredl, that a Copv of 
the Proceedings of the late Court Mar- 
tial holdcn on Colonel Cawthomc, a 
Member of that Houfc, {hould be laid 
on the table."— The Addrefs was cr- 
deted to be prepared, and prefentcd^ 
&c. 

TUESDAY, APRIL 5. 

The 'Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the third reading'of the Legacy 
Bill. 

General Smith oppofed the whole 
principle of the Bill. The people of 
Engiand, forty years ago, would not, 
he faid, have fuffered fuch a Bill to be 
brought into that Houfe, and if nobody 
dfe would oppofe this Bill, he himftif 
would fingly ftand againftit. 

Mr. Fox agreed with his Hon. Friend 
(General Smith) that this was a tax 
altogether objeftionable. This was, he 
faid, "a tax laid on j>crfonal, property, 
and it would be unfair if a (imilar tax 
was not laid on landed property 5 he 
would therefore. move " an amendment, 
•* That it do not p'lfs until confidered 
together with the Bill lay ing a fimilar 
tax on Landed Property ; ' he therefore 
moved an amendment, " That it do palii 
this day fortnight." 

. Mr. i*itt ojjpofed the anicndment. 
This tax, he (aid, would not be an un- 
' fair one, though the other on lande<d 
property ftiouldbe fouiid impra£licabTe. 
This tax was not new in pi-inciple, biit 
only in the mode of following it up froih 
the year 17S3 to this time,' on per- 
fonal property; and "he conceived that 
there Was nothing new in it uniefs in 
iinpofing' it equally on perfonal and 
landed property^' 

The Houfe divided on the amend- 
ment, when there appeared for ir, j6 ; 
a^ainft it, 64; Majority 48.— The ori- 
ginal queftion jvas of courfe carried, 
and the BillpaiTcd, and was ordered to 
the Lords. 

Mr. Dent moved the Or^er of the 
Day, for the Houfc tbrcfolyc itfelf into 
a Committee of the whole Hoale, to 
takc'into confidjcatiun the petition^cf 
the County of Lpccft^r, for a Tax up^n 
Dog^ ; .^^hich being accordingly dpne, 
Mr* Hobart in the Chair, 

Mr. P^nt faid,' that conformably with 

the notice he had given, hejWOUljrfi^ovv 

enter on this, fubjcft. When firft be 

' propofcd this' tax, it was his intention 

that it fliould be for the fole relief 9 nd 

benetit 
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1>enefit of the poor, with a view to ren- 
der poor rates lefsi and provifions more 
plentj and cheap, as well as to prevept 
the various inconveniences that arofe 
fiojn hydrophobia, iheep- killing, &c. 

The firft ground -work on which he 
would go, would be to find out the 
unmber of dogs as nearly as poilible, 
in proportion to the population of the 
country. Allowing then that this po- 
pulntion iiiDounted to ten millions, and 
en an average, allowing five pcrfons 
to a family and one dog to each family, 
it would be found that the number 
) would amount to 2,oco,ooo of dogs in 
all; if this AG. pafTcd this number 
would be reduced to i,o6o,oco,. and if 
on each dog a tax of «s. 6d. was laid, it 
would amount to 1^5,000!. fterling. 
This tax he propofed to Uy on all do^.s, 
with theexceptioir of dogs that kd blind 
men only. 

Having dared the various injuries 

9nd lofles fuf^ained bythoCe animals, be 

concluded by moving. ** That it is the 

^ opinion of this Committee that a tax of 

js. 6d. be laid on %\\ dog«.*' 

Mr. Pitt agreed that a tax waa in 
fome meafure neccQary on pcrfons keep- 
ing dogs ; though there rnight be an 
objeftion to Isecping a numbtr of dogs, 
yet a dog would be found in fome mea> 
fure to be a comfort and amufement 
in a poor man*s family. He difftrcd 
wiih the Hon.^ Gentleman (Mr. Dent) 
^ in the mode of laying on this tax ; he 
was of opinion, that on every affcffed 
.houfe that kept a dog« there Oiould be 
bid a tax of 3s. and en houfes not af- 
feifcd IS. the IS. to go to parifli rates 
for the relief of the puorj and alfo is. 
of the 3S..on afTclTed houfes to the fame 
purpofe ; but how far the remaining 
part would be applied to any purpofe, 
would be a fubje^ of future confidera- 
tion when the Bill was brought in. At 
prefent he would move an amendment, 
•« That it be ijie refolution of this Com- 
mittee, that a fum not exceeding 3s. be 
laid upon Dogs,** &c. 
I The original queftion bejng put by 
the Chairman, it was negatived with- 
out a divifion, and the amendment car- 
ried neiri. con* 

The other order* of the day being 
dtfpoTed of, the Uouie adjourned. 

WEOKESDAT, APRFL 6. 

At four o'clock the Speaker counted 
the Members prefcnc,when there being 
only thirty-four, the Houfe was ad- 
, jourfied. 



THURSDAY, APRIL 7.. 

Lord Stbpford (Lord in Wahing) 
prefented hisMajtfty's Anfwer to the 
Adc'refs of the Commons, praying that 
copies of the papers on the trial of Coi» 
Cawthorne be laid before the Houfe. 

FRIDAY, APRIL 8. 

*!* he proceedings on Colonel Caw- 
thorne's trial were ordered to be print* 
ed'. 

On the morion of General Smithy tb 
enquire into the amount of the money 
fpent in ere£tine barracks, a very lot\g 
debate cniued. The General, Mr. 
Fux, Mr. Grey, Mr. Taylor, and 
others, arraigned the ereftion of Bar- 
racks as a prodi^al e>:pcndlture, as an 
unconilitutional meafure," and an in- 
.frin^ment on the rights of the people ; 
as creating two claflcs of men, and de- 
priving one of them of the benefits (to 
which every freeman of this country 
was cntiilevi) of r<K:ial citizenship and 
community ; and independent of the 
unconftitutior.al principle of the mea* 
furc, the mcafurc had been unconfti- 
tutionally carr't-il into cffed ; for the ^ 
mot'.ey, rhcy alfertcd, had been ex- 
panded without the confent of Parlia- 
menc. 

Mr. Windham and Mr.. Pitt oppofed 
the motion. They declar<d that Par- 
liament had decided upon the meafure, 
and ^iven its previous confent to iu 
They vindicated the erc^ion of Bar- 
racks on fevcial ground'^ J firft, that it 
would be found a faving to ercft per- 
manent barracks, in order to pVcrenC 
the necclfiry of havinj^.recourfc to tem- 
porary ones, in cafe pf war breaking 
out again j fecondiy, that this was ab- 
foiutely necciTary filong the fta coafts^ 
in order to fecure us againft an inva- 
fton ; thirdly, to eafc (publicans of the 
inconvenience of iodt^i'hg the military { 
and fourthly an<t laTtiy, to keep die 
minds of the foldicrs pure and undc- 
hauched from the fcditious and-treafon- 
abie <fo6trincs, to which they were now 
expoied by living in '.public-hoiffcs, 
where their principles were atticked 
in the moft unguarded hours, Ky ^e 
fpccisus con verfation of the dtfcunrcDte4» 
and the moO evil and defigning of me6. 
In prefacing his motion, Gcne^ 
Smith made a remark, ih.lt iu erecting 
barracks, Minift^-rs perhaps meant to 
maintain a landing army fu^.cicnc co 
enable them (to borrow one of their 
own expreiiifms^ io exncife a ^''^9ur 
beyond the la :u. To r h is \^{^* W i ndixam 
replied, that the eiprvifi -n he hHtl 

ccrta'aly 
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certtmly ufcd ; tnd v^hen he recol- 
Ir^ed the circumftance in which he 
Aood when he employed it, he would 
not (hrink from the fcntiment which it 
conveyed. It vris on a memorable oc« 
tafion that the expreffion fell from him, 
when it ^as affirmed, that the duty of 
allegiance had ceafed, and that re/ift* 
'ance to Government wat no longer a 
queftion of duty, but of prudence 
(Mr,Fox*sremarky Thii ftruck him 
to be dtre^ civil refiftance ; and Teemed 
to threaten » dilTolution of the Go- 
vernment. It was in this Htuation that 
be had faid, that Government muft ex- 
crcife a vigour beyond the latvs ; and in 
fpeakingfo, he had faid no more than 
what was conveyed in the maxim,>^/(rff/ 
legfs inter arma* 

Mr. Fox, in his anfwer,f.iid, ** When 
I ufed thisexpreflion, I advanced a ge- 
neral principle, which I always have 
entertained, and ever will entertain, a 
principle which Mr. W. himfelf for- 
merly efpoufed, and which I believe to 
be efpoufed by ahnoft all thofe with 
whom I have the honour of a^ing. I 
mean the general principle ofu/ijiance j 
the right inherent in free men to refijl 
arbitrary power, whatever (hape it may 
aflume, whether it be exerted by an 
individual, by a Senate, ur by a King 
and Parliament united. This I pro- 

' claim a&my opinion ; in fupport of this 
principle I'wilt lt*ve and dit*^* 

On a divifion, the General's motion 

' was loft, there beinu; for.it 24, Agsinft 
it 98— Majority in Invour of the Mi- 
niftry 74. 

MONDAY, APRIL II. 

Mr. Francis rdle to fiibmit a motion 
refpe£ting the condition of tht Weft 
India Slaves. He w^s aware at raking 
up this fubjs6t, that there were fcver;ii 
better quahficd to introduce a fubjc6l 
of fuch importance to the attention and 
ferious inveftigaiion of tlTe Houfe; but 
though this might appear fufficicnt to 
make him draw an unfavourab'e con- 
clufton to his caule, he ftiould prt)ceed 
to give an outline of his plan, which 
was" as follows, viz. That each Nf^ro 
Slave (hould have a certain portion of 
land allotted him, which the mafter 
could not deprive him of ; that certain 
laws and regulations ibou!d be framed 
forthem; and that Mci^^iitra^cs, made 
independent in clrcamltaiccs, fhonid 
be appointed, both in the Weft Indies 
and en the Coaih of Africa, to fee thofe 
Jaws were propirU enforced. His in- 
tention thticfurc was ta move fur icttve 



to bring'in a BjU this SeiHon, and that 
it ihould be printed, and lie over until 
next Seflions of Parliament. — He con- 
cluded by moving for leave to bring is 
a Bill •*for the better regulation and 
improvement of the Slaves in his Ma- 
jefty*s Weft India i Hands, and in the 
Colonies in America." 

McflVs. Fo;jt, M. Robinfon, and W. 
Smith (poke For the motion ; Mr. Dun- 
das, Mr. Manning, &c. againft it ; 
after which Mr, Francis replied ; when 
the queftion being put, it w^s negatived 
without a divifion. 

TUESDAY, APRIL II. 

Mr. Abbot made a motion refpcding 
the Expiring Laws. Many accidents 
had happened, and might happen, in 
the Penal Statutes in confequcnce of 
the Laws being either expiring or about 
to expire, not being duly noticed. He 
moved therefore, ♦' ^hat a Committee 
be appointed to infped and confide r the 
Laws which had already expired or 
were about to expire, and to report to 
the Houfe ftatemenis of fuch Laws, tbc^ 
caufcs of their being enacted, &c. de- 
fcribing each particular." 

Serjeant Adair fcconded the motion. 
He faid that nothing could be of greater 
advantage than a fegiOcr or digeft of 
this kind, that might nc referred to 
when occsifion required; it would af- 
ford a moil ufeful rund of experience to 
alii ft the Members of that Huufe in 
their Icgiflativc capacity. 

The motion was agreed to unani* 
moufly, and a Committee named, con- 
fifting of Serjeant Adair, Mr. Abbot, 
and the Gentlemen of the Long Robe. 

WEDNESDAY, APRIL I3. 

Mr. Mainwaring made a motion, on 
the petition of the Cutting Retail 
Butcncrs ai ainft the Carcalc Butchers, 
Monopolizers, 8:c. and moved, •* That 
a Committee be appointed to examine 
into the faid petition, and repoit there- 
on as it fhall fccm to them.*' 

Mr. Lechmere faid, that one of the 
greatcft grievances to the poor was the 
m*>nopoly in meat. — Referred to tjie 
conftderation of a Committee. 

Mr. Rofe moved for the ^loufe to go 
into a Committee of the whole, to con- 
fidcr the importation of Molaffcs into 
this kini^dom ; which being accordingly 
d(M:e, he moved two refolutions in the 
Committee, viz. firft, "That it is the 
opinion of ihe Committee^ that it is 
expedient to permit the importation of 
MoUfles fr>tm ^ny country S\\ Euinpe, 
not in the pofieift<»n of his MajcAy^. 

fliit/ 
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Juhr free." The fecond refolutiotiy 
** To permit a fimilar importation from 
any country not in Europe, fub* 
jett to a duty of 38. per cwt. 

Mr. Sheridao faid, that as now the 
pruCpc^ of peace was removed to a 
greater diftancc, it became the more 
urgent for him to move for certain 
papers, to which he had formerly al- 
luded; but if Miniftcrs oppofcd the 
produdlon of thofe papers, he would 
mention the day on which he -would 
bring forward his motion. He the« 
moved ^* for the didfcrent documents 
containing the accounts of aH the men 
) employed on the di^erent expeditions, 
iince 1793, to the Weft-Iudics, under 
Sir Charles Grey ; the number of men 
that have been fincc feni ou that fcrvice 
under diiferent naval and military 
officers ; accounts of the lliips thai 
foundered at fea ; and of the men that 
h4vc been killed j accounts of the num- 
ber of men employed under Lort 
Moira, General Doylj, &c. to the 
coafts of France.'* 

A debate having arifen on thefe 
motions, it was, by mutual confcnt, ad- 
journed until another d^y. 

General Xarleton moved, that tiierc 
be Uid before the Houfe a copy pf the 
letter, dated ar Portfmouth or Ply- 
mouth, written by the Count dc Som- 
breuil, and addrclTcd to the Right 
Hon, William Windham, Secretary at 
War. 
I Mr. Windham faid, that he would 
ihrink from no refponiibility which 
might attach to him on the lubje£k of 
the Quib«ron expedition; but in the 
letter moved for, there was not a wbrd 
rehtiye to the ob]c£t of the expedition, 
ii was entirely of a priv&te nature; it 
Iboi^Id, however, be given to the public 
one way or other. 

Mr. Pitt moved the Order of the 
Day, and obierved, that the firft time 
the letter was mentioned he put in his 
cJaim.cbat he waft not bound to fubmic 
to an cxtenfive enquiry into that affair^ 
wuhout fufficicnt ground was (hewn 
why Aich enquiry ihould be inllituted. 
Mr, Fox faidjif Minifters were de- 
termined to relift all enquirer, becaufe, 
ill their mind, it was not conliftenc with 
their public duty, they certainly ought 
not to arrogate to thcmfelves the prail'e 
of acquittal, bccauCe they refuied to 
(ubmit to invcftigation. 

After a few words from Gen. Tarle- 
t n. the Houfc paflcdto the Order of the 
Pa^, which \va*, that the ^i\\ to pre- 



vent the purloining of pewter pots be 
read a (econd time ; but the Houfe noC 
containing, upon counting, forty mem* 
bers, an adjournment immediately took 
place. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 14. 

The Houfe went into a 9<>™">i"**^ 
on the high price of corn. In the Com<^ 
mitree, * 

Mr, C. Dundas made the two fol* 
lowing motions, viz. That leave be 
eivco to bring in a Bill to permit tht 
leirmg of corn by weight, and a Bill to 
prevent frauds in felling it by meafure. ' 

FRIDAY, AVRIL I5. 

The Dog Tax Bill was read a firfl^ 
time, and on the motion for the fecondl 
reading,- 

Thc Chancellor of the Exchequer- 
g^ive notice, that he ihould perlitt ia 
claiming fome of the money impofed bf 
this Bill for the public benefit, and that 
he (hould alfo pcrfift in drawing a dif- 
tin£tion between perfons liable to pay 
this tax. Tbe plan which he fliDuld 
propofe to the Committee was, that 
which he had before dated to the

This determines the Saltan to tx* 
dude this fon firom the thtooe, and aUot th* 
fucceflion to the younger, who Is reprtfente^ 
as void of ambition, fond of the chace, and ^ 
in love with Balfora. His fether, finding V 
his hopes difappointed by this temper of hit 
fon, forms a fcheme with the Vigler to Clkt 
Mahmoud from^he tower, and invefl him 
with power in order to try his charaaer. A 
deeping potu>n is therefore adminiflexvd to 
liim, he is placed on the throne, told that 
his notion of imprifonment was but a dreamy 
and that he was the lawful and acknow* 
ledged heir of the Perfian crown. PofTefTed 
of regal power, he exfrcUcs it with a (avago. 
Yya bmtality^ 
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brataUty ^ and bis father^ dc^jpairiDg of a re- 
iermarion, orders anotHer draught lo be ad^ 
miniftcred to make him bclievt his tranfient 
greatnefs a mere dream. Previous to his 
releafe from ehc tower, be had been vifitcd 
by Zob ide, -who \^as Impelled by curicfity 
and compalHon for hU foffer.nps. He is 
foftcned by hcf chamni, and alters his dif- 
pofition. In the mean time Noureddin and 
Balfora are concealed in a cavern as if 
dead that they may retire to adiiUnt coun- 
try, and pafs rhcir lives m rural limpliciiy. 
Conce;ving Nooreddin dead, the Pcrfians rjlc 
in favour of Mahnrtoud, who' is releafcd from 
prifon, and obtains a viftory uvcr his father's 
troops. 1 he Sultan gathers a'gr^^t force, a 
parley enfues between father and fon. The 
former is convinced that ht had ahfurdly 
relied on the late <)uetn*s dream, and profeflTes 
his repentance. This at once ciifarms the 
mindo^ Malimoud, whotlpugh wild is he- 
roic ; he, therefore, throws away his fword, 
and falls at his lather's feet. The SuJtan 
embraces him, and he is received by the 
people as the rightftil heir to the thr©ne of 
Perlia, and with the confent of the Sultan 
marries Zobeide. 
' The comic part of the Opera relates to 
Abdoul Caflan, a carpet wcavtr*s fon of Da- 
•mafcus, who had married an old woman of 
, the blood royal. She dies, and according 
to the cuflom of the country, he Is to he 
buried al,ve wah her. A former fwecthcirt 
of his, however, tcHs htm not to defpair, as 
the cavern of burial is in reality rhe abcde of 
the living, a tribe of pillaging Arabs having 
made it their haurtt. Into this place Ab- 
doul difcends with hh wealth, and on the 
hapj.y corduflon of the piece the cuitom of 
burymg the living is aboliflicd. 

Th.s P.cce is too irregular to be tried by 
dramatick rules It is taken fro;i» fcveral 
/ourccs: the Arabian Nighis Entertainments, 
the Peiflan Tales, the Guardian, and otl^er 
performances, have contnbu ed tofum fh in- 
cidents introduced into this drama. The at- 
tempts at novelty of clnrade^ art butfliiht,and 
not very fuccef ful, but the pericrmance on 
5he whole furn.flicd entertainment fufficicnt 
to meet with confide rabfe approbation. The 
pert rmcr.'-, of whom Mr. Kemblc iS to be

In confc€|uence of a publi- 
cation addrefled by Lord Maiden to the 
Inhabitants of the Borough of Leo- 
minfier, rhe Duke of Norfolk, accom^ 
panied by Captain Wombwcll, of'the 
Firft W«a York regiment of Militia, 
and Lord Maiden, accompanied by 
Captatn Taylor, Aid-de Camp to hrs 
Koya!

their ground, and the word being given 
by one of the feconds, they fired with- 
out effect. The feconds then thought 
proper t<^ offer their interference; and, 
in confequence of a cooverfation which 
paifed while the parties were on the 
grounds Capt. .Taylor wai authorized 
by Lord Maiden to fay, that hi» Lord* 
Alio believes that the Duke of Norfolk 
had not violated any engagement Jie 
h^d made, and that his Grace did not 
confider his agent as having done fo. 
Mr. Wombwell at the fame time affured 
Lord Maiden, from the Duke of Nor- 
folk, that it was not his Gpace^t inten* 
tion to deviate from any thing he had 
before aflertcd, with refpcft to his or 
Mrk Biddulph's intention of not in^^ 
demnifytng for the money expended in 
treats. Lord Maiden repliedj that if 
his Giace confidered it in mat light) his 
Lordthip was confident hit Grace would 
not have, countenanced his agent. 

7. The judgment of the Court of 
King*s Bench was moved for by the 
Attorney General agaiixft Kyd Wake, 
a journeyman printer, who grofsly in- 
fulted and abufed rhe King in his way 
to the Parliament Houfe, in O^obcr 
laft, when JufticeAlhhurft pronounced 
fentencc as follows, after addrcffing 
the prifontr on the enormity of hif 
crime, and the frivolonfncfs as well as 
futility of his defence j " That you be* 
committed to the coftody of the Keeper 
of the Penitentiary Houfe in and for 
the county of Gloucefter, and be kept to 
hard kibour for the fpace of five year* $ 
Z 2 and 
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and within the firft three months of 
that time, that you ftand in and upon 
. the pillory for one hour, between the 
hoursof eleven and iwo in tie afternoon, 
infome public ftrcct in Gloucefter, on 
a market day ; and that yqu give Sure- 
ties in xoool. for your good behaviour 
for the term of ten years to be computed 
frojn the expiration of the faid five 
years; and that you be further impri- 
foned till you find the laid fufjeties.* 

II. Crofificid, Le Maitre, Higgini, 
and Smithy were placed at the bar of 
the Old Bailey, charged with a Confpi- 
racy to airalfiuatc the King. 

CrofsUeld pleaded generally Not 
Guilty.-— Le Maitre fald, he had good 
obje6tions to make to the indictment, 
but, relying on his innocence, wQuld 
not make them ; he thereYoi^e pleaded 
Not Guilty; as did Geo. Higgins and 
John Smith. 

Sojne confultation was then held at 
the bar, when Le Mahrc, Hi^rginsand 
Smith, were remanded, and CroG>fi«;id 
was put on his trial. 

The Attorney General addreflcd the 

(fury, and having concifely (tated the 
aw, fubmitted to them the following 
account of fafts-in the cafe :— 

Some time fincc a man of the name 
of Upton, before the highcft Magift rates 
of tnc country, his Majtfty's. Privy- 
Council, accufed himfclf and feveral 
others, direftly, with the dcfign of af- 
faffi Dating his Majefty. Among tne 
perfons fo accufed was the prifoner at 
the bar, who thought proper not to 
abide the judice of his country, but to 
fly from it. The prifoner at the bar, 
in company with Upton and another, 

. w<*nt to a brafs founder'*, where they 
endeavoured to procure a brai's cylinder^ 
extremely fmooth in the internal fur- 
face> of the length of three feet, and 
w:itha bore of five- eighths of an inch. 
From thence they went to another 
brafs-founder's, on Snaw-hill, where 
they endeavoured to procure the fame 
article ; and upon the man's wilhing to 
know for what purpofe it was intended, 
he was anfwered, that it was a fecret. A 
third brafs- founder was alfo vifited upon 
the fame errand by the prifoner and 
Upton { and from thence they went to 
one Hiirsi who was a turneB^and lived 

'in Bartt)olomew-clore, for lit piirpofe 
^f hi^ turning them models of the in* 
ftrument they wilbed to n^ake. In 
anfwer to his enquiry for what purpofe 
it was dedin^d,, he was told for an elccr 
trical machine* Front another wiincft. 



of the nape of Cuthl>ertf the Jury 

would hear, that they examined an air- 
gun. There were aWb draughts of the 
inftruments,' which would be fubmitted 
to their iofpe£lion, and they would per- 
ceive thnt the arrow was of a peculiar 
con(lru£lion. It had pcintt or barbsi 
which upon meeting any hard fubftance, 
collapfcd in the head or the anow, and 
afterwards opened fe^ain, fo as to pre- 
vent its being withdrawn when once it 
had entered the flefh *, and towards the 
point there was a fmall hole for emitting 
any liquid which might be placed in a 
cavity prepared f<»r holding of it. 

Tlic confider^tion of one of thefe 
draughts might be important in the 
caufe* becaulie the dimcnfions marked 
on the margin were the hand-writing 
of the pri(oBer. When the informa- 
tion of Upton >yas received before the 
Privy Council, as he had before in- 
formed them, the prifoner at the bar 
abfconded, and they Should be able to 
trace him to Briftol ; afterwards he re- 
turned to London ; then went to 
Portfmouth, where he entered onboard 
a velTcl bound for the Southern VVhiile 
fifhery, as furgeon. The name of this 
veffel was the Pomona ; and, (hortly 
after he came on board, they failed from 
Portfmouth te Falmouth , during which 
time his behaviour was in erery refped 
becoming and decent. When he was 
at fca, however, he told them who he 
was, and avowed his having. been con- 
cerned in a plot to kill the Kfng, by an 
air-gun ; and faid, that if Government 
knew he was on board that fliin, tbey 
would fend a frigate after her, tobing 
her back. It fo happened, that two 
days after they were at fea, they were 
ctptiired by a French corvette. La 
Vengeance ; and he exprcffcd the ut- 
moft fatisfa^ion at the thoughts of 
going to France; feeling himfelf much 
fafer there, than white amongft an 
Englilh crew. They were put on board 
aaothcr Ibip, the Elizabeth^ and after- 
wards again transferred at Breft to ano- 
ther. During this lime he rather a6>ed 
as a fuperintendantof the prifooersthan 
as one himfclf. He had frequent con- 
verfation with the French Commiffaries, 
and made feveral declarations as to his 
former and future intentions of kiltjnf 
the King. It feemed then his intention 
to remain there or to go to Holland i 
but upon the arrival of a cartel ftiipi ^^ 
came nome under the name of H. Wil- 
fon, and defcribed himfelf as ane of the 
crew of the Hope, and not of the Po-. 

mont 
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nosa as he really was. Upon his p^f- 
fage heme he endeavoured to pcrfuarle 
the witncflcs not to notice when they 
got home what paffcd at Brcft, nor the 
circumflances of the change ot fh:p and 
n^me. They were irinutd at J^'owey in 
CoiDwalt^ and upon ihcfe men giving 
inforfljaiioQ to the Magiftratesof what 
had paifed, he was inltantly apprc- 
hendtd. In coming to town, he cn- 
deavf-urcd to-pcrfuade the officers to let 
him cfcnpe, and told them they could 
Doi cxpe^ above 5«. for their job, but 
he could reward them much more lU 
>Wratly. One aiked, if they confcntcd, 
wnat they could do with the poft-boy" ? 
He anfwcrcd, the bey might eafily be 
fecurcd by one of the piRois which ihc 
officer carried. Having thus gone thro' 
tbcc.rcumftanccs of the cafe, the At- 
torney General obfcrved, there were 
two points for th^ conftdcration of the 
Jary. The firft, whether the prifoner 
was a party to the fabrication of this 
.weapon ; and fecondly, whether it was 
dciignedfor the purpofc charged in the 
indidment. 

He then proceeded to call evidence to 
fujfuntiate the cafe. 

The evidence for the Crown being 
do'ed } 

Mr. Adam, Counfel for the prifoner, 
faid, he wjs afraid his cafe would take 
upaprcat length of time j he therefore 
fuomuttd to the Court whether they 
'v'>uid adjourn, or whether they wilhed 
bim then to proceed. 

After fomc confultaiion between the 
Ju<i<vs and the Jury, the Court ad- 
journed at eleven o'clock ac night to the 
ficxt dav. 

11. The trial proceeded ; when the 
prifoners Counfel addreflcd the Jury 
II his defence. They relied chiefly on 
the equivocations of the firft witncffes, 
•stoall that pafled at the brafe-foun- 
dcr*s and turner's j and on the Jmpro- 
^bility of the declarations made by 
Crofsfield, while on board (hip and a 
ptifgner to the French. 

One of the Counfel faid, that thofe 
declarations might be made in a Spirit 
<^ jocularity and Icvitv.— We prefume 
that the learned Counlel does not know, 
ttiat there are millions of loyal fubje6ts 
lathis kingdom, who coniider a man 
jhat can jtft on fuch a fuWjeft as the 
inuncdiate afla^iination of the Monarch, 
equally guilty in MtND with him who 
aad perpetrated the crime. 

Several witnefles were called, who 
«P^c to the levity and good natttre of 



the prifoner*s character; and tha% 
Upton, in his information \\'as«i6tuatcd 
by motives of revenge, for having beca 
DISGRACED in one tf their Ciubs. 

The Attorney General replied in a 
very able and forcible manner ; and the 
learned Judge fumnicd up, with the 
grave candour and accuracy for which 
he jjfo remarkable. 

The Jury, after retiring aboyt twt> 
hours, brcu;ht in a verdidt of Not 
Guilty* 

13. Henry We (Ion, the unfortunate 
you-ng man who forgtd the name of 
General T(myr,'and thereby got pof- 
fcihon of 5000I. ftock, was tried at the 
Old Bailey, and capitally cor.vifled. 
He calmly addrefTcd the Court Jttr 
convi6tion, acknowlpdging the judice 
of his fcntence, and hoping all young 
men would avail thcmfclvcs cf Irs ex- 
ample, and avoid the crime (gaming) 
which had brought him into luch a 
ir.iferab'c fiiuati«>n. 

14. Thetrialof William A uftin came 
on at the Old Bailey this morning at 
eight o'clock, bcft«re Mr. Jufticc Grofc, 
and laftcd till half pad fevcnm the even- 
ing, when he was found Guilty of being 
concctned in the forgery of thclateMr. 
Lewis's will. 

16. An a6tion was brought in the 
Court of King's Bench, by Lord Va- 
lentia againll Mr. Gawler, for Crim. 
Con. uith Lady Valentia. The da- 
mages were laid at io,cool. Mr. Er- 
(kmc, with his ufual ability, dated the 
cafe, and the criminal convcrfation was 
clearly proved from the evidence of a ' 
maid fervant, Lady Lucy Maxwell (h»$ 
Lordfhip*s fifler), and others. The 
defence fet up was, that Lord Valentia 
not only winked at, but in fomc iiReafure 
promoted the incuntinency of his wife. • 
Lord KenyoQ delivered an excellent 
charge to the Jury, and they brought 
in a verdi£t of ioccil. damages. 

1$ Ths dav his Majcfty went ii>^tbe 
ufual (Vate to the Houfe of Pters^ainl 
provogucd the Parlianunt with the 
following moft gracious fpeech from the 
Throne : 

my Lords and Gentlemen^ 

The public "bufinefs being now con- 
cluded, i think proper to clofe thit 
feiIion,and4at the fame time, to acquaint. ^^ 
you with my intention of givmg im- 
i^iediate dire€iioi\i for calling a new 
Parliament. 

Tue obje6^s which have engaged your 
attention dluring the prefent feflioa 
have been of pecuUar importance, and 
Z^z » the, 
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ijft meafures' which you have adopted 
have manifcfted your continued regard 
for the fafety aud welfare of my peo- 
ple. • ' 

The happteft effects have been ex- 
perienced from the provifions which 
you have made for repreffing feditioir 
and civil tumult» and for reftraioing 
the progrefs of principles fubverfivc of 
Jill edablilhcd government. 
' The difficulties arifiug to my fubje^ls 
from the high price of corn, have form-

I have the greateft fatisfaflion in ob« 
ferving, that the prtffure of thofe dif*- 
ficulties IS cow, iii a great degree, re- 
moved. 

Gentlemen of tbe Houfe of Commons^ 

I mul^>in a more particular manner* 
return you my thanks f^^r the liberal 
fupplies which you have - grantc'i to 
meet the exigencies of the war.. Whifc - 
I regret the extent of thofc dcnnands, 
which the prefeut circumdances ne- 
Ceffarily occafion, it is a great confoia- 
' tkm to me to obferve the encreafiug 
rcfourcts by whi^h the country is en* 
abed to fupport them. 

Thtfc refqurces arc particularly 
roanifefted in the ft ate of the dit)crenc 
branches of the revenue, in the con.

The nature of the {y^tm intro«luced 
into France afforded to that country, ia 
the midft of its calamities, the meant 
of exertion beyond the experience of 
any former time. Under the pretiTurc 
of the new and unprecedented difficult 
tJes a Fifing from fuch a contcft, you 
have fliewn yourfelves worthy of ail 
the blcjfings that you inherit. By your 
counfels and condu^ the Conftituiioa 
has beenprefeived inviolate againatbe 
defigns of fore gn and domtftic ene- 
mies} the henour cf the Britilh nsme < 
has been aflfcrtcd 5 the rank and flation 
which we have hitherto held in Eun»pe 
has been maintained 5 and the decided 
fuperioritv of our naval power has been 
efiabliflicd in every quarter of the 
world.

Br 
the attentioti of the f^ejriftature a great 
deal may be done, but ftill an inlinire 
deal more mufl depend Hpon tbe pro- 
prietors of eftatesj I thcTefore hopc^ 
that fome more able advoeate than I ant. 
will plead the caufe of the labourers 
that all the laud owners in the iflami 
may be convi»ccd of the neccfliryof at- 
tending to the comfort and happinefs of 
thofe raoft uicful nr^embcrs of fociety. 
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this enlightened period, whep 

icience, like a gentle and feitilizing

The reftiges of TempleS), Maufo^ 
leums, Paiacei, and Cadles, whether 
J^erfian or Grecian, while they ftrongly 
imprefs upon the mind the futiliry of 
human exrrtiMt^ and the inft ability of 
human j^mndevr, convey to it, whether 
reA<^ed upon in a religious or moral 
fen(e, one of the moft ufdfol leflcms that 
ombeinaakated ; and, however fingu- 
Jar it may feem, I can fancy, when con* 
tempkting the prints of the ruins of 
Athens, rerifepclijf or ilcmfi« thxt I 



depve far more ufeful inilrnftion from 
them than from the wriffings of thr 
Philofophers or the ordinations of thtf 
"Pundits. *

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EARL OF CLONbARTIR. 

'T^HIS Nobleman was lineally dc- 
■■' fccndcd ffom the Kings of Munfter 
in Ireland, and his family pofTefled an 
Earldom with very confiderable enates 
in that Province down to the reign of 

iames II. His Father was Lord of the 
>edchamber to that Monarch on his 
abdication, and following his Mafter*s 
, fortunes, his great cftates were confif* 
tated; and the late Earl, after the 
death of his Father, found himfclf little 
|>etter than a penfioner on the Crown of 
France. 

His Lord (hip made feveral efforts to 
irecover his rank and foi;tune in Eng- 
land, where he was born and edv* 
cated'. ** He pleaded his not being ac- 
tountable for the alliens of his Father, 
and the reftraint he was under of coo- 
forming to. his wifhcs during his life. 
But now that obftacle being removed, 
by the death of his Father, he relied on 
. the juftice as well as clemency of the 
Conftituti^n under which he was born, 
for a proper retribution.*' 

Thcfe remonftrances were princi- 
pally urged' in the beginning of the 
teign of George II. and they had fuch 
^ »n effcft on Sir Robert Walpolc, the Jigbt of his native Country." 
then Minifter, tliat he obtained for the /»--•» 

yotjog Earl the King's Letters of Re- 
commendation to the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, to have his claims examined 
in the Courts of that Kingdom : — but his 
eftares were by that time (o divided and 

• fubdivided all over the Kingdom— fomc 
parts obtained by grants — and others 
oy fair purchafes, that it was rcmon- 
ftrated on the part of the Privy Council 
of Ireland, ** that any attempt to re- 

• ftore the Earl to his original rights, 
'^©uid be little lefs than encouraging a 
civil war." The affair, on confidc- 
ration, was feen in the fame light in 
England— and a kind of compromife 
^as made for a fum of ready money in 
^d, and a future promotion in the 
I^aval line, in which fcrvice the Earl 
had been originally educated. 

On the breaking out of the War in 
>74»i the Earl accordingly was pro- 
tiiotcd to the rank of Captain of a Firft-

Rate; but the com{}arifon betWeeii 
what he then was, and what he was 
bom to, rankled fo much in his mind; 
that in a moment of defpalr, it is faidj 
he deferted his command, and went 
over to the enemy. Thus far it certain, 
he was from this time to the hour of his 
death living in a ftate of banilhment ia 
France; and though pecuniary affairs 
often made it neccltary for him to paft 
into England, the political embarrajl 
ments he was under always reftrained 
him. 

His fituation was rendered as agrcei 
able as circumftances could polHbly ad- 
mit, in the Court of Louis XV. He 
had rank in the Army— apartments iit 
the Palace— and i'evcral privileges which 
the higher orders of Nobility then pof- 
h^td. He was, however, far froni 
being happy : his original niisfortUnet 
occabonally haunted h(s imagination-^ 
he gave the preference to England— and 
the Englifh chdra^^erj and though ho 
knew he could never return to his 
- native foil, yet in order to be as near it 
as poflibic, he. removed from VcrfailU* 
to BuUognefuT le Mer, in order, as he 
hinifelf often faid, *• to live and die \n 



At the advanced age of fixty-threej 
he married a young wife, who brought 
him two children, and to whom he vvw 
very much attached b/ every tie of 
affe^ion and eftecm. Sarah Ducheft 
of Marlborough, who was his aunt, on 
her death left him a legacv of twenty 
thoufand pounds ; and as He could not 

fo over inpcrfon to receive this legacy, 
e fcnt bii d-.arly beloved wife with full 
powers to aft for him. The executors 
of the Diichcfs fulfilled her , Grace's 
bcqueft, and paid the money to Lady 
Cloncanic'— but,alas! under this temp^ 
tation ihe fell \ fuch a fum offered in- 
dependence and pleafures infeparabU 
from the controul of her lord % and fh« 
was bafe enough to prefer thoTe to her 
duty. In fhort, fhe remained in Enr- 
landi and though letter after letter 
from the Earl entreated her to comft 
back and be forgiven, they never met 
afterwards* 
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This was a fintfliusg.Uow to his mh- 
fortunes^— he felt roort from the lofs of 
her affedtion th^n. the moiiey— and he 
proved it by^iis contisucd' attachtncat 
to her children. 

He lived in a Chateau on the ikirts 
of the Town of BuUogne fur le iWlrr, 
on a penfion of one thouand pounds 
per anmtm from the Crown of France, 
exeinpt from wine duties, poftage, &c. 
&c. and as the articles of life were 
then very reaConablc. his income enabled 
him to live with fpljendour and hofpi- 
tality. Every Thurfday was his open 
day for a fclefk party of the inhabi- 
tants to dine with him, who generally 
■were compofed of as many Cnglith 
"Gentlemen as were either refident or 
paffing through the Town ; aiid to tbcm 
ne paid particular compliment, except 
when Englilk Politics became, the fu^- 
je6t of converfatioB. Here he fomc- 
times forgot the decencies of his rank 
and fituation as a hoft— but as the con)- 
pany generally knew the hiftory of his 
misfortunes, they bore everything wilh 
good -hum our. 

To thcfe days of meeting his friends 
and neighbours he added another, which 
could not be pofitiv'ely fixed, but hap- 
pened gctierally once in three we>ks or 
a month t and that was a Club dinner at 
his Country maii 0*Dohcrty*s, who kept 
Le Lion 'Rouge in that Town. On thefe 
days there was a large round of ox beef 
brought over from Leaden hall Market 
by one of the BuUognc pacquets ready 
falted, and this was fcrved up boiled 
entisiely in the Englilh tafte. To this 
was added two courfcs in the French 
ftyle ; ind for this dinner, with as much 
Burgundy, Champagne, and other li- 
quors, as the company could drink 
(fuch was the cheapnefs of living in 
France thirty y^afs ago), the reckoning 
, amounted to no more than Jix livres 
per head. 

At thefe meetings his Lordihip al- 
ways prcfidcd^ and was particularly 
convivial : ' he enquired with obliging 
attention after the healths of the per- 
fons prefent and their families j gave 
his e^c and ear to every body around 
him ; told his ftories very pleafantly ; 
&nd generally finifhed the evening in 
, an oblivion of all his former cares and 
, misfortunes. 

In I his fjirple uniform life,liis Lord- 
ihip pafftrd the remainder of his days- 
very vigorous, both in. body and mind to 
the lad. flc died, after a few days ill- 
ji#fs, at his Chateaui about the ^ear 



1770, in the 84th year of his age, tear- 
ing two fons, who were very little 
better provided for than having CoiB« 
.ibiifions in the Army. 

Lord Cloncartie was in his /perfoa 
about the middle fize ; fioQt ' made, 
long-vifaged, pock*marked, «nd, until 
he foftened in the civilities of conver* 
fation, had rather an auftere haughty 
look. Though not very highl/ edu- 
'catcd, he had a ftrong obferving mind, 
loved, the pleafures crt the table, aad 
contributed very Sonfiderably to them 
himfclf by his wit and humour. 

In the early parjLs of life, he was t 
vifiiing Member of the famous Satur- 
day Club, rdabliihed by Lord Oxford 
in Queen Antie^s reign, confiftin| of 
moft of the leading Tories of that nine, 
and which Swift To much celebrates ia 
his Journal, Letters, &c. 

About this time he contracted an ac- 
quaintance with the Duke of Wharton, 
fo celebrated for his wit and profligacy; 
and in on^ of their no6tiimal debau> 
cheries, having given the He dired totht 
Duke on fome trifling contefl, the latter 
threw a bottle of claret ix him, which 
took away the fight of one eye for ever. 
His Lordfhip always owned the juftice 
of this punifltment, and ufcd to cell 
many ^anecdotes of the Duke which 
confirmed the chara^er poflenty it 
'prefent entertain of him. 

The Earl was likewife aft acquaint* 
ance of Swift, and he always coincided 
with Lord Orrery in thinking the Dean 
was not wholly entrufled with the fe- 
crcts of Oxford*s Miniftry. The SI- 
turday Club, he fa'.d, ai it appeared to 
him, was merely convivial ahd literary, 
and when politics were introduced, they 
were no more than the reports, or the 
publiflied news of the day. He ac- 
knowledged the Minifters paid great 
court to Swift, as likewife did rooft of 
the Club i and no man fecmed more 
plcafed virith flattery, let the dofe be 
ever fo flrong and plentifuL 

The Duke of Ormond was another 
of his cotcmporary friends, of whom 
he alvirays fpoke as a Nobleman of 
the higheft honour and integrity, aod 
with whom he correfponded till the 
Duke*s death, which happened tt- 
Avignon about the year 1743* 

He difcredited the aflenions of Swift 
and Bolingbroke, " that C^ueen Anne's 
iajl Miniftry had no thoughts of bring'mg 
in the Prfctcnder, in bar to the Hano- 
verian Sucteflion :" hefaid,iheknewto 
the «onifary, and that th« firftrf ^^^ 

quarre 
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jfvarrel between Oxford and Boling- 
broke wac upon that head — cheJatter 
wanting to puih that matter forward 
with eKpedinon,aad'the other wavering; 
between the danger and the impra^ica* 
bUity of it. Had the Que^n lived a little 
longer, he believed BoJingbroke would 
haive attempted it alooe, though not 
with probabie faccefs. He always 
fpoke on thb point with w&rmth, and 
in fuch terms as were not fo pJeafaQt for 
a Britifli fubje6t to'hear. 

He ufed to lament the fate of Gene- 
ral LaHy» and reprobated the MiniHry 
of Louia the Fifteenth for their intrigues 
in thac budnefs with great acrimony., 
Lally and he had been early acquainted, 
^ and when the former can^e from bis \ 
l^ammand in India, he; vifited his old 
friend the Earlat Bullogne> in his route 
to Parts* The Eayl rcrceived him with 
great hbfpttality, and kept him three 
days for the purpoTe of perfuading him 
ta return to En^aad% 4n f»fder to fave 
himfelf from the tn^chiaations of his,/ 
enemies. Lally, however, was pufitive,,, 
and would go on ; ;l^d ,relif d-on his ferT , 
vices and integrity, and could not be^ 
the imputation or gu^H, which would* 
attach to hin^ by his refidence in £ng- 
had. " Their malice/* fa id he, •* can" 
but ca(hier me at the word." 

When the carriage was ordered on 
the fourth day in order to proceed on 
his journey, tte Earl followed him to 
the door of it, and again renewed his 
entreaties not to goon^ he even brought 
out a bottic of Burgundy, which they 
drank together at the fide of the car- 
riage, to prolong :the time, in tl;ie hope 
of fome moment of conviviality pro- 
ducing a favourable effcft-»-but in vain; 
at laft they -fliook hands and parted, 
whh a promife from Lally of again vifit- 
log him in the courfe of the enfuing- 
fummeo To this the Earl HiOok his 
head, and in hi« ftrong energetic man- 
ner exclaimedt " Neyer, my friend 5 
you and I are doomed never to meet 
again, but in another world." 
^ The event juf^ihed the Earl's pre^ 
clftion. On his arrival in Paris, Lally 
was inftantly made a prifoner, and com- 
mitted to the Ballile. The main charge 
urged againft him was the lofs of Ton* 
dicherry, Leyrit, the late Governor, 
having aflerted that Lally had fefzed on 
all the revenues of that city for his own 
ufe ; and in th'isaccufation he feemed to 
be juftified by the immenfe wealth 
amaffed by the General. 6n the oth^r 
hand, I^a}ly retorted the accuration by 



faying, the fortrcft was loll by the want' 
of proviiions alone. 

fn (hort, a mutual profecution was 
begun on either fide, which was ma- 
naged by the ableft Lawyers in France, 
and continued for three years. The 
accufations of either party were equally 
ilrong, and nearly equally wellatcefted. 
One circumftance, however, Teemed to 
turn the balance againft Lally, which 
was, tl»at Leyrit, the Governor of Pen - 
dicherry, died extremely poor,' whilft 
Lally, on the other hand, was known to 
be extremelv rich. 

The conclufion of this long trial way, 
that Lally. was fcntenced to be beheaded, • 
his effeiis confiicatcd, and three hun- 
dred thoufand livrcs of his eftate to be 
ditlributcd amongft the fuffc^ring inha- 
bitants of Pondicherry. The fentcncc 
was accordingly executed, and the un- 
fortunate General was not allowed even * 
the consolation ofdeclarin€ his innocence 
at the place of execution, oeing brought 
to the. fcaifold gagged and bound. He 
fujOfered at midnight, by the light of 
torohcs^ in 1766. 

.The Earl bad feveral manufcriot 
pieces. of poetry written by his old 
friend the Quke of Wharton, which 
the writer of this account has oftea 
fepr), confiftingof Tongs and epigrams s 
the former would have been very cre- 
ditable to his talents but for theloofeneft 
and obfcenity with which they werr' 
interlarded i the latter were not equal 
to the general chara^er for wit and 
iwj m(H which that unfortunate Nobk<^ 
man polTefled. They had mor^ reflec* 
tion than point, and were betide too 
long, critically, to come under that de«» 
0nition^ 

He always fpoke of Sarah Duchefs 
of Marlborough (his aunt), with great . 
refpef^, and prorcfled his obligations to 
her both for the ^are ihe had in her 
prote^ion of him and education. He 
faid, the Duke of Marlborough owed 
much to her in keeping up his ih0uence 
with the Queen'v which now and thea 
tottered, from the inftigatlon of his ene^ 
mies and his own ampitious projed^s. 
He however totally diflikcd herpoUtitiqs 
—(he was a /^/>/i— and the Bar! from 
principle, as wcl) as the bias which his 
misfortunes gave him, was a rank Tory^ 
or, in the language of that day, a Ja* 

He was allied to the Lcinfter family, 
and ufed to call the father of the prefent 
Bbb a / DukiQ ' 
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puke, when only Earl of ICiidarc. his 
cbulifi ; biit no fooner did he hear of 
his being created a Dukt, than he re- 
nounced the rejationihip wjth great 
contempt : ** He could not bear, h? 
'faid, that a man who fprung from a 
long, line of iiluftrious ICings, and he 
fcimfelf the i^d Ear! of Kildarc by lineal 
defcenty ijliutiid accept a Dukedom from 

Wc have before obferved his partia* 
IJtv to ;he £rgli(h in preference to the 
Ff-nch— he admired the former for 
(heir pt^innefs and finctnty, a» he re^ 
.probated the latter for their di|pHciry 
and ferviluy : jie' ufcd frec^ently to 
fay, that one reafpn /or l^is Itfavin^ the 
^ourt of Verfailles, and living in fuch 
, an obfcuxe town as'BuUogne, was, that 
he could not truft anv body about the 
pourt to tell him direttly or truly what 
io'clock it was. • ' ' '' 

." Araongll fifty Englilhrncn," he ob- 
ferved, *• there were fifty diflferen't 
charai^ers in refpe^ to tempers, taftes, 
and difpbfitlons ; but aroongd fifty 
JFrenchmen, one could rep relent the 
whole/* ' '■" .''•'« 

Jiis difeqgaged evenin|;s were gen^» 
rally fpcnrat Op.ofceriy*s Hotel, where 
he iele£ted one or two of tKe tewnfmen 
to drink a bottle with him. In thefb 
Ibuttgcs he was foiid of Tome ^ul/, ou 



whom he could let off hk wit vniAt?f 
cafms — and Monfieur Jacques (a parf. 
ner of 0*Doherty*s, and a £hrewd hu- 
mourous fellow) always undertook this 
character with great readinefs: the 
Earl Iqved hb bottle as well as hie joke, 
and as the latter generatiy encouraged 
a repetition of the former, Monfienc 
Jacques, at a certain hour of thecight, 
did not ^oft fight of his knowledge of 
f/b$liipiicati9M ifl the reckoning. Thif 
the Earl knew very well, though he 
blinked at it, and fofnetimes ufed to 
fay, *< Well, Jacques, thot^h I j§kt 
nponyowr hfad^ you*ft even with mc, 
foryouy2:<?r<f upon mim$ mo(i damnably." 
Xhis Nobleman*8 original eftates in 
Ireland were, upon a loofe calculation, 
twenty vears Jigo, fuppofed to be worth 
150,0001. per year, and perhaps now, 
what from the rife of lands, and ifie 
cultivation they h^ve undergone by tho 
induftry of fo many dil&rcnt families, 
may he worth i^oo,opol. } whilft hif 
two Tons, if litfihg, have perhaps little 
more than their coin^iifions in the 
French feryice to fnppibrt them.

Sir Edmund 
darted— a momentary treipoR fhook hit 
nerves, but a fecond ftfonger and more 
lamentable Ihriek than thd former rouf- 
cd his ajtentioi). The Knight left this 
horrid receptacle of, perhaps, murder*, 
ed innocence, and afcended into a 
long gallery, from whence he en- 
tered into a fumptuous apartment. 
Time had in vain endeavoi;red entirely

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tofpoil itf former luftre; the fplendid 
marble pavement, the grandeur of the 
decayed furniture, ftiil contributed to 
e've it g noble and rich afpe;a. Sir 
Edmund was proceeding, when a ruft-

caught his ear, and gave dirc^ion.to 
hiscourfe. The noife flill approached;

THIS celebrated Chief J'tftice of 
England in the reign of Charles 
the SccDnd, hath been iromorxf.lizcd as 
the parajron ot virtue. Hiftory hath 
not hefitarcd to record him the moft re- 
ligious and conic»cntious roan, the moft ' 
canfumiv.Btc and upright Judge, and 
the moft Mc pr.^fclTional writer of his 
time. This ch tracer of him is an at- 
^empt to rt'Pf'cr him omni exceptione 
msh^er^s a chxradter which the innate 
faults of human nature forbid us to 
afcribi to «ny niori^l bciag, and to Sir 
Waithtw lUle in particular. 1 take 
leave to oWf^. i ve, hi^ believing in wiubrs, 
and a^ing upon ihem in his judicial 



capacity, ibews that be was not emiti 
exce/>iione major. 

Sir WUiiam Blackftone.thc Comtnen* 
tatoron the Laws of England, obfervcs« 
that •* if judgment of death be given by 
a Judge not authorifcd by lawful com** 
miirion,and execution is done according* 
ly, the Judge is guilty of murder; and 
upon this argumentSir M.Hale himfelf, 
though he accepted the place of a Judg« 
of the Common Pleat tinder Crojirweir* 
government, yet declined to Kit on' the 
Crown Side at the Aflizes, and try pri-.

paflioe capital fentences as involving 
him m the guilt of murder. Here, 
again, the Chief J udice does not feem 
to be omni except tone major. 
However, Sir Matthew fat on the trials 
of the Regicides, under another commif- 
iion equally illegal with that of Oliver^s ; 
for the Parliament which pafTed the 
.A£t of Oblivion, whereon it was 
grounded^ and which the Lord Chief 
Btron Bri<)gman, who prelided at thefe 
trials, declared from the Bench was 
their fole authority for arraigning the 
prifonersat the bar, was unconllitution- 
ally convened, in the opinion of the 
then bcft lawyers in Weftmin(ler-i\all. 
It is, therefore, contended that Sir 
M. Hale WTis not omni exceptione major, ^ 
Again^ a man was tried before his 
Loromip for burglary, the evidence of 
which wus, that the prifoner came 
down the chimney :— this Sir Matthew 
held not to be burglary. But it being 
farther proved, that he threw down a 
brickbat in returning, this, he declared, 
fatisfied the law, and made it burglary. 
It might fatlsfy the confcience of a re-

Mr. Hargrave, the learned Editor oC 
feme fcarce manufcript-LaW tra^s, i* 
quarto, feenks to hare affjgncd Sir 
Matthew's true reafon for a^mg under 
the illegal cemmillions he did, in hi» 
judicial capacity, viz. ^^' »arr$nonefs of 
bis circumjfances. As this plea hath 
been always unanimoufly over- ruled by 
the Bench at the Old Bailey» when offer- 
ed by a felon there, 1 Ihould contend it 
would not ferve Sir Matthew, though 
urgad by fo able an advocate: and 
further, if the Reader attentively con- 
fiders fcvcral tranfafllons that have 
been trumpeted by Sir Matthew's ad ' 
mirers as fo many inftances of his in- 
tegrity a* a Judge, he will perceive feme 
of them not only ridiculous, buta£lual- 
ly occafioiiing that very injuftice he pre- 
tended to prevent ; and that the Reader 
may not think me malevolently inclined, 
or unauthoritatively'dciigned to calum- 
niate the good Sir Matthew Hale, I will 
adduce one of the anecdotes above al- 
luded to.

Give roe leave to relate another anec- 
dote, in contraft to the above, of a modern 
Judge, who had much more reafon to havt 
a^edas Sir Matthew did, but took anb- 
ther method. The ftory alluded to is this« 
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in fubflanec! The late! Lord Chancellor 
Hardwickc, t^ foon as thr Rcgifter had 
called on the firft cautr," ilpon the fit- 
ting of the Court, told hini he had re- 
ceived a letter wiili a Bank Note of

The owner of the land had them pub- 
licly cried, but the turnips had gn fo, 



night. By this method they were never 
fuffcred to lie long and fwell with what 
tbcy had eaten. The confequencc of 
this proceeding was, that <fter catii^ 
up the whole of thefe fatal^ turnips, he 
removed his fix hundred attd thirty 
fliccpall iu good condition^, without th^ 
lofs of a fipgte fhecp.

The cavalry in which the horfet are 
the property of Tippoo, it in general 
called T^VJeloy or ftable horfet. The 
corps in which the men and horfes are 
hired by the month, including the Bayedt 
or marauding horfe^are in general cal*^ed 
50/>v or hired boHe. " 

The corpt of Bela Aefpry^ or Gentle- 
men, is the only part of Tippoo's cavalry 
Xhat are well mounted, from whom he ap- 
points \i\%Buckflfys^ and officers for com* 
mands and places of tnift; they are 
trmed as they pleafe, chiefly with fa. 
bres» and are not fubjeft to any parti- 
cular difcipli^ie. 

The corps of J/bar^ or regular ca- 
valrv, and alfo the cavalry attached to 
the brigades, are called i^uffungeUj, or 
Carbineers; their arms being only ^ 
carbine and piftols. They ar^ exer* 
cifed both on foot and horfeback, and 
attend chiefly to the ufc of their fire- 
arms ; Tippoo beintr of opinion, that the 
Engliih will be moS eSc^uallv oppofed 
by thoic arms to yvhich, he lays, they 
owe their conquefls in India. Moft of 
them, however^ provide themfelves 
with fwords. 
* The Moormen of rank diflike fcrving 
in the regular cavalry, fo that the four 
Duftas aiBeia Adtny^ formed after thtrir 
own manner, and armed as the men 
chofe themfelvest are in all rei'pc&sTip* 
poo's bed cavalry. 

In all cavalry a Jemadar is allowed to 
every' twenty- two men. The officers of 
ftigher rank are TripdarSf or captains*; 
Refaldarsy or commandants of fqua- 
drons ; and Buck/bySf who arc in gtnc« 
ral the commandants of corps. The 
horfes that are the property of Tippoo 
are kept and fed at the immediate 
charge of the Cirkar or government, 
and not by any fixed allowance given 
to the officer or troopers. 

The pay of the Bela Admy diflfert ac- 
^cording to the family and merits of the 
trooper. 

The pay of a trooper in the Afbar^ 
and in the regular cavalry attached to 
^e brigades^ excIuflTC of his horfc, it 



eleven rupect per months befides hb 
cloarhjou. 

Thc?}fl/r, or hired horfe, are paid for 
by agreement with the chiefs who com- 
mand them, and according to the qut- 
Iky of the men and horfes. 

The Satr ftationed in the coyntry 
have in general thirty rupees; that with 
the army forty rupees - for man and 
horfe per montn* 

The Baytd^ or marauding horfe, called 
alfo Loot us i have forty rupees per month » 
and account to the Cirkar for half tho 
plunder*. 

Tippoo's armv, and troops of cverf 
kind, are paid oy the jnonth, and aie 
always muftcred at the time they arc 
paid ; but the month'ls allowed to run 
from fort J to fifty days, fo that in hOt 
they receire one third left than above 
flated, or only eight months pay in the 
year. The accounts of the cavalry of 
the feveral dcnoifltnations ttpwcla^ Sair^ 
and Bayed, are each kept in a feparaio 
Cucbtry or public officci under which 
they are muftered and paid. 

Tippoo, fearine that he has reduced 
his cavalry to too low an eflablifiimenr, 
has lately fent Dclil Dil KiniH, Buc^fir^^ 
or commandant and paymafter general 
of his Sntr cavalryi into the difin6l of 
Sir a, where he is to remai;i for three 
years, for the purpofe of engaging 2000 
Sair or hir^ horle, which are to con* 
fift of people belonging to hit own < 
try. 



INFANTRY. 

Thb regular in&ntry confifts of fix- 
teen cuflioona or brigades, or perhaps 
more properly legions, being a regular 
body compofed of diflferent kinds oC 
troops, though chiefly infantry. 

Tne following eflablilhmeDt of a 
cuflioon is taken from Tippoo's regula-^ 
tions for his army, which he publiibed 
about two years ago, and will nop only 
fliew the manner in which his culhooos^ 
brigades, or legions^ are formed, but 
will alfo account in a very fatisfa^or/' 
manner for the exaggerated reports 
made of his army, in the ftrength of 
which they include, every roan that ia - 
mufterfd and receives pay, althoQfh 
merely foliawers^ inftead of reckoning 
only luch as carry arms.

The roclcetmeo, who form pa^t of 
the cuihoon at above dated, are not in- 
cluded in the eftablilhraent of a cuihoon 
in- Tippoo'y regulations for his arnay, 
probably from their belonging to (he 
CuHdncbar^ or irregular infantry, which 
are mullered and paid under dtficrenc 

The cufliooi^s march in the abore 
order, except the ariillerymen and Laf- 
carsy who arc of courfe attached to the 
guns, Ttie cavalrin, guarded by a 
company of grenadiers, the cavalry, the 
I1X pounders each in front of its refpec-, 
tive battalion The cuihoons march 
from their right by files, and are ftrid^ljr 
enjoined to keep order on the march. 
They can march about three miles an* 
hour, and have frequently made forced 
inarches of thirty miles a-day. His 
elephants and ftren^h of cattle are the 
great mrans of facitiuting the move- 
ments, of his army. 

The infantry, or rank and file who 
carry firelocks, according to this calcu- 
lation of 2QOO men ' in each cufboon, 
would amount to only 3^,000; but there 
h reafon to believe that Tippoo has at 
prefent twenty-four inftead of fixteen 
cufhoonst and that his regular infantry, 
r^nk and filCs may amount to near 
^0,000. 

Tippoo hts aoppinced fix principal 
ftations for his inhintry, called Cvcberies^ 
where the cuflioons are fiationed in tinoe 
of peace, and has ordered the people of 
different cafts to be put into cufhoons

^nu Account of BANGALORE^ - 
The Fort of Bangalore is about two 
miles and a half in extent, has two walls 
faced with ^ont^ flanked by fmall 
towers, a ditch that is moftly dry, but 
deep and pretty wide, a glacis «11 round 
torering the fecoad wallt a fautfe-hra3re 
with baftions in it. On the weft, fouthi 
and eaft, faces two gates, one to the 
fouih, not far from which are fomc 
tanks that would afford an enemy coTer» 
«nd "one to the north, which projcfb 
with a work containing traTaies, like 
tbofe of ^country forts in general, that 
defends that face by a danking fire. 
The fort IS fupplied with water from a 
well within it, which is brackilh} but 
moftly by conduits from one of the tanks 
on the fouth face, which is under 
(tound.

The J^fttah would be eafily carrieJ^ 
if not evactiated on the approach of ui 
Englifh army, and the ptflTeffion of ic 
would facilitate approaches to the fort| 
the weft half face cf it parallel, and next 
the north face of the iom^ coafequentif 
very near, and not beiKti; en&ladcd bf 
the gacewajr, would atfbrd cover for 
fume battalions, and enable them to 
make a lodgment upon the glacis tlit .

The adrantoges arc ia 
I'upport of approaching the fort from 
the northward, but the beft encamping 
ground is to the weftward and feuck* 
ward, being high aad healthier, Tho 
tanks u|5ou the fouth face, likewrfc m 
tank, and tagmla upon the weft face^ 
would alfo favour approaclies fCoro thetv* 
but perhaps the ground t< rocky. The 
large iknk^ the bank of which is be« 
fore dcl'cribed, is in front of the calk 
face.

The Ancients, %\ T obferved before^ 
cla^im our full con^dence for the ja^ 
intcrpreiatton of Homer's text. Thtit 
fopportcd, theroforey 1 have no fcruple 
in alTuroing this explication from 
Horace, as cxprclfing the true meaning 
of tth: Greek Poet. Lord Monboddo 
will, 1 ^m perfuaded. bow with reve- 
rence to fuch authority. 

Hjs other objection is to the fenfe. 
** It is,*' as his Lord (hip ^expreifcs iir, 
'* faying the fame thing twice ; Neftor 
having juft in the preceding verfe ex- 
horted . Agamemnon to appeafe bia 
anger; and accordingly Euftathiutcalta 
•c AITTOAOrlA. But a repetition «f 
the very fame tlwag, in the very next 
line, is not agreeable to the manner of 
Homer, or of any fcnfiblc vrriter.'"

eosorrft £or the Security and welfare of 
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and ifiuUigent ^a^iftrate* conftaotly 
occupied in the laborious public 'duty of 
adminiOcciog criminftl juitice. 

It ba& long been a fubje6t of general 
€OiB()Iaiat, tbat our fyftcro of Criminal 
Jurii'pradcncc, ^nd the adniinidration 
of the Police, founded -upon that i'y ftein» 
kas chiefly in view the dtteOion and 
puniibment of offenders, after they 
fiave, committed the various crimes 
^vbich render property, and even life 
Jtfelf in fame refpeflg, more infccure 
ID England than ija any other country ; 
v/hilft little attcotion is given to the 
iMeaas of preventing the comroiinon of 
thofe crimes. To remedy this evil, is 
the bci\evolcnt plan of our Author, hy 
producing a favourable change in the 
Itorals of the lower ranks of the people, 
tnc' pointing out the means of prevent- 
ln[? tl>e como^ifRon of thf>fc accumu*

Kcjually dclufive is that 
prote6lion wKich we arc taught to fup- 
pofc wc derive from the admmiftration 
of criminal iufticc, if crimes are found 
m incro-f*- : ' and that they do increafa 
from a variety of cjufos, a ftatement of 
fa£ts, ryftematicaliy explained in this 
" ufefui Woi k, will but too clearly de- 
mopftrate. And fo deeply inters fted is 
every maftcr ofa family in the dtrtail of 
the accumulated cncrmiiies which are 



committed by a p^lanx of criir.Snal 
people, that ^e-moft earncftly recom- 
mend the Work iifelf to be purchafcd, 
and referred to, as occafion may re- 
quire j for an adequate kn^ow ledge of 
the Police of the mctrcpclis, and due 
attention to the many important hints 
and to the iaiutary advice contained in it» 
will operate as a fafeguard to the pro<-^ 
pcrty of houfckeepers, and be the means 
of preventing thofe fma^ thefts^ and 
pilfering in a little way, which lead on 
to the cuminiiRon of greater crimes.

dread of critical corrcftion. 

The Public U by much too huge aa 
animal, and provided with too" many 
cyea and ears, to be induced to think of 
a cohipofitiop unfavourably by a fmall 
party of mifjudging caville<^5 nor w?*l 
It ever contri()ute to the perpetuity df 
that applaufe which is origi natty excited 
by intcrcft or by folly. In Vcperal, no* 
toriety is tht only.donativc that criticifni 
can be faid to confer oq an author, whicli 
to the good tnay pofBbly be a durable 
j>eneiit» and draw evf n the bad froni tfie 
cold and dark caverns of oblivion to a 
motpcntary, if not to a brilliant^ ejtilt« 
pee. 

But^ perhaps, all this anger and m- 
digiiatftm exprefTed by i^uthors may tie 
po m'ofe than an artifice| to excite the

artifice of acquilition was overbalanced 
by every folly c£ extravagance } As to 
tdc great Lexicographer himfelf, he re- 
ceived, as indeed he merited, a liberali^ 
ty of bounty, to which learned indtgenct 
has fcldom attained $ and whether* ht 
was or was not refufed an augmentattoi£ 
of his pcnfion,' to enable him to travel 
with comfort and Convenience^ is aa 
enquiry of little confequcnce, as he had 
means for this p«rpofe,and refourccs of 
\m own. Indeed, our Author gives up 
ihe argument* fo far as it refpe^s him, 
in a note printed oppofite the contents of 
the Ffrfl Book, which was written after 
his work came from the prcfs. 

Notwirhftanding the commendatida 
we have beilowed on thit poem, and 
which it undoubtedly deferves, there 
are feveral in (lances of carelefs rhymes^ 
and of forced and obfcure conftruAions» 
which a very little previous care would 
probably have prevented.

Mr. K. is fomctimes rather negligent 
in his rhymes, as wc have already re-

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h'gai to mek'^ bot we mnft confef^ 
that he if very much improved in chit 
TcCpe€t ^nce his former EfTay, though 
the example of his great prototype, Mr. 
Gray, might have encouraged him to 
remifl*ncfs in thie more mechanical part 
ti Terfification. 

Mr. K. would, in our opinion, by a 
more frequent reference to examples and 
event&y to time, and place, and circum* 
Ihrace, have confiderablvcnlivened and 
fttengthened his poetical argument. 
The path of metaphyfical difquifition n 



often barren, and always doubtful: k 
may be em"bellilhed and cheered by ihc 
flowers of poetry, but can be iUumined 
only by the radiations of truth. ^ 

The book iflues from Mr. Bolmer's

THE Advocate whofe Memoirs are here 
gTven to the public, is William Melmoih, 
B(q. father of the Author. By thefe Me . 
m^ir* we learn, that Mr Meimoth, in his 
early youth, 'feems •' to have heen incfined 
t give a caft of fopenlition to the colour of 
his religion, and to have betrayed an undu^ 
warmth in liis ordinary demeanour, but was 
enabled to corrc;^ the miilakes of immature 
ju Vment and the errors of conititnijonal im- 
perfections.** *« It is certain," fays his Bio- 
grapher, •* thit in his riper age no man^s 
de^ot.on was more controuled by the dic- 
tates of eool good fenfe, nor did any perfon 
^ever poflefs, upon all occations, a more tem- 
perate and- weU^govemed mind." This 
worthy ^ood man was the auttior of a very 
popular performance entitled «* The Great 
Imporrsnce of a Religious Life,*' of which 
/>Aenty-cight editkms have been puhiiihed j 
and) after pafling the greater part of his 
life in the pra^ice of the Court of Cliari- 
eery, died the *6th of April 1743, in tiie 
78th year of his age. He wa» buried under 
Lincoln's Inn Chfipel, where a ftone was 
h)fcribed to his memory. 

This performance is elegantly written, and 
will not difcredlt the Author of Fttzo(bome's 
Letters and the Tranflaicr of Pliny and 
Ciccro, though many reader^ may confider 
a hfe devoid of incident, and pbHed £or the 
mo(t part in the quiet of retirement, ai 
bdrdly of importance enough foe public 
view.

^ot of Creat Britain, together with 



the correfpohdence and other documents 
relative to tfeat Treaty, excepting fuch of 
the faid papers a^ any exiiling negocia- 
tion may render improper to be dif* 
clofcd. 

In deliberating apk)n this fubjed, it 
was itttpoilible for me to lofe fight of 
the principle which fome have avowed 
in its difcullion, ur to avoid extending 
my views to the confequences which 
rouft ^fiow ffom the admi0ion of that 
principle. 

1 truft that no pan of my condu6l h^s 
ever indicated a difjpofitioh to withhold 
any information which the conilitutiori 
has enjoined upon the I^refident as a 
duty to give, or which could be re* 

Quired of him by either Houfe of 
ongrefs as a right i and with truth I 
afHnn,that it has been, as it will con- 
rinue to be, while I have the honour to 
prefide in the Government, my conltant 
endeavour to harmonize with the other 
branches thereof, fo far as the trail 
delegated to tne by the people of the 



'v •A romatic and pl€htref<|ue river ifl-Cnaibcrliaii 
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United States, and my fenfc of the obli- 
gation it impofes, t© " prcrervc, pro- 
te£^, and defend the Conftitution," will 
pernvit. ' 

The nature of foreign negochtions 
requires caution, and their fuccef» m-uft 
often depend on fccrccy ; and even 
when brouight to a conclufion, a full 
difcbfurc of all the meafures, deinandf, 
or eventual conceffions, which may 
have?, been propofed or contcmpbted, 
would be extremely impoliric; for this 
might ha«(e a pernicious, influence^ on 
fncurc negociations ; or produce i mine - 
diatc inconveniencief, perhaps danger 
and mifchieft in relation to other 
powers. The neieffity of fuch caution 
and fccrccy was one cogent rcafon for 
vefting the power of mailing Treaties 
in the Pretident, with the advice and 
confent of the 'Setiate ; the principle 
on which that body was formca conii fl- 
ing it to a fmall nun^ber of Men.bers. 
To admit, then, a right in the Houlc of 
Repre fen rati ves to demand, and to have 
as a matter of courfe, all the papers 
refpe£ling a ncgociaiion with a foreign 
Power, would be to eAabliih a dange- 
rous precedent* 

It do«s not occur that the infpc£tion 
of iha papers a(kcd f of can be relative 
to any purpofc under the cognizAucc of 
the Houfc of Reprefentat'.vts, except 
that of an impeachment ; which the Re- 
fblutionhas not exprcffed, I repeat that 
I have no difpoiition to withhold any 
information which the duty of my 
ftation will permit, or the public good 
ihould' require to be difcloled ; and, in 
fadt, all the papers afFefting a nejocia* 
tion with Great Britain were laid before 
the Senate, when thj Treaty itfeif was 
communicated to their conlidcraiion and 
advice. 

The courfe which the debate has 
taken on the Refolutien of the Houfc, 
leads to fome obfervatinns on the mode 
of making Treaties under the Condi- 
lution of the United S rates. 

£The Prefidcnt here difculTes the 
principles of the Couftitution of the 
United States, and concludcfs with the 
following explicit and manly obferVa- 
tion] 

Ai, therefore, it is perf«^ly clear to 
my uudcrftanding, that the afTcnt of the 
Houfe of Rcprefentatives is not necef- 
I'ary to the validity of a Treaty : as the 
Treaty with Great Britain exhibits, in 
itfeif, all the obje^s requiring legiila- 
live previfion — and on thefe the papers 
ceiled for can thtow no tTght^^and a« it 



is eflcntial to the due ad mini ft ration of 
the Government, that the boundanei 
fixed by the ConiHtution, bcnvcen' the 
different departments, ihould be pre- 
feryed—ajuft regard to the Coofthixtton, 
and to the duty bf my office, under ill 
the circumftances of this cafe„forbid a 
compliance with your i^equeft.

MANIFKSTO BY ^HE NATIONAL AS- 
SEMBLY RepRE«ENlING THE BA* 
TAVIAN NATION. 

THE Batavian Nation, once more un- 
juftly attacked by the kingdom of Great 
Britain, has jult taken up arms. This 
nation, To often ill treated, -opprcflcd, trod 
upon, and pillaged, under the maik of 
friendship 'y now animated and excited by 
Liberty, and at length breathing for the 
iirlt time after (0 long an interval, itfomei 
the pnmitive energy of its bwe and 
valorous chamber, courageoufly rears its 
head, and will 00 longer fu&r its prof* 
perity tobe undermined by envious neigh- 
bours. Jt will no longer allow itielf to 
be dragged in the duA^ and it will ceafe 
to be the fport ofthc infamous and ambiti- 
ous Minitfers of England, who, by the 
dazzle of piratical treafure$,^blind the En- 
glifh nation, which fancies itfeif to be fi*ee, 
with lefpeft to thff terrible calamities they 
have brought on Europe and on the whole 
of the Ituman race. The Batavian people 
will defend their rights and their indepen- 
dence. They \VJ11 iave their countryjIrQm 
the ruin by which it is threatened. 

Will Europe ftill doubt, that the Bata« 
vian Republic has not rightfully drawn the 
iword from the Oiuath, when (he is con- 
Itrained to a ju(f defence? Will Europe 
itill doubt that the Batavian Republic Ins 
been led to the very bruik of utter de- 
ftru£lion, by the difaftrous poliey of the 
fame Miuiftry ? Will Europe ftill doubt 
that the regenerated Batavian Republic 
will not, with the help of its iJlutfhoas 
Ally, vi^oroully i-epel tlie arrogant domi- 
nation ot the English Cabinet, and will not 
confuiidate the Libcity fo dearly and peri- 
loufly acquired, at the expence even of 
all by which (he is intereftcd ? ' 

When England attempted, by the 
force of arms, to fubjugate her American 
Colonies, wliich (lie had driven to a juft 
^a/urre6lion ; and when the icourge of war 
extended to other fempii-es, the States 
General of the United Piti^iiKes v«re 
careful to obierve a ftrift ncwrality.— 

They 
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They did not fuiCer Dutch velTels to tranf- 
port any other commodities to Arrterica, 
thofe excepted which were declared free 
by the exprefs teems of Treaties. The 
moft efficacious precautions were careful - 
Jy taken to prevent warlike ftores fi om 
being conveyed to the American colonies, 

I as well as to prevent any fraudulent com-' 
merce from being carried on with them : 
precautions which did not a little /liacklc 
and injure our own commerce to llic Weft 
Indies. 

It availed the Repubh'c, however, but 
little to obferve the C9nditions of treaties 
with exaflneli, as to what was by them 
prohibited ; the Engliih Minifteis, con- 
iuUing merely their temporary conveni- 

S cnc*, went fo far as to difpute what thtle 

' very treaties allowed : they would not fuf» 
fer the Republic to enjoy thofe very advan- 
tages of ucaty which England herl'clFhad 
enjoyed in a fimtlar cafej but, violating 
the rights uf nations, they condemned the 
cargoes as prizes to the Crown, and em* 
ployed the materials in the Royal arfenals : 
other vefTcls were forfeited, by the arbi- 
trary icntenc«6 of partial Courts of Juftice. 
The privateers and armed (hips of £ng« 

) land, feeingr that their piracies wei'e le- 
galized, multiplied their depredations, and 
the merchant veflfels of Holland daily be- 
came the viftims of their brutalities. — 
Fmally, the atrocity of the BritiOi Mini- 

I fters was carried to fuch a point, that 
they no longer rdpe£led the flag of the 
Slates, but carried a convoy of Dutch 
yeifels into the ports of England, declar- 

I ing fhips richly laden to be lawful prizes, 
and violating, as well in Europe as elfe* 

I where, our neutral territory, i he only 
mode which could be adopted to put a 
Hop to thefe unprecedented injuftices, 
without however breaking with the king* 
dofti of Great Britain, was employed by 

: their High Mightineifes. This mocie con* 
lifted in joining, with all polfible fpeed, 
$bc alliance of the three J^onhcrn 
powers, concerted by the Emprefs- of 
Ruflia, and deltiued to pro(e6l, by the 
foFce of arms, the rights of neutral na- 
tioDs* each of them more or Itls violated 
by England. 

Their High MightineflTes, wc fay, 
^ould have accede^l to this Treaty, had 
mi an obftacle b^en thrown in the way 
by the perfidious machinauons of the 
£ngli(h Cahioe^. This was the fignal 
V^hich led England to break every tie, to 
didiibuu; letters of marque for making 
reprifals on the inliabitants of the {lepub- 

I Uc and thoir pofTeiTtons, and to ^ieciare 
o^n War a^aiufi the United Sta^s. A 



Miniftry to which all means vsrcre alike, 
could net want pretexts for that purpofe. 
It was not at the lame time difficult for 
their High Mightineifes to demon ftrate thft 
frivolity of all thofe pi-etendcd grievan- 
ces ; but what purjiofe could this anfw^r 
with a rapacious, obftinate, and ur.juft 
Miniftry, which was defirous to revenge 
on a peace^bl^ Ally, the lofs of the Bri- 
ti/h Colonies, and to appcafe, for a tinfe 
at lea(t, by the booty obtained by an un- 
forefcen attack, the murmurs of the En- 
gliOi nation ? 

It was icon aftrtr learned, that the fqua- 
drons and armed veifels of Enghind cap. 
tuied, by virtue of orders already fur- 
nifhcd, the Dutch veffels thev fell in wil<i 
beyond feas, without the fmallcf! fufoicion 
on our iide, and againft the faith of trea- 
ties. We learned the cruel manner in 
which the iflaud of St. Eoftatia was de- 
vaftaicd, by feizing on the pofleflions of 
the merchants, which, when Colle6^ed, 
» formed trcafui es ; while richly laden veffels 
returning from the ocean were furpnfed 
unawares in the Channel by fniall veffels, 
which readily made them their prey. Bf 
fuch vile means, unwoithy of a generous 
nation, did the Britifh Miniftcrs diflior 
n jur the flag of their King j for can it be 
confidered in any other point of view than 
that of acting, under the Royal flag, the 
part of pirates ? 

The Batavian Republic was at length, 
after fo many loffes, forced to provide 
for her defence, to maintain her rightt 
and independence by the dint of arms, and 
to proteA her commerce and her poffef- 
fions. Ah ! if (he could then have com* 
bated under the banners of Liberty ! how 
would the Engliih Miniftry havt repented 
of its rafhnefs and perfidy ! But the 
Engliih Cabinet knew all its influence 
in this country j it was awaie that it couM 
fucceed in Ihackling within t*he Republic 
the preparations of war j it was certain 
of nnding in Holland partizans who 
would contrive to put into its poffefTion 
our ihips of war, and who would ^nd 
the means to .prevent the difplay of all our 
ftren^th. The event fbon proved that the 
Cnglifli Mmifte^s were not miftakcn.— • 
They mocked our feeble efforts, which, 
even before they were carried into effc&, 
were paralized in their outfet by the ad* 
herents they had in this country, Thefe 
adh«rents Aipplicd them with intelligence 
of all that was concerting here. Support* 
ed ' by the Siadtholderian influence, they 
even contrived to. render nugatory the or- 
ders given by their High Mightincffes fir 
the iuB^lion of the Batavian fquadrou with 
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the French fieet^ It w^i thfy fo|* the En* 
giiOi Mtniftry, after fuch treafons, to oh- 
t^^a fucceifes in that war. And this is 
yihn tjiey call ^l9ry f But wji^en a parti« 
|Co)ar cccaiion ^refented itfeif-r-when a 
fleet belongiug to the States accidentally 
net with an opportunity to difplay its 
courage and its valour, the EaUvian 
mariners, although nQvices in fighting* 
proved (hat they had not dfrgenerated froin 
the bravery of their anceftors. Thty drove 
the Englifli fieet» covered with conHiAon 
and (hamp^ into its own port, without 
V^ing lot one of the meirchant veflids 
Cbey had under convoy. 
A war carried •n in (uch a wav nece/Tari. 

S terminated in a Treaty of Peace bur- 
en^NDe to the States. Indead of being 
indenaniiied for the incaljculable loifes 
(bev had fuftained in their commerce^ 
they confidered themiblyea as fortunate 
to be enabled by the 4)eedy afliflan^e of the 
French forces, which checked the Englifh 
in the two Indies, to l^ve a part of their 
pofleflionsi vvhile they found themfelves 
obliged to yield to theeneirty the important 
fadory of Negauatnam on the coaft of 
^oromandeli and to allow to Britifh vef* 
fels (he free navigation of the coafts of the 
Molucca iflands, notwithftandin|f it might 
have been forefeen that the navigation of 
the Engliih in ttiole (eas would tend to 
nothing lels than the complete deftradion 
of our trade in the Eaft Indies. 

We fliali not enter into details concern? 
}ne what p (Ted in the fcquel, when the 
Bftavian nation feeing how much its in- , 
terells were conftantljr cyery whye facrifi. 
ced to thofe cJ if s aueient rival, even by the 
pecfons appointeff to flefj^nd its rights, 
tneditated a fundamentj^l regeneration in 
the form <rf the Government. W'c fcall 
not retrace how England, knowing that 
the limitation of the fcandalous ufurpa- 
tion of power an4 influence, on the part 
of the Stadtholder, would alfc diminifh 
its influence in this Republic $ how, we 
fay, the Briti(h Miniltry, far from in- 
iercedinj'for the Batavian nation, or 
coming to its fuccour, when legions of 
foreign troops Seized on thele countries, 
committing, the molt atrocious difordersy 
pillars, and yiolenees, confidered on the 
«ontrary t)tts devaftation and this oppref-^ 
fioh yrith a malipant i^tisfa£lion ^ and 
concurred, ^ when the milchief was com- 
pleted, in guaranteeing, in a folemn 
manner, the fyft«m pf a tyranny which 
refuhed from it* 

When the French nation, wearied w\th 
the inftipponable tyranny oi Kings, (hook 
otf its yoke and formed itleif into an 



hideirndent Republic, the Brhifli Mini? 
(era thougiit that they could not haVe a 
better opportunity to difnidmber a part of 
that ii ne empire. They Accordingly unit* 
ed in the Treaty concluded at Pilniti, q^ 
the ayth of Aiiguft 1791, by the Princer 
of Germany. The French Republic, wdl 
knowing that that of the United Provin- 
ces of the {feiherlands would be con- 
fb-ained hy England to take a part in this 
plot againlV its liberty, declared war 
ag^nft the Bririlh Minifters, as well as 
again* their fubjcft William V. Stadt^ 
holder of the Seven Untte4i Provinces, and 
his partizans.ir-It is thus that the Batar 
yian nation was once more drawn agaii^ 
its will into this bloody war by its depen* 
dance' on thofe fame Minifters : itstrea- 
fures were laFi(heJ,and its arfenals nearly 
emptied to aid the extravagant plans of 
Pitt and Ijis cabal. Auxiliary Eoglifli 
troops were fent tq this Republic, and 
wheb a defeat, fuftained near' the Meofe 
by "a part of the French army, had pro- 
cured a momentary advantage, the army 
of the States was forced to pafs ^ lioiiti 
of our frontiers, and thofe di Fnuice, and 
towage an offcniive war 911 the French 
territory. ♦ Soon, howeyep, the vidorious 
French repulfed their enemies on aU ddet^ 
and from day to day the armies of Eng' 
land and the States retrograded towards 
ouf frontiers. T<?e Republic found itfHf 
on the brink of its ruin, fince appearances 
pointed out that the theatre of war would 
be removed to the very heart of its pro- 
vinces, and all the country inundated.— 
Never were the States in fo critical a pofi^ 
tion fince the war with S))ain j but this 
danger brought about theu" deliverance 1 
Providence defeated the perfidious plant 
of its enemies, who were deftrous rather 
that the Republic Oiould be deftroyed 
than that it fhould be free. When die 
froft permitted the croffing of the riven, 
the valorous French troops drove before 
theiti the Englifli bands with fo maA 
fpeed, that the latter had not time to tS^ 
their infernal defijn j they fled, but theif 
road was traced by fiie and pillage. It 
was nothing -but their fpeedy and predpi- 
tatc retreat that pfefervcd the Republic 
from a total devaftation. We foon wit- 
nefled the extraordinary fpcaacle whidi 
fhe cititens prefented on al) (ides, hokKig 
ont their arms to ^'efr conquerors as to 
their only deliverers. We faw the allied 
troops (ack an^i plunder, and tbofe who 
wore called our enemies nfytSt publici 
and privau properties. 

It was thus that the Netherlands were 
delireretl from their moft dangerous enin 
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mles. The Stadtholder abandoned, in a 
yUdardly way, his couniry and l)i8 f» ie^ids, 
jBou} fought an afylum at the Court of the 
King of Engbnd. The ftandard of 
Liberty was planted in all places, while the 
French Jlepublic declared the Batavian 
Nation free, and re-cftabliihed in its primi- 
live ri^ht*. 

The Britifli Miniftera, enraged at fecr 
!ng this Republic IHU exilt without being 
in their hands, attempted at leaft to de- 
iroy it anoiljer way, by totally untJer- 
mining its extenlive co*umcrc^. Upwards 
of 100 ihips, the greater part richly 
iaden, which either through foul winds. 
pr as a ineafure of precaution, had 
fought fh^tcr in Ffitiib poit$, as well n^ 
I kivrA Dutch fbip^ of war, were laid un- 
der embargo, ai if to prevent them fr©m 
falling into if^e h^iidi of the fiench. Their 
HighlVlightinefl*c«, it is true, fcnt Com- 
ini&3ners.to London to claim them, 
demonftrating )>v tlie moft folid proofs, 
thu the Batayian Republic was no longer 
»ndcr the dommiqfi of Fr*nc« ^occ the 
ibkmn declaration of itt lodependence, 
and that EngUnd ought to condu^ iifelf 
jtowards the Qatayian Nation, as towards 
a Free People; they' added, that the 
Duicb mercnantf would not rircjue (he 
^try of their veflfeb into tljc ports of the 
Republic, if It vvas for no other purpofc 
than to forrender tl»em to tlie French, 
The Bntid} Nfinifters bad, however, al- 
ready made up their iiunds to appropriate 
this booty to tbenilelyes ) and, to aug* 
ment it, they difTeminated on all fides ^lle 
irtmiours touching the fnuation pTa^irs in 
this country, to the end that they mighty 
In the fame viray, allure into tljeir port? 
the merchant yeffcis belonging to the |le- 
pobKc, wbicii were ftill at fea. They 
have fince entirely violated the Hightt of 
Nations; and all the Dutch vefl^s, to 
whfch bis Majefty the l^ng of Great Bri- 
tain bad granted his high prot|cAion| were, 
in violation of the Treaty of Breda, per- 
'fidioudy dechred lawful captures. 

Buf what puts the feal to the a£ls of 
hoftility and bad. faith which the prefenc 
j^rittib Minifters have exerciled ag^inft 
this Republic, is the treacherous mode 
in which they have endeavoured to make 
' themfelvct n^afters of her cok)nie8. Vof 
•bis purpofe \hcy fent letters, ligned by't^Jc 
Prince of Orange, and dated at Kew, 
the 7th of Pcbi^ary 1795, to feveral of

In thefe. letters, 
Ais perfidioot and ei^devant Mintfkr

after having abandoned all his polls> or* 
dered, on \u% individual authority, the re« 
fpeftive Governors to put the Colonies of 
the States under the prot^ftion of the 
BritiOi arms ; that is to fay, in the artful 
and cuftomary lan^age of the EngHf^ 
Mlniijfy, to AirrcndBi* them to England. 
Notwitlilf a tiding this felonious thtttagen^ 
has failed in the greater part of the Colo* 
nies, through the fidelity of their Gover* 
nors, it was impodible to prevent the Cape 
of Gk>od Hope from faljing into the bandf 
bf the Englifh; and feveral important 
poiTcflions of thefe States, in the £aft In. 
dies, have fliared the fame fate. 

While all this was taking place, tb^ 
Qriiifh Miniftry conceived tl^ plan of at- 
tackifigalfo by land this free Republic^ 
and of employing for that purpofe thofe 
fo}diers, who, being more attached to the 
Prince of Orange than to th^ir country^ 
emigrated on the flattering promifes of Eur 
gland.— tlThefe fugitives were not 'only 
well receivet^ in the States of his Britan- 
nic Majei^y in {Jermany, but were even 
kept in the pay qf ^ng!ai)d ; and if thi» 
d(H*ertion of the greater paft of the army 
of the Republic could have been brought 
about, there is no doubt but they woul4 
have been led againft their country under 
Englifli Comn^ mders, for the purpofe o( 
renewing here, if the fa6l were poffible, 
the fcenes of 1787 ; of kindling up, as 
in La Vendee, a difa^rous civi) war, anc| 
pf thus deftroying tbe Batavian' Republic 
by inteiline commotions. 

|s it therefore fgrpriling, that the Bata* 
yian nation, now free', feik* to reinforce 
itielf againft fuch unprecedcntetf and nu- 
merous outrages, by an intimatp alliance 
with a }lcpublic which fnat^he<| it froni 
the gripes of its enemies ? A Treaty of 
Peace and Alliance was accordingly con? 
eluded at the Hague, on the 1 6th of Mav 
1795, between the two free ^Republics ^F 
France and Holland. That treaty ^ 
mutual cfefence by which the fndependen| 
Batavian Nation, fupported by a powerful 
nefghbopr, and unfli^ken by the influencf 
of a foreign Minifter, will be put in a 
condition to employ fur the firture its forces 
Sgainti^ iu aggrtflfors, and of paying then^ 
in their own coin, has alfo been cevente({« 
(iis Majcftyi the I^ng 6f Great Bri- 
tain^ after fo inany hotiilitics has been ej^- 
erciied, was at length pleafed to proclaimi 
ofi the ?ath Sppten:)ber 5795, by his 
Council of State, a Mantiefio of War 
againft this Republic, but in which no 
ground of complaint was alledged. His 
Ma)e(ty, it is trtie, fays in this Manifeflon 
<'thai focfome utiic divers a£ls of out*' 
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rage, contrary to the honour of his Ma- 
jeity*$ Ciowji,an<l of the legitimate vi^^l8 
of his fu^»}ef^s, hid been commiuctl in 
lie United Provinces, and that the fhiyi 
of war which Tailed from the ports of lliC 
United Provinces, liad received ciders to 
take and Hnk aU BriiiOi vdcl*/] The 
a£ls contrary to the honuiir of his Ma- 
jelty's Crown, which hire been commit- 
ted in the Netherlands, are the acts of his 
Majtfty's own trooj)S, and the Engiifli 
nation will undoubitdiy, fooncr ur luer, 
puniflj their authors ; and with rffjcfl to 
the orders given lo the (h ps of war of the 
Republic, to repel violence by viulc»\ce, has 
not th« indejieuUcni Republic, fo cruelly 
treated,! right of lehlbi.ce ? His Mjjerty 
had fofgoticn that the Neihcrlan.is were 
no longer under the .St.ultbolderian voke, 
a»d that his M^jtfty's Minifters hail loft, 
for ever, as we trufl. tor the fafciy of the 
tountry, all influence over the independent 
Batavian R::public. 

It U therefore with a perfe£l confulcncc 
in that love of the country, In that 
energy, and. in thai courage with which 
Lil>erty ^lone can ii fpi»e a nation, fpr a 
long lime in fulled and oppreil'ed, that tb« 
independent Bitaviar. N.ition folenmly de- 
clares in the face of Euroi>e, through the 
organ of its legiiiniate Reprolenlatives, 
that, obliged to defend itfclf again it the 
^£is of perfidy and violence of the neigh- 
Jjouring kingdom of Great Britain, * it 
^ill repel every aft of a^reihon on its 
iiberiy, its independence, us rizhis, and 
its legitimate pofTelHons j and that it vvill 
put it) execution all pofTible means to re- 
ceive fitisfaflion and indemnity for the in- 
calculable lolTes it has fuftained through 
a perfidious Ally :'— in the firm hope tha: 
Di\ijiC Providence, who has fo miracu- 
loufly prcfervcd this country from a total 
ruin, will bkfs its arms, and will not 
^llow violence and cpprefllon ever to fix 
^cir fatal abode on its free territory.

If fome communes, habitations, or

The Marqais of Lanfdowne rofe to 
teake his promiftd Motion for an crt- 
quiry oil tlie fubjed of National Expen- 
V diture; He fet out with alluding tb the 
■ Comrotffion of PuWic Accounts, ap- 
pointed in the year 1780 to enquire 
into, and fuggeft remedies for, the 
abttfcs ejttftin^ in Public Offices and 
Departtnents, and complained that the 
ineafures recommended bythcfcCora- 
toiiliioners, fourteen years huce, had not 
yet btren adopted. He inftanced parti* 
caUrly in the cifc of five Revenue 
Boards, which the CotnmifBoners had 
{ Tfcommehded to be cortfolidated into 
one, bat which ftill remained didin^. 
He alluded to the mode of keeping 
the Army Accounts, as purpofcly indiu 
tm6t and confufcd. He next pafTed to 
the ftate of ilw Unfunded Pebt-«.ro ih*e 
Patent Officers irt the Cuftoms — the 
mode of tranfaftingbblinefsat the Mint 
—the ftate of the' CroWn lands-^th^ 
erection of Barracks, which he lulled 
Inland Fortreflre8--'the extraordinary 
expenccs of the Armjr, and their un- 
coDtrouled appropriation— the reiiewal 
of the Office of Third Secretary of 
State— the newly-created Board of Na- 
tal Arcbitefture (which, however, bt 
apprcnredO— and the Board of Tranf- 
ports. All thefe he confUlcred as 
plameabSe, and requiring reform, the 
incretfe of places having made the Red 
Book a cheft of corruption. 

He then proceeded to antrhadvert on 
the connexion ' between the M^inifter 
and the Bank, which he confidcrcd as 
Hoconftitutional. The late check on 
difcounts had, he obfcrved, induced 
fome to. foppofe that the w.ell had a 
bottom; and,' among other inconvcni* 
encts refultiog from it, he aHuded to 
one which he had learnt from a letter 
fent him by Come coal-heavers 1 who 
had half one of the 20,000]. prizes, 
which I hey had diicounted for loool. 
wM)e the Office- keeper, on the en*

tendon of the difcouptl bjf the BtQk» 
iiad alFtcrwardS cafhed it for a««I. • . 

It was obfcrvable, he faid, that the , 
firHHiftoriandf the Blank hadpredifted 
Its arrival at what it no>v afiqally is, 
a citadel in the midft of London ; and 
an Eftabiilhment which may a6tually 
(land in lieu of Parliament 1 

He ihould not now enter into a ge* 
neral view of our finances. The pic- 
ture which they prcfentcd was of a

- " That an account Ihould be fur- 
ni(hed of the new Offices,* with falariet 
created in the laft ten years— of fatarics 
prolonged beyond the fcrvices— of mo- 
nies ifiued by warrants, &c. 

•• That this enquiry was moft necef- 
fary# when we were engaged in a 
* bloody and expenfive war, wiSiout any 
obje^k or end ! 1 fuch obje6ts only ex- 
cepted as had arifen from the mifcon-A 
du£t of Minifters. 

*• That fuch an enquiry was onavoid- 
able from the exhaufted A ate of our 
finances; which compelled the Go. 
vernmcnt! to refort to taxes which had 
been formerly repealed ; and that it was 
the duty of the Confticmiqnal Guards 
to interfere and prevent the protra6lioii 
of afyftem whicn could lead to no other 
end but that of public cofifuiion^" 

Lord Grenville oppofed the Motion, 
and combated the various propofitiont 
of Lord Lanfdowne one by one. With 
rcfpe£^ to the Crown lands, meafuret 
had been taken totufn them to national 
prcfit.

Tlie Eart nf Lauderdatf Supported 
the Mnt'tnn in a fpccch of connoerable 
ieogtb i in the cottfTe of which lie dt» 
cUred* he eould not in hfs con&ieBce 
fay the Country y^at at thit moment 
free. The Crown abforbed fo great a 
portion of iti property, and^ by that 
jneant acquired fuch inAuence. tha^ 
neither out of doors nof in Parliament^ 
»or anywhere, could he get men who 
had courage to fpeak their fentiments ^ 
Aot even many of thofe whom he knew 
to be of the fame fentiments with him- 
lelf.

The amount of ttic 'Sinking Fwnd at 
this' day, if taken at a,6oo,oool. was 
rather below the mark ; and we have 
difcharged, befides, a2,ooo,oool. of 
d^bt, including the American fuffcrcrs 
axtd Spanilh Armament. By a mattrial 
and rooft valuable operation we have 
been able to eftablifli a Fund for the rt« 
demption of the National' Pebt, which, 
jf f;icredly perfcvered i», would extin- 
guiih the whole in iefs than c6 yean 
fr<om the prcfent time; and, in lefs than 
J 2 years from this time« this Sinking 
Fund would amount to four millioiis, 
at which time the people would begia 
to be eafed of their taxes, yhc whole 
receipt of the Revenue in 1783 was 
i,ooo,oool. Lcfs than the expenditure, 
and it is now 3,600,000 above it ; fo 
that, cflimating the Peace EfiahliAimepi 
at ic,ooo,oool. we ihould have a clear 
furplus of 3,6oo,ooal. and, adtfiog thia 
to the deficiency of 1783, it will make 
a difference to the Public of above 
^,cop,oooU Thtle were /a6lt which 
he would leave fo theur Lordikipt 
without commem, becanie thef re* 

J|uired none, and becaufe they appealed 
o forcibly, if their Lordfiitps «roald 
believe th^n. The fimple refuU waa, 
that we owed the benefits they exhi<* 
bited to the enerfry of our Government, 
the fecurhy of our Laws, and the ftabi* 
lity of our Conftitdtion I 

Eari Moira 4nd Lord Hawkei>ury 
likewife fpoke, and fome^ierfonal alter- 
cation took place between Lord Lau* 
iJcrdale, the Chancellor, nod Lord 
iSpencer, the latter of whom entered 
into a defenc'e of hiitifelf and the 0uke 
of Portland on their coming into 
office. They entered it nor from any 
grccdinefs for place % but becaufe it was 
thought by thofe whofe opinions they 
mod highly valued, that by accaptiag 
their prefent fituaiions, they xould 
render the'more elTential ferviccs. The 
Houfe then divided ; for Lord hutC* 
downers Motions 9— againfi them 7^. 

TUESDAY, MAY lO. 

Lord Moira rofe, and, adverting to 
the dfbatt of Monday fe*iioight} ftated» 

thai 
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ihMt be had fome obfervatioos to make 
upon the fpeech of a Koblc Lord 
( Auckland }, whkh had been fince 
pubiiihed ; and having entered into the 
calculations in the Ip&cch, delivered hif 
opmiuni rliat th*y were erroneous. 

Lord Grenville'defendtd them, whicli 
produced a long converfatioo, in which 
Lord Hawkeiburjr atfo m^ntained thefe 
calculations ; while Lords Moira, Lanf- 
dbwne, and Lauderdale* contended they ^ 
were inaccurate. It was agreed to de- 
fer the further confederation of the 
bufiDcfs until Friday oeaty until which 
day alfo Lord Lauderdale poflponed his 
jflcended Motion on the iubje^t of Fi- 

\ nance, aod the Lords were ordered to 

* be fummr*iied. 

! The OrJcr of the Day being th«n 
ready chat their Lordibips be fumtnonedt 
The Earl of Guildford faid, he was 
confinced that in what he' was about to 
fay, he fruft be ot>iii;ed to go over ipuch 
beaten ground, and ufe much hackneyed 
argument; bit he Ihtiud endeavour to 
comprcfs it, snd not trouble the Houfe 
but with as Hctle repetition as pollible. 

\ The conduct of the prefcnt Miniilry 
was fuch as demanded a (Iri^ exami- 
nation^ as thi-y had ihewn themieives 
unworthy of poCclfing the conhdcnce 
of the People ; and he was convinced, 
that the bpi^ mode of remedying the 
evil from he lice ariiing, would be, to 
(hew to iht People andPtiblic, without * 
exaggeration) wht thtir coodu£^ had 
really been. His Lordihip reviewed 
the principal events of the War, and 
cundemncrl the condu6V of Minifters, 
which he fiated to be weak, undecided, 
and wanting in energy; and infifted 
that the objeft of the War wm ever 
tindcfined, and t^e real expenditure m- 
vidiouftykept back from the knowledge 
of the Country. His Lordihip noticed 
the negotiation between Mr, Wickham 
and the Sieiir Barthclcmij and dc. 
flared a more aukward attempt w^ 
furely never exhibited to the eyes of 
mankind, from his foul he muft fay, 
that he drew the fame conclufinns as 
Were drawn by the Frfench — That in 
our offers we were ijbt finccre. He 
had on a firmer occafion troi|blcd their ~ 
Lordihips with a Motion for an in- 

?[uiry, but at preffnt he (hould not 
bjlow tKat plan ; ' he would prefcnt 
them a Mption, fu^h as, he conceived, 
would be the rcfult of fuch an inquiry, 
if gone into. He then gave in the 
Motion, which wat very long, and took ' 
tp Djiputes in reading ; it rccapittylattd 



the ai^omeoti of Jhia fpeech i reviewed 
the origiTi, progners, and condud of th£ 
War, and conctudtd by praykig His 
Majcfty todireA hie Scrrants to alter 
their meaCures. 

Lord Sydney could not think the no- 
ble Earl Icrious, if he called upon them 
to join in an immenfe long Motion, co&* 
taining fuch a variety of pointt j cfpe- 
cialiy a^' it was brought forward on thfi 
fudden, and lather uoexpe^ed^ 

The Duke of, Bedford moved ta ad* 
journ the Debate, upon which a con* 
verfation arole, and it was withdrawn* 

L«rd Hawkefl>ury faid, that by thia . 
Motion their Lordlliiips were not only- 
called upon to condemn the conduct o£ 
Admioiftration throughout the War, 
but they were called upon to condemn 
aU their own Refolutions ; for they had 
fan6tioned, upon feveral occafions , ^hat 
cofldu6l which they were now a(ked td 
condemn* 

The Duke of Grafton fupported ^ 
Motion. 

Earl Fit2 William reprobated, in 
flroQg termsi the principles purfued by 
the French, and declared' he would give 
his aflfent even to a Btllum intertueinumm 

Lord Grenville, in a very able 
fpeech, went throug;h all the obje£^ion« 
adduced agaiod the origin of (he W^r, 
and the condu£t of it in its progrefs. 
He would declare that we were forced 
into it by the condu^ of our Enemies; 
and that we had not the alternative be- , 
fore us of Peace or War. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne went at 
coniiderable length into the Q^eftioB j 
and thought aii our conqueft», even the 
Cape itfelf, would be well exchaneed' 
for the money they had coft. All Alii* 
ances, he thought, (hould not be binding 
beyond a certain point, where they 
tendtd to injure the profperity of i^ 
Country. 

The Dyke of Bedford fupported th© 
Motion. The Houfe divided ; C<5n* 
ttnts, 75 Proxies, 3— loj Non-Con- 
t«mts,79; Proxies, 31^110; Majority, 
100. Adjourned at half paft Thre^. 

THURSDAY, MAY la* 

Read a thitd time, pafled, and fent to 
the Commons for their concurrence, a 
Bill for naturalising Mrs. Uafttnes,wifi^ 
of Warren Hafting^, Pfq. late Govejr* 
nor Gcoe^arof Bengal. 

FRIDAY, MAY 13. 

Earl Lauderdale rnfe to make hit, 
prdmifed Motion on the fubje£t of Fi- . 
nance j which he prefaced wTth teveral 
pbfervattons on the neceHity and poliev 

egg. ^ it 
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of attending tp the ftateof the refourccs 
and expenditure of the Country ; a 
ncglcft of which }iad been one prinr 
cipal caufe of producing the Revolution 
in France. His Lordfliip deprecated 
the imputation of any improper moiive 
or defign, on his part } and concluded 
yfhh fubmitting a ftripg of Refolutions 
to the Houfe, which emled in ftatin'g, 
that a$ even a Peace Expenditure muft 
jiow be cftimatedat 22,540,3551. and a 
Peace income, only 20,596,765!. the 
annual fum of i>943i57ol. yet remained 
to be raifcd by taxes. 

Lord Auckland combated the ilare- 
mentof the Noble Lord, and vindicated 
^he one he had publiOied. His Lord« 
ihip calculated our annual Peace in- 
come at, 12,400,000!. cxclufive of the 
iiooo,oocl. proyidpd for the Sinking 
Fund. 

Earl Moira, and other Lords, like- 
y/\Ce fpoke j and the Refolutions were 
rejected by a Motion for the p^evio^s 
queftion. 

MONDAY, MAY 1 6. 

The Order of the Day being read for 
the fccond reading of the "Quakers' 
Bill, ^ 

The Arphbiibop of Canterbury faid, 
be underjlpod i^ was intended to pafs 
this* Bill with rapidity: thrt-ugh the 
Houfe, though it was one whicl^ con- 
tained a matter of great importance, 
and implicated piuch property. This 
was hardly done in the cafe ot a com- 
mon Bill, and this was not a very com- 
mon one. .^e b^lipved, that mod of 
their Lord/hips >vere unacquaintt;.d 
-with its contents, as it had been but a 
viry Ihort time in their Hey fc. Look- 
ing at the avcrpKjnt, wjint was it ? That 
from a prinpiple of confwicnce, a parti- 
cular religious clafs "of mun ft!t them- 
felvcs boupd to rciJft the payment of 
Tithes J and by this Bill, the Clcrgy- 
' man wa^ to fue fp^ them in a peculiar 
manner ; or if he reforttd to the com* 
mon procefs of ^heLaw, he would incur 
all the coffs of the fiiit iipop himfelf. 
This was giving eyidcnt adyanugc tp 
a bod V of men, whoaljeady, upon their 
own 4j^tement. felt ihcmftlyes inclined, 
frOYn a principle of confcience as thty 
ilftte, to fitigat? the fnbje^t of Tithes 
with the Clergy, many of whom could 
ill afford, from theii- narre\y ipeycnue, 
^o maintain continual fuit?. In juftice 
to them, therefore, arms ought not to 
be put into th^ hands,of ifieiropponents, 
who would attack them at fucb difad^ 
vantage. He thought' it incumbent 



upon him, and required of one vr^m 
held the fituation which he, however 
unworthily, had the honour to fill, to 
ftcp forwards on their behalf; an4 
tl^refore, for the realons which he had 
dated, he (Jiould move, that the Bill 
be read ^ feconrf time this dajT threp 
mpnths. 

The Duke of Norfolk faid, he underr 
dojod the principle qf the Bill tobc no 
more than this-r-that a particular mode 
of recovering Tithes frota Quakers wai 
by it pointed out 5 and that ifany Clcrr 
gyman, through a pure fpirit of lirir 
pation, chofe to follow a more cJipenfive 
law procefs, that in fuch cafe < the coftf 
il^ould fall upon himfelf. 

The Bilhop of Rochcftcr faid, he en- 
tirely concurred with the Mod Reve- 
rend Metrppolitan. ,lf the Bill went 
no further than to give a more eafy an<t 
fummary m'jde in the colle£lion of 
Tithes, he (hould feel no objection 
again ft it 5 but he feared, though it 

' might not be intcnde,d, it deprived the 
Clergy of their remedy at Law, which, 

, in many cafes, was abfolutely ncceffary, 
He therefore thought the Bill, at Icaft, 
Ihould have fomc confideratioh, and 
upon tl'.at ground' would fup(X)rt the 
Motion of the Rcv. and Lean^ned Pre- 
fate. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, there wa$ 
undoubtedly a large clafs of men, who 
from a confcientious principle, not 
founded in right reafoo, oppofed th^ 
payment of Tithes. It mud be added, 
that iheir cond-utl was peaceable, thei,-: 
morals good, and in other refpcdts they 
claimed great credit from the regularity 
and propriety of their depot tment. 
The apprehenfions of the Rev. Prelates 
he believed arofe from a piidake, or 
mifapprehenfion of the Claufcs ; for i£ 
an adion or fuit was commenced for 
Tithes, the Clergyman v^ould not be 
liabk to the cofts, finiefs it fully appear^ 
ed to the Court that he chofe the mod 
expcnhve mode -of litigation Irom vexa- 
tious motives. There was one bbjc6^:^ 
which was to admit the adirniation of a 
Quaker in a criminal cafe. The fanftioA 
and putiiiliment were the fame as in 

. oath, and falfcly to a$rm was equa^ 
to perjury. From this the Puulic 
^ould be gainers : for as the cafe now 
reded, the Quaker was cxcultd from 
attei^ding in a Criminal Court, and the 
oftender c'fcapcd. Hetruded thefc rea- 
fonswere fufficient to flicw the expedi- 
ency of the mcafurc; but as he had 
great rcfpc6t for the Rev. Prelates, be 

fljoulJ 
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l^ould agree wuli their Motion* tbat 
they mlgfit hav^ full* opportunity to 
icnfidcf of it. 

It was then agreed to read the Bill'' 
a fccoiid i»rac this day three months. 

TUESDAY, MAY 17. 

Lord Lauderdale rofj upon a fuhjcft 
which he hdd before ha^i ihe honour of 
adcrciling their Lorulhips u^on. It 
W3S thi/ Collateral Legacy Bill, When 
he before oppofed t|»e Bill, he did it as 
b^ing coupled with the ^and Bill, fincc 
thrown out in the other Houf>. He 
therefore brought forward his pre Cent 
Motion, which was for a Bill to luCpvnd 
the operarion of the former JJili until 
the ift of January ncXt.ihat ihcir Lord- 
ibipi might have an opportunity ot pre- 
▼eniing that injufticc, wjiich othtfwife 
piull enfue, if the one fort of property 
/tt'4s t© be cxcliifivtlv taxed, and thp 
land not fo. In naming the iH of Ja- 
puary, he did not mean by thut to fay, 
that the Bill ought ever to palsj and, 
after the rcpeatjed dilculTions which 
they had heard qpoo rhe Finances of 
the Country, he was pcrtaju Miniftcrj 
muft call Parliament together long be- 
fore Chriftpiab — when the Bjll might be 
repealed /*;• toto. He concluded by 
moving, chat the Bill for fufpcnding the 
^'ollaterai Legacy Bill be rcjfd a ^F^ 
time. 



The Lord Chancellor observed, th^ 
(}y the rule& and lo^g-cAabiithed cuf* 
tcms of Parliament,, a Bill, af^er it iiad 
paired, could not, jn the farpe Seifiont^ , 
be ciUier repealed or altered, in apy 
degree or (hape whatfocver. The Mo»- 
ticn rf the Noble Lord was certainly 
within this principle ; for to fufpend 
the operation of a Bill was moil cer* 
tainly chat Tort of ^Iteratioo, or fo far a 
repealing at to miliiate agaiiift this 
principle. He ihould therefore move| 
that the Motion be rcj(;£teii, which 
was agreed to. 

^ord Lauderdale then entered hU 
Protefl on the Journals of the Houfe,

Mr. Sbrndan proceeded to make|bt 
fercral Motions which be had men- 
tioned on a former day, fome of which 
were agreed to^ and fome negatived by 
f cneralconfent. After whichy 

Mr. Dundas moved a ftring of Refo- 
lutions refpcAing the prouu6tion of 
papers and official documenu, which 
were feverally agreed to.— Adjoarned. 

FRIDAY* APRIL 19. 

Mr. Corwen moved the fecond read- 
ing of his Bill to alter tbe Game Laws } 
the chief ofajeA of it was to enable per- 
ioDS to kill game on their own groaods* 
to purfde it when ftaned on them, and 
to allow game to be fent openly to 
market. 

Capt. Berkeley, Sir H. Sutton, Mr. 
JenkinToo^ and other Members, oppofed 
the BiU. They argued that it woold 
occafion tbe de&niaion of all the game 
b tbe kingdom*^ that if it were to be 
allowed to CMS publicly fold, every bedge 
would be fet with fnares; and that 
while any game remained, every petty 
cattager in the nation would be poach- 
ing. The claufe that enabled pcrfons 
to purfue game would be the (burce of 
perpetual difputes; as all following game 
would declare they ftarted it at home ; 
and they obferved, when the game dif. 
appeared* opulent Gentlemen would 
have one lefs inducement to vifit their 
country feats, their refidence at whicli 
«in tbe ^refent days needed no dif- 
courageipent. 
Mr. Sheridan fupported the Bill- 
Mr. Fox fincerely wiflied a repeal of 
the eii^Qg Game Laws 3 but did not 
think the prefcnt Bill a proper fubfli- 
tute, and therefore hoptd the fubjc£t 
might be deferred to another feifion. 

Sir. Pitt alfo wilbed the fubjed to be 
deferred. He was defirous of ado^rtiDg 
any means to induce Gentlemen to live 



ipob dieir ellatet* and io give to the 
occupier, u well i% proprietor of ]and# 
a right to kill gatne, to intereft. tbe 
former in the preiervacion of it* and 
afford greatei^ amufement to tbe landed 
proprietor. 

The Bill was loft on a divifion, tk^rb 
being for it only 17* again ft it 65. 

A Lottery of 6o»eoo tickets, at 13K 

F:r ticket (which will produce the 
ublic aSoyOooU) was then voted, and 
ihc Houfe adjourned. 

MONDAY, MAY a. 

The Attorney General moved for 
leave to bring m a Bill to renew the 
Alien A6t for a time to be lioaited. 
Leave given. 

Mr. Curwen moved for leave to brine 
in a Bill to repeal certain A6^s t? 
George the Firft, Second, and Thfrd, 
relative to the Game Laws. After a 
ihort con vei fatten, the Motion was 
negatived without a division. 

General Smith moved the Order of 
the Day, for taking into confideratloii 
the proceedings of the Court Maniai» 
in the cafe of Colonel Cawthorne. 

He next moved that Copies of the 
faid Procccdiugs be read ; — a few fea- 
tcnces of which being rcid ^ro form.t^ 

Colonel Cawthorne then, btiiig in bia 
place, was inf6rmed by the Speaker, 
that if he bad any thing to fay in hit 
defence, this was the proper time. 

The Colonel then role, and having 
clainrted the induigence of the Houfe, 
proceeded to read a written defence " 
from a paper he held in his band.— He 
folemnly declared, that as to the chargea 
brought againft him, he never had ad^ed 
from any corrupt motive whatever, 
and though tbe Court Martial had pro- 
ceeded in his cafe with the ^ureft in« 
tentionSy yet he hoped it would be found 
that the charges of mifapplication, cor- 
ruption, and embezzlement wcrt. uxt» ' 
true ; but though he faid this, he waa 
far from throwing out any afperfioo on 
the Noblemen or Gentlemen who fat ia 
judgment on him on (hat occafion. He 
was, he laid, made chargeable by aMi^ 
lirary Tribunal with what was an 
offence only of a. civil nature, and this 
day he was called upon to aofwer 
charges of a military nature. He then 
continued to anfwer the different 
charges from the written paper which 
he, held in his hand, and cbncluded by 
faying, that he had been charged with 
keeping the regiment incomplete, but 
he had received it incomplete by i5# 
aeik 

General 
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General Smith thought it his duty, 
ts a Member of Parliament^ ta call the 
attention of the Houfe to the proceed- 
ings of the Court Martial on the un» 
fortunate Meiober now in queftion | 
he thought it coniiftcnt with their ho* 
Hour and good feofe to pay the utmoft 
attention t« thefe proceedings; as for 
himfelf, be had read thefe proceedings, 
and they had coD&rmcd every idea he 
had entertained on the fubjeft. He 
nvould nor, therefore, trouble the Houfe 
with a farther preamble, but would 
novel ** that Colonel Cawthorne, hav- 
ing been found guilty on the ift, ad, 
3d, 4tb, 5th> 6th, 7th, 8th. loth, iith, 
and 13th articles of the charges brought 
• againft him, be now expelled this 
Houfe." 

Mr. Wigley entered into a defence 
of Colonel Cawthorne ; he could not fee 
that he had afVcd corruptly or fraudu- 
lently ; he fpoke at fonnc length, and 
concluded hy moving an amendment to 
the motion, ** that the further confi- 
deration of the debate be adjourned till 
this day fix weeks." 

General M*Leod feconded the a» 
fnendment. Thib would, h« faid, be a 
precedent to incrcafc the influence of 
the Crown ; whenever an Oifictr had 
a feat in that Houfe, they had <»nly to 
bring him before a Court Martial and 
expel him* 

Mr. Pitt faid, that the Hon. General 
very properly brouj:ht the fubjed under 
the confideration oi' the Houfe ; he had 
not (ludied the miniucs of fhc proceed- 
ings of the Court Martial, but would 
reft his judgment on this, that a Court 
Martial was that to which the hw of 
the land had delegated a power to try 
fuch otfcntcs, and thwt it whs fully com- 
petent to judge of the cafe. He con- 
cluded by approving of the original 
Motion as it ftood. 

Adivifion took plate on the Amend- 
ment, when there appeared ngainft 
it, 108; for it, 12; — majority, 96. — 
The Colonel w^s confequently expelled 
by the Vote of the Houle. 

Mr. Pitt movcj, that the Houfe do 
refolve iifclf into a Committee of Sup- 
ply s which being don^, he moved a Re- 
lolution, ^* that it is ihe '^pinion of this 
Committee* that 26o»ooo*. be granted 
to his.Mdjefty, to inAe good the Sub- 
fidy to the Kmt^ ( f Sardinia.** He in- 
formed the Oppoiinon Member^;, that 
as it wa» now late, he could wifh ti;at 
QO difculuon ihouU take ;^hce at prc- 



fcnt, but that it rnight Mt difctiffcd on 
theRepoft.. 

General Tarletdn atcjfniefccd. 
■ The Houfe having refumed, the 
Chairman brought up the Report; 
TUESDAY, MXV J. 

The Houfe refoWed itfelf inro'a Com-* 
mittee of the whole Houfe, to confidef 
the propriety of exempting dairies, 
Tvhere cheefe and butter arc made, frorh 
paying the window tax. 'A refolution 
was moved to that purpnfc, the Houfe 
refumed, and the report to be received 
to-moi^ow. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the refolutioii 
of the CoWi mittee of Supply of yefter- 
day, granting ioo,oool. to his Majefty, 
to make good his tngagemcnt with the 
Kintr ©f Sardinia. ' 

Mr. Fox oppofed it. If he wis, he 
fnd, to give credit 10 public rumour, 
the King of Sardinia had very lately 
manifeOed an intention of negotiating a 
feparatc peace wirh the French; if fo^ 
it would be for our advantage; but ftill 
ho thought it material for us to know 
how far* it would be r»ght or prudent 
for us to grant the fubfidy under thefe 
Circumftanccs ; if, on the other hand, 
he 'intends a feparate peace, it is nccef- 
fary for us to know how far this was 
done wjth th': :»pproharion of MtnilVers j 
bvit if no fuch mcafiire could be taken 
by the Kin^ of Sardinia without the 
con Tent of this ro il.rry, it became ne- 
ccir-rv to kn^'v h w'far it had b;en 
confulred : if, laftly, he intends to con-' 
tinuc the war, how he is to Carry it on 
under the various circumftances. 1 hit 
he would wiOi M'lnifters to explain. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that if any new cir- 
cumftanccs had arifen, for this very 
reafon we were the more called on ta 
keep our engagtments with that Mo- 
narch. The conduct of the Kiug of 
Sirdinia had bt?n of fuch a nature, and 
fo honourable,. as to afford a moft laud- 
able example to all the Allied Powers. 
It was true tl^at he had attempted to 
negotiate, and had confented to an ar- 
miaice, not for himfclf alone, but for 
the Empi.ror; but the terms propofed 
by the enemy were fuch as -he could 
not, confident vvitli h s honour, agree 
to, a'd therefore bethought it belter 
n»anf"ully to face the d'^nger. than yield 
to fuch Ignominious con'htions J he fub- 
mittcc* it, therefore, to the Houf^-,'whc- ^ 
thcr th^-v were not bound in honour tor 
continnt the fubfidy, and whether it 
was nut Dur intcrcft tcrdprfo* As to the 

other 
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ethtr point, that it would hare been 
better for this country chat he had 
made a feparate peace, n the only way to 
^aable him to make one which would 
be advantageous, would be not to with- 
draw our aid ; for if we did, it was 
manifeft that he would not obtain better 
terms than thofe propofcd at ftrft by the 
enemy. 

General Smith and* Mr. Harrifon 
were for voting the money, but retain- 
ing to ourfclves a power of conducing 
ourfelves according to circum^anccs, 
and not to tranfmit the money, if what 
had been reported was true.*— The Re- 
folution was carried in the affirmative 
without a divilion, and a Bill ordered 
thereon. 

The Report of the Cooimittee of 
Ways and Means was brought up, the 
Rcfalntions rerfd, and Bills ordered on 
the faid Rcfolutions. 

A Motion was made for a Committee 
of the whole Houfe, on the Bill that 
•riginatcd in the Lords for the relief of 
Curates. It had been called in quef. 
tion whether it was not an infringement 
of the privileges of the Houfe, that Bills 
©f fuch a nature Ihould originate there. 
The Speaker informed the Houfe, 
that any Bills of a private nature might 
originate there, but no Money Bills, or 
Bilh of a public nature. It was carried 
without ft divifion to go into a Com- 
mittee. 

WEDNESDAY^ MAY 4. 

. Mr. Grey's Motion to ground an 
• Impeachment, which flood as an Order 
of the Day, attracted down many 
grangers, who filled the gallery at an 
early hour. 

At four o*clo<*k the Speaker countecT 
the Members, and only 26 bein^ pre- 
fcnt, the Houfe was of courle ad- 
jenrsed. 

THURSDAY, MAY 5. 

The Houfe went into the Committee 
on the New Wine Duty Bill. By a 
daufe in the Bill the duty is to take 
place the 17th of April 1796. 

Mr. Sheridah faid, that laying on' 
fach a duty was equal to a prohibition, 
■nd that it would never anfwcr the 
purpofcs of revenue. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that if there were to be 
three mbnths previous notice, every one 
might buy in wine to ferve him nine 
months, the end of the tax would there- 
fore thus be defeated. The Hon. 
Gentleman had faid, that laying os too 
grcat.a tax was equal to a prohibition 5 
DO tax, bt faid, laid on for the puf-

pofe? of revenue, was equal to a pro-^ 
hibition. 

Mr. Sheridan moved an amendment 
to one of the claufes, " that the 17th of 
July" be inferted inftead of the *t i7tli 
of April." 

The amendment was negatived, add 
the original claufe carried without a 
diviJion. 

Sir J. Sinclair, not wifliing to prefa 
the General Iticlofure Bill through thp 
Houfe with too mucl; hade, put oiF the 
further conGderation of it till the next 
Seffion of Parliament. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved, that the Order of the Day for 
taking the Report of the Real Succef- 
fion Bill into further confideration be 
read, which being done^ he moved that 
it be re-committed. 

Mr. Raflilcigh <M>pofed the recom- 
mitment of it, and moved an amend* 
ment, ** that it be re-committ^d thit 
day three months." 

A' debate took place on the amende 
ment, and after tnat a divifion^ when 
the numbers Hood, for the amend* 
ment, 24; againft it^ 65; majority, 4i« 
The HouCe then refolveditfelf into a 
Committee, and having gone through 
the different claufel of the Bill* the 
Houfe re(umed, %nd the Report wad 
brought up by the Chairman. 

FatDAYy MAY 6. 

A me0age waa brought down from 
the Lords, fignifying that their Lord- 
Ihips had agreed to the Loan Bill of 
7,ooo,oool. and certain other Bills« 

Mr. Grey, in a long haranguey 
broUeht forward his charge againft Ad* 
miniSration, and upon which he meant 
to found a motion pf impeachment* 
His charges were, ift. That Minifters 
had been guilty of a violation of the 
Appropriation A6t, applying money to 
purpofes different from thole for which 
It was voted by the Houfe 5 ad. That 
they had endeavoured to cover their 
mifapplication of the public monc)^ by 
prefenting falfe accounts to that Hou(e ( 
and 3d. That they had been guilty of 
a breach of the Aa which regulated the 
office of the Paymafter-Gencral. 

The Hon. Member then obferved, 
that it appeared from accounts which 
were laid on the table, dated April ai, 
that for the article of cloathing there 
was a fum due of 644,0001. which had 
bee,n formerly voted and raifed, but 
which never had been paid. The 
arrears to Staff Officers, which ftood m 
the fame prediaftmoot^ amounted xo 

H b h z4.6,oool« 
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1 46,0001. to the Foreign' Settlements 
34,3x41. Thefe Turns had actually been 
raifed in the years 1794 and 1795. 
They were now to be paid out of the 
Supplies of 1796. It was evident that 
thefe funis had been diverted from the 
purpofcs to which they were to have 
been applied. The plea which he ex- 
pected to hear, on this occafion, was 
that of neceflTity. But in this cafe the 
Miniftcrs ihobid have come forward 
and called for a Bill of Indemnity. 
' Such a procedure would have repelled 
the idea of innovation, and exempted 
them from the ncceflity of recurring to 
falfe accounts, with which they had 
difgraced themfelves. 

Mr. Grey then read a ftring of Refo- 
lutionsy Aating the duty of that Houfe 
to watch over the expenditure of the 
Public money— to fee that the Grants 
were ftri£tly appropriated to the pur- 
pofes for which they were iifued— and 
reciting the debts, as above ftated, due 
to the Colonels, Staff Officers, &c* iince 
the year 1794— he concluded with a 
Motion, That the prtfent Minidert 
had been guilcy of a flagrant mifappli- 
cation of the pnblic money, and uted a 
difpenfing power, in violation of the 
A«s and the Privileges of Parliament. 

The Chancellor J the Exchequer 
rofe. The debate of this night, he 
faid, had given him an opportunity of 
producing accounts, which othcrwife 
would not hare come before the Houfe. 
He wilhcd as much as any other Gen- 
tleman that no law Ihould be infringed 
or violated but as little as polfiblcy yet it 
was almuft importable to condn^ a war, 
without in fcmefmall degree infringing 
that Ad. He took a view of the ex- 
traordinary expences incurred durinjr 
the American War, which, inftead of 
amounting to only 2,000,000!. as the 
Hon. Gentleman had ftated, anounted 
to i3,ooo,oooU when the expences of 
the" prefent war amounted to no more 
than 16 or 17,000,0001. fterling,'and 
concluded a very able defence by fub- 
mitting the matter to the candour of 
'the Houfe* 

Mr. Fox fupported the -Motion, and 
regretted that thofe wha favoured Re- 
form while in fearch of certain fitu- 
ations, could forget or cootemn it when 
in power. He lamented that this mode 
of proceeding caufed all Oppofition to 
be fufpefted. 

Mr. Steele vindicated his own con* 
du£i in the Pav-Office ; and afferted, 
ftiac the Paymafter*! A^ had introduced 



greit regularity into thtt departmenfy 
and remedied a number of abufes pre* 
vioufly exiftinff in it. He then moved 
the Order of the Day. 

On this Motion the Houfe divided i 
A yet top-^Noes 38— —Majority 171. 

MONDAY, MAY 9. 

The Secretary at War, in a Com« 
mittee of Supply, moved for the fum of 
438,0001. for the fuppjort of the French 
Corps in His Majefty's fenrice.— 
Granted* 

The Secretary at War fald, that one 
regiment was that which was embodied 
at the inflance of the Count Charmidi, 
to whom we were, in a great meafure^ 
indebted for the fuccefs of our arms im 
St. Domingo. The regiment had been 
iince diibanded. Other regiments 
were thofe of La Chat re, .Cafiries, &c. 
who had performed ferrices of import* 
ance on the Continent. The comp«. 
nies ftationed in Jerfey and Guemfvy, 
are compofed all of Gentlemen of higk 
rank, both in birth and in military 
feryices 5 who by the Frenth Revo- 
lution fell from affluence to indigence 
atid dependence, and who were content 
to be ftationed now in the above Iflands, 
living upon an allowance very little 
more than what was fhe fubfiftence of 
an equal number of private Soldiers. 

The Report of the Landed Succeilion 
Bill having been broughMip, and the 
queftion put that it be how taken into 
ceniideration, 

Ml*. Crewe oppofed it, and moved an 
amendment, that it be taken intoconfi* 
deration this day three months. 

Lord ' G. Cavendilb feconded thit 
Motion. He reprefented the Bill as 
flriking directly at the value of all 
landed propert]r ; as an inftance of 
which he mentioned, that, within hit 
own knowledge, a Gentleman had 
agreed for the purchafe of an eftate, to 
no lefs an amount than So,oool. but 
fuppoHng that this Bill was' likely to 
pais, he immediately declined the j^ur- 
chafe. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that fo far from being 
a tax upon the capital, this was only m 
tax on the annuitv of collateral fuc* 
celfion, and was only a very fmall one, 
to be paid in four years; and being* 
upon a new accelfion of property, could 
be attended with nohardihip. 

Sir Wm. Puheney reprefented the 
defence for the Bill as a fallacy and 
delufion. Could anyman fuppofe tl^at, 
if the prefent Bill were fuffcred to pais» 
the tax would joot afterwards be ex- 
' tended 
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^tended to Itnea? and dire£^ fucceflion I 
The areument derived from the perfon 
comiog m by coUateral facceilion being 
able to afford the payment, inftead or 
being the principle of taxation, be 
could only confider aa the principle of 
a highwayman. 

Mr. Sheridan could not let the BiU 
pafs is filence. He hoped that what 
bad been faid would induce the Minifter, 
if not totally to abandon it, at leaft to 
alljw a longer time to confider it, par- 
ticularly when he had heard what had 
been faid azai^fk it bjr fuch a number 
of refpedabk men, influenced by, no 
party 5 at for himfelf, he objc^ed to the 
whole principle, of the Bill, in a few 
years Government would extend the 
principle to direct heirs, and would thus 
leize the capital of the whole Nation, 
and could go to War when they thought 
proper. 

Mr* Pitt was againft the jp;eneral 
queiUon of the amendment of three 
months. When the Houfe proceeded 
to the Report, then Gentlemen might 
iiate their ofa^£tions to the Bill. 

A Divition took place on the amend- 
ment of three months : againd it, 81 ^ 
for it, 52 ; Majority, 19. 

The Houfe ahcn proceeded to take 
the Report into further confideration, 
^nd the different Refolutions of the 
Committee were read atul agreed to. 

Mr. Grey afltcd Mr. Pitt whether he 
meant to grant the Emperor a ne«^ Iroan 
during the prefent Seifion ? 

Mr. Pitt replied, that he could not 
tell whether it would be found expedient 
to affid the Emperor with another Loan. 
If it was, then Parliament muft be 
(^lled together in the reqcfs for tliat 
purpofc. , 

TUESDAY, MAY 10. 

Mr. Fox introduced a lone;, eloquent, 
and mod able fpcech, by oblcrving, that 
after the repeated defeats his Motions 
on the date of Public Affairs had expc« 
rienced, fome might wonder why he 
per(ided in them ; but he could not, at 
a period when it was fully undeniable 
that there was noprofpeO. ofFeOce^ re- 
frain from calling the ferious attention 
qf every individual to the alarming 
d^e in which we were, and the melan- 
choly profpe£t we had before us ; whe- 
ther the fame was imputable to the un- 
reafonable terms demanded by the ene- 
my, or to a want of a fincere pacific 
difpofitibn en the part of Adminidration* 
. The Country more unable than ever 
to c^ry Qn waff being under fuch cir« 



cumftances, it mud go to the feelings 
of every man.— But thoueh the nation 
had been brought into this peril and 
didrefs by the mifcondu£t and incapacity 
of Minifters for the four laft yeiirs,jt 
did not therefore abfolutely follow, that 
from didrefs fo produced, there ibould 
refiilt an argument of utter defpair. 
There was, on the contrary, every 
reafon to hope, that when the errors «tf 
Minidefs were corrcdted, and a jiid 
plan of operations eftablifhed, there' 
would rcfult from that date of didrefs 
the mod promifing affurances of fuc<« 
cefs?. 

Mr. Fox then took a wide and rc« 
trofpeftive view of every material cir-' 
cum (lance from the commencement of 
the war, declaring ^that no real caufe 
had occurred to juftify the hoftUity of 
this country. The caufes afligned, and 
the offences urged by Minidry as having 
been given by the French, could not 
judify it— or might have been adjudcd 
by negotiation. The King's Counfal. 
lors he thought had been as criminal in 
their mode of conducting the vi^ar, as 
in neglecting thofe favourable oppor- 
tunities which had offered for peace, 
and which he was perfuaded could not 
l^ now obtained but by a complete 
change of men Mid meafiires. Our 
conqueds from Holland appeared to him 
to form almod infurmountable obllacles 
to peace, and counteract the ohjcCt for 
which we had engaged in the war. 
They might, however, in the <jueftion 
of indemnity, be valuable acqUtfuions, 
and he trufted that the end of this 
bloody and ruinous war would be a 
general fydem of pacification through- 
out all Europe. If France kept what 
fhe had got in Europe^ and we retained 
what we had acquired abroad, it would, 
he waf of opinioni be a mod unfortunate 
event. For, however valuable in peace, 
fuch conqueds would, in a fuccetding 
war,^ accelerate the ruin of the country . 
The greated proof of the calamity^ 
Vfbi^h attended the conduCt of Miniders 
was, the iituation of thofe Powers who ^ 
were in alliance with us, for they hftd 
been all fortunate in an inverfe ratio 
^f their connection with Great Britain* 
He obferved, that the Houfe had 
frequently been told that the French 
finances were rapidly declining, and 
Gentlemen fay, tnat their predi^ions 
have .been completely verified % yet we 
are not nearer the end of the war. 
They were faid to be in their laft 
agony— nc« only on the verge, but in 
H h h a . the 
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the vcrjr giilph of bankruptcy. That 
agony (lad now iafted twelve-^i^onths, 
and he did not know but they might be 
now at the very bottom of the.gulph— 
precipitate falls do not take much time. 
But ic was rathe r'extraordinary that at 
this time, when the enerhy was at the 
very bottom of the abyfs, his Majefty*$ 
Minifters hadchofen to makefomething 
like an acknowledgment of the Re- 
public. In their agony, however, the 
P'rcnch had crcffcd the Rhine. It 
might have been expected that this 
ag^ny would have produced death at 
laft, but there was no fuch appearance. 
The events of the^laft three weeks in 
Italy ihew that it fs an agony' that may 
deilroy their eneniies, and if they are 
bankrupts, make their enemies. bank- 
rupts alfo. Mr. Fox then entered into 
the (late of French finances, and demou- 
ft rated that the fituation of that coun- 
try and this was totally diifimilar t 
that their predide4 bankruptcy was 
no nearer than it was twelve months 
ago, as might be proved by the gigantic 
enbru with, which the campaign had 
^een opened. 

Mr. Fox next adverted to the com- 
munication which took place at l^aHe 
between M. Barthelemi and Mr. 
Wickham ; he remarked with feycrity 
on its. equivocal nature^ and the ab* 
furdky , of commencing a negociation, 
"vvithoot invefting the Minifter with any 
authority to fpcak t)f the terms which 
were to be infified on by this country. 

After advening to fever al prophetic 
circumAances in rormer debates on the 
fame fubjc£t, againft which he faid 
Miniftejrs had been warned, Mr. Fox 
coaciuded a moft energetic fpeech of 
near three hours by moving, " That 
an humble Addreft be prefenced to his 
Majefty refpedtiog the condu^ of his 
Min^ftcrs in the prefent war, repre- 
fenting the very flourifliing ftatc ih 



as he bad alTcrted, emphatically att4 
repeatedly, ** have the good twcCt of

The 
tc-ms of Peace fuggefted by the French 
Rulers, were fuch as he was perfnaded 
that Houfc would never confent to; and

enemyi by throwing onrfelveii at her

SIR, 

YESTERDAY, on the point of fail- 
ing, I re<icivcd the inclofed letter 
and papers from Captain Newciime, 
giving an account of his proceedings, 
apd particularly of the fucccr$ of the 
expedition, under his own and Majcr 
Browne's orders, of the Honourable 
Company's infantry, againft Mjilacca,^ 
this plate being now in the poiTelfion 
of the Britifii troops. 

1 feel a more than ordinary fatisfaftion 
~ in announcin;^ this event for their Lord - 
ihips information, as, on account of the 
original force deftined fur that fer\'icc 
being reduced, my expcdtations were 
lefs fanguine 5 and alfo of its great im- 
portancei^ from the fccuriiy thereby 
offered to the trade of his Majefiy's fub. 
jcits in the Streights of Malacca and 
the Cliinefc feas. 

Being doubtful of the propriety of my 
conduct in not having corrcfponcJed wiih 
the Right Honourable llcnry Damlas 
on the fuhje^t of the Iste expeditions, 
in which 1 co-operated m council and 
execution, in obcdicnte to the King's 
orders by him traQiuiitted, and as ihcit;- 
\Xi prefcribcd (^not having then even re- 



ceived their Lordlhips dircftions fo j« 
du, and which are alfo filent 00 th<t 
head), I have tO reqweft you will pi^iafe 
to intercetlc with tiieir Lord(hips to utc 
their influence to remove any culpabiHty 
that may reflet upon my condud for this 
omiffion ) in which, if I' have trrcd, it 
has been through defeft of inftruaions, 
and my inexperience in the receipt of 
fuch kind of orders.

jah, late Nabob of the Carnatic (the 
Fort of St. George, by his Lordlhip's

I ARRIVED here on the 15th inft. 
^vith his Majcfty's (hip under my com- 
mand, the Ewer and Caruatictranfports, 
and a part of the convoy, having pirted 
conipany with his MajeRy's Ihip Refin- 
ance, in the night of the 13th. between 
the Sandhcads. Captain Pakenham ' 
joined company :tgain in Malacca Road 
on the 17th in the morning. 
I By the inclofcd letters you will fee 
that we were obliged to commence hof- 
tilities, which began by the Refiftance 
firing a few guns at the Cenflantia (a 
Dutch'Indiaman-run into the mud), 
which (he returned by firing two guns, 
and then ftriking her colours.. From 
the great affiftance afforded me by the 
boats from the China fleets, &c. I was 
enabled to land all the troops, with two 
fix pounders « the fame time. They 
left ihe fhips at fcven P. M. on the 
17th, and reached the (bore by nine 
P. M. At half paft nine P. M. an 
officer came on board the Orpheus from 
the Governor to furrendcr the place on 
•uc terras ; they then delivered over St. 
John's poft, a commanding work well 
forniflied with cannon, about 1 300 yards 
from the fort, and 200 from the place 
of conference, to a fubaltcrn with a 
party of our grenadiers, and we entered 
the Fort with the remainder of the 
Britilh Detachment. The Garrifon be- 
ing thus completely in our power, and 
ttnconditionaWy, further th^n the fec'u- 
ring of property, the Duteh guards, 
were permitted to remain armed at their 
pofts, until the Governor, whom we 
then accompanied to his houfe, gave in 
his own band- writing, toMsijor Browne, 
t detail of the guards, which were then 
relieved by the Britilh troops. From 
the anxious defire of complying with 
his Majeft7*s orders, we have agreed to 
the inclofcd Capitulation/ and every ' 
thing now appears perfe^ly quiet, and 
til parties reconciled.

SIR, 

1 HAD. th« honour to infonn you, 
oy my difpatch of the 30th of Dcceiti- 
bcr 1T9J, that I had entered into a 
treaty of peace with the Trclawney 
Maroons. Two of the Articles were 
very important, namely, the furrcndcr 
of themfelves and arms, and their giv- 
ing up all the runaway ilaves who had. 
joiocd them in the rebellion. Notwith- 
iUnding the treaty, 1 had not the 
fmalleft confidence in their fincerity, 
and every pre^rs^tion was made to con- 
tinue the war with unabated vigour. 

Three weeks having elapfed without 
«ny apparent intention, on the part of the 
Maroons, to fulfil the treaty, I ordered 
the Hon. Major- General Walpole to 
move forward on the 14th in A. with a 
ftrong column of regular troops. 

He had only advanced Come yards, 
^hen a mclTage was delivered from the 
Maroon Chief, begging that no further 
boI\ile ftep ihould l>e taken* 

As we had experienced mueH dupU- 
city and cTafion, it'was judged expedi-' 
<nt to move flowly on ; and the line of 
march was fo arranged as to give the 
Maroons an opportunity of coming in 
Tvith fafety. This had thedcrfired effeft. 
The Maroons, to the number of §00, 
furrcndered tbemfejvcs, and were con- 
duced within our poiis. Jncludingthofe 
^hom 1 hadformcrlyfecuredyl iiavein 
ihy po0eifion near 600. 

Tnirty Maroon men, and 100 womeit 
ftnd children, ftill remain out : of this 
number fevcral men are feverely 
bounded* and others (ick- 1 do not 
compute the effective Maroon warriors 
now in rebellion to exceed fourteent 
and thefe are afraid to coaie in, JFrom a 
^onfcioufnefs of their crimes. 
. The Maroon rebellion^ I think, it

proof o\ my a0ertion is, that public cre- 
.dit, which was deftroyed by this revolt, 
>» iM)w completely reftored* The gene-

Ourfuccefs, toooeh 
great, is not without its alloy. The 
Maroon rebels, like- to other rebels, have 
found it eafier to raife rebellion than tm 
quell it. Runaway (laves are ftill in 
the woods, to the number of nearly 150* 
ill armed, and with very little ammunf* 
tion. Their reduAfon may takefoine 
time, and create farther expence and 
unealinefs to the country; but they 
merit the lefs condderation, as I arti 
happy to give the moft unqualified 
anorances of the excellent and peaceable 
difpoiition of the Negro flaves through* 
OQt the ifland.

who commanded the advanced guard. 
The next day the Tree of Liberty was 
planted in the mrdftof the great fquare ; 
the Imperial arms were taken down, 
and the inhabitants were cTigaged to 
wear the natiotial cockade. On the i»th 
and 13th other corps of 'French troops 
arrived, and the caftle was invcHed. 
The garrifon confifts of i6eo men, and 
is well provided. General Maffens, 
having fummoned it to furrcndcr, re- 
ceived an anfwer in the negative. 

iWa/29. The French army under 
General Buonaparte, confifting of up- 
wards of .loo.oco men, is advancing (till 
farther; and the ^rmy of the Alps, 
under Kellerman, which is advancing 
to aa jointly with the former, is cfti- 
mated at i^.ooo men.

Paris, June 6. A courier arrived 
from the army of Italy, with the news 
of an infujTc^ioa having broken out 
againft our troops, in a parr of the 
country of Lombardy.

— fome, becaufe^hey did net confider it 
obje^ionablt ; others, becaufe they 
feared making the declaration would be 
injurious} and others, becaufe fo tin- 
friendly to I'reaiy as to objed to all 
eomprohitfe, 49, The Speaker decid^ 
in the negative. 

For carrying the Treaty tote effed-^ 
Some, becaufe a good one; others, be* 
caufe they judged it bed to be executed 
under exifting circumf^ances, 51. A* 
gainft carrying it into tSt£k ;— >becauie 
bad in itfelf, and nocwhh(ir.nding exift- 
ing circumftances, 48-^which leaves a 
majority of three in favour* of the 
Treaty, and for Its being carried ioio 
immediate effeft.

Charles had been juft chofen Keprcfen« 
tative; they arrived in town yelUrday 
\ moroing about (ix o'clock, and when 
they had reached Oxford-flreet» near 
the Pantheon, the poll- boys ftopucd to 
enquire where the Bi(hop of Bnnol, to 
whofe houfe they had been ordered to 
drive, lived; when Lord Frederick 
jumped out of the chaift, and flruck 
one of the bovs, which gave rife te an 
altercation, that drew together feveral 
pcrfons who were palling by. Among 
thefe was a<:oachman, to whom Lord 
Frederick particularly addrefled himfelf; 
iftfiiitng upon it that he knew where 
. the Bi£op lived | and on the man pro- 
tefiing that he did not^ his LordOiip 
abufcd him with great violence; ana, 
with the mod deplorable marks of in- . 
fanity« threw off his coat, waiftcoat, and 
ihirt, and challenged him to fight. 
Unable to provoke the man to a conteil, 
be walked ieifurely away towards Ha- 
nover-fquare, when fome perfons who 
had been attentive to the wh^'le icone, 
looked into the carriage, and i^w a life- 
leis body on the feat, which proved to 
be the corp fi; of Lord Charles* Lord 
Frederick was immediately purfued, 
and being taken near the end of Swal- 
low-ftre^, was conducted to a neigh- 
bouring watch-houfe, whither the body 
ef his brother was alfo conveyed. 

A% foon as the Magiftrates at the Po.

tillions who drove him to town.' His 
Lordihip, when interrogated on the 
melancholy fubje£t, betrayed the moft 
unequivocal iymptoms of a mental de- 
langemens and it became neceflary for 
the Magiftrates to apply to the poftil- 
lions for tke\nfofroation> they wanted. 
% From their evidence it appeared, that 
about fcvcn miles from town, in the 
Ticinity of Ilford» one of thcQi had bf aid 



the report of a plftof, when, looking 
round, he faw Lord Frederick .throve 
a piftol our cf fhe chaifc window ; but 
he did n^t ftop to iiiqirrt the canie of 
it.— This was ail that cottld bccolft6t<fd 
till the evening, when the agitatipn of. 
Lord Frederick had fuhfidedyand he'ha4 
recovered a conftdcrable degree of foni* 
poTure. 

Lord Frederick then, on being alkel 
concerning his broihcr*s death, (aid, 
they had been dircu'fling.a religious ifuB- 
jc6t, and Lord Charles took a pirtol and 
blew out his own brains, and that be 
had endeavoured to deHroy himfclf, but 
hispifti^l failed. 

The Mayor of Yarmouth wm prefent,

Mefthertb^ 
teeth nor tongue wtre injured* fo that 
it is evident that no violence had been 
ufed in- tho }ntrodu6tton of the faul 
inftrumcnt, and the death of Lord 
tharles might not improbably be an^a^t 
of his own committed in a paroxyfm of 
phreuzy. 

Laft night tbre Coroner*s Inqueft fat 
on the body j wheui after a long exa- 
mination, thfe Jury brought in a ve^ift 
— " That the deCeafcd had been killed 
.Uy a piftol baiJy but from wbofe iiands 
unknown.*'

THE LATE VISCOUNT FALMOUTH. 

This Ncblcman', ib well known in a^ 
the public places of refcft ia this metrol 
pcli;» about t^venty ycar^ agfe, and who, 
in conjtjnfti^n with the late Baron Hafr 
langtnd fojne others of an am ent fiaud^ 
ingj weit pleafantly called " the Gor^ 
terie," in his general love of jhraixirc i%; 
dnded the plcalttre of doing a good aBion^ 
and vcPr- properly dedicated part of a rerr 
exteniive tqrtUDc to puhlick charities ^ 
the relief of private diilrels. In one of 
his Qk^rnlng perambulaticns in St . James^ 
Park, of wWh he was a coMUnt fhe- 
l|iic&ter, and upon ^ic cccidions dreiH4 
uncommonly plaia, he happened to tthi 
hit fett %^vl th? £nBe ben^ with a pcr- 
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ion tquaUy feedy in appearance^ but 
in verjr diftcrent circtun^ancev relative to 
rpirits and fortiine. 

It bein^ about the latter end of Auguft, 
and the town very thin of people, a con^ 
verlation commenced relative to this cir- 
curolbmcc \ when the gentlem::n obierved, 
rather glooraingly» '* how unequally thi» 
world was divided, feme rollirig in their 
carria^ and fpendtng unnectUariJy at 
watering places, whilit others had great 
difficulties toget bread for themfelves and

Sir, the lame reaibn that indu9es you to, 
Ht fo kmg in the Park at this hour, is 
pretty much the fame as to mylclf>^thc 
vrant of a good dinner.'* *' Upon my 
wordy** faidhis Lordib^ very gravely, 
" I'm very foriy that ihould be ycur 
«aie } but at jprelent, thank God, it is 
notmiae { and, as yt^u ftate your caie fo 

^ lankly, foch as m^ dinner is, which I 
believe (jpuUing out his watch), muft be 
about this time ready, vcu are perfeflly 
. wdkomc to take Aarc ox it/' The gen- 
tleman imisediately confented, atid as ^s 
Loidlhip lived in St. James's Square, they 
had not long to walk, when they arrived 
at his door. ' The ftrajiger was at firil 
daggered at the appearance of the houie, 
but, iuppofing his Lordi)iip the butler, 
and that the family were out oi town, he 
^pt talking on with his ufual freedcm, 
*^ one of the footipen opening; the door, 
a^ addrefling his mader as his I^ordfhip, 
difcovered'his rank and condition. 

The gentleman on this drtw back, 
nttde many apologies for his miftake, and 
offered to take his leave \ but his Lord* 
ihip was lefolute in keeping him to din- 
ner, which he took care (bould be a gooH 
one to the ftranger, by all manner ot hol^ 
vitalities and attentions. 

In the courfe of converiktion his Lord- 
ihip drew h-om him his ftory \ which 
was, that he was a Lieutenant upon half- 

I pay, widi a wife, a mother, and two chil- 
dren to fuppoft s that part of this fmall 
ttipend was mortgaged, and that mitibr- 
tunes were growing upon htm with little 
.«r no profped of a remedy. 

His Lordihip heard all very attentively, 
and, after beggme hi»acceptance of a xol. 
Bank-note, told him he meant that only 
at^rdicftohis prticnt ntcelliticf j took

bis addrefs, and de£ted lie would call up* 
on him again in a week's time. The 
poor man, penetrated with kindnefs, took 
his leave. In the mean time his Lordihip

The place of rendezvous was appointed 
t)chind Montague. houfe. The officers 
kept their arms in readinefs in their bed- 
chambers, and were prepared to obey the 
lummons at a minute's warning. The 
Q^en, however, dying before this plot 
was ripe cncugh for execution, and the 
unanimous reiolution of the Council 

trincinally effc^lcd by the exertions of 
e Dukes of Argyle and Somerfet) la 
taking cautious mtaAires for the better 
fecurity of the Hanover fucceiTion, every 
thing liicceeded fo much to the fatisfac- 
tion of the Whigs, as to render all ideas of 
inhirrefiion unuectflkry. 

In the Memoirs of Lord Cheibrfield by 
£^. Maty, we are told that Loxd Bo- 
lingbroke never heard of this defign 'till

DUKE OP WHARTON. 

' The peace of Utrecht fticking in the 
Hcufc of Lords, Queen Anne found it 
•cKtically neceflary to create a majcrity 
It calling up 12 Ccnamoncri to thcHouie 
•t Peers. The intention of this being 
^revioofly known, caufed a great ferment 
amongft the cppofitc party. The Duke 
»f Wharton, who was at the head of 
them, promifed to ^ak aeainft a mealure, 
irhich fron its fticWenneft, and the well- 
known ufe it was intended for, he thought 
trenched upon the freedom of ^e Confti- 
tution.' He therefore took car? to be 
•arhr in the Houfc crt the day of their in- 
iroanflion, when getting up verv formally 
ts they feverally pafled from below the 
hitt^ he called cut very audibly and dif.

ccmpaoy with the late Mr. Cumaiing, ihm 
quaker, a character at that time well 
known as the projedor of the Conqucft o£ 
Gorfe. They arrived about dinncr-tiMt» 
and were received with fuch refpaA and 
good-breedinff, that the Doaor >9iDed in 
the converfation with much ^eafimtrT' 
and ^ood-humour. He tofc) levtral florie« 
of his acquaintance with literary charac- 
ters, and in particular repeated the hUl 
part of that celebrated letter which be 
vrrote to the late Lord Cheftcrfiekl,definz^ 
to bediiisiifled from all further patrooage. 
Whilft <<thefnflofreafonandtheflo«r

* yit, Bofwell, in teUog this anecdou, mentions the Dams of ChriAopher Smait inftiil

«nt af whole abilltits Dr. Johnfao cnttrtained thf higheft refpeft. 
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WKich was the fkihionable undrefs of that 
time. On the fecond day of this tranf- 
^omiation, a frlend> looking in \ipon hiin, 
found him before a glafs in the following 

ibliloquy : " No, this won't do, this 

is both troublefome and expenfivc; it m^y

Theconverfation turning one night at 
the Club in Eflfex-ftreet on tlje injury our 
language fuftained by the abbreviations 
made by the poets. Dr. Burney was, ob- 
ferving, that he knew a lady of literature, 
who was in ibme inftances in the contrary 
eictreme, and often added a letter too 
much, particularly in all words ending ia 
^, as ^eeabler, infallible*?, &c. &c. 
" Why did (he take fuch unneceflary 
trouble ?" fays one of the company. 
** Nay, Sir," fays Johnfon, " it could 
be no trouble to her j on the contrary, iht

At another time, giving an account of 
his tour to the Hebrides, he was telling, 
that when he gave a fliilline to a Scotch 
peafant forihewing him the road, he lift- 
ed up his eyes with as much gratitude 
and amazement, as if it had been a thou'- 
fand pounds. This ftory being retorted 
upon Bofwell, who was the only Scotch- 
man in company, b)r an Irilh gentleman 
prefent,. the Docior immediately replied, 
«« Why, to be fure. Sir, the Scotchman 
was much furpirized at the magnitude of 
the donation ; but then he knew it was 
a (hilling : but had it been one of your 
countrymen (turning to the Iri(h gentle« 
man) he in all probability would havVre-

Somewhat of the Mythology he 
knew ; but that might be no deeper than 
•Ovid's Metanoorphofes. Some allufions 
to federal parts of the ^neid, the ftory 
of it I noean, for as to the language he has 
copied little of it. Had he been a perfect 
mafter of Virgil, his Latin phrafe would 
have crejjt every where into Waller's 
Knglilh 5 as wc fee it does In Drydcn's 
Writings (who yet was tar from being a 
perfcft matter ofhim). As for his ciout/" 
compellitjgy and two or three more com- 
pound words, I believe he went not to 
the original for them, but to fomc tran- 
llation, perhaps Chapman's."

bufily employed. It perhaps may be 
fuggefltd by a perfon not tainted by its 
pernicious infiacnce (if any one there be), 
that in a country like thi&, renowned for 
the encouragement which literature meets 
with/politelearhing, and tbeac{|uirinifof, 
and pcrfe6ling them Tel ves in fomc ufeful 
fcience, would be empiaved to fiU up 
tiiofe vacuums of time complained of m 
the lives of thofe who ai-e called Great • 
Figuring to ourfvive^ tbe manner in 

whidy 
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which a rationa] creature would beft fill 
up that inellunable geip> Time, Aich a 
conclulion feeios exceedingly probable. 
VVhile rational enquiry is either ba- 
AHhed a polite aflcmbiy, or treated 
with contumely J and animadverfions and 
ftriflureiion the chara^erot'anot her mem- 
ber ot'iocicty form the pleafurable theme ; 
perhaps l\c who may be undergoing the 
ordeal of thij Tribanal may hive ren- 
dered to fome one member of it (who may 
be moft iniuriaie)> at a fonner period, 
eiicntial t«:rvice«, and Ins only crime is, 
being in poileflion of that virtue which 
the otl)er m i'o glaringly deficient of, and 
which roufed in the bofom of the other 
envious principles. Now one of the chief 
engines of this moll accurftd of palIion«, 
IS Scandal, which is not confined to the 
pcribn who fancies himiclf aggrieved; 
out when a piece of information is com- 
naunicated to an acquaintance, which 
militates in opinion againft the chara^er 
of another, that acquaintance divulges to 
another' the information received, and fo 
, on aJ infinitum^ The conle^uencc, were it 
to ftop here, would not be ot fuch an alarm- 
ing tendency, but in every Itep of progref- 
iive rvio the ftory receives coniiderable 
addition } and that which at firft, perhaps, 
was only, an a6i d indifcprtion, becomes, 
after having palTcd with fix or fcvcii from 
the original propagator, a crime of the 
greateft magniiuue. Let me ailc a lerious 
and refle(5ling mind this quclHon : Would 
it not redound inftniteiy more to the 
chara^er of that man, or of tW woman, 
' vrho law a fellow-creature deviating from 
the path of rectitude and virtue, to ule 
thclk every exertion to warn them of the 
difadvaniages which ultimately mull refult 
from fuch a mode of procedure, than to 
publi/K to the world a ftep which in itfelf 
may not be the reiult of vicious princi- 
ple, but a wjuit of forclight or of 
thought ? Such precipitate Itcps tend to 
render calious and tnienfate thoie bofoms 
which, imprelTed with pn .dca tLu; \::x voMd 
have already paffed Icnieuce a^ainU rhcm, 
feel very Httle aptitude to retri?^ ?. 
charaftcr which they con lider a^ efei Viiv

dii'poiihion in their readers tor fcandal^ 
or, perhaps, to gratity or to eiKourage* 
a worie paiHon : but Heaven forbid it ! 

Indeed fo far is icandal the prominent 
cUaraderiltic in this age, that fome of 
our moft eminent productions in Lite- 
rature ai'e tainted with its contagious 
influence. Pamphlets denominated a 
<« Calm and Sober Reply,'' and fucl« 
like titles, are filled with every thing that 
malice and diiappointpient can fuggefk 
to bring into diletteem the private ctia^ 
raster of an individual^ and not his priiii- 
cipks, which the author iapiently de- 
clines in his prctace his work is written 
for. The ' public newfpapcrs, which 
ought to be vehicles of morality, are but 
too often liUed witA reports to cajunuiiate 
the chara6Ver of, perhaps, innocent men^ 
Oh England, Eagland! that valuable 
blefiing, what was once termed the Libertv 
of thePrefs, is drawing fail to Licentiouf- 
nefs. 

We will, before wj clofe, make a few 
remarks on the tardinefs which mea in 
general evince in proclaiming the virtuous 
anions of each other ^ wheuier tC be that 
men cannot, whenever they behold othen 
do a virtuous a^on, be abftra^ed f^x>m 
envy j or are impreffed with the idea t af 
focicty will, in a divulgementof any Ipc- 
cies of virtue, take frwn him who pro- 
claims it, what they confer on him who 
has done the juft act. But for the informa- 
tion of fuch narrow-minded mortals, I 
have quoted the following appropriate 
palFages from Rollin, which if acihered

pRAGGS, the late Mr. Po(U 

^ Maftcr'8 grandfather, was the 
firft of that name and family known in 
the county of Durham . This man is faid 
to have come from Ireland *, and dropping 
it Wolfingham, falU to labour as a com- 
mon miner in the lead works; where 
fcraping together a little money, he ven- 
tures upon a fmall ihare in a trefli minej 
which proving fucccfsf^il, he grows rich 
space; buys Wiferly (a fann about lol. 
a year, near Wolfingham), and after* 
wards Hole Houfe, which I take to be 
the true name of the family feat, tho* 
called Holcbeck in Mrs. Craggs's 
epitaph. 

Anthony, his only fon, fucceeding to 
thefe eftatcs (in the whole near lool. 
per ann.), marries a daughter of Dr. 
Morecroft, by whom he has two fons, 
James and Ferdinando, and two daugh- 
ters, Margaret and Anne. After his 
wife's death (whatever was done be/cre), 
ii:ltead of faving fortunes for his chil- 
dren, he runs into every extravagance, 
plunges himfelf over-head-and-ears in 
debt, fells Wilerly, mortgages. Hole - 
Houfe, and/ 1683 lells it alio. But to 
nake the purchafer a good tiile, he mtift 
have the confent of his fon James, who 
fceras to pocket alj the money over and 
above what pays the debt. Upon this 
he takes fliipping for London (where

brigio* Hit great uncle, in the iaft 
ccmvry, was William Joyner ^% an 
anchor^ who wrote on the fame fubjed, 
riz. the life of Cardinal Pole, as this his 
nephew did, chough with jefs eclat.

wanting the principles of natural geni«t« 
who* by the, precepts of ar« and great 
induftry) were rendered men qf rtadi^g^ 
but not of knowledge I who Were pe* 
dants, not fcbolars* Thcfe felltiaients 
were foon difi^overed. Both the friends 
were acciHed of prefuming to blattc 
what cuftom had eftablifhedj they were 
charged with valuing tbemfeives on bo* 
ing hnguUr, and in conlcouence were 
mifreprefented and decried, and their 
fituatton by that means rendered far 
from agreeable to them.

In '1756, he publiflied '< The 
Study of Sacred t,tterature, fully ftated 
and CO a fleered in a Difcourfe to a Stu- , 
dent in Qiviiiity •," a fecond edition of 
which appeared in i7|t» and a third in 
1765. This work is entitled to con- 
Bderable pfaife; but his principal per> 
forma nee, which obtttaed for him the 
^reatet celebHcr, was, •' The Hiftory 
of the Life of l^eginald Pole, z vols. 
4to, 176^, raprinti^ in a vols. ^vo. 
1767. It cannot be denied that this 
work> though penned with no fmajl de- 
cree of fpirit and clegancr, contains 
|BQch matter of an exceptional^ie nature, 
many of the fk^s diftorted, and many 
of the charaAers introduced in it yiru- 
l«Btty ahufed, t\ excited on the pD- 
teftant (ide/a general alarm, and met, as 
Height be expected, with a firm oppofi- 
tioo i many anfwers f foon made thfir 
appearance, from feveral eminent hands, 
and the miAakcs and improprieties of 
qur author^ performance were pointed 
out and expofed. He publi fixed bow- 
ever, in 17^7, an Appendix to the Life, 
•^iih fomc remarks on the chief objec- 
tions which had been made to it, tind 
at th^ end of the third edition of bis 
SflTay on the S;udv of Sacred Literature* 
he added fome ftriftures on his. oppo- 
nents and fonie corre^ions of miftakes. 
*S ^s to any n\iftakes with which," fays 
be, ** l^e has been taxed not as a mem- 
b.er of the comnr^ui^ity, but as a writer ; 
chofe who have advanced them are very 



welcome to enjoy their own thoughts, 
and bring over their readers to them» 
provided the whole, or any part of tfar 
charge, has been made out againft him. 
He is not fh arrant an author as to dt- 
Are others ihoif Id not be rightly inform- 
ed, bccaufc he has baen in the wrong ; 
and he fays thie with the greater ft net* 
rity, as where the ea(e has happcn^^ 
miftake it was, not a deOgn. lie hw, 
moreover, too real a refpe€^ for the pub- 
jic to trouble it with wrangles on fafik, 
or dares, or authoHtits of little or no 
eonf£(|ueBce, which may pleafe a cavil* 
ler or amufe a nnere ^ritic> but will 
hardly entertain a reader who is ever^« 
thin^elfe but that.— What has been faid 
concerning the trutlf of the fa^s that 
are alledK«d, is meant to extend to the 
juflnrf^ of the reatbningon them, whtfh 
nas been eoualjy attacked.-^The charge 
like wife of piagiartfm> which has been 
brought againft him, is Itkewife fub- 
mitted to the deeifiMi of every equita^ 
ble and intelligent reader, when he has 
collated the paflages; bqt not to the 
(pleen of a determined adverfary, who 
lets out with no other view than to find 
fault. But if the language, the dt* 
fcriptions, the images, the drawing of 
the chara^lers, and what the Frendi 
teif m rorehnne^e 4u tahUemt the difp6- 
ficion of the whole piece, be the author *t 
, genuine produd, he doer not fee how 
he can be treated as a plagiary.

Mr. Pbiiiipt, after he entered into 
My aerdcn, obtaiaed a difpesfatibn to 
quit the Jcfuitt ; and this Itep ii faid io 
have been taken in coufe^ucnce of Come 
iiflatisfa^oB and difference with his 
fttpcriors and profelTors, by whom he 
would not fubmit to be guided and con- 
trolied in hk theological ft udies. From 
Liege, where he took his diCiKiifnon, he 
went to Romei and there obuined, by

He was, we 
are told, a man of em^Qent piety, and 
alwaya appeared drongly affcQed with 
the idea of the prefence of God, parti* 
cularly in hi^ IzlX itlaefs, which hap- 
pened at Liege in the year 1774* 

He had a filler Elizabeth, who be- 
came Abbe{s of the Bcnediiline Nuns 
at Ghent. On her entering this reli- 
gious order Mr^ Ph'-Uips addrefled the 
following fpirited lines to her, which,. 
as they wer^ never publilbed, we (ball 
here prefent to our readers.

Whv I have \o fay o»ly 
rcfpe^ta the tennperati^reof the fouihcrn 
parts of the peninfula, and the nie^n 
heat of the Coaft of Commind^l. 

The diftinguiihing charaf^crifiic of 
this climate, is its uniformity of tempc 
rature, which, in the open parts of the 
• toaft, is never fubie^ to any fudden of 
violent change- , It appears from a re» 
gifler kept at Mnc^ras, by Q||r^Chamicr« 
during four fucceifive years, that the 
heat at theYame ho^r, fame day, and the 
i^me month of each year* varied but 
little. 1 hat the difference of tempera 
ture between oiorning^ noon, and mid- 
night, was often not more than % or ] 
degrees; was generally about ( or 7, 
and hardly ever exceeded ^o That the 
IDpan range" uf the Thernw)metcr from 
tbe one year's end to the othtr, wa% con* 
fined wirhin 'the Itmitsof 15 degrees ^ 
And that 'even tulcing into account the 
^inufual beats and colds of parttcuiar 

Jeafons, the whole t'cale of Temperature 
rem its mnft oppofitetxt renter exceed- 
ed not 36 degrees ; viz. from 6.4 to 
ioo, which Mr. Chamier only obfctved 
dncc in the courfc of 4 Veats.' But the 
extremes f f heat and cold t»4)ly o^cvpy 
4n i neon tide r able portion of the ye:ir, 
.^nd the inhabitant of Madras pafitrs 
f6ur-rifths of his time in a temperature 
that is above 7^.and below 90. 

This uu'form Tempetaiure which 
yirevaiiS at -Madras and many other 
places on thccoaft, is in a ^reat mea- 
gre to he afcnbad 10 the vicinity ahd 
influence of thp ocean. But when wc 
go into the inttrior parts of the country, 
^here this infltteoce i| notfvlt, we meet 
wirh a greater variety of climate, and 



diftance of 1 5^ miles from 
ii^ tha fame paralleh of Uti|^^, tfic 
thermometer^t (u n- rife during No«eai* 
bar, Dcgeqi^ber, January, and febraaiy^ 
is found to fink 15 degrees below the 
Temocrature of ttie cUilicft momtagia 
(ha plaint of the Caraatic : and in t^ 
wo')dy country about 4i^n^a8<6rM^» a 
pcrfoo fullers a greater change c^u^- 
perature in thecourl'e 6f lahdurstaaa 
he would e^ricnce at Madras duriag 
the revolution of a& many ycap. 

In open and bleak ^ainK|^ where lU 
rtAt&vm fretn^ the parched Curf«ce C9* 
operates wifh this dirc6^ ray^of ihefua, 
the heat beconncs exicemely intenCe. 
Ac Arcor, in tne leaft exposed 4ade^ 
the 1 hermome»er has been found, hr 
many days together^ to nfe to ttic faeigbt 
of 105. In (uch iitua^ions ^00, whca, 
accidental rains do aot iDtermpt tke 
fettled unifermity of the weather, tfec 
temperature fufliers but little abatement 
during niijhr and o^rning^ At Pooi?t« 
maliee, during part of April and l^y 
179), the Thermometer never fell lower 
than S^, and always rofeaborc 96, aftcn 
to 9S, and fometimts to 103* Buf this 
was an unufualiy hot feai'on, and at 
rain had fallen^fbr nearly fix moothf* 

During lon|; continuad ratiw, as well 
as 10 a courie of fair and fett^od-Vfi* 
ther, the oppof^te extremes ot heat tnd 
cold are oontintully approzimasii^c* 
During the Mxt^bar MonfooA. of- V/h 
and 1790, the Temperature f^r &Wu 
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t&ODthi \v«s between 74 and Is, and 
during great part of that timefcltlom 
tofe z decrees abovJ^S, or fell 1 dcgrett 
below it. But here the rains were very 
heavy ; the fun fometimcs entirely hid 
for weeks together, and the earth oVcr- 
Ihadowed with a gloom and obfcurity, 
refemb:iDg the darkeft December day 
io London ^ a curious circumftance to 
occur under a vertical fuiiv at mid-dayi 
and wjthin ten degrees of the Line I 

The ftate of cuitivatioD has great in- 
fluence on the Temperature. In the 
neighbourhood of Trichinopoiy, where 
the landi are annually overBoued by 
tbefrefiiesof the Cavcry, ihcTtmpcra- 
tureisAiore uniform and tnoderatethan 

I in the fuuthtrn di0ri£U, whete the rains 

r arc more fcanty, and where the incle* 
niency of the feafons fa frequently af- 
fects the growth of the harvefts. At 
Palamcottah, during the month of Ja-.^ 
nuary tht Thermometer has been found 
to vary from 75 to 80, which is far 
above the heat oF Madras and Trlchi* 
tiopolyatthe falXli period, 
in the plains furrounded with hills, it 

', mav be* naturally cxpefted that the fun 
^iil be felt very ppwcffal. In the 
valley of Ati^borc* during the months 
of Marchj April, abd May, there pre- 
vails an intcnle and fultry heat, which 
raifcsthe Thermomctei: under ihe ihadc 
of 1 marquee to 110 and 11a degrees. 
put here, as well as at Trichinopoly, 
the land-winds fctting in during May 
«r June, mitigate the Climate by blow*- 
inj over a cultivated country, and 

, bringing With them a Con^ant fuccefiiun 

r of haiy or cloudy weather. 

It is io the Northern Circars, where 
tne wcftcrly winds in their progref»are 
Upofed to the influence <>f more exten* 
Ave and parched lands, that the fevered 
beats preTail, nnd which at Ellore have 
ib^ctinies raifcd the Thermometer it) 
the Ihade to the ailooilhing height of 
U% degrees t when this happdn^ there 
ftalwayt a coniiderkble mortaJity, which 
1 am rather inclined to impute to the 
^culiar malignity of the winds, than to 
..the degree or adtual cxiding h<;at. For 
inibe Cat nitic, during the hot months, 
iVerr perfoh who exp-»fe8 himfelf with- 
out doors at nooti, fuffLrs a much greater 
degree of heat ; aud the Thcribometef 
la tbit fituatiOQ rifes to 136 degrees, 
femetimes higher^ Vet thtt tempera* 
tare is not only compatible witli life, , 
bat even witn the attive fun^ion« of 
men'. For in the mid(% of it, armies 
|Ma«h m)tStk. all their cumbrout e'qui^« 



mentsi forts arc erected and demolifttd^ 
and a heat that rifes do decrees abova 
the fammer-Temperature of the Brtcilh 
1 Hands, ii unable to re(lrain the eflfbrtt 
of men engaged in war^ conilherce^ ot 
amufement. 

In Indian the cirtuthftancel 6f th« 
fubjacent country fceifi to llaVe n 
ITronger influence on the ftate of th4 
circumambient atmofpbere than it ob* 
fervtd to take place in cold and temper 
rate climates } for we often frnd clear 
and fof gy (kiesf dry and rainy weather^ 
and a ialubrious and malignant air on* < 

ly feparated by the diftance of a very 
few miles. 

I have obfervcd that the Temperaturt 
it much influ'-nced by the abundance or 
fcantinefs of the rains of particular 
feafons, and this is perhaps the chief 
caufe why one year happens to he eooJet 
or hotter than anotner in the fame 
place. The feafon of 17^5 has beca 
much cooler it Warriore than that ^t 
'794) And the former was preceded hj 
a heavier monfoon and of longer du«> 
ration than the latter, which made a 
difTcrcncc of Temperature during 
March, April, and May (the hoctpS 
montlis here), of 3 degreed; a ditference 
\Vhich we feel very fenfibly in a higlk 
Temjperaiurc, where the iTmaiUft in* 
creafe beyond what we can eafily bear^ 
Very fealibly atfedts us, I afcribe this 
to the e£c£tH of a more luxuriant vege- 
tation, which is always proportionate to 
the abundance of the rains. 

Iti order 10 form a correct eftimate of 
the medium heat of the Coromandel 
Coad, we muCl examine it abflraftedly 
ftom the agency of hot windi^ acciden* 
tal ftorms, and the effects pf refle£tioa 
from a parched furface \ and ourobfer* 
vations mU(l be iRade remote from thof^ 
circuroftancct of fituation, which art 
known to encreafethe ejttremes of beat 
and Cold. To mark the loweft point to 
which the mercury links, and the highell 
to which it rifcs> is not the oojc^ here \u 
quedion; but to afcertain that <'/ii/ra/ 
/(^4/orrcmperature,nearwhichitiiftilca 
the greater part of the year, to which 
it \s conClantly trnding amid all itt 
flu^uations, and to which i. ncct flat iijf ^ 
returns in a contrary pr'grtfs, mure of 
liTs accelerated, from itt^ wideA dep^r* 
tures into the oppoHte extreiTief of heal 
and cold. It fcems eiear that ihe mid* 
die point between thcfe extremes cannpC 
be aiTumcd w the mean Tempnaturf\ 
i^T the mercury falls but verv feldom 
to Its loweft degree of cold, and remains 

thttte 
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there only a Iktft time | wherett dortn^ 
Bine months io thejcar, it it continoalt j 
Merging towards the limitt of exceflive 
Iieat» anil though it finkt but feldoni 
noder 70, it oflen rifcs above 90. 

With the exception of fotnc extrftor- 
^nary feafonn it is fcldoih that tKe 
Th/ermorheter either Trnki bfclow &8 or 
Tifef above 9l» And only a few timet in 
the year (and not every year) that it 
reaches thofe extremes : perhaps di^ring 
fome cool mornings octurHng In Dei 
Member aiid January, and a few intenfe- 
It hot afternooDii» generally between 
ue middle of April, and the middle of 
Jone. The influence of the wefterly 
i¥inds, and of heavy dews and chill 
c!amps» io fome parts of the country , 
ihay for a little while extend the range 
«f the Thermometer tb degrees beyond 
what I have mentioned^ viz. by iiii(inff 
it 10 degrees above 96 at one period or 
the year, afid finking it 10 degrees 
lielow 6S at anotheri and pi(»re coniide- 
Table dcviditions froth the ofdinaty'ftand- 
mrd hiive r>mc times otcurredt Butthefe 
yextraordinary extreoies of heat and 
cold happch not in eVery fltiiation, lMt 
every y tar ^ and When they do )tap(>en| 
fhey.only occepy a poriioo of time in- 
comparahly fmall. For it y»\\\ be found 
<hat in 300 days and mghta, out of j 6 51 
the Thtrrfiomtier is leldom below 76 
lind fcldoiii aboVe 9!, ani that fome* 
^bat moi-e than foiir«>6xths of our time 
in this country J arc paflcd in a Tcrope-. 
fature ihac lies betwceu 7^ and S^.'dnd 
that its deviations above and "belo^' 
thefe limits, at the oppofite periods of ' 

S'le year, will nkarlt balance each other, 
ow as during three^fourths of the 
year, the Temperature approaches mtich 
iiearer to 89 than it does to 77, it feerot 
probable that a point diltaiit 3 deereel 
h-om the forinfcr and nine degrees from 
the latter* that is 35, ought to come ihc 
iieareft to the InediUih of the heat of 
tlie Cotft of Coromandel.'^ Thii I 
confider as apt>roaching neared co tht. 
Temperature rtioft generally predofhi- 
aating in the atmofphere» aodra^ed 
from the influence of land winds, heavy 
dews, the reverherattcn of light from 
% heated furfate, the monfoon rain^^ 
tnd accidental ftorms. 

So far I was fatikited td reafoo on 
this matter, allifted by the comparifon 
of 'various obfer^attofts and i-egiflers of 
<he weather made in different pt^rts of 
the country io the cburfe of between fe- 
ten and eight years. Thefe I diligently 
^mpartd with the dlariei of^Mr. Chi* 



mier» a»4 became more coi|viiiccd,ttti^ 
the medium heat of this coaft Intift hi 
afiour fo, and it w«s#dt a little fatisfac^ 
torv to me to fifad at lail, that thefe 
dMudions c4me pretty near the truth. 

Defirous to bring toe Matter to tbf 
teft of experiment, I deterroiaed cb 
afccnain the Temperiture of ^ttp^ 
feated (priogty as has been dooc iq £a- 
rope, though 1 4o not kn6v» that any 
thing df the kind has eirelh been trie^ 
withid the Tropici. For this puruofi^^ 
I chofe a^rell at Wairfiore, 17 fttx qeep^ 
and perfectly (haded by trees from the 
rays^of the fun; On imtiterfing th^ 
Tnermometer in the water of this wcll^ 
the mercury fettled at a quarter of % 
degree below 8d. I have f^ peated the 
ekperimeht foe the laft two months; 
morning, noon, ind eVeninjt,afld inva* 
Hably with the fame reiult. This I 
cannot help cohfidfering as faif and con* 
clufive^ fo far as Etpeflibeat made in 
otie fituation onij^^zn be allowed to have 
Weight in deterrtiiniag ^ gehefal Q^ef- 
tiofl. 1 haVe iio doUbt but that fpringi 
in mountainoiik fitufltions will be found 
fottietv hat colder, and that thofe near the 
(ea tnay alfo Vaf y a Httle.

People will hanll^^ 
think of building for themfeltes fuhttr- 
raneous abodes, for the purpbTe of tak* 
ifo^ refuge f^oni bxceffive lieat : Tea 
it IS certainly i matter of ^urlofity to* 
kno\%, that at the diftance of i? feet 
belo\V the furfaie of thb earth ther6 
f^fevaili a Temperature that nevfer va- 
ries. 

From the fefult 0/ the above expeH- 
ihcnfs ahd obfcrvations, coihpared with 
thofe that haVe been made at home, it 
appears that the medium heat of Mm 
I^art of India rifcs 40 dfegrets ab^e 
the middle Tehtperature of the Bri^^ 
Iflands. 

P. S. It (h( uld have bekn noticed tha^ 
the fpring whefe the abote ohfervatioiia 
wfcre made, is drained twice a day for 
fhe purpofes bf culturci fo that the wa* 
ter ueVer Magnates, and it is hot acceffi- 
ble to the rays of the fun. In taking 
the obfervation a good deal of accuhicy 
was necc^aryi for the Therraometer, oii 
being drawn from the water, betam^ 
Inftamiy affe£ied by the powef of et»- 
poration, and the mercury fell fiidden^* 
[y feveral degrees ; though in the Wa* 
ter it ftood intamblj at due laine 
points _._*v

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I ought likewife to obferve, that in 
a hoWe near the well where the expe- 
riments were m^e, the range of the 
Thermometer for the two months was 
from 78 to 90. It only fell to 78 a very 
few mornines. The middle point be* 
tween thefe extremes is 84. But 
It would be a fallacy to coniider 84, as 
the mean temperature of the air during 
the above period. For from 9 in the 
morning till 7 in the evening, the ther- 



mometer was above 84; feldom fell 
below it before ti at nif,ht ; and onfy a 
Utile before fun rife for a few morningi 
funk to 78 - It fcems evident, that the 
atmofphere around us» independent of 
accidental influences, muft be coniinu* 
ally tending towards the Temperature 
in the bowels of the earth, which afts 
with an invariable fleadinefs and uni- 
formity.

npHERE is at this time a fifterhood of 
-'' twenty-five nuns at St. Helen's 
Auckland, Durham, occupying the ve- 
aerabU hall formerly the feat of Francis 
Carr, Efq. and of late years the proper- 
ty of Mr. Carr, of Cockpn. 

The lituatiou and premifet are in 
perfect confonance with religious re- 
tirement. The houfe is very Ijpacious, 
and contains a great number ot apart- 
ments $ it is furrounded fay high walls, 
except the fouth front 5 every view from 
it being confined either to its delight- 
firt gardens.or the adjoining meadows. 
Thefe eardens, which comprehend be- 
tween tour and five acres, are cnclofcd 
by a brick wall about twenty feet in 
height, lined with an immenfe variety 
of the cboiceft fruit-trees, and the 
whole laid out in the moft enchanting 
manner. 

The . Superior, or Lady Abbefs, of 
this Sifttrhood (whoalfo preiided in the 
ikme capacity at their former refidcnce 
at Douay ) is a Mrs. Houfcroan, a native 
of Cuniwhitten in Cumberland. The 
drawing-room is converted into a cha- 
pel, very beautifully decorated ; and 
furnifliea with an handfome altar, can- 
dleflics, a lamp, feveral paintings, and 
the ufual furniture of fnch places. 

The habit of the nuns is grey woollen, 
with a very deep black veil) their 



heads arc fhaven, and bound very cIoO 
with a white fillet ) the lower part of 
their Aoes (which arc all made b/ 
themfclvcs) is of leather, the upper 
part of platted cord ; from the girdle is 
lufpendtd a rofary, and a crucifix from 
the neck) the appearance being alto- 
gether ftrikingly lingular in this conn- 
try. 

Six or feven of them are Englifh, the 
others Flemings ; they are reported to 
be extremely courteous and communica- 
tive. Theyhavcaconftantfucceffionof 
vifitors, and the neighbouring gentry 
are particularly attentive and kind to 
them. 

They all Wear the habit of their order, 
except a Mifs Dalton, niece to the Ladr 
Abbefs, whofe neceflary intercourle 
with the people of the village (as 
houfekeeper) induces her to drels in 4 
ftile lefs likely to be noticed. 

It is now two years fince the ancient 
manfien-hpufe at St. Hclcn's-Auck- 
land became a convent of nuns / yet 
no mention till lately has been made of 
it! How chara£teri(lic ofthofewho 
have here found an afylum, in one 
panicular at leaft, are the words of the; 
poet : 

«• Thb worid forgetting !— by the worid for- 
got!"

onantitiesof liable dung, whilft at home 
tney overlook and negledt the moft 
eafy, plain, and cheap methods of accu* 
mulating maourcs, and enriching their 
farms. 



1 N many parts of the country within 
*" the limits of the Society,and more efpe- 
cially in the neighbourhood of towns, it 
is aftoniflihig to fee farmers of all ranks 
carrying on their lands, at a great ex- 
pence of labour, timt» and money, Taft 
Vol. XXX. SxrT. 1796. 
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I (hall proceed to notice many Tub* 
Cbances which deferve the mod careful 
ittention of aU^farmers. 

I. Mud. This is a coUcdtion of very 
rich man ore. To fcarch for, five, and 
collect this mud, is more or Icfs in e\rcry 
(armer*s power i and by making more 
ftraieht, wide, and deep, the courfes of 
brooks and fmall rivers, with occafionat 
flops or dams, fo as to occalion ft ill 
water, and a depoiic of mud, would, in 
moft countries, accumulate great quan- 
tities of this manure. Mixed tviiha con- 
fiderable proportion of lime frtrih from 
• the kiln, and turned over and incorpo* 
rated as foon as the lime is fallen, mud 
makes a moft enriching compoft for 
pafture .and meadow land ; perhaps 
nearly equal to the fame quantity of 
dung which is now purchafcd ac Man- 
chefter, at 6s» per ton, befides carriage 
and Weighing. 

• IJ. Sweeping OF THE STREETS, 
in towns, and COAL ashes, finely fifted, 
and kept dry and feparate. Even in 
the neighbourhood of London it is only 
from a very late date, that che farmers 
have found out the vi lue of thcfe ma- 
nures. The pariih of Mary bone, a few 
years ago, paid to the fcavtngers 500I. 
per annum to remove thcfe ! now the 
fcavengcrs pay the pariih 1050I. per an- 
num, for the liberty of carrying them 
away. 

In cur great towns and fad^ories, 
what immenfe quantities of coal are 
confumed, and with how little care and 
frugality ! Were the cinders duly and 
finely hfttd, and burned over again, 
and the fine aflits kept dry and feparate, 
to fell to the fcavengers appointed to 
xollcdt them, there would be a great 
laving of tud, and no inconfiderable 
profit from the alhes. Thcfc are fold 
in London for 14s. a waggon load, and 
carried 30 miles for a top drefTing for 
i^rgfs lands } 60 bufheU is the allowance 
for a ftatute acre. 

in. Night soil. Decency and 
health in moft fituaiions, render it de- 
sirable to wafli this away into the great 
fewers of towns, Sec. yet where this 
cannot be done, or it m?.y be convenient 
'*0 remove it to common ftercorarrcs, to 
form a compoft with mofs, earth, or 
other foil, lime, or dry coal-aflies, it is 
'then a powerful mannrc. Into privies, 
-which do not communicate with fewers, 
and from whence night -foil muft be 
•carried oot, it ia recommended, fre- 

3uentlv to caft down faw-duft, ffl«4, 
ry afnes, and efpecially frcfli lime j 
•HhVft fubftanccs will prevent diiJigrtca- 



ble or unwholefome fmells, and greatff 
encreife the quantity and value of the 
manure ; they will alfo render its rcmo« 
val lefs offenhve and troublefome. 

IV. Bonis. The ufe of thcfc, ft 
a top dreiijpg, is well known, yet they 
arenotfeparately colle6Ud or preferred 
with due care. The labour of breaking 
or grinding them to fmall pieces, or into 
powder, by- machines, may be favcd | 
quick lime will reduce, and form a va- 
luable addition to the bones. 

V. KlEpusE matters, of varioQS 
kinds. Sweepings of cotton and wool- 
len mills, worklhops, warehoufes, Ifc. 
rubbifh of old buildings, &c.

XII. The Putrid WATER of ft^g-

Xni, The AsiiES of whins, fern, 
heath, ragwort, thiftles, docks, weeds, 
coarfe graft, dreflings of hedge.*, col- 
le^ed and burned, by clofe fires, into 
fibes. 

XIV. The Refuse of bleachers 
aihes, and the great quantities of refufe 
Ipy in thofc works, which arc flill fuf- 
fered to run to wafte. Thd'e would 
make fertile compels, with peat earth, 
or <>ther foils and lime, 

XV. Soap suds or ley. The 
quantities of thi^ valuable article; which 
are waihcd away, throughout this king- 
dom, arc immenfe. Were it prcferved, * 
it would form, with proper earths, an 
abundance of good top drelCngs. The 
Chioefe are minutely attentive to this 
article ; even the barbers favc their 
fuds. TheCe are v^ry ufeful in gardens, 
9nd for fruit trees. 

XVI. A great addition may be made 
to the manure of a farm, and thequan* 
tity of dry litter, by collecting in their 
ftrong growth (though bcfire they 
ripen their feeds), fernycoarfe benr, 
Ung, heathy and the^ coarfe heibage 



of paftures and hedges, refufed by tht 
catcic. 

XVII. Peat ASHES. Ourextcnfivc 
molTes prefent to us an inexhauilible 
ftore of the beft manure, for fuch peal 
aihes unqaellionably are. If mols or 
peat, by burning, wrll yield a 2id part cf 
its weight of alkaline fait, it is aiferced 
that it will fuily repay the expence of 
burning it into allies. But many bogt 
yield a much greater proportion. A 
ftatutc acre of peat for burning has been 
fold in Berk (hire for 200I. 

XVIII. The ufc of Water as ai 
manure, by floating, is an obje£t of th« 
greateft confequence to the agriculture 
of our counties. 

XIX. There i* another fource of 
improvement loft to the country, but 
not through the fault of the farmers, 
yiz. REFU3E salt. I truft the ver/ 
impolitic reftri^ion which forbids the 
ufe of this valuable manure, and caufes 
its total lofs, will foon be removed by 
the exertions of this Society, and thof^ 
of the Hon. Board of Agriculture,

^ \ STUDY of thofe Compofers of 
" Mufic.whofe Wbrks are held 
moft in eftecm ftould be diligently pur- 
fucd, To that the Learner may become 
acquainted with the ftileand manner^ 
each, and thence be enabled to diftin- 
gujfh, by their peculiarities, the Compo- 
"tion of one Author from that of ano- 
ther j to point out their rcfpeftive 
beauties and faults, and by a judicious 
dlfcrimination of eachtomanifcft judge- 
ment and tafte in this material part of 
Harmonic Learning. The Works of 
Corelli, Geminiani, and Handel, are 
the firft in eminence among the Claffic 
Authors of tht Old School, as are Haydn 
;md Pleyel of that noW prevalent, 
Bcfide thefe elaborate Writers in the 
Grand brfuU Orcheilra ftile, there arc 
n»ny Compofers of great merit, who 
^^J be cianed as Mifcellaneous Au- 
thon, their productions being deftijied 
diicfly for particular InilruraentSy or 



particular occafions only* It is certaini 
that a careful attention to the reading* 
if paiFing the eye along the notes whilo 
the mind is contemplating its Theme oC 
Subj'A may fo be termed, will gradu^ 
ally lead the Pupil on to a fliare o£ 
knowledge in the Science of Mufic well 
deferving attainment, and in its acquiii* 
tion amply requite all the up- hill rugged 
toil'of intense and dry labour.

To alhft towards 
thip pciff Aiop,<afterluvbg fo (ongilu- 
died under one Mailer as to have become 
thoroughly vcrfed in the Rudiments of 
Mufic, and ikilled in its pra^ical part» 
I ihould advife your taking Leifons, 
-occafionally, from other Teachers, 
chu/ing thofe only of firft-rat^ eminence. 
1' mean not, however, that you are to 
havo more than one Mailer at one time, 
but to engage them in fuccefHonj and

9. Before any Amateur Perfor. 
MER delivers a Lelfon in Company, it 
fhould be carefully perufcd.and repeat- 
edly pra£tifed in private, that the iiotim 
yot or Sentiment of each Movement, 
therein may be thoroughly underftood, 
fo that the governing rrincipJe of ihe 
Author, in each divifion of his Compo- 
firion, may be, on public exhibition, 
diftin^lly and emphatically conveyed to 
the Auditors.

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Tone is attained. Thus, at before 
hinted, although there be Tone in the 
Jnftniment, yet to bring it forth in per- 
fcftion» •• in this the talk, the mighty 
labour lies." To acquire '? rich, afull, 
and melhfluous Tone is the Deside- 
a ATUM beyond all other qualities )n a^ 
Perforrner ; but ProfelTionalifts them- 
felves do not alike fuccced in their at- 
tempts herein. The mtllow, impreifive, 
Organ-like Tone is fuperior in fignifi- 
cance and effect to that quilly and vapid 
found produced by the generality of 
Piano-Forte Players ; thofe even who 
are *va/i/y admired for what is called 
Execution, in an age wherein Rapidity 
uf Finger is held to be the Criterion of 
capital performance. 

A good Ton^y fuch as I have aimed to 
defcribe, and fuch as I have earneftly 
recotnmended^ acquired and eilabliihed, 
ExprfJicM becomes an objeft for cond- 
deration, and without which. Sounds 
though it may gratify the Ear^ can 
never touch the Heart,, Each move- 
ment has its refpe6tive.meaping or fig- 
nification, and which can only be con- 
veyed by Tone and Expreffion in the 
adaption of both to its. Motivo or ScnfU 
me7it. The Notes may be regarded at 
th^ Body^ the Motive as the Sou/ of 
MuAc, and that merits not the name of 
Compoiition, which is not governed and 
animated by fome principle or theme in 
each of its diviAons, which is its E^ence. 
Y^hen a weli-compofed LeiTon is under 
delivery, how injurious to its Author it 
it to obfcure its fubjc^t, to deftroy its 
meanings and. thus deprive him of that 
praife due to his taU:nts, by a frivolous 
and licentious manner of executing it, 
merely through the vanity of traver(ing 
the Finger Board with rapidity, and the 
conceit of fhewiog fome ftudied ambi- 



dexter tricks.* Challe, correft, and enu 
phatic Performance is not, at all timcs^ 
duly praAifcd even by Profe flora of Ma- 
fic ; and it is indeed, ** caviar to th^ 
Multitude,'' with whom Celerity ,Noif<', 
Shakes in abundance, and manual efforii 
of various kinds, pafs as proofs of ex- 
cellence. But permit me to recommend 
to your obfervance the Seledion of futh 
Pieces as are of avowed merit as Com« 
pofitions, and, keeping the Author *sSub«> 
jt6t ever in view, execute his Lefloa 
with Precifion and Articulation as to 
Time and Notation, and with everf 
circumftance as fct down for your gtii- 
dance in the Text ; embelliflied byyour 
finger wiih the only true graces. Tones 
jyiodulatioii, and Expreffion. Thus, 
the Compofcr, in your good endeavours, 
will acquire that credit due to his pro. 
du^tion, and become indebted to your 
Tadc^nd Skill in Performance for that 
approbation which would be given to 
his Work, white you will have a doe 
fljare of praife for a judicious and modeft 
colouring of his dcfign. 

1 fiiould conceive that the fevenJ 
Movements in mufic do each require a 
refpeftive and diftin6t mode or manner 
of touch on the Key8,fuchaslhallbebcft 
adapted to convey to the Ear, and thence 
to the Feelings, the Motivo or SufajeCt, 
That preffure and firmiiefs of hand re-. 
quifitc, perhaps, in the (tower ^move- 
ments, may not be wanting, or proper 
even, jo Paffagcs of Rapidity, where 
flexibility, elaiUcity, and delicacy of 
touch, are certainly necelfary, and where 
only trick of finger, Capridofos^ and 
what are called Graces and Embellidx* 
ments, can with any propriety be intra* 
ducedjor have an ad /i6i turn iiccnit for 
their admiflion.

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We hvre fi^Ie^ed thcfe two pa0*aget 
from this very entertaining and mftruc 
tive work, as giving, in a few words,

U a young lady, and that this is her firft 
attempt to acquire literary reputation, 
whfch, in our humble opinion, it is caU 
culatcd firmly to eflablifli.

The language throughout is chafte, 
corre^^i and elegant; and that impor- 
tant IclTon, the conquelt of our paHions^ 
is inculcated by the united force of pre- 
cept and example* 

/ Agatha ia reprefented to be the 

daughter and only child of Sir Charles 
and Lady Belmont. Her mother, a 
French ladjf^ for private rcafons, dire^s 
the courle of her education to the at- 
tainment of thofeaccomplilhmcnts which 
may render even a life of feclufion a 
life of pleafore. " A thoufand inevi- 
table circum (lancet, (he would fay, 
may feparate Us from the world, and 
from all we prize in it; let ut not, 

' therefore, leave ourfelves friendlefs. 
A b(>ok, a pen, a pencil, are Cure and 
faithful friends." At the fame time, 
ihe drew fuch a difmal picture of the 
world, with all its delufive and tranH- 
tory enjoyments, as was bed calculated 
to make her young pupil entertain an 
early dread of entering into I'ociety. 
•* Yet Agatha could not forbear think- 
ing that her mother reafoned too fe- 
verely $ and with the ardour of yeuth- 
ful hopes, fhe ilill fancied that the 
world, bad as it was, mieht afford her 
fome happinefs. Imprelfed with tl\efe 
ideas, and endued by nature with the 
tcndcreft and molt faiceptible of hears, 
at the age of fixteen, when her beauty 
ai}d accomplifhments formed the fubjea 
of converl'ation throughout the nei^h- 
)>ourhood, Ibe is left under the care and 
protection of Mifs Hammond, the only 
lady whom her parents had received and 
acknowledged as a friend, while they

are obliged to repair fuddenlv to France, 
on account of Lady Belmont's for- 
tune. 

Mifs Hammond is dcferibed at an 
amiable and uncoinmonly fcnfible wo- 
man, univerfally beloved and rcfpefted, 
Who, though conflderably turned of 
ihiny, had every rcquifite to render her 
the companion of youth \ (be was live- 
ly, entertaining, and (tudious to pleafe, 
but Oie inculcated the fame principles 
as Lady Belmont, the fame dread of the 
world, the fame wilh for folitude. At 
her houfe, however, Agatha enjoyed a 
new fcene, as (he had never c^uitted 
home before, andpromifed herfelf much 
deligtrt in feeing fome of Mifs Ham- 
mond's friends, from %vhom (he might 
expert to receive invitations, and thus 
enlarge her acquaintftnce. This ac- 
cordingly happens : (he is invited ro 
accompany Mifs Hammond to Milfon 
HhII, by Mifs Milfon, the eldeft daugh- 
ter of Sir John Milfon, a neighbourmg 
baronet* But this and all her other 
profpe6t8 of temporary felicity arc fud- 
denly blalted. '* Mifs Hammond, the 
friend of her heart, her companion front 
her infancy, was feized with a violent 
fever, and though every po(riVle affilt- 
ance was procured immediately, thedif* 
order baffled medicine, a delirium en- 
fued, and ihe expired in the armt of her 
diftra£ted friend.*' 

This was the firft of the m^ny fevere 
trials Ag&cha had to undergo : (he who 
a few days before had felt herfelf the 
happieft of human beings, was now the 
molt miferable. She feemed alone upon 
the earth. Beftde Mift Hammond, (be 
had ncverhad a friend,never a companion 
for a day ; and her parents far diltant^ 
there feemed not a being in the world 
to whom (he had the leaft relation, or 
nn whofe regard (he had the fmalleft 
claim. 

By the advice of the phyfician, (he 
determined to return home, after the 
iaft ^ai duties had been paid to her 
departed friend. On the melancholy 
day of the funeral, (he had (hut herfeff 
up in a back parlour to. avoid a prof- 
pe6t of the fad proce(rion and indulge 
her grief, when the door opened, and 
a young man entered, on whofe coun* 
tenance were depicted the firongeft 
marks of agony and horror. A moft 
afft^ing fcene cnfucs, and the younj 
man proVes to be a brother of the d«- 
ceafcd lady, whom (he had lamented as 
dead in a foreign country. Sympathetic 
forrows aad lecmroc^ efi9vt» to ceofole 
y^ ta^ 
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each other, end, at the reader will 
cafily imagine, in an attachment of 
the teodertft kind. Poor Agatha, who 
had known nothing of the world, in- 
fenfible of the impropriety of remain- 
log in the houfe with Mr. Hammond, 
is gencroufly apprized of it by Ham- 
mond himfeliF, and accepts an invitation 
from Mifs Millbn, who conveys her to 
her fttiher*5. At Milfon-hdll the fa- 
mily. and a number of fingufar charac- 
ters, as vifitcrs, are introduced, and 
delineated in a maftcrly ftvle, wltich 
fixews( that our young iioveiift poflfcfTcs 
an exicnfi^e knowledge of human life, 
acquired chiefly by a great compafs of 
reading. 

As It is impolBble to follow her in 
all the interetling adventures Ihe re- 
lates, and the many characters (he de- 
fcribtt, we (hall only notice tho(er 
which arc diredUy conDc«^ed with the 
fate of Agatha. Of thelc, Mrs. Hu- 
bert, a beautiful and accompliflked wi. 
dow, is the. principal, between whom 
and Agatha a predilc^ion and friendly 
attachment took place foon after their 
firft interview at Milfon-hali. 

Hammond having received a polite 
xnvitaiion from Mifs Milfon, when flic 
took Agatha from his houfe, makes f re- 
fluent cxcurfions to Milfon-hall, opens 
ais mifid delicately to Agatha, becomes 
her avowed aJrorrer, is coniidered by 
aii the family and their friends as her 
dcftined hufband, and as no reafon^ble 
objection to him could be fuppofed on 
the part of her parents, meets with 
proper encouragement from her. Yet, 
to her friend Mrs. Hubert (he makes 
the following folemn declararion, which 
douU fcrve as an example for all ami- 
able young ladies ; and as ihe (UdfaiUy 
adheres to it, and, in the end, triumphs 
over a laudahU pYoperifitj by religious 
toriituJc and refignation, we cannot but 
conlider the circulntion of fuch princi- 
ples, even through the channel of a No- 
vel^ as juitly entitled to commenda- 
tion. 

. ** In every circumd^nce, in every 
trial of my life, nothing Ih^U tempt me 
■ to a breach of duty* And were I to 
fovc with all the icndernefs you have 
pourtrayed» and did my love promife 
a life of the moft enchanting happi- 
j)cis, yex while that and my duty 
pointed different ways, duty fhould be 
my conftant guides and I ala Hrmly 
refolved, that no confideratioh of li;lt- 
Iclicity ihall cVcr prompt mc to forfake 
^t /or a moment." 



She is very foon put to the feverc; 
and, in her cafe, rr«<f/trial. Sir Charles 
and Lady Belmont return nntxpe^ledlyy 
and are furprized to find her walking 
with Hammond, and leaning on hisarm*- 
This circumftance contributes to induct 
them to take Agatha home with theto 
rather abruptly } and as foon as (be hat 
recovered rrom the agitation which 
their return, and leaving Milfon^hall, 
hadoccafioncd, the fatal lecret on which 
the ir.tlaDcholy ftoryof Agatha, and the 
adventures related as recent events ie« 
pend,isdirclofcd to her. 

Jn confequence of a religious, vow 
m;^dc by her mother, the violation of 
which {lie wuuld confidcr as an unpar- 
donable fin, Agatha ccnfents, after a 
fcvere conflift, to become a nun : 
the ;<frc£ting fcenes of taking Uave of 
her friends, of Hammond, and of her 
native country, enfue. She is ta- 
ken by her parents to a remote pro- 
vince in France, where Sir Charles bad 
purchafed an eflate -near the convent 
m which they had refolved to place her. 
In due time fiie takes the veil, and ii 
not ^nly recent i led to, but pleafed with 
her fituation.. The character of the 
Lady Abbcfs, the dcfcriptioa of the 
eonvent, and anecdotes of fome of the 
nuns, are painted in thc'moft lively and 
alluiing colours, to abate the prejudices 
iuftly entertained againft the monaftic 
life. Here Agatha receives an unex- 
pected vifit from Mrs. Hubert, who 
had accompanied a family in their tra* 
vtis to the South of France for the be- 
nefit of their health, but flic carefully 
conceals from her that Hammond it one 
of the party. Mrs. Hubert returns to 
England, Hammond lives retired in the 
neighbourhood of the convent, and 
Agatha pafTes the twofuccceding years 
" m the duties of religion, charity, and 
fricndihip, fiill enjoying that peace 
which the world cannot give," when 
intelligence is received of the intended 
plunder and demolition of the convents^ 
and here begins the horrid narrative of 
the malfacres and other cruelties which 
were exercifed throughout the unhappy, 
kingdom of France at that period. Sir 
Charles and Lady Belmont arc obliged- 
to flv prscipitately. The convent b 
attacked, the nuns difperfe, and Aga« 
tha efcaping alone, is met on the road ia 
the hands of two rufiians who had feiz- 
ed her, and is refcued by Uimmondw 
After a number of extraordinary adven- 
tures, they arrive fafe at Bri{!ol, accom- 
paaltd by %i. Vdmn and his family, 

wh* 
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vhoat the hazard of their lives had 
protf£^cdHnd concealed ihem inFrance. 
St. Valorie'fc rcfleftions on the happy 
fiate of England coniraftcc: with that 
of France, form a beautiful apoftrcphc, 
which does equal honour to the head 
iui heart of the loyal writer. Aijaiha 
it received with open arms by JVlrr. 
Hubert, and agrees to refide with her 
tUlflithas lidingsof her parents. Ksra- 
mond continues to folicic her to nuke 
him happy; but Agatha, ** regirdin^j her 
vows as lacrcd and inviolable,*' with a 
liberality which furnifhes another bright 
example to her fex, perfuadts hint) to 
marry Mrs, Hubert. Having accom- 
plifhcd this difintercfted adt of friend- 
(hip, her Ia(t fcvere trials are the death 
of thcfe friends, and the dreadful ioteU 



ligence rf the horrid fate of her pi- 
rcnts. Imprifoncd in France, after fuf- 
fering every fpecies of perfecution in 
attempting to cfcape the fury of tht 
populace, Lady Bclmunt dies in a ftate 
of diftradtion, and Sir Charles expires 
und<2r the axe of tlie guillotine. 

Agatha, after this dreadful fhock, 
palTcs htr life in retirement with a liflcr 
nun, who h^l cfcapcd from the lame 
coavcnr. • * 

Such is the outluie of this variei;?tcd 
mixture of truth and fable, in which are 
interfperled foroe pretty pieces of poe* 
try **. It is elegantly printed, and 
each v^iilume is ornamented with a beau- 
tiful vignette, reprcfenting an intercft- 
ing fcene in the narrative, defigned by 
Stothard aad engraved hy Granger.

waliis, and perlcvered in by the pre* 
fent Governor-General, will diffufc the 
fmiles of prcfpcrity and happinefs oyer 
the bell provinces of Hindnftan, lon^ 
after the difcordant voire of P^rty /ball 
have been humbled in the (ilence of 
eternal reft, and the rancorous mifre- 
prefentations of envy and malevolence 
as much forgotten as the ftorid 
harangues and turgid declamations 
which conveyed them to the fliort-livcd 
nor ce of the world." 

The according voice of all Afia has 
uniformly and if>udly proclaimed th^ 
talents and virtues of Mr. Hadings^ 
which are now alfo univtrfally acknow. 
Ifdged in Europe. It is fcarcely cre« 
dibte that fuch declamations, as Mi& 
Hamilton fo well defcribcs, could hav^ 
feduced the minds tf men even for 4

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ffioment. They proved however the 
pofitioo of metaphyficiins, that i mo- 
mentary belief ttiendf even the vivid 
conception of an objcdt. The princi- 
pal orators were, according to the 
Shrafc of the Poet Dame, Poets of 
Evidence. They framed a thcoryt fup- 
ported it with genius, and impreflfed it , 
with the bojdeft imagery — Magna 
tamen ejl njeritui et fravatthit, Mifs 
Hamilton pr^ceeds-^ 

** The change which has been effc^- 
ed in the chara6ter and manners of the 
Hindoos, during fo many years of fub- 
je6tion and fo many convultioni in their 
political State, is not by any roefins fo 

freat as fuch powerful caufes might 
ave been fuppofed to have produced. 
In wandering through the defolatcd 
Ulands ox the Archipelago, or even on 
the claflic ihores.of italyi the enlight- 
ened traveller would in vain hope to 
recognize, in the prrfcnt inhabitants, 
one remaining lineament of the diAiii« 
guiihing chara£teri(lics of their iliuUri- 
ous anceAors. There the mouideiing 
edifice, the fallen piilar, and the bro. 
Ken arch, bear alone their filcnt tefti- 
Qiony to the genius and re^ncment of 
the States which produced them. Qut 
^n Hindoftan, the original fcatMrcs tuat 
marked the character of their nation 

{rom time immemoridl are AiU too vifi. 
tie to be mifti^ken or overlooked. 
Though they have, no doubt, IcA 
much of their original purity and fim- 
plicity of manners, thole religious pre^i 
judices Yvhich kept them in a (late of 
continual reparation from their conque- 
ror, have tended to the prefcrvation 
of their originali\;y of character, and 
til its correTpondent viitues. In the 
few di(lri6^s which, fecured t)y their 
infignificanfv, or the inaccimbility 
of (heir ntuation, retained their 
independentfci the original chir-i^er 
t^ll remain^ apparent. Such, tiil 
tbout the middle of the preftnt cen* 
fury* wai the fate of thoie whofe ter- 
ritories were Atuate along tb# moun- 
tains of Rummaoom. The inhabitants 
of this lofty boundary of the rich and 
fertile province of ^u^aheri continued 
to enjoy the blefliixes of indepen4ence 
and lecu^iy, till that province was 
Vought under the fubjc^ion of a bold 
^ad fucccfsful RoUilla adventurer, who 
efta))Jiihiog htrnfelf and his foUoweri 
jn the poUeffion of Ruttaher (which 
from thenceforth took the name ojf 



Rochilcund), dtre£ted his arms tawarj 
the extirpation of thoCe Rajahs wbol^ 
vicinity excited his jealoufy and alarmed 
his pride. He fucceeded but too well 
in the execution of his unjuft de(ign, 
and did not fail to make the moft tyran* 
nical ufe of the vidt'ory he had ob- 
tained. Some of thefe Chiefi he ha* 
niOied for ever from the long-e©joye<f 
feats of their anceftors, fome he re- 
moved to the other fide of the Ganges, 
and from the tew he fuffercd to re- 
main he (lipulared the payment of aa 
annual tribute % and the immediate 4e* 
pofit of an exorbitant fine. 

*' The Rajah Zaar-milU, who will 
foon be introduced to the acquaintance 
of the reader, appears' to have been 
defcended from one of thofc petty 
Sovereigns who wete obliged to put on 
the gnllrng yoke of their unreeling 
conqueror. He howevcf mud ^^ fup- 
piii'ed to have been among the numi^r 
wh ) were permitted to remain in their 
antient territories, while the family of 
bis friend a^d correfpoodenc, Maan*. 
dara, appears to have been baniflied 
from the province, and to have takei\ 
Shelter in the neighbourhood of Agra. 
This ihort iketch, imperfect as it is, 
Cfiay ferve to give fome idea of th^ 
(late of Hindoilan» nc^ only wheo the 
Letters of the Raj^h, which arc now- 
to be laid before the public, were writ* 
ten, but antecedent to that period.^' 

The Rajah Zaar-milia conceives a 
high idea of the wifdom of En^^land 
and other European countries. Tlie 
Bramin Sheer-maal, who hat been in 
England, writes to the Zemindar 
Ma<tndara, his correfpondent, and a 
frund of Zaar- miliars, that the ac- 
counts which the Rajah had rAcived 
of the wifdom and happiiicfs of the 
European nations, and particularly of 
Qreat Britain, had been greatly exag- 
gerated. He endeavour^ to di0uadf 
the Rajah from perfcvepng ii^ a refo- 
lution he had forrned of vifiting Eng* 
land ; a land, as he had conceived, of 
fuch wifdom as well as wonders. Zaar- 
milla's refolution is not to be (hak<:n. 
He fets out for Calcutta, vifits in h:s 
way the Britiih Camp, and renews bis 
i^cquainunce with certain Engiiih offi- 
cers, by whom he is furnifiied wuh 
S roper letters of introdudton in Lon- 
on. He has at Calcutta a foretafte 
of thofe fentiments, manners, and cuf* 
toms, which he ^urwarda fees dif-

1^0 modern publication has, perhaps, 
•^ been more generally read and ad- 
mired than Archbifhop Fenelon's Ad- 
ventures of Telemachus. It was firft 
publilbed at the Hague in 1699, *^^^^ 
It had been prohibited at Paris. The 
fame year it was printed at Kouen, and 
ftvfcral other places, but no where in 
France, by permifi^oni during the life 
of Louis' XIV. In 1717, after the 
death of the Archbiihop, his heirs gave 
a new edition, which, they faid, was the 
only one that was conformable to the 
ofigiaal manufcript. Since that time 
this excellent work has been often re- 
printed, and tranAated into almoft all 
the languages of Europe. In Engtilh we 
have it in eight or ten different verfioos, 
vit, by Ozell, Littlcbury and Boyer, 
Kelly,Smoliett, DcsMaizeaux, Hawkef- 
worch, Pro6tor, &c. yet it never ap- 
peared, perhaps, to fo much advantage 
M in I he prefent tran flat ion, 

Th^ Editor has avoided all mean and 
vtilgar phrafes en the one hand, and all 
fantaftic embelliihmenty on the other. 
The fentiments of the original author 
areexprelTed in clear, eafy« natural, and 
unaffe^ed language, or with that grace- 
ful fimplicity which is the greateft 
beauty of ftyle. 

The following extra^, in which 
Fcrnelon defcribes the transformation of 
^entor, may ferve as a fpecimen ; 

<< As fiion as the facrihce was ended, 
he followed Mentor into the dirkeft 
part of an adjoining grove, where he 
perceived a fudden alteration in the ap- 
pearance of his friend.

He faw a female countenaaee^ 
with a complexion more foftand dclicata 
than a tender flower juft opening w 
the fun. He beheld the pure luftre of 
the lily, blended with the vivid btufll 
of the rofe. Eternal youth bloomed in 
her face, and unaffe£led majefty ap* 
peared in every attitude. Her flow* 
ing rrefles diflfufed an ambrofial odour* 
Her robes flione like thofe lively colours 
with which the fun, when he rifeSf 
paintsthe vault of heaven, and irradiates 
the clouds. This Deity did not touch 
the ground with her foot, but glided 
through the air like a bird in its 
flight. In her powerful hand flie held 
a flittering fpear, capable of terrifying 
whole nations, and cauflng Mars nim- 
felf to tremble. Her voice was fwcet 
and gentle, yet flrong and penetrating. 
Her words were like darts of fire, that 
pierced the foul of Telemachus, and 
made him feel a kind of delicious pain* 
Upon her helmet appeared the folitar/ 
bird of Athens, and the tremendous 
asgis glittered at her brea ft.'* Bk. xxiv« 
The tranilation is accompanied with 
the life of Feneion, and a confiderable 
number of ufeful notes. This produe* 
tion of the amiable Feneion, as exhibit- 
ed in the prefent verfion» is, we will 
venture to fay^ one of the moil inflrue- 
tvft and entertaining publications tkat 
can be put into the hands of younjf 
people. It is calculated, at the fame 
time, to charm their ima^nation, to 
improve their tafte» and infpire them 
with the lo?e of wifdom and tirtue.

'TT HE materials of what remains to be diments, he Jiaftcned to England to 

•* related of Mr. G.*s life are furniflicd 

partly by his letters during this period, 



and partly by a (hortocc:nfional narrative 
fupplied by Lord Sheffield. In one of 
the former of thefc he thus fpeaks of a 
vifit to M. Neckar : 

"loaffed fourday sat the caftie of Capet 
with Neckar, and would have wiihed to 
have ihewo him, as a warning to any 
afpiring youth poffelfed with the daemon 
ot ambition. With all the means of pri- 
vate happinefs in his power, he is the 
moft milerabte of human beings ; the 
ptft, the prefent, and the future, are 
equally odious to him. When I fug- 
geftcd fome domeftic amufements of 
books, buildings, &c. he anfwercd with 
1 deep tone of dcfpair, Dam Vctat ouje 
faiSyje ne puis fentir que te coup de *vi nt 
fui m*a aifiatiL^'Uow different from 
thecarelcfscheerfnlnefs with which our 
poor friend Lord North fupported his 
lalll Madame Neckar maintains more 
external compofure, mais U diabie nj 
ftrdrien."* 

^Ve hav* the fatisfaftion of inform- 
ing our readers, that it appears from 
fubfcqucnt epiftles, that this deep and 
dark cloud of melancholy gradually dif- 
perfcd. 

In the year 1791 Mr. Gibbon re- 
ceived a vifit from Lord and Lady 
Sheffield, of which a brief account is 
given by his vifitor. Among other par- 
ticulars is mentioned, what we have al- 
ready had occafion to remark and la- 
ment, that Mr. Gibbon from early 
youth had contracted a partiality for 
foreign manners and foreign habits of 
life, which made him Icfs a ftranger 
abroad, than he was in fome refpedls in 
his native country. 

His next and lad journey to England 
difplayt our Author in a very amiabl6 
•nd interefting light. He had engaged 
to pais a year there with his friend, 
but the war had rendered travelling 
exceedingly inconvenient, and, together 
with his increafing bodily infirmities, 
had induced him to lay afide the under, 
taking. But the untxpe£ted death of 
Lady Sheffield removed every difficulty 
&ad delay. In fpite of increafin|^ impe« 



fooihc his affli^ed friend by the moft 
generous fympathy, an-d totrv to allevi* 
ate his domeftic calamity. Neither hit 
great corpulency, nor his extraordinary 
bodily complaints, could prevent hita 
for a moment from refolving on an ex- 
pedition that might have deterred the 
moft a^Stive young man. With an alert* 
nefs by no means natural to him, he 
undertook a long circuitous journey by 
the frontiers of an enemy worfe than 
favagc, within the found of their can- 
non^ within the range of the light 
troops of the different armies, and 
through roads ruined by the enormous 
machinery* of war. 

He arrived fafely in England about 
the latter end of May ; and, cxcepiin*; 
a vifit to Lord Egremont and Mr. Hay- 
ley, was not abfent from Sheffield 
Place till the beginning of O^ober, 
when he went to Mrs. Gibbon ar 
Bith, the widow of his father, who 
had early dcferved, and invariably re- 
tained, his affc6Vion. From Bath ho 
proceeded to Lord Spencer's at Althorjj, 
and continued in good health and in ex- 
cellent fpirits during the whole fum- 
mcr. , But in a letter dated the nth of 
November 1793, Mr. Gibbon thus de- 
fcribes lo his friend the alarming ^ 
change t 

** I muft at length withdraw the veil 
before my ftate of health, though the 
naked truth may alarm you more th^tn 
a fit of the gout. Have you never ob- 
ferved, through my inexpreffibles, 
a large prominency circa genitalia^ 
which, as it was not at all painful, ard • 
very little troublcforoe, 1 had ftran^rly 
ncglefted for many year-* ? But fince 
my departure from Sheffield Place, it 
»has increafcd (itioft ftupcndoufly), h 
increafing, and ought to be dinnnilhed. 
Yefterd'y I fent for Farquhar, who 
is allowed to be a very {k«lfu1 I'urgcon. 
After viewing and palpinj-, he very fe- 
rioully defircd to c.ll in ailiftaucc, and 
has examined again to-day with Mr. 
Clinc, a furgcon, as he fays, of the firft 
eminence. They both pronounce it a 
bydrcceU (a colle^ion of water), which 
muft be Ut cut by the operation of tap- 
ping i 
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piAff ; ^Qt from its magntrtide nnd \ox\g 
aegle^t they think it a moft cxtraordi- 
nary cafe, and wifli to have another 
iiirgcon, Pr. Bitylef, prefcnt. If the 
bttrinifii Ihould go ott (fnootr-ly^ I fhall 
be dehvcred from my burthen (it is al- 
moft at biff at a fmall child), and walk 
ibout i« umr or five days with a trufif 

Immediately oti receiving the abore 
l«tf«r, Lord Sheffield went from 
Brighthclmftone to London, and was 
BKrceably furprized to find that hit 
friend bad dined that day at Lord Lu- 
caD*s, from whence he did not ret urn to 
bit lodgings till eleven o'clock at night. 
" Thofe/' fayt hit Lordfliip, •' who 
bad fecn him within the iaft eight or 
ten rearSf muft be furprized to hear 
that he could doubt whether his diior- 
der wat apparent." 

When he returned to England in 
1787, his friends were greatly alarmed 
by a prodiglout increafe, which was 
fuppoied to proceed fcom a rupture. 
Lord Sheffield could not underiland why 
he» who had talked with his friend on 
every other (bbjcd: without referve, 
ibould never in any ihape hint at a ma- 
lady fo obvious and inconvenient $ and 
on mentioning the circumftance to his 
valet dc-cbambrc, he replied, that Mr. 
G. could not bear the leaft allufion lothe 
complaint, and never would fuffer him 
t« notice it* 

We have inferted this anecdorc as an 
extraordinary inilance both of the im- 
becility even of a vigorous mind, and of 
mikili in concealing from ici'clf what it 
doe« not chufc to inveftigate. Had the 
intelligent hiftorian tried in carneft to 
conquer this foolilh baJlifulntls, had he 
convcrfcd freely on che matter at an 
earlier period with hi& rriend>, his life 
might have been protracted,, if not ab- 
fulutcly preferved from this perilous 
difeafe, and he would not have adJtd 
another fatal example to the multitudes 
that may be found in the ftory of man- 
kind, of the danger as well as the weak- 
nefs of human vanity. 

On iheThurfJay following the d^te 
of the letter quoted above, Mr. Gibbon 
was lapped for the firft tjmc, and four 
cju'^rti c.f a traofparcnt WHtcry fluid 
were dilcharged by the operation. He 
wa^ abroad again in a few days, but 
the wHtcr evidently coilc^ing very fill, 
it was agreed thnt a ftcond puniiiirc 
thou Id be made a fortnight atier the 
firft. Tnik accordineiv took place at 
the tifne propofed, and ihrre quarts of 



the fame fluid as before wtt dif^ 
charged. 

Soon after this feeond operation, Mr. 
Gibbon went down to Sheffield Place, 
**nn6 bi« difcourfei'TayshisfrKod.^hws 
never more brilliact nor more enter- 
taining th«n on his arrival. There wasj 
however, on the whole, a rtry con- 
fiderable chanee in his appearance and 
his habits. 1 hat ready, cheerful, va^ 
rious, and animating converfatioB, 
which had been admtred in him be« 
fore, was now not always to b« found 
in the library or the dining-room. Uc 
moved with difficuhy, and retired 
much fooner from company than bad 
been hitherto hit cuftom« On the 
twenty-third of December his appetite 
began to fail him. He obferved, that it 
was a very bad (igu with btm when he 
could not eat 'his break f aft ; this waa 
the llrongeft exprelhon of apprehcn* 
(ion which he appears to have utrcr* 
ed. A confiderable degree of fever now 
made its appearance. Jnfiammattom 
arofe from the weight and bulk of the 
tumour. Water again coUe^^ed very 
pad ; and though the fever went olf^ 
he never entirely recovered an appe* 
tite even for hit breakfaft. Towarda 
the end of the month Lord Sheffield 
became very uneafy at his (ituation, and 
thought it necett'ary toadvife him to fct 
out for London. On his arrival there, 
remedies were applied to abate thr in- 
flammation, but it was not thought 
proper to pierce the tumour for rbe 
third time till Monday the tjth of 
January, when no lefs than (ix qtxarta 
of fluid were dilcharged. He fecmed 
much relieved by this evactiation ; hia 
fpirits continued good ; and there was 
no apprehenfion that hit life was ia 
dinger, though it was feared that he 
niignt not be reflored to a comfortabie 
dare, and that motion would be always 
troublefome ; but he himfclf talked of 
& radical cure. 

On Tucfday the 14th, when the 
rifk of inflammation and fever was 
fuppofed to be over, as his medical 
attendants exprefled no fears for hu 
life. Lord Sheffield returned to his feat 
in Suifex. The next morning he re« 
ceived a good account of Mr, Gibbon, 
mentioning that he gained Itrecgth 
every hour: but in the evening a 
letter came by txprefs, dared at noon 
that day, which acquainted him that 
his fnend had fuffcred a viv;tcnt attack 
the preceding night, and that it was not 
probable he would live till Lord S.'a 

atriv^ 
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«nTivtl. His LordAip readied Mr. 
^.*s Jodgingt ia St. James's Street 
about midnight, and was fnformed that 
4iis friend had «xpiced at « quarter 
before one oVk>ckoo that day, the i6th 
of January i794« 

It feent that when Lord Sheffield 
4^ictcd him 00 Tuefday afreFnoon, be 
flaw fome company, Lady Lucan and 
'Lady Spencer, and thought himfelf well 
enough at night to oinit his opium 
•draught, which be had been ufed to 
•take tbr (<mie tim^. He ilept very in- 
differently ; before nine the next morn- 
ing be raie, but could not eat brrmkfaft. 
'lie appeared tolerably well, but com - 
' plained at times of a pain in kSi ftc- 

I tnocb. At one o'clock he reccired.a 

•vifit of an hour from Madame 4t Sy4- 
vi» and at three 1)18 friend Mr. Crau- 
f urd <xf Auchinames called, and ftaved 
^vith him till paft five o'clock. They 
talked at'ufual on variiMis fobjcAt j and 
t^venty hours before his death, Mr. 
Gibbon fell into a conrerfation, not 
QDCommon with bim, mi the probable 
duration of his life. He (aid, that be 

' thought himitlf likely t^ live for teiN 
twelve, or perhaps twenty years. About 
l\x, be are the wing of a chicken, and 
drank three glafles of Madeira. Af- 
- ter dinner be became very uneafy aiid 
impatient, complained a great deal, and 
appeared fo weak, chat his ferrant was 
* alarmed. He fent- to his friend and 
Telation, Mr. Robert D»rell, whofe 
houfe was 4iot far difiaat, def.ring to 

f fee him, as he had fomething parti- 

i cular to communicate. Unfortunately 
this interview never took place. 

During the evening he coinplained 
fBUcb of his ftomach, and of an incli- 
siation to Tomit. Soon after nine be 
tobk his opium dratight and went to 
l)ed. About ten he complained of 
DMicb pain, an^ defircd that warm 
napkins might be applied to his do- 
snacb. He almoft inceflantly exprefled 
a feafe of pain till about four o^lock 
in -the morning, when be (aid his fto- 
macb was mnch eafier. Abp^t feven the 
fenrantAed wiiether l«-ihoBld fend 
for Mr. Farqubar ? He anfwer«d, no : 
tbat he was as well as be bad been the 
any before. At balf paft eight be got 
ont of bed, and faM he was plus adtoU 
than he had been for tbree months paft, 

k and got into bed again without affift- 

ance, ^«d better than nfnal. About 
niae be iAi^ tb«t4)« w«uld rife. The 
fervant, however, perfuaded bim to xe- 
main in bed tUl Mr. Farqubar, who wat

expefted ateIeven,*lkouId eome. TiU 
about tbat hour he (poke with gre«t fa* 
citity. Mr. Farqubar .cMne at the tioat 
appointed^ and Mr. Gibbon was them 
vnibly djfing* When the valet de 
xhanibre returned, after attending Mr. 
Parquhar- out of the room^ Mr. Gib* 
bon faid, fctajti^i efi-ce ^ vcus me 
^tt&r f This was at balf pall eleven* 
At twelve be drank iome brsody 
and water from a tea-pot, and defir- 
ed his favourite fervant to continue in 
the room. T-he above were the iaft 
words he pronounced (articulately. He 
proferved his fenfes to the laft ; and 
when he couM no longer fpeak, bis fer- 
vanr having aiked a queftion, he tnvide 
a fign to ibew tbat be underf^ood biiA. 
He was quite tranquil, and did not Air, 
but lay with his eyes hajf Xhiit. About , 
a quarter before one be ceafed to 
breathe. 

The valet do diambre obferved, tbat 
Mr. Gibbon did dot at any time (befr 
the leaft fign of alarm, or apprebeofidn 
of death; and it does not appear tbat 
he e^r thought bimfelf in danger, uia* 
lefs bis defire to fpeak to Mr. Dareil 
mav be coniidered in that Hgbt. 

Lord Sheffield apotogites for dwelling 
fo long on thefe minute and melancholy 
circumflances ; yet he thinks that tie 
clofe of fuoh n life can batdly fail to it- 
tereft every reader; andJnnnuates bt« 
fides, that the public hat received a dtf« 
ferent and very erroneous account of 
the laft moments of his friend. 

From the variety of Letters contrincd 
in the Appendixrwe (ball fele^ two'of - 
very oppotite chara6ters for the entcK'- 
tainment of our readers ; the firft, 
written to his father in the year 1760 } 
and the other in the year B793 to a np- 
ble Lord, congratulating him on bia 
appointment, as we believe, to the di« 
rc£tion of the Admiralty.

repugnance fuch an opinintl muft ^t^ 
duce, offers but an indifferent profpeft. 
But I hear you fay, it is not neceffary i 
that cvcrv man ihculd enter into parlia- j 
mtnt with fuch exalted hopes* It is to 
acquire a title the mod glorious of any 
in a free country, , and to employ the 
we'ght and coi^iide ration it gires in the 
fervtce of one's friends. Such motives, 
though not glorioss,. yet are not difho- 
nourable ; and if we had a borough in 
our ccmmand, if you could bring me 
in without any great expence, or if our 
foitune enabled us to dcfpife that ex- 
pence, then indeed I ihould think them 
of the greateft ftrength } but with our 
private fortune, is it worth while to 
piuchafe at fo high a rate a title, ho- 
nourable in itfelf, but which 1 muft 
ihare with every fellow that can layout 
fifteen hundred pounds ? Befides, deaf 
Sir, a merchandize is of little value to 
the owner v^hen he is tefohred not to 
fell it. 

': I Oiould affoent your pcnetratioa, 
did I nt;t fuppofe yuu now fee the drift 
of this letter. It is to appropriate to 
-another ufe the fum which you dc- 
flined to bring me unto parliament; ta 
employ it, not in making roe great, b«t 
in rendering mt happy. I have of- 
ten heard you fay yourfelf, that the aU 
iowance you had been fo indulgent as to 
grant me, though very liberal in regatd 
to your eflace, was yet but fmall, wtien 
compared- with the atmcfl necelTary ex« 
travagancies of the age. I have indeed 
found it fo, notwithftanding a good deal 
of osconomy, and an exemption from 
many of the common expences of youth. 
This, dear Sir, would be a way of fup- 
plying thofie deficiencies, Without any 
additional expei^ce to you. 'But I for- 
bear. If you think my propofali rea- 
fonable, you want no entreaties to en- 
gage you to comply with them; if 
otherwife, all will be without eife^.. 

"All that I am afraid of, dear Sir, 
is, that X (hould feem not fo much aik^ 
ing a favour, as this really Is, as exa£Uag | 
a debt. After all I can fay, you will 
fiitl remain the bed judge o( my goed, | 
and your own circnmftances. Pero^i 
like moft landed gentlemen, anaddittoxi 
to my annuity would fuit you better 
than a fum of mcney given at. once^ 
perhaps the fum itlelf nuy be too oonfi« 
derabfe. Whatever yon ikall tbbk pro* 
per to breftow itpon me, or in whateT^ 
manner, ^ili be received with equal 
gratitude.

Bat belidea 
this learning, which, was common t6 
many, ErafmulpoflciTcd a genius, with, 
•ut v^hicb no writer will ever defcend 
to pofterity ; a genius which could fee 
throngh the rain fubtleties of the 
Schools, revive the laws ^f criticifm, 
treat every fubje£l with eloquence and 
delicacy; fometimes emulate the an- 
cients, often imitate them, an/t never 
copy them* As to his morals, they had 
the poor misrit of being regular. - In 
the nobler part of hi» charaaer I find 
him very deticicnt. A paradte of all 
the great men of his time, he was nei- 
ther afliamed to magnify their charac^ 
tersbythe loweft acdulatioD, nor to de- 
base his own by the moft impudent loH- 
citattonsy to obtain prefents which very 
often he did not want. The adventure 
of Eppendorf is another proof how much 
dearer his money wat to him than his 
charader. Nutwkhftandingthefe faults, 
never man enjoyed a greater perfonal 
coniideration. All the iciioiars, and all 
the princes of Europe, looked upon him 
at an oracle. Even Charles the Fifth 
and Francis the Ftrft agreed in this. If 
we enquire why this happened to him 
rather than to fome other great men of 
a merit equal, and perhaps fuperior to 
£rafmus# we mud lay that it was oer- 
ing to the time when, he lived ; when 
the world, awaking fro*B a ileep ot A 



thoufand years, all ordeti «£ ntm ap* 
piied themfelves to letters with an eo« 
thuGalm which produced in ihem the 
higheft efteem and- veneration for one 
of their principJ reftorers. Befidcs, as 
the general autntion, from piety, from* 
curiofuy, from vaaitv^and from intercft^ 
was dircded towards the religious dif- 
puus, a great divine was the fafliioa* 
able charadcr, and aU parties endea* . 
voured to attract or to prcferve him. 
But to which of -thofe j»ariies did Erafl 
m us adhere^ His writings, and even 
his condu£U were often equivocal. The 
Catholics claim him» though they at* 
knowledge that he wu often indifcreet^ 
Le Clerc challenges him for the Protc 
ilants, though he blames him for not 
profe^ag what he knew to have been 
the uuth i and attributes his reierve 
folelj to timidity and felf^intereft. 
Er^mus has certainly expofed all the 
grower fuperftitfons or the Rorailh wor«. 
ihiD to the ridicule of the public ; and 
had his free opinion been taken, I be* 
lieve that he was a Proieftantupon moft 
of the contefted poinu. But many other 
motives night reftrain him from a de- 
claration* He was always perfuaded, 
that any fpecnlative truths were dearly 
purchased at the ezpence of pra^ical 
virtue and public peace. Befides^ many 
ccmfiderations might often mahe him 
balance as to thote truths : prejudices ff 
education* the authority of the fathen, 
and a natural inclination to fceptieifm. 
Add to all this* that really difapproving 
many things in the Proteftant commu- 
nion, though more in the Romilh, by 
remaining in the looTe fituation. of a 
^ man who was unwilling to quit the re- 
ligion of his anceftocs, he could blame 
many things in it with freedom ; where- 
a$t had he defested it, he muft dither 
havefetttpa ftandard htmfelf, or eife 
have enlifled blindly under that of Lu- 
ther or ^colampadius. It is furprix- 
ing that Erafmus^ who could fee 
through much^ore plauGble fablea, be- 
lieved (irmly in witchcraft.'* 

The ihort diflortation^ on n^ Mat 
tt/itb the Iron Ma/if has, we believe, aU 
ready appeared in foi^ of the periodi- 
cal publications. Our author conjee- 
tures that this unfortunate prifotter^wbo 
was known in the BaftUe by the name ^ 
of Marcbialif was the natural foil of the 
Queen-Morher /of France and Cardi- 
nal Mazario ; and the hypothecs is 
certainly more probable th^n that of 
Munf.

Thefe remarks we find corroborate^ 
by obfervationt made in the eaftcra

On the flies cf Earms, a fnhjed at 
this time bef nre the public, we mark 
f>me ftridiires that tend to reconcile 
the violent, whelher they ace f)or lai^e 
or fmall farms. 

•sThe fizes of farms are> as thef 
ought to be, extumffy vairious. Bar- 
tons (a name which perhaps was ori- 
ginally given to demcfne lands, or ma« 
nor farms, hut wbicti now feems to bo 
ai'p^lied to any lariy farm, in contra- 
dutln^tion to the more common dq^ 
fcnptian of, farms) are genefaily o{^ 
full lite; as from two or three to foyr 
or ftVc huhdred acres of cuj^urab^ 
lands. Ordiokry fat:ms run froip ten to 
a hundred pounds a year. 

** Tbe humiliating (ituuton in which 
thiscountry is placed, atprefent (i79sJ« 
throui^h a milguided atuchment to 
SPECUL AT I VE CO.MMETELCE, and 
through a negte^, not lefsto be laa»cia- 
cd, ot the l*ERMANENT INffi- 
RESTS of the country,— has givon us 
.in opportunity of feeitig the utility 
which arifcsfrom a gradatlok cy

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^ARii^; a.tjd from, kavm^ fantMrt of 
^ifitreot d«gree& and condicioni, to fur«- 
alOk the markets with a reguls^r fupply 
of grain* 

*' Were the \fhoJc of the tuUiVated 
lands of the Ifland in the bands of fmail 
needy farmers, unable to keep back the 
produce from the autumn and winter 
markets^ it is highly prob?.hle that the 
countrv> during the pad fumnier, 
would fiUYc experienced a icarcity, nearly 
€C}ual to a famine ; and would, every 
jear, be at the mercy of dealers or mid- 
^fe men, during the fpring and fummer 
months. 

** On the ct)ntrary, were the whole 
in the hands ofmeh'of large capitals, a 
f greater fcarcity *)ight be experienced, 
lA autumn and tlie early part of win- 
ter, than there is under the prcfcnt di- 
firibu^ioh of form lands. 

** I do not mean to convey, that the 
prefent didribution of farm lands is per- 
fe£i, or precifely what It ought to be, 
in a political point of view, Isevcrthe- 
Icfs, it might be highly improper, in 
Covernratnt, to interfere in the difpo- 
tal of piivate property. It is ther^rore 
to the confideration of proprietors of 
ciH^cs t beg leave to offer the following 
ptinciple of managcm(*nt, in the te- 
nanting of their refpcdlive eftates: 
namely, that of notentruftiiig their lands 
whether they lie in large op in fmall 
farms, in the hands of men wh6 have 
not capital {kill and induflry> fakrft 
jointly, to cultivate ihcm, wjih profit, 
to themfelves and the coi^ununity; nor 
of fuflfering any man, l^t his capital 
^c what it may, to hold more land than 
he can pcrfonally fupcrinttnd ; fo as to 
pay the requifitc regard to the minutiae 
of cultivation*' 

The practice of clouting cream, for 
which the Weft of England has long 
been cekbrated, muft not efcape un- 
Xioticsd. 

" The only parficular of manage- 
Jncnt, Which requires to be noticed, in 
the Devonlhirc Jotter Dairy, is the 
lingular mkthod of raiding the 
CREAM ; a practice which is, cr lately 
was, common to Devon ihire and Corn- " 
wall. This peculiarity confi (Is in cm- 
ploying culinary heat, to ailift in forc- 
. Ingup the cream, with greater rapidity 
and effefk, than limply depofuing the 
milk in open velTels in the ordinary way» 
produces. 

** The mflk having flood fome hours, 
in.broad pans or Velfelf^y either of brais 
.er farthcD ware, it is placed in thefe

pam over a genr'e heat j-^^ncTaUyt 
over the wood embers of the ordinary 
hedrtb : but fometimes ov^r charcoal^ 
.in flovcB fitted up for that purpofej— 
and rctrt'tiins in that i\tuation until it 
apprcacties ntarlv to boiling heat : th€ 
piopcrdfgree of heat being indicated 
by piinpUs, or bliricrs, which rife 6a 
the furfacc of the cream% The {tMl* 
left degrre of tbuliiiion mars the pro* 
cefs} which is therefore properly- 
termed <* fcalding;** and . the cream 
thus raifed is termed " fcalded cream,** 
or •* clouted cream j'' probably from 
the tough clcth-liKe texture which it at* 
quires by this procefs. 

** The "cream, thus taifed, rcmnint 
on the milk,— -which is rendered very 
fiieer leanand Live bv the proceA,— ua* 
til the dairy woman wants to make th« , 
butter :*' another fingular cperationtia 
the Devonihire Dairy. The clouts or 
fags of creai^ being thrown into a 
lai;ge wooden bowl, they are ftirrtd 
about, by a circuitous motion of the 
hand and arm, until the.butyraceoua 
panicles unite ) leaving a fmaJl quan- 
tity of thick creatnlike matted, or (e- 
rum ; anfwering to the churn milk of 
the ordinary butter dairy. In << fcald 
cream dairies,'* no churn is in ufe. 

V The origin cf fo peculiar a pra^titt 
may, perhaps, be trsccd back to the 
fort ft hate. After the ari» of produ* 
cir.g butter and cheefe were difcovered j 
yet whik, perhaps, each famly was pof- 
fcflcd cf no grei'ter dairy than two or 
three cows ; any procefs which enabled 
the proprietor of fuch a dairy to ma« 
nufa^urc thcfe valuable articles, witk 
a degree of certainty, was embraced as 
eligible: and how could a more fortu- 
nate procefs hhve been ftruck out, than 
that of fccuring the milk and the 
Cream ftvfn their natural propenfity of 
entering the different ftag^s cf fermen- 
tation, thcin the application of Bre f 
which, at oijcc, fecwrcs the milk from 
acidity, and the cream from putrefac- 
tion ; until afufficieut quaniity of each 
can be l"iid up, for the purpofcs to. 
t\'hich they are particularly appro- 
priated ?" 

From^ the Minutes, we cxtrafV fome 
remarks on fallowing j another fubje^t 
of debate among agricultural men, at 
prefent. 

"Auguft 27, 1791. CLEARIKC3krOt't 
LANDS. (See Min. 7) This and ano- 
ther |pece, ftill fouler, and in a worfe 
date of tillage, I have treated, and in- 
tend to treat, in ihc /ollowing manner. 

•• Abeut 
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*^ About t numtli ago* one of tM^ 
ftcldt» tfacD ia a fbte of loofc ^okcn 
fpround, was laid up mto narrow ribt 
Xthc gardcoer's treachct )' by a balf- 
plowiDg ; with a wrefled ph)w, and witli 
tfaeftero fet TEic inches wide ; forc- 
^g up the rtdgctt^ as bigh.i^nd (harp 
aa poffibic ; in order to deftroy the r ot 
weeda, by droughty and by breaking 
their 6eld of pafturagc ; and togiYc the 
icedt of weeds an addition of air and - 
.lurface to promote their rcgetation. 

** About a week ago, the firft-plow- 
•d part was harrowed acrofs the ribs, 
*witn iongmoed harrows ; — icvfelling 
the furface completely, and following 
-them whh a roller and finer harrows, 
linng behind it: thus grinditig down 
cTery clod, and efie^ualW deOroying 
every feedltng weed whicn^ ha<i vege- 
tated. 

** The furface is now thickly fet 
with another crop cf feed ling weeds,— 
which 1 am tuFntng under by one 
DEEP PLOW INC, acrofs the former 
ribs, and in narrow plits, but with a 
BROAD SHAREt and with a stern 
TWELVE tKCHES WIDE; ihus moving 
every partide of the foil, about ten 
• tVCHES DEE» (fome inches deeper, 
perhaps, than it has ever been plowed 
"tefore), leaving the furface rough and 
cloddy. 

** Over this rough furracc, I am 
ipreading a moderate dreifjng of yard 
^ong; to be dragged arid rolled ahd 
harrowed, until the dung be effcftually 
incorporated, with the frelh raw foil, 
/ draught up 5 thereby to meliorate it, 
' and to force tjie feeds of weeds, with 
which it has, no doubt, been amply 
fupplied, century after century. 

♦* The weed feeds having fpent 
tbcmfelves, and the etude foil having 
received the influence of the atmo^ 
phere,thedrefling will be turned in,Vrith 
a mean depth or fomewhat fhallow 
plowing; and the furface be fuflfcred 
to reuMiin in the rough 0ate, in which 
the plough leaves ii, during winter. 

** IntheTpring, as foon as the^lods 
h^'^t thrown out their feedJing weeds, 
and the weather will perroir, the fur- 
face will be ground down to powder, to 
provoke the remainder to vegetation ; 
and, induefeafon, be fown with barley 
and ley herbagcv 

«• Thus, for the loft of 0N€ year's 
HiVT, thefe fiekjs will probably be 
ti^aefited for twenty years tocSkie. 

*< 1794. Thefucceishasanfweredthe

•' It is obferrabfc, that, ia every cafe 
where circuntftances will allow ic« aa 
EIGHTEKN MONTHS FALLOIT 
^ould be brr>ken np, in autumn, or 
early winter, by a rib plowing ; fuffer* 
ing it to lie, in an expofcd ftate, during 
winter. This, befides, employing the 
winter's frofts in the great work of pu- 
rification, forwards the bufine^ of tbe 
enfuingfpmmer, and renders the whole 
cperation a matter of Jeifure and coa- 
veniency; and, in the end, COM* 
PLEAT: puttrng the foil in its molt 
pruiirable flare of exertion, for a length 
of ycara» Undcrpropermanagerocntand 
with the aiiiBaDce cf fallow caon, 
Lahds, THUSa EFFECTUALLY 
RECLAIMED, may not requires 
repetition of the operation, for half & 
century afterwards." 

We dole onr *xt rafts with an ac- 
count of the Salmon Frthery of the T*- 
vey : referring to the volumes, at largfc, 
f^r a detail of the rural praftice of thk 
favored quarter of the kingdom, as w^l 
as for the improvements introduced, ar 
fCiggeft'ed, by the auth«yr. 

«* T-hc Salmon Fiihery of the Tavey 
is appendant to this eftaie. The WEia, 
which has been mentioned, is a work of 
coniiderablc magnitude and expence. it 
confifts of a itr *ng dam or breastwork, 
ten or twelve feet high, thrown acrofs 
the river, in a part where two pro^eSt^ 
ing rocks fcrvc happily as buttrdCts 
to the mafunry y which is built fome- 
what comparing or arch wife (but not 
regularly nor fufScicntly), to refill the 
preJTuTc and force of the waters, in times 
of flood ; when they are collefted, by 
the Hopes of the Dartmore Hills, alkd 
fent down with extraordinary impetub- 
/ity. At one end of the dam, is a 
*i weir houie" or TRAP; on the prin- 
ciple df the Vermin trap, whofe en- 
trance is outwardly large, but con- 
tracted inwardly, fo as to eludfc or pre- 
vent the efcape of the animal Which has 
taken it. It is remarkable, hawever, 
with refped to falmon, that although 
the entrance is by no mearns fo narrow 
a» to prevent even the largeil from fr* 
turning, it is believed that there is no 
rnClance of thofe which have once (to- 
tered,quittiBg their co<ifinement,thou^ 
they may have remained in it feveral 
days. A drtumlUDCe. |)erbaps, wifek 
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Ml only be acecmntcd for, in the natu* 
rai frppcofity, or in^in£b, wKich directs 
them affainft the ftream, anJ will not 
iuffer them to give up any advantage 
which they may have gained; the af- 
^t into the trap being an eflfprt of 
difficulty.: in this cafe perhaps .100 
great. 

«* On the higher fide of the trap 

i 'which is fome twelve or fifteen feet 
qu4re*on the inGdc), oppnfite to the 
' entrance, is an opening or (luice in the 
Hone work,— or rather the rock,— as a 
paffage for the water* This opening has 
two lifting floodgates ; the one dole, to 
ihutout, occafionally, the whole of the 
water ; the other a grate, to fuffer the 
I water to oafs, and at the fame t^me to 
prevent nih of any confiderable fize 
frbrn efcapiog. When the trap is fct, 
the dofe gate it drawn up, with an ir«in 
orow : thus fuffering the water to pafs 
thrQugh the houfe. On the contrary, 
to take the fiOi which have entered, the 
clofe guie is let down, and ch,e trap is 
prefently left in a manner dry. 
'« It is obfcrvabie, that the narrowed 
* entrance of the trap is judicioufly 
1 placed, fomewhat above the Hoorj lo 
that before the Calmon arc ferioufly 
alarmed by the fall of the water* it has 
funk below the mouth of the <rap, 9nd 
their retreat the more eflf\;AuaUy cut 
off-, for hy following the watfr, hear 
the floor, they are led away beneath 
the tunnel : wht^h, like the open flood<« 
gate, 6k. is made of ftrong wooden 
oars, open enough to permit the paflage 
of the water, but not that of the tilh, 

^* The top or covering of the trap is 
a floor of pl^n>t, nearly level with the 
top of th« weir j on the lower fide of 
wnich th*'. trap is, of ^u^rfe, fituated. . 
<< Some days ago, when the water 
was unufualiy low-n'provincially and 
not improperly ^» fmali"— the whole 
river p^ilfcd through the weir houfc. 
Aut tk^ recent rains have fwoln it to a 
tenfold fije. The w^tcr aow pours 
over the weir, in a denfe, broad i^ect ^ 
foiooth, and glaify above*; but furrow. 
!»£ as it deCcends) and producing, in its 
hRf a wl\ite foaminz whirlpool} the 
regularity of the fall being broken, on 
. one fvUf by the torrent* ruQ^ing down 
. the iieep defcei^t from the iluice, and, 
on the other, hy the margin of the river 
hurfling its way over the native rock, 
^n^a pleaiing objed \$ p^uccd ; while 
the extreme reelufenefs of ihefituation, 
—the wild coppice wood on th^ one 
hapd, jkud the^ nigh grown, impcndioig 



timber 00 the othcri— add tathe pi^u* 
rable effe^ of the fcene : whichy in a 
mild evening after rain, is flill height 
tened, and rendered more interefling, 
by the animating and beautiful accom« 
paniment of falmon, difplayin^ feats 
of futile agility i^i^hrowing themfelvea 
far out of the water, in endeavouring 
to furmount the qaura^i or flrug* 
eiing,. with more fatal zeal, 40 reach 
the treacherous hold, from whence 
th«^re is no return. 

^ The fpecics of fifli taken at thia 
weir are falmon, falmon peel — ^provin* 
cial ** pail," and, at fome certain faa? 
fons, a few trouts. 

*< But the principal part ol the pro. 
duce of this flihery is taken by N£t 
FISHING, The river, for near a nniio 
tHrlow the weir, is broken into rapicls 
and pools, fome of them very deep. 
Seven or eight of thefe pools aqs 
adapted to the feine or draw net, which 
is drawn once or twice a day, by four 
men : with horfes to carry the net, and 
the li(h caught i and with dogs to con* 
▼cy the end of the rope acrofs the watert 
where it is too deep or inconvenient tu 
be forded. 

** The flfliing feafon commences, i|i 
this river (the Tavey), the middle or 
latter end of February (but on thye 
Tamer oot until fcveral weeks after* 
ward f ), ar d clofcs in October or No- 
vember ; when the weir is thrpwuopcn, 
and the Alb, afterward, fufl*ered to go up 
to fptwn. 

'* Prefently after a flood, and when 
falmon aie abundant, ten or twelve are 
frequently taken at a draughts fome- 
times more;' upwards of a hundred, it 
is faid, were once drawn to fliure. 

** No wonder that a fllhery thus pro* 
du^live, and lying at a dillance from 
any habitation, fliould be liable to the de- 
predations of ^QAC^BRs; cfpecially as 
the river forms the boundary of a min* 
.iilg parifli, notorious foY it^ pilferers. 
They L^vc been kiM)wn to come down 
in bodies, like the game poachers vf 
Norfolk i bidding ten or a dozen m^i^ 
defiance. 

<• The i^et poaching is done, chiefly, 
11^ the night; while the river aboundj^ 
with fre£ water. But, in tht; day; 
tivofi^ whten the water is dead ^nd^ 
clear, tHc poachers are not inactive |. 
then uflng the fpear, which they throw 
with dexterity ; .and, by tUis pra^ijCC|^ 
are llnown to 9k<ry off numbers^ 

•* Nor does daylight deter them, 

wholly, from net filhiog, when the wa-«

Souftriere and Vieux Fort, to receive the 
fubmiilion of the garrilons of 1 1 to fe places. 
J^rom Sotjflrieire we have bt-en informed 
* that peaceable polT-iTion has been ^iven 5 
vfroin Vieiix Fort there i* no itr^ort. Tiic 
•principal objt A ot the blockade of Mornc 
X'ortunc has been obtained. The enemy 
has been prevented from cfcnping into the 
Wood* ; their troops, whom ihty call re- 
gulars have been made piilontrsof war, 
and the afpieiT negioes have bcjn iu a 
^onfiderabK degree dilai oied. 

Our opcraitions have been atiendtd with 
^nfiderable lahoui' and fatigue, roads 
were every where to be made through a 
mountainous and rugged country, aritllery 
and ammunition to lie carried K>rward, 
and the iineof inveltmcnt, extending about 
ten miirs, to be fupplLed with prgvifions, 
without the alHttangc of carriages, and with 
few horfes. 

It is bat jufticc to the troops to fay that 
their condud has been nicritoriouc ^ that 
they have undcrgunc an uncommon (hare 
ot latiguewiihcheerrulnefs, and in leveral 
initances have given proofs of the grcateft 
intrepidity. We arc under great obliga- 
tious to BiUpulier* General Knox for 
pbnnina and executing the road cf com- 
munication from Choc Bay, by Chahor, 
to Morne DuchaHcaux. Brigadier General 
X'loyd, of theRo^al AniJIciy, and Cap. 
tain ||ay, tlie Chief Engineer, may juftijr 
claim their ihajc of praifc, Brigadicr-Ge* 
^al Hope has, on all occivnons„ moft 
^*^ingly come forward, and exerted him« 
(tlf in tiinea of danger* to which be was 



not ^lled from bit (ituation of Adjutant^ 
General.^*.. 

Rear'Ailmiral Sir Hugh Chriftian and 
the Royal Navy haVe never ceafed to (hew 
the utrnolt alacrity in forwavding the pub« 
lie fervice. To tlieir ikill and unremitting 
labours the fucccfs which has attended liia 
Majefty's arms is in a great meafuie due. 
By their eflforts alone the anillcry was ad- 
vanced to the batteries, ai^d every co«. 
operation which could jwflibly be expected 
or dcfired, has been afforded in the fulleft 
manner.

In my Letter of th« 4th of May I 
had the honour to acquaint you of the 
unfucteisful attack on the eneroy*s bat- 
* teries on the fide of the Grand Cuhdc 
Sac 5 and, as it had been previoufly dc- 
tervmecj that the principal attack on 
the enemv*5 works fnould he made (^n 
the North fide of Mornc Fortune by 
the rdge of DuchatTeaux, every exer- 
tion wks made to complete the road for 
creating the neceffary batteries, and to 
bring forward the artillery and ammu- 
nition. On the t^th inftaot the batte- 
ries, confirtingof 18 pieces of ordnance, 
were opened. Thcfc could only be 
confidercd in the light of a firft paral- 
lel. The fecond parallel is now nearly 
complete, and the lodgmtint for the laft 
op'third is to be made to-morrow. If 
, t:his operation Ihould be attended with 
the eftcdt ejcpc^cd from ir, it is probable 
that we (hilU in tlt« courfe of tin or 
twelve days, be in poflTefTion of tho ene- 
my's works upon Morne Fortune, it 
is difficult for mc to give an adequate 
idea of the ground on which wc are 
obliged to a6^. The natural obftru6tion$, 
as well as every obAacIe ihac the enettty 
could throw in our way, render the 
poft of Morne Fortune not only rcfpcc- 
table, hut in a high' degree difficult to be 
fubdted.

I HAVE the honour to iqforro y^ur 
Lordlhip, that on the i8th inllant the 
French entered Bologna, to the number 
of about 15,000 men, having preyioufly ' 
fent before them a CommiUary and t 
troqp of cavalry, to demand entrance 
into the city, with a promife of treat* 
ingit in a friendly manner : in confe- 
quence, being mailers of the town and 
fortrefs, they made the garrifon prr- 
foners of war, and fent them onder 
efcort into the Milanefe. The Pope's 
Legate they immediately ordered to 
quit the Bolognefe. 

On receiving this information, I im- 
mediately waited on the Prime Minifter 
Seratti, and the Marquis Manfredini, 
to know whether his Royal Highncfs 
had any intelligence of an intent of the 
French to march into Tufcany, or to 
garrifon Leghorn ; and 1 had the moft 
pofuive affurances from both, that the 
French had no idea at prefcnt of en- 
tcring Leghorn. 

I own, my Lord, that I do not place 
much confidence in their promifes of 
not coming to Leghorn ; I bav« there- 
fore thought proper to write lo the Ad- 
miral my fehtiments to that ^fi*e6l, re- 
quefting him to leave fome veflels at 
Ireghorn to carry off the merchants and 
Britifti fubjeds, with their effects, in 
cafe of a fudden invafion.

SIR, St, Kince7tt*Sy June it, 1796. 

THE laft letter whicti I had the bo- 
ftotir to Write' to you was on the 31ft of 
May, froth St. Lucia, wherein I ac** 

attainted t'ou with the redu6tion of that 
land. Brigadier General Moore informs 
me, in a letter of the itth of J one, that 
every thing remained quiet, and I have 
every reafon to hope that the meafurea 
he has adopted wtU tend to infure 
tranqiiitiity, as far as it depends upon 
him. 

The- embarkition of the artillery 
and troops deftined to z6i in Sr. Vin- 
cent and Grenada necefiarily employed 
Ibme days, and at that moment the 
weather proved particularly unfavoura- 
ble. The wbolc, however, was cm* 
barked and ready to fail on the 3d of 
June. The St, Vincent divinon waa 
ordered to rendezvous at iCingilon Biy, 
and that for Grenada at Cariaccu, one 
of the Grenadines, While the troops 
were alTelnbling at the rendezvous, 
Major General Nicholfs met me at 
Cartacou, where the t'p«rauons for Gre- 



nada were fettled. On the 7th inft^ I 
returned to St. Vincent, and on the Sth* 
in the evening, the troops difembarked. 
The following day they marched in one 
column, by the right, as far as Stubba, 
about eight milei from Kinigfton 5 each 
divifion halted that evening oppofiae 
to their refpe£tive poiiu of attacks 
On the loth, in the moriiing, the ene- 
my's flank was 'turned : two twelve- 
pounders, two fix pounders, and nr« 
howitzers, were advanced, with conii-' 
derable difficulty, within (it hundred 
yards of the enemy's works ; but, noc«» 
withftanding our efforts to drive th« 
enemy from their poft on the Old Vigie, 
by means of a well-fcrved artillery, they 
maintained themfelves froih fcven in th« 
morning until two in the afternoon; 
Major General Morlhead had very 
handfomely, early in the day, oScred 
to carry the redoubt by alTauit, but being 
willing to fpare the lives of the troops, 
and obferving that the pirt of the line 
which he commanded laboured under 
difadvantagcs, the affault was deferred 
until the decline of the day rendered it 
abfolotely neecffary. 

From Major General Hunter's divi- 
fion on the right a part of Loewendcin'* 
corps, and two companies of the 4td 
regiment, with fome Ifland Rangers, 
availed themfelves of the profile of thd 
hill, and loilgcd themfelves within a Very 
Ihort diftance of the fort- At twoo'cloct 
the two remaining companies of the 
4ad regiment, from Major-General 
Hunter's column, and the Buffs, fup- 
ported by the York Rangers from Majof 
General Morlhcad's, were ordered t% 
advance to the attack. The enemy, 
unable towithftand their ardour, retired 
from their firft, fecoiid, and -third re- 
doubts, but rallied round the New Vigi^, 
their principal poft. They were now 
/uUy m our power, as Brigadier General 
Xnox had cut off" tiieir communication 
with the Charib country, and Lieute- 
nant Colonel Dickens, of the 341!^ 
regiment, who had been previoud^ 
ordered to make a dherfion with the 
remains of his own and the fecond Weft 
India regimcntaupon their right, wher« 
the Charibs were poficd, had fucceeded 
beyond expectation, having forced the 
Cnaribs jo retire, and uken their poft.

YOUR Excellency knew that, the 
weather being favourable the momiDg 
of the i8tb> Brigadier-General Camp- 
belFs Brigade, and the Brigade com- 
manded by Colonel Count D'Heillimer* 
bad marched from their portion on 
Mount St* John's and Chadeans ; the 
former to force a poft the enemy had 
cftablilhtd at MictUlls, and aftenvards 
to proceed againft their Camp at Aches, 
wh'de the Count*s Brigade were to try to 
get above the enemy, and at the back 
of their redoubts on Momc Quaquo* 
Lieutenant-Colonel Gledltancs, who wat 
pofted with the 57th regiment at ^e 
head of Grand Roy Valley (which is on 
the oppofite fide of Momc Quaquo to that 
00 which Count D'Heiliimer was to at- 
tack), was deHred to fend a ftrong detach* 
ment on the back of the Mountain, aodf 
if he found the enemy's redoubts ai&il- 
able, inftan^hr to attack them \ bur, if 
too ftrong Co be entered without further 
preparation, to take poft as near them at 
pffilible^md there wait further inftruAions* 
Such was the general difpofuion midefof 
the attack of their two ftrong poAiions 
on Morne Quaquo and Foret Noir 
(commonly called Aches Camp), while* 
froall detachment of three companies of 
the Colonial Black Corps, and the Gre- 
nadiers of the 38th regiment, went againft 
a poft the enemy had at the head of BcaQ 
Swur Valley.

ped them, tied their hands behind their 
backs, and then murdered them. — Above 
twenty were put to death in this barbarous 
manner. 

The condu£V of Brigadier- General 
Campbell and Count D'HeiUimcr has 
been ofTicer-likc and meritorious* addi as 
fuch, I take the liberty of mentioning 
them to your Exceliency j indeed Count 
D'Heillimcr's difpofition for the auack 
Mras (o judicioufly made, and fo well exf 
^ured by Loewcnftcin's Yagers in par- 
ticular, and the Royal Etrangers, who got 
up to the top of the Mountain iu the 
tight, that when the enemy faw them, 
foon after day-light, in poficinon of their 
upper fmall poft at the Vigie, their re- 
iiftance was afterwards feeble, and as our 
troops advanced they abandoned their 
works, and fled into the woods, where 
the Vagtrs foon followed them. I can-

The French Inhabitants who, through 
fear or compulfion, as fonie of them 
fay, or thiough intlination,as is generally 
believed here, had joined the infurgcnts, 
have come in, and given themfelves up 
10 me. 1 have fcnt them all to the Lieu- 
tenant Governor's, to be tried by the 
pivil Power. 

If wt have a few days of dry weather, 
we hope to clear the country fo far a& to 
enable me 10 put the troops in comfort- 
able (quarters, agreeably to your Excel- 
lency \ orders. 

We have taken, in their different poftai 
fince the 9th inftant, above twenty pieces 
of cannon j many of them fo bad that, 
though they ufed them, our anillery men 
would not think it fafc to do fo.

Paris, Sept. t4» Thb city has bees 
in a ftate of violent agitation.— The Di- 
rectory had ordered a camp to be pitched 
for 2000 men in the plain of Crenelle^ 
which lies clofe to this city, that this 
force might be readv to a£t in cafe the 
Jacobin party (hould attempt any t ta- 
lent meafurcs aeamft' the eftablifiicd 
Government. The Jacobins formed a 
plot to furprize this camp and get ^ot* 
leilion of the arms and ammuoiaoo* 
In the night of the 9th ef this moi&th 
they colleAed 1 506 of their partizans, 
and, after kiilinz the centinels at their 
pods, attacked the camp ; but juft be- 
fore they had attained their objeA of 
fccuring the arms> they were over- 
powered and i3t of them taken pri- 
loners^ who have been fince condenuied 
to be ihot. Among thofe taken pri- 
fonert were feveral Generab, who nad

The evi- 
dence of the fcrvant, Mary Thompf^n, 
varied from her former depofition be- 
fore the Magiftrates, before whom ihe 
fwore that Mr. Yates puihed away the 
piftol with his han4 when prefented bv 
Sellers ; but contradicted herfelf in this 
)>articular on the trial, that Mr. Yates 
did not touch the pilto), nor was it pof- 
ii\}\t for him to reach it, though on her 
firfl examination (he had fworn that Mr. 
Yates had hold of it, and was ftruggling 
"H'ith it at the moment it went on. It 
came out in evidence that Mr. Yates had 
behaved in a viadiCtive quarrclfeme 
manner in thehoufet having threatened 
Mifs Jones with perfonal violence. SeU 
lers, in his defence, denied all intention 
of killing; Mr.Vates, but that the piftol 
went ofl, owing to Yates taking hold of 
it; and that he had de(ircd to be fur^ 
niihed with the piftols for his perfonal 
defence, as Mr. Yates had repeatedly 
threatened to bring in fcvcral pcrfons to 
turn them out by force. He had only 
been Ihut out for the purpofe-of keeping 
him out Vill the attorney, who bad been 



fent for, fliould arrive % tmd that 1u4 

taking the piftol was the iropulfe of the 
moment, and was only intended to have 
intimidated him ; and that Mr. Yates 
himfelf feized hold of the piftol to wreft 
it from him. Mifs Jones, in. her de- 
fence, wtnt into the particulars of ber 
firft engagement with the late Mr« Ri- 
chard Yates, and of her performiog at 
the BiriT ingham Theatre ; of the will 
in her favour, and of the turbulent be- 
haviour of the deceafed ; difclaimiog all 
idea of his murder, aud that flie would 
have willingly refigned every ftiilliog of 
tbe property to have faved Mr. Yates^s 
life. Footner faid little more than ac- 
counting for his being in the houfe in 
the way Sellers had previoully related, i 
merely calling as an acquainunce of 
Sellers. Evi&nce to chara^er was 
only called in favour of Sellers; feveral 
pertons proved him a auier, humsne, 
inoflTeniive man. The learned Judge» 
Rooke, then proceeded to fum up the 
evidence, and to' point out the moft 
ftriking parts to the jury. He thought 
Mifs Jones and Mr. Footner oueht 
clearly to be acquitted of wilful murder. *; 
as they did not know that Sellers had 
the piftol, and it was not intended to 
keep Mr» Yates out by violence. With 
regard to Sellers, the' Jury ihould con<« , 
ftder whether he fired the piftol wil- 
fully; if he did, he was gitiity of mur- 
der ; if the piftol went oB by accident, 
it was only manftaughter ; ftiort of that 
it conld not be. The jury retired for a 
few minutes, and brought in their Ter» 
di^, John Sellers, not guilty of the fBur^r 
der, but guilty of manftaughter ^ SIi« 
zabeth Jones and Richard Footner, act

|K the 64th year of his age, David Ritten« 
* houie, the American ph^ibpher. Hit 
liiftory is curious, from the admiration in which 
bis charafter was held. Rittenhoufe was a native 
of America ; and, in ^ne early part of hb 
|He, lie mingled the purfuits of fcience with 
the adive employments of a farmer and a 
watchmaker. In 1769 he wa« invited by the 
American fhiloibphical Society to join a num- 
ber of gentlemen who were then occupied 
in aoaking fome agronomical obftrvatlons, 
when he particulariy diiUnguiflied himf If by 
the accuracy of hts calculations and the com- 
prehenfion of his mind. He afterwards con- 
ilmded an obfcrvatory, which he fuperin- 
tended in perfon, and which was the fource 
|>f many important difcoveriet, as u ell as 
greatly tending to the general diffufioo of 
fcience in the wellera world. Dormg the 
American war, he was an aAive aflerior of 
the«au£(o(iode|>tDdeaGe. Since 0e ooil« 



du6on of the peace, he fucceffively filled tht 
offices of Treaforer of the Srate o» Pemifyhra- 
nia, and DireAor of tbe National Mint, In . 
both of which capacities he was alike dilliii- 
guiflied for Arength of judgement and in- 
tegrity of heart. He ibcceedrd the iflufthoufl 
Franklm in theoffice of Prefideotof the Phi. 
loibpbical Society; a fitnatkia which the 
bent of his mind and the courfc of his fbdiea 
had rendered him eminemly calculated to fill ; 
and towards the otofe of Ims days he retired 
from pofalic lifet«> tbe enjoyaaemofdomeftlc 
happinefs, when he formed a'circie of private 
friends, vrho wiH comiaue to admitt hit vir- 
tues as a man, while the world will applaud 
his talents at a philofopher,

FROM the moment that aa Impeachment of Mr, 
Hastings was agreed on by the Houfe of Commons, 
the Ed I TOR of tbp prefentCoMPiLATioNdeterminedtomark 
the progrefs, and tg idoUedt, and to preferve every document 
and memorial, ii) any material degree conneded with a 
Trial fo new in it5 pature, fo various and extenfive in ij:$ 
relations, and that might probably, in its iflue, produce 
the mod important, though unknown confequences^ If, 
however, he bad forefecn, gr could have fufpedted that it 
would have been protradted to fo unufual a length, and 
involved fuch a complication of attentions, he would, pro- 
bably, have been deterred frgm fo arduous an undertaking. 
New doubts and difficulties of Law and Evidence arofe 
from time to time : new fcencs vere opened ; new charac- 
' ters introduced. Fad was ailed ged on fadt; and of debate 
and declamation tji?re feemed to bjs no end. The tafk, in a 
word, grew under his hands : but he felt himfelf coip- 
mitted, and could not retreat. The induftry with 
vifhich he has execul^ed this plan will )be readily acknow- 
ledged.

But it is not to future Antiquaries only that the 
Pieces here collefted, not neceflarily though naturally con- 
neftcd with the Trfal, will appear interefting — the greater part 
of them, we doubt not, will pleafe general Readers of the 
prefent times. 

This Trial derives ftill higher C9nfequence from its con- 
jieftioi) and influence on our political fyftem. It has ferved, 
in its cpmn^epcen^ent, progrefs, and termination, to define 
the political fituation of this Country with refpeft to India; 
to give greater pri^cifion to her maxims both of policy and 
jurifprudeAce in th^t country ; to afcertain thd line of con- 
duft that may be purfned, on various emergencies, by the 
Civil and Military Officers of the Company and the Crown ; 
and on the whole, in various ways to confolidate the Britilh 
Empire in Hindoftap. 

Thus far it is particularly interefting to every fubjcd of 
Britain ; but efpecially to all who have any (hare in the Bri- 
tilh Government.

In (iiort^ XhQ'Scbola Medicine is calculated to anfwer the mod ample pur- 
pofes of iailru<^ion ; to render molt other books unneceffnry, as far as 
fa^s and jufi rtafomng extend ; and, to early fortify the juvenile mind 
againXt thofe frothy CQiije6tural effu(ions> which too often, pro umpore^ in- 
jure the Pxonian art. It muft be left to the difcernment of the learned aud 
candid, who will perceive the immenfe labour of the undertaking, to de- 
termine oa its probable utility and merit. 

The arrangement of the work, its gradual execution, the flow progreft 
of the engravings, with which the letter-prefs was frequently obliged to 
keep pace, have confumed a period of above twenty-five years, as fur as the 
author's other writings, and an extcn five medical practice would permit. 
It was written in ^Latin^ that it might become more univerfally ufefiil to all 
nations. The ftile, it is hoped, is perfpicuous, clear, and intelligible ; 
thofe who have ncgltfdcd their Z.^//>, may, perhaps, findxhis performance 
ufeful in 'regaining, what may, in fome meafure, have been loU, and 
the junior (ludeuts, it is hoped, will be incited to purfue their iludies in 
the learned languages, which will amply reward their labours, and give ad- 
ditional luftrc to that profefBon, in which it is their duty to attempt excel- 
lence as members. Eveiy phyfician fliould leave the art better than he found 
it, by dedicating to ftudy the idle hours confumed in amufements. 

The intended mode of publication. 

The work was originally intended to be publiflied by fubfcription, and 
his Majeily, above twenty years ago, was gracioufly pleafed to promife 
royal protedlion on p^rufing the original plan ; but the impolfibility 
of^forefeeing whether the Author, during life, could accomplifh fuch ^ 
an undertaking, induced him to avoid folicitation for fubfcriptions, and the 
obje^ was, however, ardently purfued until the prefent time, when it is 
coiHpleted, as an elegant and ufeful library book. 

A -work of this delbription, calculated for particular clafles of mankind, 
cannot be expe6led to be encouraged, as books of more common univerlal 
topics and reading. The Author conceives that the SJjoia Medicina may 
be very ufeful to, and moft likely tQ,be e^courpged by the following ranks :

TO THE PUBLIC. 



TN the early ages of the worid> the migrations of mankind were fc'ur. Their warns 
-*" being circiHnfcribed by their ignorance of luxuries, they generally pafled a kind 
of vegctadvc life on the the fpot where they were bom. Their views extended no 
farther than to the procuring offimple necdTaries; and few countries, where men hafe 
fixed their refidence, are fo (leril and inhofphable as not to fopply thofe. 

The admirers of uncultivated or favage life recur with pleafore to thofe days 
hunting was the chief amufement; milk and herbs the principal fupport of man ; and 
nature-the guUe and the modeller of his paflions. By degrees, however, ambidon aepC 
in to didurb his repofe : he longed to enjoy a more fertile fpot, which his neighbosr 
occupied; to poiTefs more numerous flocks and hetds; and to lodge in more arti^ijl, 
and commodious dwellings. Anibition paved the way to commerce; and comnuioe 
ended in civilization and refinement. By thefe, the wants of mankind H(ere maltipBed* 
and the mind gained a new ftimulus from the defire of fupplying them. Hence 
are encouraged, diligence rewarded, r;nd every faculty of the ibul rooied from ifae 
torpor of inaftion, llarts into life and motion. 

Such A^ere the progreiTive fleps by which the human kind advanced from fimpSdty 
to artificial exiftence. And if the former has its admirers, it cannot be dented but that 
the latter has given rife to all the energies which exalt the man above the brute ; aad, 
confer on him an unequivocal claim to pre-eminence in the fcale of being. 

We "will not deny but that commerce occafions as many wants as it relieves ; and thtt 
If indolence is blifd, we (hould have been happier without it. But man was sot ckf- 
tined for inaAivity; and when his labours are directed to a proper point, they cither 
a£R)rd individual profit or pleafure, either benefit hiinfelf or the community. 

The noblcft principles of the foul lay dormant, till adfcititious wants called them inta 
a^lion* Who could (hew generopAty, when none flood in need of affiftance ? who couU 
difplay the virtues of charity and humanity, when all were on a level in pn^perty anlj 
enjoyments? By extending the bounds of knowledge, and of indulbry, we have ifi*'^ 
creafed the empire of happinefs; he who makes us acquainted with what we knew noCjl 
before, is futely-a benefactor to I1I& kind; and hf who (iipplics a want ^hich aootbm 
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feels» though intcreft may direa his diligence, will always be cftimablc in the fcale of 
poHHied fociety. , 

From this Ihort deduftion, which we confider as exphnatory of the principles from 
which the fubjefts of our intended labours originated, it will evidently appear, that 
though cariofity may have actuated fome minds, yet the defire of gain and the profe- 
cution of commerce were the principal caufes of the emigrations of men, and of their 
advances in refinement. 

In proportion as thefe have had an influence on human conduft, new countries have 
been explored; and the whole race of men has been united by a lie, lefs pure, indeed, 
than the fecial, but no lefs permanent in its operations and eflfeds. 

But various caufes confpired to prohibit the free Intercourfe of nationr in early ages; 
and hence, general civilization was late in taking place. . Before the difcovery of the 
magnetic needle, a few coafting voyages limited the purfuits of the moft adlive and the 
moft inquifitive ; and travellers were equally rare. 

After this noble invention, by degrees, the thirft of gold or the love of novelty 
prompted en terprifing fpirits to extend their intercourfe. Every attempt brought new 
acceflions of pleafure or profit. A Colupibus difcovered a new world, and De Gama 
laid open the treafures of the eaft, with more facility than the produce of a fingle king- 
dom can be conveyed from one extremity to the other. 

Since that period, Europe at leaft, has been rapidly ad\'ancing in all the arts that em- 
bellilh and digni^r life ; and the refearches and narratives of the adventurous voyager and 
the curious traveller have frequently amofcd the indolent, or inftrufled the inquifitive. 
Man, indeed, as a citizen of the world, feels a natural iritereft in all that concerns 
his fellow men. , The rudeft traits of feature or of charadler, in diftant nations, fervc 
to excite him, by fingularity ; or to folace him, by comparifon. He enters into the 
^lews of thofe who have flrove to entertain or inftrud him, with a relifh proportioned 
to the dangers they have encountered, or the diligence and refolution they have dif- 
played ; and hence, of all fludie-, not abfolutely neceflary to his well being, in a ftatc of 
^ polifhed fociety, none are more cherilhed than thofe which combine novelty with in- 
formation, through the medium of Voyages and Travels. 

Of thefe, our own country has produced a luxuriant and valuable crop ; but what- 
ever merit particular works of this kind xmy have, there is no general collcdion that is 
. not become obfblete by time, or imperfeft by fubfequent difcoveries. The early ac- 
couhts tranfmitted to us are, perhaps, lefs chargeable with intentional fallacy than una- 
voidable ignorance. When fcience was at a low ebb in general, it cannot be fuppofcd, 
that the interefted adventurer, or even the diligent enquirer, was always able to difcri- 
mloate with exa^nefs, or to record with fidelity. Much, therefore, that has been ac- 
cumulated by former afliduity, will be defcrvedly rejefted by il^odem tafte and learn- 
ing. It is only repeated touches that can produce any thing like perfefftion ; and 
though' fomc of our predeceffors have done all that circumftances would allow, iubfe- 
quent examination and difcovery have proved, that much ftill remains to be done, to 
gratify the judicious, and to pleafe the curious. 

Purchase's Pilgrims, of antiquated date, were fuperfeded by Churchill's Col- 
leftions. Harris's might be confide red as a rival publication of the latter.* Ast- 
x.ey's Voyages and Travels followed, Thefe arc the grand works, on this fuhjeft, in 
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our language, which can be named in a collcdivc and refpciflablc light, and t^c 1^ 
of them was publiOied upvartls of half a century ago. Since rha: period, finglc Voyag:! 
and Travels have been muhiplied to an amazing degree; and as the Jaft enquirer hi 
alwa>8ihe l>ctl chance of obtaining excellence, and of courfe has ufed all the new light 
and dicoveries, whatever relates to manners, to foil, to climate, to produce, to natur:. 
or artificial curiolities, are moft advantageoufly viewed througk the medium of recect 
pul)!lc-ition5. 

But the expence attending the purchafe of a complete coUedlion of fcattered works 
on the fubjcdt of voyages and tra\els; the time they would confume to read them all; 
and the little iiitercil that general ^readerd can take in particular parts, interlarded as 
tbey are with ftale geographical defcriptions and unfcientific remarks, fuggcftcd the 
propria ty and utility of luch a fcledion as might fatisfy without fatiguing, and convey 
the moft requliue information at a^price too limited to be regarded. 
I To accom fjJiOi this, we have ti.ong^t proper to give an hiftorical account of'the moft 
celebrated and inicrelling voyages, travels, difcoveries, andihipwrecks, dffciled, as /ar 
as pi)flible> of technical phrafes and cumbrous minutiae. Our plan is, to concentrate' the 
wide range of publications on this fubjedl into a narrow compafs, and to deliver them 
in an form Jidion and connedtid narrative; to preferve every circumHancc that can 
amofe Ox inllruct, to entertain the fancy, and to humanize the he%rt. Character and 
incident are the principal traits we wilh to fcizc; and by apt refledlions, to make man 
the friend of man, is our leading aim. To this end, our labours liave been invariably 
direcled, whatever may be our fuccefs; and though of this we do ifordefpair, we are 
aniniated by higher views and more honourable motives, than thofe which can arife 
from a wilh to gratify vicious tafte, or conciliate worthkfa favour, at the expence of 
the approbation of, the wife and the good, and the didatcs of cortfciencc and duty. 

We confefs we have wriiten with an eye to youthful innocence and female delicacy. 
Our pages, trerc fure, we truft will not offcnd,ihould they fail to picafe. To deferve 
"praife may requxic the efforts of fuperior genius or application ; but to avoid juft blame, 
IS furely in an author's own power. 

To the public wc owe this brief and candid explanation of our fcntiments and inten- 
tions: jve are ambitious of its patronage, and have ftudied to deferve it.
